Sir, I am vitv soriy that these amemlmeiits could not be moved earlier. 
Tire reason is that on acrMUint of the disturbed comlituui in tin* city ol 

(’alcutta, I had to tour the cit> and I could find \erv little time to send 

them or to go through the Hill. The (iovei iiiiienl also i*. tiMiig to rush 
tins hill thnnigh the House witiiout giving iis an> opportunity. A measure 
ot this kiii<l shouhl not have been rushed at this speed. However, Sir, 

situated as we are wi‘ have oiil\ to make our subniissioii and to draw the 

attention <»f the ( iovei nineiit to tlie defects which, in our opinion, are of 
serious naturi' and which aflei't basic jirinciples of the Bill. 

Sir, in this clause 9, the lirst amendment is that tor the words “standard 
rent payable ” the winds and figures “stamlanl rent fixed under this Act or 
under We.st Bengal Brennses Kent t'ontrol ^Temporary Brovisiousi Act, 1948, 
payable ’ be substituted. Sir, this Act of H)48 was passed two years back and 
since then many cases have been disposed of by the Kent C/ontrolier. Rents 
have Ihhmi enhanced in accordance w'itli that Act. The Corporation asse.ssment 
has been fixed on the basi.^ of tliose rents. Sir, if this Bill is passed, as it 
stands, without statutorily confirming the orders of the court in respect of 
the pn'vious Act, there will be many litigations and all the tenants of the 
rented houses in the city of Calcutta and suburbs will institute cases 
before the court to have their rents standardised on the basis of this new 
Act which reduces the increment some time from 20 per cent, to 10 per cent, 
and 80 !ne time from 60 per cent, to 16 per cent. Sir, all other amendments 
in other clauses also relate to this very question which affects the previous 
decisions of the court. 

Sir, I will also draw the Iittention of the Government to the fact that 
frtuu 1948 till today many wards of Corporation of Calcutta have been 
reassessed. Last time when we were considering the extension of the wriod 
of tile (6ilcutta Corporation, the Premier, the Hon’ble Minister in cLarge 
of the Local Self-Government Department, said that the finances of the 
(\>rporation have improved. The finances of the C^irtn^raiiou have improved 
because many of the important wards of the city of Calcutta were reassessed. 
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I will ju«t give you the numbers of those wards which have been reassessed 
from 1948 to 1950, to enable you to realise the amount of increase of taxes 
these wards may bring. Ward No. 10 comprising Mission How, Chandney 
and another area, Ward No. 11, Bowbasar area, Ward No. 12, Clive Street, 
Dalhousie and other areas. Ward No. 13, New Market and Lindsay Street 
area, Wards Nos. 32, 14, 15, Ward No. 9, Miniapore area, and Ward No. 17. 
These wards have been reassessed during the period of two years and the 
Corporation funds have been increased because tlie standardised rent has 
been much higher than the rent fixed at the time of previous assessment. 
If this Act comes into operation, naturally many cases will crop up 
between the tenant and the landlord — and tliat the relationships l)etween 
tenants and landlords which are already bitter — will be more bitter. Each 
and every one of the tenants will go to the Rent Contrtdler ftir re<luction 
of rent, and if the Act is pa.s.sed their rent will be n*duced. This Act also 
provides tliat the increased tuxes will have to he realised from the 
tenants. The taxes had been fixed on the basis of figures which are much 
higher than tlie standard rent whicli the (Controller will fix under the new 
Act. The result will he tliat the Controller will find great diHiculty in 
apjiortioning tluit jiortioii of the tuxes which the tenant will have to pay 
on the basis of reduced tuxes which will accuse tlie Corporation under the 
new Act. The tenant will naturally come forward ami say, “my rent is 
H.S. 50 and 1 am taxed on Hs. Til. Why should 1 pay tax on the basis of 
Rs. 70 while landlord will demand reduction in owner s share of taxes on 
that basis Again, Sir. the landlord who is given only 5 or 10 per cent, 
increa.se on the rent ot 1041 will have to pay the owner’s share of tax based 
fill the increment which he ha^ got undei the last Act Tin* n‘sult will l>e 
that the landlord will lose whatever he w'lll get by this enaetment lor the 
period the taxes are not reduced. He will have to pay at least more than 
10 per cent, (d the tax which lie as r^vner has to ])a\ That is the reason, 
Sir, why J liave moved this aimuidment that all tin* onhu’s that have l>een 
[lassed i>v the Rent (\>nt roller uikUt the West Bengal Premises Rent 
Control (Temporary Provisions) Act. 1048, shall stand. This is a very fair 
and just amendment. (Kir intention is that tlo‘ relationship betwa*en the 
tenant and the landlord should mijiiove and not deteriorate. But by this 
clause instead of bettering their ndationship. we woll make them more bitter 
and there will be more friction.s than at present existing lietween them. 

As regards my second amendment, 1 want the increment not to be 
based on the rent of DecemlnT, 1041. i.e., 0 \ears ago. There are very 
few people who keep records of the rent bills. I’here are very very tew tenants 
who can find out the rent of a )mrticular pieiinses in I!t41. It is easier for 
a landlord to produce e\nlence of rent of a particular premises in l)ecernlH*r, 
104fi. but even the production of evidence of rent in 194() is difficult for a 
tenant. The date ^hould be such us might enable parties to produce 
evidence. Instead of helping the tenants, we are putting more obstacles 
in their way. I^et us be practical and fix a daU*. It will be easier for the 
tenant to prcsluce the rent bills or to produce evidence of that period. We 
bad a Rent Control Ordinance in October, POb. While the last Act was 
being considered I suggested that the rent of I)eceirjl»er, l!Mb, !)e considered 
as basic rent. Even if it i.s December, 194(1, we will hiive to go buck four 
years. T doubt even then if any tenant, much less a new-comer to a 
premises, will find it very easy to produce evidence of rent of particular 
premi.ses in 194b. Sir, there are more chances to find out the rent of a 
particular prenii.se.s in 1940 than there are to find out the rent of the premises 
m 1941. 

Sir, we had so many disturbances b<*twcen the period 1941 — 1950. 
During the great Calcutta riot which Kxik jilace after 1941 the l>ooks of 
account and bill books of many of the big firms and the ow'ners of the 
premiaes were lost. There are^very remote chances to get records of 1941 
to enable the Rent Controller to fix Viasic rent. 
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Sir, we find that no provision has been made for the standardisation of 
rent where lonf( leases are in existence or expired. I personally know of 
one case where the lease of a premises wliich was executed in 1JI20 for a 
period of 2b years expired in IJHb and on application the ('ontroller increased 
the rent by 2b per cent.; tlioujrh the tenant who was the lessee is realising 
Rs. 4,b(K) from that particular premises and only paying IN. (i(M) to the 
suptfrior landlord. The Act give.s such tenant-landlord sufficient protection. 
Such unfairness shouhl be removed. In one case the Rent Controller him- 
self admitted hy saying, “I know that the rent of thi.s premises should be 
very high, but since 1^41 is the basic year on which I iiave to fix the 
increment of rent, I have no way out ^ I think some provision should be 
made whereby in the case of long leases ot premises rent may lie increased 
in proportion to the exinting rent in the lo(‘aIity. If the period ot lease is 
over, the ierins of the leas<* should lie allowed to he enforced and rent 
ini’.re.'ised if tenant lias bei'ii getting tin- heiiefil of low rent for a v(*rv long 
pericwl. This Act gives unfair and unjust shelter to the tenant who is a 
lessee. 1 think proiisnin .should he made tij.il it the Controller is satisfied 
that the n*nt is ahmuinally low, he should have the iliscretion to increa.se 
it in comi>arisfni with tlie existing rent in that jiarticular locality. So 1 
would request (Ik* ifon hlc Minister in chaige to give due consideration to 
tins uMfu'ct of undue low rent. Of course we liave not sufhcieiit majority 
to force our decision on him; we have on!.\ to depeml on his .sense of justice 
and s<*nse of fairness. The guiding factor hiiould he to see that provisions 
are maiie which will he helnful hoth to the tenant an well as to the landlord 
aud wliich shall bridge the gulf which now exists lietwecn them. 

Sir, there is no provision in this Hill for the increment of rent for 
pro[M‘r(ies requisitioned under the Jlelence of India Hules. In the Act of 
1148 tlii'ie was also no such provision Ihc result i.s that (jovernment has 
uot increased the rents of those propeities which had been leqiiisitioued hy 
them. Whereas the ('ontndlei has increas(Ml the rent ot those pnqierties 
which Were tak(*n on rental basis. Tin* lent ot such jiroperties as ha»l been 
requisitioned under tlie Defence of India Rules was not enhanced with tlie 
result (hilt (lie landloids \\hi>,se pioperlies had been leijuisitinned sufl'ered 
and are still suffering. This matter was brought to the notice of (Govern- 
ment and assurances were given hy them that they would issue necessary 
onh'i’s. 'rwo \eai.s have elapsed lint orders have imt \ et Inaoi issued. 
Even the (ioyernment did not increase the rent unless the party dragged them 
to court Neitln*!- the (iovernment of Bengal nor the Government of 
llulia have issueil any orders llioiigh they feel that there is ample justifica- 
tion ami force in the argument that rents ot all the premises should lie 
iucreahcd proportionati-U in ai'eonlaiice with the spirit of the Act W'hether 
they art* requisitioned under the Defence of India Rules or otherwise. 

Sir, in the cast* of newly constructiHl buildings the Government has 
provided only four per cent, and not more than six per cent, return on the 
cost of constrm lion of (he building. Ve have been liorrowing money from 
abniad at over four per cent., while we want to give the luudlords only 
four per cent, on the cost uf con.st ruction of new buildings in I’akutta and 
suburbs. I have suggested a small amendment that it should be 4 per cent, 
nett. If we deduct from that four per cent, tlie Corporation tax, extra 
rent for water-supidy, maintenance cost, co.st of electric current, uuiiuten- 
uuoe of lift and liitmiui, pumj>s. etc., tliere will hanlly be more than d/4 
per cent, left for the landlord and out of this one has to pay income-tax. 
This return will not be an iuot*litive to the |H*ople w ho would want to construct 
new buildings in Calcutta in order that peojile may find a living place. So. 
Sir, if per8on$ who intend to construct new hou.ses in Calcutta be given 
assurance in clear terns that they will get four i>er cent, nett on the cost 
of their construction including land, then it is possible that they may come^ 
forwartl and construct houses to relieve the overflowing population ‘ in the 
city. 
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I hope these amendments will be accepted by the Hon’ble Minister. 1 
would rather sug^st that as there are many amendments and the Ilon’ble 
Minister had no time to consider them, we can have this matter jmstponed 
for a day or two or take the Bill after the budget discussion. 

Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: Mr Speaker. Sir, 1 regret 
very much that it is not po.ssible for the Government to accept the last 
suggestion made by Mr.-Uafique that this Bill sliould be iurllier po.stponed. 
As you are aware, Sir, the life of the existing Act expires on the .'list 
March, Blot). Unless we can have this Act before that date, the whole 
rent control machinery will fail, and there will be an interivgnuni leading 
to various complications. Therefore, in the interest of the landlord as also 
of the tenant it is essential that there should be some statute before the 
date on which the present Act expiies. 

Shaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: II I' not on Act, it is mi Ordiiiaiicc. 

The Hon'ble BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: If the Ta‘gislatnre is in 
session there can be no Ordinance. There cannot al.so be an> second Bill 
on this subject again in the same sessifin. 

Now, Sir, 1 come to the varioun points raised by Mr. Bafiijiie. I think 
that he tried to make out th.it under the proposed Act the Uoi poration’s 
fiiiaiici^s would la* aflccled, .ind, secondK, tiial (la* i<*l.i( lonslitp between the 
tenant and tlie landlord would be more bitter because o| the dilliculties of 
appoilionmeiit ot the shares wlmdi the different t 4 *nants will have to hear. 
Sir, I must say that 1 have not been able to follow the logic ol Mr. Hafi(|ue*s 
arguments. Sir, he has said that Uoiporation’s finances will he affected. 
His argument, so far as 1 have htvn alile to umh'rstand him, is that in those 
areas where tliere h;is been leasst'.ssment of Uorporation (axes, note has tieen 
taken of the recent prevailing rent, that is, the rent allow'ed under the 
present Rent Control Act. Mr. Rafiijue’s aigument is that if under the 
jU'opo.sed Act rent rates are scaled dowui tliat wouhl diversely affect the 
Corpoiation’s finances. I am unahie to agree with that argument, because 
bad he been more (aieiul in e.x.iniiiiing (in* basis ol ( 'orporation reassOHM* 
nient, he would ioiAe found th.it incre.ise in ( 'orjioralion receipts has lieen 
more, due not so much to (to* incic.ise in rent rates as sucli, hut because 
of the very cliange in the basis of as.s<‘ssinent itself, and .so long as that 
basis continues, Sir, I do not think rent rates will bi* a sufficient and 
important factor. Secoinll>, Sir, there lias been u distinct provision laid 
down in the jirojio.seil Act that where (here has been an increase in the 
Corporation assessment, it shall Ik* taken note ot while lixing the rent. 
That Is in clause It itself. 

Then. Sir. aboiif apportionment. Mr Rafiqiie’s aigumimt has lieeii; 
sup[)OsJiig there i.s an overall increase in flie rates of assessment of a jiarti- 
cular hou.se ami there arc different tenaiil.s o<;cup\iiig different portions of 
that house; how to apjiortion the share of the tax amongst the different 
tenants*^ That is a matter that has Ireen left to the discretion of tlie Rent 
Controller and we hojie there would lie no difficulty, further, lie lias raised 
another point. He lias sahi that it is difficult for landlords to prodms* 
receipts and books to pnive wliat the rent rate was in llt4f. He has also 
said that in l!f4b books of many rejiuted firtns were destroyed during the 
cataclysmic events that took place during that year. Again 1 am unable 
to agree with his arguments because, if he remembers aright, from VM2 
when th^ onler was nromulgati*d under the Defence of India Act, fixation 
of basic rent was with reference to rent pr»*vailing in 1941. That has been 
continued through the series of legislation and ordinances from that time. 
So, Sir. the date 1941 continues, and it will not be difficult in this situation 
to produce evideuce of what the rent rate was in 1941. 

Then, Sir, Mr. RaBque kis mentioned aliout long lexises. Has he looked 
at section 5 about which some discussion took place yesterday he would 
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have found that long leases had h<*<*n taken outside the purview of this Act. 
Where there have been leases for more than twenty years those categories 
have Iwjen taken absolutely outside the purview of this Act, and that 1 hope 
meets Mr. Kafique's point. 

thaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: I am talking of 1921 leases, not of 
1941. 

Tha Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA SINHA: I uin sorry you cannot have 
every lease covered. 

Then, Sir, he has ruisefl the point about requisition. Had Mr. llafique 
been present yesterday he would have j>erhaj>s not raised thi.s que.stion, 
because J tried to enlighten the Hous4‘ on the principles that (joveniment 
follow in tin* ca.se n[ r<*quisit jfuied hoirs(*s. f nituitioned yesterday that, 
though tile relatioiisliiiJ ol an oidinary tenant an<l lamllord does not exi.st 
in the c<ih<‘ of teiiant.s occupying a reijuisif ioiied liouse, .still (loverninent 
generally agree with the piiuciple that even in the case of requisitioned 
houses the rent increa.se or decrease allowable uroler the Kent Act should 
also la* given, and if I reinemher aright — J am ijuoting Irom memory and 
am suhjei'f ])ei'lia|»M (o eorreclion — there wa.s grantinl actually an increase 
Morni* lime liack, and the question again is umlei active consideration ot this 
Government. 

Again, Sir, he has sanl that a jirofit of 4 per cent w'ill not give any 
incentivi* to new liouse buihling. Sir, that is a prolilematieal (juestion. 
We have .seen that various conce.ssions have mU in(lu<'ed the cajiitalists to 
invest capital and, Sir, they have clamoured ft»r more and mrire concessums. 
If you give 4 per cent., pel hups tin* m'xt da\ the licmand vviil la* for fl, and 
the very next day the deinaml will go up to 7. S or even ID per c(‘nt ; we 
do not km>w up to what limit it will go. And. Sir. about the hk lusion of 
the wool ’'net'* there is some diflieulty, Is’eausi* that will makt* the rate vary 
from house to house, ami iii that event the gross rate may vary irom any- 
thing between 4 per cent, to 14, lb oi even 'Jii- I do not know what. In 
this ca.se the actual determination ot what is 4 per cent., and what is b per 
cent., is left to the Kent ('outroller. 

Therefoie. Sir, for the.se reason.s I oppo.se all the amendments moved by 
Mr. Katique.

14(i of the (hileiitla Municipal Act for the reduction of the valuation at 
which the premises had been assessed. Naturally, the Corporation will 
have to give him a hearing, and the \aluatiou will he reduced to the extent 
of the rent fixed by the Iteiit (Controller. This reduction in valuation will 
aflfect the (Corporation’s income from consolidated rates of hou.ses and land 
in the city. 1 do not know why the Minister-in-charge who must have read 
the {'ulcutta Municipal Aid could not undeistand such a simple matter. 
The most astounding aspect of the whole Hill is the fact that while landlord 
has been made to suffer, the biggest landlord the Corporation of Calcutta 
escapes the mischief of the Bill. If it was the intention of the (tovernment 
to treat everybody fairly and squargly why they should exempt the Corpora- 
tion markets from the operation of (his Bill. The (Government of We.st 
Bengal have increased the rent of shops in the new market first hv 10 j>er 
cent, and then by 2o per cent. Thirty-five per C(*nt. has been tlie total 
inoreuient for markets owned by the Government of West Bengal or the 
Oillouttii (’’oriioration. The tenants of these markets will derive no benefit 
from the operation of this Bill. 1 fail to understand the reason. I would 
again reiterate that the passing of this Bill will bring more litigation and 
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more bitterness among landlords and tenants than that which exists at 
present. It will not help the Government ; it will not help the landlords 
and it will certainly not lielp the tenants at all. 

The Hoil'ble fliMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr. Speaker. Sir, 
Mr. Rafique is really opposed to the whole clause 17. You are aware, Sir, 
that in the proposed Act certain provisions have been made for assessment 
of standard rent, and it is the intention of the present Bill that this standard 
rent should be at a rate low'er than that which was fixed under the existing 
Act. Sir, this change makes it necessary that tliere should lu^ a provision 
in this Bill for the re-fixation of standard rent. Now Mr. Raficpie’s conten- 
tion is that this should not be done. What will be the results The result 
will be that there will be two sets of houses — one set r)f houses W'here the 
standard rent w'as fixed under the existing Act. In those cases stamlard 
rent will be of a higher rate. Then there will be another set of houses 
where standard rent will be fixed under the new Act. In those cases 
standard rent will be at a lower rate. So, Sir, the implication of 
Mr. Rafique’s amendment really is that there should be tw'o castes— 
Brahmins and Sudras or something like that — in the category of house- 
owners ; one set enjoying the privilege of higher rates and another set deuitMl 
that privilege. Tins is an impossihle state of affairs, and therefore we 
(Miinot really agree with Mr. Rafiiiue’s point. 

Secondly, Sn. he has harpe<l again on the (juestion of (’orporatioh 
finances, ('orporation finance, as 1 have said, is a .stqiarate question 
altogether. 1 do not deny that the rate oi rent is a factor in assessment. 

I have adniitted that, but I have said that perhajis in the overall picture of 
Corporation finance this i,s not the nuKst iniiiortant thing, ft>r tht‘ increase 
in as.st's^Tiient has been, so tar a.s I know, more <lue to i\ change in the basis 
of assesMiient itstdt rathei than to the increase in the rat(‘ ot rent.

Sheikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE* Sir, we have fintsbed tills Bill in two 
hours and ten minutes, whereas tin* last Bill took a pretty bmg lime in 
194S. Sir, this is a very impoitant Bill, and I reail> congiatulatc (jovern- 
ment in rushing it through with the jet-plane speed ami tin* steum-rrdler 
presstre. Sir, it has been said by my friend that tins Ibli will give relief 
to all parties. Last time when introducing thi.s Bill he gave us similar 
as.surances. I do not know what is the policy of tlie (iovernment, whether 
the policy of the Oovernment is to give relief' to the tenant.s or to the lami- 
lords, or to cater for the coming^ election to capture votes of the people of the 
Province. Sir, we were under the impres^iion that the New (Vmstitution 
will provide some sort of qualification for the electorate. But after the 
introduction of the New Constitution we found out that every adult has a 
Vote and every person will enjoy the right to elect hi« representative. 
Perhaps, thi.s opened the eyes of the (Government who realiseo tliat they 
must throw some .sort of bait to the fw'ople to assure them that the (Govern- 
ment is willing to do whatever they want, and perhaps they think that sach 
measures might induce the people to vote for the Government which is in 
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office tofJay. Sir, I do not think that this Bill will give any relief to any 
party, but it wdll bring in more vexation, more harassment, and more 
bitterness among the different groups interested in the fixation of rent. 
The time of the tenants will practicaily be spent in the courts ot law attend- 
ing to the cases. For the landlord, perhaps, it might be easier because he 
can employ u f>erson to look after his interest in the courts of law. But 
for a poor tenant, Sir, he will have to absent himself from office, sometimes 
at the cost of losing his jr)b and attend the court of law. Again, there will 
be so many oases, Sir, that three Kent (’onfroliers, or perhaps even a dozen 
f)f them, will not lu* able U) cope with the rush of the cases which will be 
filed us soon as this measure becomes an Act. In o))i)osing my amend- 
ments the llon'ble Minister said that he has issued nistructions that in 
cases where the |)remis(*s has Imsoi refjUisitioned iiiidri the Delcnce of India 
liules the inclement should ht- allowrd. Sii. I ran f<a\. witluuit f«‘ar of 
contradiction, that not even in one case the (iovernment ot Bengal or the 
Government of India ha\c incrfased the rent that pievailed in 1!M1 or 
whereas increnoMil has been allowed l)\ lie* Hi*nt Coiitroller in all the citses 
that were taken to the court of law except re(|inMlion luiuseH. Tla* (iovern- 
ineut did not it.mdt inciea-e the rent in tin* spirit of the pieMiit Act unless 
a case was instituted m the (ourt ot law. 

Sir, Ulitnri uiiatel.\ we eouhl not take pail, much tn the a'Katitage ot the 

Government, in tin* iH'ginnmg <d this Bill and oilun uuMsuies >Aliuh are 

lieing rushed through, on account <it tiie prevailing •li'*! ui harices in the cit> . 
Sir, voii cun see lor \ourselt, that ail the Immh lies nn the opposite side are 
empty except the one which 1 am oeeiipung The reason i*. not that they 
do not take inti'rest in ot>po>»mg this important me.tsuie: hut because the 
disturbauces in the city havt* eiigageil thcii attention the\ have not the 
time. They have to run all o\ei tin- city ami so the\ ('oiiht not attmid the 
Assemhly meetings, 

I wish (iovernment luck, though I teai thev cannot meet with success 
so fur as this measure is concerned I ma\ also point out that \\ hereas the 
last meiisun* was meant tor a pernul ot two \cai.s. this mcasuic is meant 
tor a periial ot three years It wouhl have Immui tair ami giacetul it tiie 

Government had )>ioposed this measure toi a period ot om* or two \eaTs ami 

bad given to llu* incoming memlM*r.s ot the new iegisl.ituie a chance to 
revise tlie decision or tfi bring in any measure that cnuld be loumi to be 
more in keeping with the needs ot the pei^plc ot tlie I’rovincv. .'^ir. this 
enactment for thiei- vears means that tlie incomings new Ministry and the 
new meinhers sluuihl wait till the period i.s over. 

Sir, I fiml fiiat the (iovernment at the time ot the appointment of the 
Advisory Committee to advise them on this m*w measure dal not consult 
the difft‘rent interests wlui'b \vo\ibl be affected by this Bill There are 
Associations in the (Otv ot t'alcutta and it representatives of the different 
As.siHUat ions representing different peisons liad het'ii taken in the ('oinmittee, 
]»erluips the Bill might have emergetl in a more nsetul torm. 

8]. a. 0. GUPTA: Mr. Spe.ikei, Sir. my friend Mr. Uafi<{ue sai<l that 
this Bill has Ihhui rushed through, was not sent to any Select Committee 
and that the different parties interested in the measuie were not consulted. 
Sir, as a member of tlii.s Assembly he must have receiveil the report of tlie 
West Bengal I’remises Rent ('onfrol Act Advisorv Committee and if he chose 
only to look at the Apfieudix he w'ould have found out that ail bodies who 
cared to take an> interest in this matter were consiilteil. The Hon ble 
Minister appointed a committee in which there were five memhers of this 
Legislative Asseiuhlv ami a (^haij^nun was .•»ele('te<l who was h\ far the most 
competent person available. He is a busy practitioner ami yet he gave 
his time. We held about sittings. We issued questionnaire, obtained 

opinion and examined the repre.sentutives after receipt of the replies to tb© 
questionnaire circulated to the different bodies and after mature considera- 
OOii we made some recommendations and the Bill was framed on the basis 
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of those recolu mentations. Therefore my friend’s complaint that the 
persons interested or concerned in it were not ctmauHed is wholly without 
any basis. Secondly, my triend has questioned even the policy underlying 
the Bill. 1 say it is too late in the day to say that a Bill of tliis nature i» 
not necessary in the interests both of the landlords and tenants. 1 must 
inform my friends that there were some representatives of the tenants who 
said ‘ Let there he no Bent Control Bill and we shall find out and we shall 
do what we think l>est with the landlords*'. No Government can possibly 
allow such a state of things. In this legislation we have tried to make provi- 
sion for avoiding .such conflicts, preventing greedy landlords from harassing 
the tenants, as many tenants for want of accommodation have to siihmit 
to whatever demand ffreed^ landlords make of them. There are good land- 
lords. there are good tenants; but unfortunately there are hail landlonls 
ami had tenant^ for whom the (iovernment is duty bound to make provision 
in (>nler to ensure better relationship between the landlord and the tenant. 
My learned friend has failed to understand the poliey underlying the Bill. 
The poh('\ Is the policy enjoined uiH)n every Congress member to legislate 
for the greatest g(H>d to the greatest numher. There ean he no doubt that 
the truants are greater in numher; there is no doulit that tli(‘ accommoda- 
tion 1 " vt‘f\ hinUrd and tlie trn.ints without ,i legislation like this will be 
coniph‘tel\ .it tin* int‘r< \ oi the landlords, .md theiefoie the |H)li(\v is lo help 
the tenants as t'ongr<*ss must do. At the same time we have provided that 
]>roper jiavineiit oi rent to the landloi’ds is assureil. We have done away 
With three inontiis’ waiting for tlie landlord to bring a east*. An\ twiv 
months’ .life . 11 will gne him a cau.se ot aetioii against a tt'iiaiit. W t* have 
als(» piovided that tenants ma\ not involve the landlord in a litigation and 
rn;n not p.i\ any rent for two months. You havt* seen, Sir, the Hon ble 
Ministei in ihaige has .ie(’epted a short-notice amendment to that i*ftVct. 
Ha\iiig seen that it is a matter of n*giet that mv liit*nd Mr. Hafi(|Ue wanted 
to ( haraeteT is(* the Bill as useless ami not ealenlated to benefit anyhmly. 1 
cannot see how theie ean be more harassment on ai'count of this Hill. 

Then, with regard to the period of thrtM* years, the last Bill provided for 
two veal's and there was a provision that it could lu* cNti*nded h\ a r(‘H()lu- 
tion oi the Legislative Assembly but it has been held timt tht* operjition of 
a Bill could not he extended under that pro(M‘durc. Wb* see then* is no 
chance oi any jirovision oi more houses iii Caleutt.i within three years and 
tliereion* this thre(‘-\eai jieriod has b(*en put in. As soon as (iovernment 
finds or as soon as people feel tliere is no necessit\ for any control or a 
measure like this I am sun* the Hoii’lde Minister will he too pleased not to 
extend any control regarding rent att<*rwards. 

With these f(*w words I congratulate the Hon'ble Minister tor piloting 
the Bill with smh salutar> provisions ami 1 again congratulate the President 
of tlie Kent A^lviso^^ (’ommittee who has lielped us a good deal in ])rodueing 
this Bill. 


The Hon’ble BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr Speaker, Sn. it is not 

neeesnarv f(»r me. after the s]»*eeh of Mr. J. (L (iupta. to tle.il elahoratidy 
with the points raised by Mr. Itatique, lie has practically touch(*d (‘Vioy 
point rai.sed )»\ Mr Kafique and 1 need not go over the same ground again. 

Sii, Mr. Kafique has said that this Bill has lieen rushed through the 
Legislature. I would onlv like to a<I<I one W’onl to what Mr. J. ( . (iuptii 
has said, viz., that this Bill was liefore the Assembly for a pretty long 
time and at tlie request of the honourable riiemberH I agreed to accept 
amendments right up to Salurda\ last though previou.sly it was notified 
that amendments w'ouhl la* accepted onl^ up to Monday before Monday last. 
Sir, it was the desire of the Goveniment that an imnortant measure like 
this should not he rushed through the Asiw^mhly and, therefore, I was 
extremely anxious to give the honourable lueinliers every opportunity to 
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dUcum and to consider the provisions of this Bill. Unfortunately for me, 
Sir, Mr. Rafique was then engaged in more important business; but, Sir, 
ultimately this Bill, I think, has proved to him even more important than 
tlie important work in which he was engaged tor the last few days so much 
0t‘ that he rushed in certain amendments with the result that I had to go 
through these amendments at the ver^’ late hour and had no time even to 
give the anxious consideration that an amendment from a member ot 
Mr. l{ufit[ue*s experience certainly deserves. 

Sir, I woubl like to mention one point that wa-^ raised by Mr. Uafique 
und that is about reijuisitioned houses Sir, I am quite certain that so 
far as the Ikoisv'i r('(|Uisitioned b\ the Provincial (io\einment are concerned, 
the polic\ 1 bii\e mentioned i** being bdlowed ami I can •'how him in^tance^' 
and I can give bun definite fact*, that increase lias been granted on tiie 
analogy of the Kent Control Act ubere fe<jUi.sitioned bouses are under the 
control of tlie Provincial (iovernmeiit. He h quite aware tliat so tar as 
the bouses napiisit loiied b> the tioveriiment oi India are concerned, they 
are under the admiiiisti.itive control ol the (lovernment ot India and it is 
not j»ossibh* tor tlie (iovi*rnmeiit (d West Itengal to grant an> increase on 
the lines on wliuh llie\ are granting such increase in the case ot the 
houses umicr their eontr<d. So, .Sir, what the West Bengal (roveruinent 
cun at best do is to r(‘eommend to the (roveniment of India tiiat this ]>oliey 
should he accepted and 1 can assure him that we have luought tins point 
to the notice of the (iovernment ot Indi.t. 

Sir. (Iiere is only one mort* point that h.is not hetui touched by 
Mr. J. C. tiiipta and tliat is this Mr. KatiijUe suggested that the 
(^)mnnttee should have ^wrlians taken as members representatives ot the 
different association.s. Sir, tlie different assoeiatojiis .ire so mari\ and so 
clashing in interest that it was thouglif desn.ibh* that the Committee should 
be more or less composed ot impartial members and these interested boilies 
would be abl(‘ to present their viewpoints bebue tlm Committei*. if be 
got\s through the import ot the Committee, iu* will find tloit a number ol 
UMSOcialioris appeared betore the Committee and e.\piessed then \iews which 
W'erc given serums consnleration b> tin* Commit ree. So. m this •situation, 
Sir, it cannot perhaps be ('omplauu*d that their ^ lew s were not considtTed. 

Sir, lasll^. 1 woulil like to mention tb.it as legards tin* question ot 
bifterne.ss, baras.^ment and litigatiuu, that cannot pt'rliaps be avoided .so 
long as tbme exists strained reiati<msbip between the laudhird ami the 
tenant That is bound to exist so long as tiie landlords are greedy and 
housing accommodat ion is short. So. Sir. instead ot leaving tenants at the 
liiercN of the lamllords. it is eertaini\ desirahle that liiere should be some 
fiort of control and soim* legislative regulation of tbeir rights so that the 
tenants may get protection that they eminently deserve. 

Sir. he has again said that the existing Act was only for two years, 
but. Sir, bad lie caretulU examined tlie pmvisioiis of the present Act he 
would have fouml that there was a provision, as Mr. Gupta has pointed 
out. tt>r extending the ,Vct right u]) to l!P)d by a resolution of this House. 
As this procedure has U'en held to be defective by the .Judiciary, it is 
thought that there should be straight legislation up to the |H*riod of 19")d. 

Mr. Kati(iue has said that perhaps an opportunity should have been 
given to tilt* new members of the legislature after it is reconstituted in 
accordance with the provisions of the new* Constitution. Sir, their rights 
remain unfettered. If the\ in their wisdom choose to amend this Act or 
repeal this Act. tlicre is no powar on earth to curtail that right. Thev are 
fully entitled to do whatever they choose. But, Sir. I would only like to 
mention that in the present situation the necessity of such an Act becomes 
all the more great. We cannot forget that Bengal is now passing through 
|i great crisis, and for reasons which I need not enter into in this connec- 
iion, Calcutta is not only already over-congested but is becoming more and 
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more full of refugees from across tbe border. Therefore, Si|:, th^ acut 
ndusing shortage will become all the more acute, and in this situation 
Sir, it is for the State legislature and the State Government to take not 
of the realities of the situation and face the problems ns they develop. T 
my mind, it is essential that the oroblem cannot be tackled withou 
controlling the relationship between landlord and tenant through sonv 
legislative machinery. Therefore, Sir, if Mr. ttafique has in mind tb 
interest of the people of ('alcutta and the people of West Bengal in genera 
he will, I hope, certainly agree with me that the necessilv of such an Ac 
becomes all the more imptuative iu the grave situation that West Benga 
ami her people are now in. 

With thc‘*e words, Sir, I commend my motion to the aect*ptance of tlu 
Heuise. 

The mol ion (d the Hon’ble Bimal (’handra Sinhu that the West Benga 
Premises Kent Control (Temporary Provisions) Bill, Idotl, as settled in tht 
A'^nembly. be passed wa^ then put and agreed to.

MINi8TER in ohargf of the AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT (the 
Hon*ble Prafulla Dhenira 8en)s {a) The entire “Grow’ More Food” 
campaign of Government is an endeavour towards realisation of self- 
•ufficiency in food by the year 1861-52*. It is expected that rice deficit in 
thia State will be wiwd out by the year llfel-52 and that deficits in respect 
of wheat products and other f(x>d8tuiF8 will W reduced as far as jiossible by 
moreaaed local p^uctiou. The procre^ive tar^ret of additional productipi 
by 1961-58 is Ste-l thousand tons of food consisting of IM thousand tots 
Of rice, 10*1 thonaand tons of wheat and 161 thousand tons of otW rahi 
food ofopa. 
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The meaeuree adopted hy this Qoperament for achieving sell^suMoienoy in 
food are aa follows: — 

(1) provision of increased irrigation facilities, 

(2) distribution of manures and fertilisers, 

(3) distribution of improved seeds, am-icultural implements, iron and 

steel and cement for agricultural purposes, 

(4) reclamation of waste lands, 

(5) plant protection measures of various kinds, and 

(6) technical advice and guidance to cultivators through the local 

agricultural (extension) staff. 

{h) A committee has already Wn constituted by this Government to 
advise as to how to give effect to a proposal of the Government of India 
regarding introduction of co-operative farming in certain areas of Midnapore, 
24-?argana8 and Bunlwan districts us an experimental measure. The recom- 
mendations of the committee are awaited. 

l^rovision has been made for consolidation of fragmented holdings in the 
scheme for zamindary ulmlition and agrarian reforms, which is under the 
consideration of this Government. 

(c) The question of remission of land revenue does not arise till the rent- 
receiving interests are acciuired hv Government. The question of supply of 
manures, seeds, etc., at preferential rates to encourage co-ojierative farming 
will be taken up after the recommendations of the ronnnittee regarding 
intrcsluction of co-()|)erative farming are received.

Those diflieulties were firstly finaneial, 
mondK legal, and thirdh a*dversel\ uffeeting the interests of the ninhlle 
clae.s^s.' it was uaid tbat ’il we could abolish landlordism or rent-reeeiving 
interest*, our middle classes would be adversely affected. W e cannot 
follow that reallv, to speak the truth, because this abolitiim of landlordism 
has been urged hv the (longress for many years past. Congress must have 
gone through this problem; it must have taken into consideration how this 
policy of abolishing landlordism is going to affect the interests of the mn die 
claas^. Either they thought that they would see that the mi«l(lle class 
interests was not going to be affected or they thought that even if their 
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intw^t was f^oing to be adversely affected, in the interest of the nation, in 
the intereMt of the country, in the interest of the masses, landlordism must 
be abolished. Therefore, it does not seem (|uite all right just today to put 
forward that argument before us while advocating postponement of the 
introduction of abolition of landlordism. Further, Sir, we have not got any 
figures; the Minister has not given us any figures as to how the interest 
oi the mublle cluss is going tfj be affected by the abolition of landlordism. 
If we could havf* got tho.sc figures, we might hav^ given our thought and 
ronsideration to this (juestion. Fveryday we find unemployment is increas- 
ing in spite of the fact that rent-receiving interests have not been abolished; 
everyday we find re])jesentatives of the middle classes, repn*sentatives of 
middle clas>, organisal niUs, adNocating* and urging for the abolition of the 
rent receiving interests Therefore, if is difficult for us to acce])t this 
argunient as sno^ge-,!!-!! })\ the Hon’ble Minister. 

Then let no' take tlie s<‘cond argument, legal. It w’as said last ^ear 
that we could not embark upon a policy of abolishing landlordism bec'ause 
of the re(juirenients m law. that we shall have to jiay compensation and 
pay that 111 (.ash. and again pas that out of tlie current revenue. 1 do not 
know wh.it w.is till* law last \ear, but we ha\e got this yai our eOMstitutioii, 
and seefion ■{|(?) says vei\ elearlv tb.it even without paving anything in 
cash immediately wi^ can merei\ sp«*eify the jiniieipies on whicli and the 
maniiei in whieli tin* eomnens.it ion is jo ),(• dcteiniined .ind gi\en I there- 
toie teel (hat tin' le;4al dillieiill les that we could havi* expei leiieei! last ^ea^ 
do not exist this \ear, and th(‘relore it will In* possHdi* toi oin t iovernnient 
to tak(‘ this matti'r U[» seriousl\ and introilma* .i judiev of al'oiishing land- 
lordism including rent-receiving interests. 

I come to the fii.st dit}ieull\. the financial dilfitulty. IJ<M'e also we have 
got no tignie ladore us as to how much imuiex we shall h.ive to i)a\ as 
compensation and that, too, on a eategoi\ hasi^ , thai is tn sa\. how much 
nionev is to U* paid to big landlords, those vvho earn Us. J.dtm .i M‘ai. those 
who eaiii Its. l.dlH) a y(*ai, those who earn Ks ‘iitd a umi. .md those who 
earn Its. ‘.jllO a year. VVe have got no [luiure before iis to guidi* us to come 
to a diH'ision oi to oifi'i some constnictixe critieisui on this point. Sir, 
otiier l*rovin(<*s are going ahead w’lth the abolition ol hindhndism . Tiiey 
lm\e dom‘ so in tlie [ mted Provini'es, in liihar, in Madixis, and 1 think, 
other Pioviiices are also hdlowiiig suit. It, tlieietiire, should be possiblt* 
tor our (ioveiiimeiit also to be able to introduce this jiolie^ of abolition of 
landlonlisiii wilhout waiting toi the finaneial diffieiilties as liave been placed 
before us. Sii, a.s I liuve said liefore, it is on tundamental ijiK'stious that 
w*e must eoneeiitrati' on? attention first. We must follow the principle of 
first things fitsi. and tins ijuestion (d alxdition of landlordism is the one 
basic facti»r which now atf»‘ets the life and interest of everyone in this 
State, rnhvss this Mtal t.ietor is touched and tai'kled and unless land- 
lordism is abolislied we cannot hopi* to get aetne popular support; we cannot 
except to evoke puhlie enthusiasm in the other endeavours that this (iovern- 
meiit is making. 

Sir. with these words I eonelude. 

Janab MUDA8SIR H088AIN: Sir, 1 have beard with close attention 
what has been said by the two speakers who spoke just now. Their speeches 
remind me of the Heiigali adage c»!v stw cvt?” as if land- 

lordism is responsible for all the ills from which this country is suffering. 
That IS the long and short ol the whole speech which has been delivered by 
the two friends on the other side. Now, Sir, the whole question comes to 
this whether abolition of landlordism will remove the poverty of the country. 
That is the sole criterion for considering the subject under discussion. If 
on consideration of all the facts and circumstances the Assembly is of 
opinion that abolition of landlordism is the panacea for all the ills from 
which the country is suffering then abolish it by all means. If, on the 
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other hand, on consideration of all the cireumstancea and facta you see that 
abolition of landlordism is no rtunedy for the ills from which we are 
suffering, then, Sir, we will have to consider about other remedies. There 
can be no doubt that the whole country is suffering from poverty. 
Independence is only a means to an end and that means to an end is the 
removal of illiteracy, removal of poverty from the country. Now, Sir, 
what is this poverty for.^ Poverty means that the people are not producing 
sufficient to enable them*to maintain themselves. 1 do not understand, Sir, 
how abolition of landlordism will remove the poverty of the people. The 
n‘me<ly lies in producing, producing and producing and nothing else. Sir, 
if }ou altolisli landlordism then instead of the private party the lamllord 
will be the (ioveinnieiit its(df, and if private landlordism be abolislied then 
it will lie State landlordisni whnli will prevail. Therefore the only remedy 
b\ whicli the j)-»\t‘it\ oi the peojde can be renKivt'd is to take sindi steps us 
will irir’f* tin* junductioii to <loub)e its present yiehl. That is mv ]K)iut 
and that (an oiil\ he done not b\ abolition ol landlordism but by taking to 
co-oj)eiative method ol pKMluctiun. Co-operative method of production 
wu'. .idojited hy lierman\, b\ Italy, b\ Ireland, by Finland and by \ ugoslavia 
and I '(her western count lies and. Sir. the result was trenumdous. There- 
foie the onl\ method 1>\ wliieh piodiK'tion eaii la* iucn*ased and the povtM'ty 
of tlic people ran be leimwod is the adoption o} tlie et)-operative method of 
prodmtion. Hemova! ol lamlloidism. ab(dition ol the renl-ieet‘iving 
int(‘re-ts (hfes not solve the juohlein at all II you kindly go through the 
i'lstoiv of ecMiidiiiic reg(‘iierat ion ol wesl^Tii eountnes and how those 
(ountnrs in laiiope and America regenerated themsedves, improved their 
(‘ondiiioii. \ oil will tirid that ilic\ improxed their ermdilion hv taking to 
ugncnitnral co-operation. h\ taking to industrial eo-o|K*ration ami such like 
tiling' and (*\en in tht' damned Itiissiaii eouniry tliis very co-operative 
method was adopted and tlie eo.operativt‘ method yielded brilliant results 
and in all the countries m wlneh this im*thod wars adopted. Sir, the result 
Was treimmdous In (jerman\ when the eeiisiis w’tis taken it was found that 
tlie popuIatKui in course of dll y»*ars had douhlerl. Now’ the (jiiention arose 
helofe the economists of lieriiian\ a.s to liow this douhle population cun 
he ted and maintained and all the economists of Uennany juit their head* 
together anfl ultimately they came to tlie conclusion that the only method 
oi sa^ing the peojile. the only metinxl ol feeding the pi^ople was to mlopt the 
( o-operati\e method, what is known in the teclinieal language as 
ro-(;j>e!ati\e agriculture. Sir, this is not tin* time for rielivering a lectun' 
on the selnuiie wdiieli was adopted hy the (lermans in order to increase the 
pnxlmt ivit\ of the land, Init you will be astoumled to hear that in the 
course of five years, the prorluctivity ol the laml was inereased twice and 
conse<jueiit!v there was absolutely no dilfieully in feeding the peojile, in 
maintaining the people. This fact came to light when in the first great 
World War other people, other countrie.s who were on thi‘ side f*f the 
Allies were sufienng Ironi want ot footl and tliese (Germans were never in 
want ol food because they cultivated th(?ir lands with co-operution . 1 read 

in the newspapers that they used to cultivate their own lands iust like 
gardens liy adopting scientific methods and such like things. So, there 
was no w'ant of food during the First W’orld W’ar, but if the (jennans 
failed in the First World War it was due to disunity among their own 
P^ple and they lost their morale and they were dcfeaterl. If you read the 
hisior} of Soviet Kussia, if you read the history ol economic regeneration 
of Germany, the economic regeneration of ltal\ , the economic regeneration 
of Holland and Denmark, jou will astounded to hear that it was agri- 
oultural co-operation which gave th«m relief. It ha» been said that when- 
ever a country ia auffering from distress, it looks to agricultural co-operation 
aa the only means of alleviating its distress. I think, Sir, India is exactly 
the country — but I am not concerned with India, 1 am concerned with my 
poor West Bengal — it is exactly the country where if agricultural co-oj)era- 
tion, industrial oo-opemtiob be adopted and looked into, it will remove our 
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poverty, it will remove our distress, it will remove our penury and, as in 
the cu^ of Russia, Germany and other countries, tliis country also will 
flow with milk and honey and there will be no want. 

You say, so many people have come from the other side. That is a very 
complicated matter, hut I would like to say something on this point. 1 
am not actuated by any feeling of hatred, 1 am not actuated by any feeling 
ot malice against those persons who have come here. I have very great 
sympathy — sympathy of a very Ingb degree — for those persons who are 
leaving their hearths and homes behind. Now, the question is how’ they 
can be rehabilitaterl. An example has been set by our Prophet Mahomed 
himself. If \oii kindly go through the history of the flight of Mahomed 
from Mecca to Medina, you will find that when Mahomed and his followers 
were oppn*sse<l \>\ the kafliis ol Mecca and wlien they were about to kill 
wholesale and massacre wholesale the entire lollow'ing of Mahomed, the 
latter came to know about the conspiracy that Mahomed was going to be 
murdered the next day. fie t(»ok counsel and his best friend Ali said. “Well, 
you just go iiwa.\ from tins place because that very night assassins from 
Mecca will come and kill \ou.“ He agreed and behind Abu Baker fled 
from Mecca and All was remaining in the cot where Mahomed used to 
remain with (hnddnr covering bis body. Now. at midnight tiie assassins 
and kaffiis came, scaled the wall and entered the house. 

8Jt 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Mr. Speaker, Sir. I am tailing to under- 
stand bow it IS relevant. Ot course, it is very interesting. 

Janab MUDA88IR H088AIN: It is relevant in this way. It you 
kindl} allow me, I shall explain bow it is rehMant.

Janab MUDA88IR H088AiN: M\ friend on tlie other Mde. Mr Dehen 
Sen. the Socialist leader {\\iv llon'ble Dr. Bidiun C'iiandiu Roy. lie is not 
a Socialist hut a Laboiii h‘aderi. He spoke about the great ndtigee 
prohlem, Ten lakhs ot tw'ent\ lakhs or lifts lakhs of jM‘oj)le have come.

1 must 
SUV something whicli i.s sen.silde I his retuget* pioblem is the prohlem of 
ali problems foi us, \\ est Bengal people 

Now’, reverting to w'hat I was saving. Ah was sleeping on the ehaipoi — 
on the cot ot Maliomed and when the assas>ins scabsl the wall and uncovered 
tlo' r/utddfir, they found that the prey was gone — tlie bird had flown away 
and in place of Mah(»med a young bov All was there against whnm they 
had no si'ore to niunliT him Thev asked .Vli wliere Mahomed h.oi gone. 
He said. “I do not know where he has gone, hut he has gone away ’ Tiien 
bOfI or bOtt strong cavalry men went tlirough the desert in piii^uit of 
Mahonual and his sole comjiaiuon Abu Baker. They thought that tliese 
men would he iu pursuit and accordingly both Mahomed and his companion 
Ahu Baker entered a cave and remained in hiding. Then these b(H) cavalry 
men could not find him and returneil to Mecca. After some time, Mahomed 
and his companion reached ’Meilina in safety. Then the whole laxly of his 
followers evacuated Mecca ’and went over to Medina. Now. for a small 
town w’ith a fM>pulation of 5,000 or fi.OOO, this inflow of 500 or 600 persons 
is not u matter of joke. We in West BenpO are 2 crores 50 lakhs, but the 
poor people of Medina were only 4,000 or 5,000 and an influx of 500 among 
them and to feed them and maintain them was a tremendous difficulty. We 
the people of W'est Bengal have been confronted with the same kind of 
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difBcalty or even greater difficulty. Sir, what did they do? They were 
o^ed “Anaars”. “Ansara” means helpers. “Ansars*’ is an Arabic word 
and it means helpers. These people were mozaharins which means refugees. 

As I have said, “Ansars'* mean helpers, volunteers. These people of 
Medina were calle<l “Ansars”, because they helped the followers of 
Mohammed. (The Hon'ble Dr. Bidhax Chandra Roy: Helpers to other 
peoples' properties!) That is not the thing. Sir. If Cougresw volunteers 
or Muslim League viflunttH^rs helped themselves with other peoples’ 
})roperties. that is not the fault of the ^vstein. That is the fault of the men. 
Anyway, what 1 intend to drive at is this that these 500 people of Mecca 
were rehabilitated in Medina among u population of four to live thousand.

It 
you go on in thi*< \va\, you can pass the wlude budget in one day.

2 or 3 men according to 
our own capaeitN and pioMde them In this wa> . Sir, tli('se 500 people 
were prf>vided Some family took <*ne. some lamil> took two and some 
famih took tiiree mi*n.

Let them take one, two or three 
persons in such fumih<*s a.s are aide to take (hem. In this way all of them 
will he jirovided, and these men uill he loyal to this country; tliey will love 
OUT men It is a very ea.s\ nu'tliod of rehalulitating them for W'hich a 
pieicilent had Iteeii shown liN Mohammed. In horun it has In'en said wdiy

Th« Hon’ble Dr, BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, this problem which in 
iM'fore u,H \H not one winch cun be either deciil(‘(l or discu.sHed in an offhand 
Hi. inner. Tlie position oi Bengal, Sir, is that we have today amongst US 
■J'l mil lion people oi whom 1!) million depend upon land for their source of 
income. Secondly, il wi' take the agricultural population, the average 
allotment of land i'^ about S iughas per iamil\ of five. Sir, we all know that 
an agricultinist (mh bve upon land onl> if he has :i holding which is or cun 
lie called an economic holding. Sometime.s we have found that the holding 
is s<. small that it is impossible for him to have the hobling and get the seeds 
and the manure for cultivation purpose.s out of his own fuiid.s. 

And, therefore, he ha,'* eitht*r to depend ufum the landlord or upon the 
mone> -lender for the pur|»ose of getting through his cultivation. Sir, 
originalix at the time when the I'ermaneiit Settlement w'as introduced in 
tills country, a ceitain mimher of landlords were ehosi'n by the (iovtu'iiment 
who were reijuired to give to the revenue of tin* State a certain amount 
every >ear. Subject to their paving that revenue they were to get rent 
from the tenants and also take part in the lieveiojmient of the land. The ** 
tenants remaim-d tenants, Suhsetjuentl.v by the tenancy law of 1885 and^ 
sub.seijuent aiiwndmeiits to this law, we have added certain rights to the 
lenaiits which are much in advance of rights given to tenants anywhere 
else in India, lii fact, suhject lo his paying a ceitain amount of rent every 
year lor the land which he holds, the tenant is practically llie owner of 
the soil. So tar, the situation .seemed to be wliat everybodv flesired it to 
be. viz., tliat there is a leiil-receiving interest on one su]«* nn<l the tenant 
on the other. But, Sir, what happened suhserjiientl v was that each 
occupancy raiyat or a tenant himself began to have a n il I -receiving interest 
apart from the tilling interest. Therefore, whatever might have been the 
original intention of the system which was introduced, it was found that 
besides the different levels of rent-receiving interests there in also another 
group of rent-receiving jieople wlio are rK'cupying tiie rights given by the 
ieiiancy Act. That is to .say, they till the soil to a certain limit and 
beyond that they are rent-receiving persons as much as zemindars are rent- 
receiving persons. My friend Mr. Delaui Sen, I think, missed the point 
when he said that if we take away the land from the zemindars the land 
T»ould be available for settling refugees, for instance. Sir, the fact is that 
today the zemindar has* not got the land. He has practically no land 
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except what i» his khan land. The bulk of his land is now ^ing tilled by 
what are called the occupancy raiyats. Sir, at various wriods this ques- 
tiou was investigated. The latest body wdiich investigated this problem was 
(he Flood f ’ommission. Their finding w^as that it was essential that the 
State sliouid in the interewt of the land itself take over control and 
proprietorship of the land i>.v purciiasing in Unrests up to the level of the 
occupancy raiyatft. 7'h(*v did inn, as tax as 1 have gathered, touch the 
interest of the ociMijmncy raiyat. Sir, if the object be that you give land 
to the tiller of the soil, the definition of the tiller of the soil must be carefully 
worded. It you want to give him the right to the soil, then I for one to 
see how you Cun aclnrvi- tiiat object merely by removing one set of rent- 
receiving people. To m\ mind, a jofidnr or a middleman, so far as the 
amount of laml that In* i^ tilling himsolf i.s concerned, lias an interest in 
the soil ami he i^ tin* tillnr oi (lie soil; but in so far ns he holds land wdiich 
he gets cultivated 1)\ otln-i inteifsts. by either paid labourer or hhagchasi, 
he liecomes a small laiidloid Therefore, Sir, the question does not seem 
to be HO simple as some of my li lends seem to fe<‘l. Our objective is and 
should be that the tiller ot tlie .hoiI should lie in charge of the tilling oi the 
soil, in cliarpe of the ]Hopi ietoislii]) of the land, so that he will feel that 
whatever labour lie is spending on the land is labour spent on his own 
prrtperly, and not on firojierty lielonging to somebody else. Some of tlie 
other Stut(‘s. as u(‘ are aware, liave taken this matter up and have passed 
legislation, but I am sorry to sa,\ that in no place liave they faced this 

question \>hi(‘h is, 1 think, the crux of the whole situation, viz., that they 

have not attempted to dislodge that interest ot an occupancy raiyat which 
is a rent-receiviiig mteiest. This, therefore, is a matter which has to be 
very (nirefull.N gont' into. friend Mr. Deben Sen has (juoted the provi- 

tiion of tile New (hmstitution. 1 have also sugg(‘sted to him to sei* another 
part of the New (\)n-stitutiou wh(*ie also there i> some difficulty with regard 
to dispossessing a particular jjersou of the interest he possesst*s in the laml 
without some other legislation tliat may be reipiired tor the purpose. AVhat 
we have done so fai is this. We have taken oue area, viz., the Sunderbau 
urea, and we have finished land settlement ojnuatiuiis there. We have 
practi(’all,\ got all tlu' tacts and figures lu'cessary. We know that the 

propnetoi ship of that ari*a remains with the (ioMonnumt , and that the 

HO-calh‘(l middleman is merely a lea.selndder. I'liereiore, it w'ould not he 
difiiciilt lor us iii any case to remove tin* leaseholder and try to settle the 
laml with the tiller of the soil. Ilut there is this proviso — and I think it 
is a most important [iroviso —that wh.itever legislation we imgfit pass 
W’e ma> not do anything wliicli would make the tiller of the soil again a 
fiimill zamindnr lu-caiise tlie moment in* has projinetary interest on a piece 
^|)f land larger in .size than lu* can himself till he again becomes a rent- 
ii?^ceiviiig peison with ient-iect*i\ ing interests. Tlierefore, Sir, the matter 
is in the liaml.s of tiie lawyers. They are investigating into this matter 
lor the purpose of getting ])roper legislation done. In the meantime what 
we propose is that we will take uji the area of Sundarhans, eitlier the whole 
of it or a large ]mrt ot it. and see whether it is possible to give to the 
tiller of the soil the full projirietorslup ot the land and, if so. on wdiat 
conditions and secondly whether we can pass any such legislation that the 
tiller of the soil does not be<*(mie again a miniature landlord and if that 
experiment proves successful we have got to pus.s it on to the neighbouring 
ureas. The point is while the ordinary landlord whom we call a zamiudar 
todav po.Hsesses only one interest, namely, the right to get rent or a portion 
of tlie rent from the tenaiU, the occupancy raiyat has much greater rights 
because he not only gets » jiortion of the produce in some shape or other as 
well as he tills the soil and he has gmt practically all the rights that a man 
can choose to have over a piece of land. Therefore the question of 
disposvsessing him of thoae rights is a matter which has to be very carefully 
gone into. 1 cun give tins assurance to my friends that we have not been 
•itting idle. We have been taking this matter seriously and have been 
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waicbing what i* happening in other pronnoeg. My friend the Berenue 
Minister had been to two of these Provinoee to study their methods* I 
confess that personally I am not satisfied with their methods because I do 
not see there the fundamental profiosition |fiven effect to, namely, that they 
have ensured that the tiller of the soil, the man who actually cultivates, 
is the owner ol the soil of that area which he cultivates. That is the 
oh]e(‘tive towards which we are ]ut>cetMliiig and 1 can assure Mr. Deben Sen 
and al) mv friend.s who^are so keen upon introducing Kisau-Masdoor Mai 
that till*' is a matter winch has the full atteuti(»n of my Government and of 
in\ a(lvis(M> 

I will certainly follow the a»lvice (^f my friend Mr. Praiiiatha Nath 
Mailer )oe that before the matter is actually jnit in a concrete shape before 
the A'"iemb],v for oonsideratinu and adoptnm it ma> have to be circularised 
o! a ( (Miimittee be apjM)inte<l to find out how the different interests are 
ufi<M te<l It may also take the shape or form of being put before the 
AN'^nnhly and a Seler t (.'ominittee toriiied (uit of this. My feeding is this 
that niieie'*t> involved in u change ot this character are so diverse that 
jK'ihaii** It would be lH*tter, after we have hnaliSiHl our conclusions, to have 
a nieeiing of several interests, both labour and capital, to discuss this and 
come to certain solution before it is put betore tlu‘ Assembly. 

With thcM* words I do say that wi* have takioi this matter up very 
seiKMi^lv iu'caiise we tee! that otherwise the land i*an m*ver be giving Uf 
the best return and the State ought to intervene in this mutter. 


The Hon*bie BIMAL CHANDRA 8INHA: Mr Speaker. Sir. ] think 

it is not necessary for me to repiv at any length to the points raised by 
v.iriou*. niernbers of tin* House after the announcement of policy by the

.Mi Dciicii Sen ha^ (juoted me am! said that lust N<‘ar I pointed out the 
difficultie-. in the way oi immediate implementation of the scheme of 
al»o!i>iuiig the rerit-n*ceiving inten-*t. The first one was financial, the 

second one was legal iinil the thud one was that mnldlc class inten‘Ht wuli 

be aflected ii.\ it Mr. Deben Sen has not Ihmmi aide to agree wdlh the third 
argument I ma\ remind him. Sir, that that was not my argument. Jf 
1 mav (juote from the proceeding.s of the House, what I said was, when a 
suggestion was made that landlordism should be abolished without paving 
comiieii>ati(ui I merely pointed out that in that case not oulv a few landlords 
will he advei’sclv aftvH'ted but the whole middle class wbicb forms the majority 
of the nii;d j)opulalioii 111 the jireseiit state ol things. If I may quote my?^: 
e.xaet wonK, 1 sanl “Wdien speaking ot the aludition of nuit-receiv iil|f 
intiMt^j without compeiis.ition w'e should bear in mind that we aie taking 
awa\ the assets of not only the log landlords hut also the vast multitude of 
the middle class peorilc Therefore it is not easy nor is it di'sirable to ruah 
to hasty conclusions in the matter because it is not only a legal and financial 
quc'-tion but Is alsf* a (|Ucslion of ecaimouic adjustment. ’ 

It was and is not a jdea against anv proposal ff>r abolition of rent- 
reccning interest. In fait, a** >ou have just heaid, the Hon’ble diief 
Muu>t<>r ha.N giuie far beyond. He has said that even in those cases where 
fx‘cu[»aney raiyats would become .small lamilonls themselves, we cannot 
really fulfil the object of our scheme if we leave them untouched. He has 
quite qorrectlv pointed out that in otlier province-* they have stopped short 
of the abolition of occupancy tenants and that does not go far enough. This 
was the only point that I wanted to clear up. 

There have been cut motions on two other subjects. I can assure (he 
House that the Government are paying the bent attention to the service 
conditions of Settlement clerks and Kanungoes and in u short time we sliafl 
be able to announce whal benefit vie can give them* 
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With these words, Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House and I oppose the cut motion.

nmedi^ely total prohibition in West Bengal. Hut the prohibition policy 
* ^he West Bengal Government is to proceed slowly bv stages bv cr^tiM 
mbhe opinion, mobiliaing nublic opinion in favour of piSh"bLn 8H* 
way be acctuied of dilatory tactics, but i shall mention here that there are 
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certain difficulties in our way for implementing the ^licy of total prohibi- 
tion. Sir, difficulty No. 1 is that orohibition will lead us to the loss of 
revenue to the extent of about Rs. 6 crores and the cost of enforcement of 
prohibition will be another one crore. So, the cost of total prohibition will 
mean about Rs. 7 crores which our finances can ill-afford as there is no 
other source of revenue left. Sir, as you know, the taxes in our province 
are very high and all sources of revenue have been exhausted and there is 
no source of revenue within the limits of the (Constitution which can yield 
the required amount for introducing prohibition. 

Sir, difficulty No. 2 is that there is pressing demand from all sides for 
development and for roa<l and other constructions. AVith the attainment 
of freedom, the State (government have assumed responsibility in the 
sphere of nution-lmilding departments and have been involved in large 
commitments in the field of education, sanitation, public health, agriculture, 
irrigation and industrial development. These responsibilities cannot be 
discharged unless tlie revenues of the State are progressively increased or 
at least the revenues are maintained intact. 

Sir, difficulty No. ia that West Bengal is the abode of heterogeneous 
neoplt* nulling from different countries, from different States, some of whom 
have a peculiar yearning for drinks and drugs. There are also aboriginals 
in the State to whom pochat is more a food than intoxicant, to whom the 
drinking of liquor, purhai and tari is an indispensable part of some of the 
religious functions, 

Difhimiiy No. 4 is that all the districts of our State except Howrah and 
Hooglily are bordering districts. Unless our neighbouring States— I mean 
Bihar, Orissa and East Bengal— go dp% unless they adopt the prohibition 
policy, it is futile to introduce prohibition here for in that case it will 
increase tlie problem of illicit distillation and smuggling to a great extent 
wliich it will be very difficult for us with an insufficient staff to check. This 
is difficulty No. 4, 

There is al.so difficulty No. 5. Sir, the Government of India expre.ssed 
their unwillingneNs to render assistance to the States tor tlie implementation 
of prohiliition in th(‘ shape of loan or otherwise and it i.s for this rea.son that 
we cannot impleimuit immediately total prohibition in our State. 

Sir, in sjMte of these difficult ie.s if we introduce proliibitioii in our State, 
if we are reaily to launch the programme of prohibition, then the problem’ 
of eni(wc(‘meiit and checking and prevention of illicit distillation and 
smuggling from bordering States will be very difficult. Sir, if (Toveriiment 
fail to c^fuitrol the excise offences which will inrrca.se a.s a re.sult of prohi- 
bition. if will engender in the minds of thi' common pt‘ople n sense of defiant 
attitude and disrespect for law. So, Sir, in this unsettled political situation, 

I think it is not wise to introduce prohibition at the pre.sent moment If 
I close the RjHsa l>istiller> or the distilleries of Asansol and Konnagar, 
that will not help prohibition effectively, I can close down the big 
industries manufacturing liquor, but that will give rise to cottage industries 
home industries. Every house, every cottage of the drinker will be turned 
into a miniature fom of distillery. If I close down the excise shops in the 

^^iri shops will be the excise shops selling 
illicit liquor and smuggled drugs and these shops will be a menace to our 
State. 

Sir, as a practic^il proposition, if we really want prohibition, if we 
really want to create solier habits amongst our people, then I think what 
lA needed most is the mobilisation of public opinion, propaganda from press 
and nlaiform imd propaganda on the governmental basis and also on the 
basm in favour of prohibition. Sir, for these above reasons, 
COtimtions being unfavourable for introducing prohibition, Government have 
taken meaanm for the reduction of consnmption of liquor. Sir, Govern* 
ineni nave taken meaaurea for the reduction of conaumption of intoxioanta, 
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f(l) by r^aoing the number of exoiee lioenies, (1^^ by reducing the working 
koum of the excise shops, (3) by declaring one day in a week as a dry disy 
for all the exoiae shops in Calcutta and ail other industrial areas, (4) by 
putting a bar in granting new licenses, (5) by an intensive drive which was 
taken for prevention of excise crimes. Sir, after partition we have a very 
depleted excise staff hut in spite of that an extensive drive was made for 
the prevention of illicit distillation, for checking smugffling and illegal 
traffic. (6) bv bringing umler excise control the sale of liuuor by non- 
proprietory clubs which sell liquor to the members. Sir, perhaps last year 
the Club Licences Bill was passed. It has bei*n enforced and uli the hoiui ' 
fidr clubs have been granted licences and it has checked, it has eliminated 
ill the night clubs of ill-fume and has thus restricted the consumption of 
foreign liquor. 

The next step is. Sir. that we have upgraded the rates of taxation on 
ntoxicants. A comparison of the rates ot taxation on al(U)holic drink and 
Irugs will show that our rates arc the highest.

^rom the comparison of these rates it will appear that the rates of our 
^es are the highest of all those which are prevailing in other States. It 
lay be said, Sir, that this policy of maximum revenue with minimum 
onsumption has put a great burden upon the poor. It is true, SiTf a* my'^ 
riend Srijut Nishapati Majhi said in his speech during the general dis- 
uamon on the Budget that by far the largest amount of excise revenue m 
arived from the sale of pachvai, tari and country spirit. That is true, ^ 
fter a full day's toil the labourers in the field and the workers in factoiM 
ud mines fly to liquor which is their only solace and only enjoyment, uid 
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I think it will be a craelfy if we deprive them of this etimulant to their 
drooping spirit withoat making prerious arrangements for their home 
comforts, good houses, recreation rooms and other amenities. But, Sir, I 
can justify this system, this policy of maximum revenue with minimum 
consumption. It has checked, it has restricted the spread of drinking 
habit. It has restricted the consumption of spirit to a great extent. This 
system of imposing maximum revenue with the result of minimum consump- 
tion is prevailing in Great Britain and it has met with good results. Sir, 
prohibition being our ultimate goal, we are not sitting idle. In order to 
* ascertain whether it will be possible to introduce prohibition, we sent our 
Excise (/Oinmissioner to Mulda last year and he met the leading gentlemen 
there — leading men of Malda, Congress Secretaries, Chairmen, District 
Boards, Muniripaliiies, and other jmblic men there. But the public opinion 
is divided there. The majority of the people w^ere against the introduction 
of immediate prohibition. I have mentioned liefore. Sir, that prohibition 
is our ultimate goal and in order to achieve that goal what we w'aut to do 
is that we shall select certain districts, certain areas, and w’e shall gather 
juiblic opinion there, and it the conditions are favourable for the introduc- 
tion of prohibition, we shall try, and it is in the contein])lation of (iovern- 
nient, fo introduce prohibition there gradually. And if we become success- 
ful in those jiarts, Government will extend prohibition to other districts. 

Sir, there are only thrive cut motions and all deal with the policy of 
Oovernineiit about prohibition. I have mentioned the policy of Government 
regarding pridiibition. 1 have meiitionml our difhculties lor immediate 
iin])lementation of prohibition and 1 flunk m\ friend Sj. Sibnath Banerjee 
and otluT friends will not move tlieir motion.s oi . if moved, they will with- 
draw their motions and acce[»t m\ motion foi grant.

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Voting did not 
start. Only the division bells were rung. 

8j. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sii, 1 have risen on a point of order, and

Bhaikh MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: (Jn the same ])oint of order, Sir, 
You have lieeii pleased to take the vote just now’ by the show of hands or 
by shouting, li the honourable member had not objected to it by saying 
no, the result would liave been one way or the other. That matter would 
have biMUi disposed of. Fifty per cent, of the vole-taking is already over. 
It Is only tlieie lor the j)oll~tor the votes to be recorded. Voting is over, 
but sin(‘e no d(‘cision could be arrived at rui the show of hands f>r by shout- 
ing, you, Sir, have betui pleased to have a poll. So 1 do not think that at 
this stage the motion can be withdrawn by the honourable mover. 

Mr, BREAKER: So tar as this point is concerned tlie position is this. 
Voting IS certainly not over because a poll has been demanded and the 
voting i.s in eoiirse of nrugress. Therefore, tlie (juestion arises as to whether 
in tlie situation in which we fiml ourselves, so tar as this motion is 
concerned, tlie mover cun withdraw the motion or not. That question I put 
to the House. No objection was raised by any member at that stage that 
there cannot be any witlidrawai or that this question should not }>e put to 
the House at all. Now, if there was an objection to the w’ithilrawal, the 
question naturally arises as to whether the House should \)e permitted to 
vote on the question of withdrawal or not. 1 have not been able to look 
up the precedents on this subject, nor is there the time just now’ to look 
into the matter. To me it apjHuirs that if u member washes to withdraw 
at this stage, certainly the question can be put to the House before the 
main (|iu*stioii is put. Hec'ause if the House gives him the necessary 
sanction to withdraw” then there is an end of the whole thi^ and the cut 
motion need not be put further. If, on the other hand, the House does not 
give him permission to withdraw, in that case that question of granting 
him i>ermission to withdraw’ will have to l>e put to the House, Therefore, 
to me it appears that thisS Question with rt^ganl to the pennission to with- 
draw’ siiould be put before the House, and if the House sanctions the with- 
drawal there is an end of it. 

8). 8IBNATH BANERJEE: May I make my submission, SirP I 
would suggest that, ns the matter seems to he rather complicate and all 
the references on the subject have not been lookerl up by us at least — it 
may be known to you perhaps — the matter be held over for tomorrow as we 
do not want anything unconstitutional to be done in this House. By one 
day’s delay the Excise l)epai;tnient will not break down. I^et ns look to 
ihe proper position of the law and then settle the matter tomorrow. What- 
ever decision vou are pleased to give will have to be accepted by us but 
when we will nave to guard against this, i.e,, if we do something unconsti- 
tutional today questions may be raised and further complications may arise 
in oourae of iime. Just now we have not got the time nor the ability to 
•ee all the Rules of May’s Parliamentary Pr^tioe and all the reet of it. So 
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you may be pleased to look op the references and tell us tomorrow what the 
Mition is. Of course the res^t will be the same one war or the otiw. 
Either the mover withdraws his motion or permission is gtytiti to Kim 
the House by votinff on granting such peniiission to him. As the matter u 
very important I do not think that the House should he oatW upon filet 
to vote on the question whether it grants permission to the mover to with- 
draw his motion or not when the Division Bell had already begun ringinf 
and the House was to record its verdict for or against the out motion of the 
honourable member. That is my appeal to the Speaker. 

Mr. SPiAKERl I am sorry I cannot agree to postpone this matter for 
a day inasmuch as this is a cut motion in respect of a demand which has to 
be disposed of today according to the programme. To me it appears that 
so long as voting is not completed a member is entitled to witfidraw his 
motion. And once this right is conceded that he can withdraw his motion 
tile necessary corollaries will follow and one of the corollaries is that this 
question should he put to the House to see whether the House grants him 
periinssion to withdraw his motion. But the matter does not seem to be 
free from difficulty. I shall have to refer to rules before a decision is takeni 
and it is bt‘tter therefore that I shall adjourn the House now for twenty 
minutes. Besides it is now time for prayer. 1 will give my ruling after the 
adjournment. 

(The House was then adjourned for twenty minutes.)

motion can he withdrawn Indore the voices are collected : otherwise, * it 
cannot he withdrawn.

Now, Sir, of tht‘ ipiestions that have been raised by Mr. Hanerjee, the 
very first is to raise a discussion alamt the failure of the tlovemineut to 
bting alioiit the separati(>n of jmlieiarv ami the executive. Sii, we are all 
thinking about the question We agree with him entirely that lliere shfuild 
he separation of the judiciary and the e.xeeiitive at an early date. There 
are no two opinions on that «iihje<‘t. We all agiee on tliat queHtion. The 
ditficult\. tlie pra<tical difficultv in the way is that we shall nave to spend 
a large amount of money and employ a larg^e number of extra officers or 
rather executive officers if we desin* to give effect to such a proposition now 
and immediately. Now we are going through a very distressing financial 
situation. That is known to all and therefore just at the present moment 
It is not financially possible tt) undertake such a large measure of reform. 
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On the other hand, Sir, the public are aware that so far as administration 
of justice IS concerned, justice is lot suffering at the hands of the 
truths. The h/gger chsvh are froinw on appen), and appeal is also iM 
w the High Court in many cases. Mr. Banerjee is aware that in many 
cases the judician have taken a view which is not the view ot the executive 
Oovernnient, and, therefore, it cannot lie said that because there has been 
no separation of the judiciary and the executive, therefore administration 
of justice is suffering in an,\ way at the present moment. However, Sir, I 
do agr<‘e with Mi. JJaueijee that from the ifleal point of view’ there .‘^hould 
be separation (>i the judiciary and the (‘Xeeutive, l)ut in view of the financial 
situation I re{)eat it is not p<>ssihle to give effect to that reform now and 
ininiediatel\ . 

As regards the seconrl (jue.stion, nanie)\, tlie inordinate dela,\ in the 
disposal oi case>, pai liciilai l.\ in lJ)(‘ police eouits. J have to say, Sir, that 
that is a wrong idea. The figiiies whieh f am going to give will show that 
instead of dela\ there* lias h(*en expedition in the disjiosal of cases.

Now in I'lPl the niniilit-i of cases 
has risen (o T.vh'^.lMlO. That is, moie case's werr* instituted in OMfl

(ieivernment tliat eliseoiitinued that institution hut tliat iiistituioii had to 
lie revivt*d ami w h\ y H<*eaiise a large miinher of jienn.im'nt otiicials had 
to he sent to otliei <lt‘[nirt inents to work on de*put.it)on . 'ritere aie more than 
l.'iO officers <m eleputation to the* eithe'r f](*part meiits. Now. as a re*sult 
pending e‘as(*s grew in numbe*! and so semit' arrangements —teiniiorury 
arraiige'ments — had to he* made to secuie s}K*eel\ disjKesal of tliese cases 
w’hich could imt l>e dispo.seel e»f for want of tr\ing magistrates. Xenv. it 
ma\ lee* ask»*(l wh\ not appoint ineire ofhct‘rs. That simplx eaiiinot he* done. 
Most of the* otliee-is have* gone* een deputation tei eethe'r departme*nts which are 
teiiiporarv and tiierefore their post.s cannot fn* filled p(*rmanent]\ . It is for 
this unavoidahle re*asetn that tliis system has lu‘e*n revived ami (ioveniment 
fiuve ]Mildicl\ state*el tfic rc.iseeiis for tlie* re'vival of this institution It is 
true at the* time* of transfe*r of pe>w<‘r, (jovei imie'nl had a tanly sufistantial 
nuinfeer of suiplus officer" of all e-ategorie-s and the*\ were ])osted to efiff'erent 
districts ami sululnisions tei fmlel aelditioiial eouits in the jelae-e's of the 
honeirary magistrates, wiio.si' e'ourts were* abolished Since the*n those 
surplus olliee*rs had to he* withelrawn from lime to time for deputation to 
eitlu'r ele'jiaitnient" to leplai’e ne*wl\ ree'iuited <»r promoted olficers who hare 
yet to (‘omplete their U"Ual eh'partmeiita! training he-feue* their services can 
be* fuliv ufilisiMl Difbcultit's are ace‘oiilingl\ being fe*1t in de.iling with 
airear.s wliich iiave* accumulateel in some* statieuis. 


In the Circumstances (Toveruuieui bad decideel to revive the appointment 
ot honorur\ magistrates as anM‘\perimeiital measure few a period of one year 
for the present with sueb iiuKlitications u> ai'e ne(*essaiy to make it suitable 
and ao('<*ptable under the* pr(‘.sent elay coinlitions. The apfrointment of 
honorary magistrates is being restricted to ri*tired stitiendinry magistrates, 
Deputy (\»!lecte>rs, Adelitiemal District Magistrates and if necessary to such 
of the ex-honorary magistrates who have adinjuate eehicational Qualifications, 
who have sufficient magisterial experience and the judicial quality of whose 
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work had been found to be of a high level. This system has been revived. 
Sir, as a temporary measure, although this Government took the deciaion 
to discontinue it.

J ^^ollhl 
like to re]>l> in hritd first to the reniurks math* In Mr. Mutlas.sir Htlssain. I, 
Sir. listtMunl ttt liim with ver\ great atteiitum, hut 1 must eonfess mv 
inahility to umltM.staml the point he tried to make out. He jierhaps wanted 
that the entertainment tax should l>e raised tt) such an extent tliat cinemas 
shouhl go tmt t>f existenee. That was the moral t»f his speech if I have been 
able to follow liim aright. Sir. in making out this |)oint he brought in 
various arguments ami he gave u> ver\ great details about wliieh ho seemed 
to he ver\ conversant hut about vvhicli I might confess my entire ignorance. 

Sit. I must say that it has been the policy of this (iovernment not only 
not to encourage cinemas in mofussil aiea> hut there is also a proposal under 
contemplation to extend the entertainment tax also to rural areas with the 
result that einemas in rural areas whicli are now enjoying exemption from 
entertainment tax may be brought within the scope of this tax. 

Sir, it has been announctHl tn the press as also the M.L.As. know that 
the recognised ixdicy of this (iovernment in granting licences to cinemas in 
mofus«il areas has been that there should first be no encouragement to new 
maemas in mofussil areas, «tnl wherever there is a proposal for a new cinema 
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ifl a mofussil area, local opinion has to be conAulted including the opinion 
of the local M.L.A., and if they agree, then only {Government will oonaider 
the proposal for starting a new cinema in that raofussil area. So that will 
perhaps meet the point made out by Janab Mudassir Hossain, and that will 
perhaps satisfy him that India — he said that India has to give spiritual lead 
to the whole world— will not lag behind in the performance of the sacred 
duty he has assigned to her. 

Now, Sir, I would like to come to the points raised by Mr. Sibnath 
llanerjee. Unfortunately I do not find him in the House just at the jiresent 
moment, but 1 am thankful to him for the various points he has raised. 
Sir, he accused me that I did not mention anything in my opening spetH'h 
and tliat the few i^emarks 1 made betray nothing new. He further accused 
me that 1 have followed the traditional policy of the British Government 
and that no new change has been made. Sir, I totally deny that charge. 
What I said wa.‘- that various changes were introdiiced last year. This year 
we liave not made any further changes; and the changes last year were made 
after due deliberation and various progressive items w’ere introduced and 
beneficial result.s were achie\ed h\ them. S<> it lias been thought wi.se not 
to disturb the present arrangernentN. i ne\er said that the policy followed 
b\ the British (iovernmeiit lias to he followed eviui now or that this 
t i«t\ernmerit is in an\ wa\ phslged to continue that p()lie> . What I said 
!«• tiiat It has lieeii oni policy to eoiitimie this year what the legislature 
agreed in tladr wisdom to i<dl(n\ last \eai, and that no further change has 
h(‘en thought riecessai\. 

Secondly, Sir, he has pointed out that sales tax toucdies the conmimer 
and as an indirect tax it is an (mIious tax. Sir, in general, I agree. It 
mu'.t he the policy of even progre.ssive State to empliasize more and more 
on the need tor direct taxation rather than on imlirect taxation. This has 
been the argument of all nationalist torces in our years of struggle, and, 
Sir, 1 cannot hut declare tliat that is the policy of this Government also. 
But. Sii. lie will realise that it is a tragiMly of a poor country like ours 
that in spitt* ot our best eflorts, wi* cannot change the tax slniclure over* 
night Though We are steadil\ progressing fow^ards placing more emphasis 
oil direct taxes, still unlortunatel\ iiidiiect taxes play ii large pari in the 
lot.il t.ix structure of oui eouiitrx. Sir, I agree with his general critirisrii 
hut on various jKiints which have lieeri raised hy him about sales tax, I have 
sometliirig to say. H«‘ has referred to the speech iiuule h\ the Hon’Ide 
Finance Minister last year in moving his motion. If I may quote from his 
s]>eech, Sir. I nia\ .sa\ that if wa.s then imnie almidutelv clear by the Hon’hle 
Finance Minister in moving tliis demand for grunt that though the rates 
upparentl> seem to he high in thi.s Brovince, still in reality they are not 

high. He said, *Mt apjieurs to me. Sir, that there is some misconception 

in pnidic mind about the structure and mechanism ol sales tax.” '‘Ours 
is a single jioint tax, which means that it i.s a tax levied at one and a 

single stage and not. like Madra.s, levied at iiiaii\ points We register 

dealers if their annua! turnover exceeds Ks. od.tMM), and importers and 
manufacture! s if their annual turnover exceeils Hs. 1(1, (HHi The registered 
dealers are. as it were, fenced off within u tax-ring. Honourable memliers 
are aware that the larger part of our economy is outside thm ring. The 
hulk <if the goods in use, particularly in the countryside, rlo not enter into 
this ring at all hut are produced, dealt in and consumed outside this tax- 
ring. Such goods, particularly those produced by tlie villagers, do not pa> 
the tax, even if they are not on the exemption list ! So, Sir. the House will 
re.ilise that a very large hulk of the goods do not enter into what the 
Hon*!))e Finance Minister called the “tax-ring.”

Sir, if he refeis to the iiiles ot the A('t !u*re he will see that oui 
exemption list is a vers long one and it gives t*\emption to all cereals, 
pulneH, Hour, luead, meat which has not heeii tio/4*n. fresh fivh. cooked 
food, milk, and ho on. I need not go into the whole list. So, Sir, tlicse 
are the Imsie and fundumental features ot sales tax in this Province I do 
agree, uh I have said, that an mdii'ect lax alwass tails heavils mi tin* 
]»oorer Heetionn of the eommunits, but. Sir, apart Irom this j^eneral criticism 
if you once accept the propoHition of an indirect tax within that jirotKisition 
I must HUN that the nale.s tax in this pros nice lias been Itamed with a view 
to afford relief to (he poouM' stations ot the lommunits.

I ontorences base 
been lu‘hl in IK’llii, sshuh ssere atlemh'il b\ lepiesentatiscs ot diftoUHit 
provinces. A di'ad les<d of unifonuits ssas ihoughi impossibh- to si-ruie 
iK'cnilHe of large vanutious m comlitioiis m ditfeicnt provimes. Still .some 
principles are now umlri discussion, ssiiich might lie iiitioiiuced all over 
India. As a mattei id lacl, steps base aheuds fieeii taken in this diiiTTion.

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I have no doubt, Sir, that in exercise of the power conferred by this 
<ecti(Hi on the Indian Parliament, the Parliament will consider what urticlea 
>ho«ld be considered essential to the life of a community, and when they 
( onsider this they will naturally declare whether the Stale should lx* entitled 
to impose a tax on articles thus declared essential tor the lile of the 
community.

Sir, tlieie is the ((iiestion of rhsd oaf mn (d stock It has jicrhaps 
been poiiiled out that tbeie is not dcrnamb*d an\ declaration of stock Sir, 
ibis is not true I'be eiiirent proc<>duie under tin* law is tbit Ihe firms and 
tlie dealeis are to dejx»sit mtiuili b\ uioritlj louj^hlv the amouiii lhe\ have lo 
pa’N to the I to\<‘rimient Sir. it is not alwa\s possibh- to make final assess- 
uMOlt. Theretor-e. Sir, deposits are receivecl on .lee/oiiif and s(i\, .iftei d 
months or fi months this assessment takes place Tliere was. m many 
ruNes, some delav in makijiK such assessments due to shorta;.^e of stall and 
i do not ilen\ that, in some cases iir«s<*Msiio.nt c-otihl not he made even 
before one \ear. Hut. Sn. whenever tins assessimoit is imule stockM have 
to he declared and stocks are rh<*ckcd up. You iini\ say that there should 
he mnie s|>eedv uHsessment and quhker clunking' up of stmk. Sir, iiere I 
entirely apree hut then that is apain a matter of expansion of staff to which 
objection i#* rai.sed whenever ftovernnieiit eomes iorwani with such a 
jiroposal. But, Sir, I can assure this House that attention i/i Iwdiig piven 
to tighten up tlie maehinerv also in this respect. Sir, albout efforts Ar(» 
heinp made to have checks of stock and asse.ssineuts made as early m 
possible. 
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Then, Sir, Mr. Banerj«e ha» referred to certain items in the Exemption 
List. He huN pointed out that gold is exempted from taxation; that petrol 
is exempted from the tax ; that newspapers are exempted from taxation and 
he has also hinted that these are exempted from taxation because they are 
used h} rich jieople and that if they are taxed the richer people may be 
taxed. Sir, 1 do not agree either with the suggestions made nor do I 
accept the points he tried to make out. I would point out that last year 
the question of taxing the newspapers was under consideration. Since then 
very great chatigcH have taken place, I mean constitutional changes and I 
refer to item No. H'2 in the I'nion List of the New Constitution. There 
you w'ill find, Sir, that tuxes on the sale and purchase of newspapers and on 
advertisements published th<*reon have now been taken out of the purview 
of the States and it has ncjw become a Central subject. So. Sir. the fittest 
jdace to raise this point is not the Stati* J^egislature but (he Union 
l^arliament. 

SecoioD) , Sir. In* lias mentioned about petrol, I am afraid he is 
eom|)letel\ under a miseoneeption that petrol is not put under any tax. 
There is a eentral tax on petrol as also a separate jirovincial tax and petrol 
is taxetl under the I’rovincial Act at annas (I a gallon and this rate is the 
highest anywhere in India. So. Sir, I totalis deu_\ the suggestion he made 
that petnd is exempt from taxation because the nehei people who use 
petrol may he affected therehx. 

Thi'n, Sir, ahnul gold. Cndei the pr«*sent Rules there is no .sales 
(,i\ on imllion and species iieeaiise that is moie oi less a matter of inter- 
national I’ommerce. But, Sii. whenever gohl ornaments are sold without 
labour rdiarges being shown separately the t.ix is })Ut on that and therefore, 
Sir, his suggestion in this ease also is not (’(ureet, at least not w'holly. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Kauai lail l)e has mentionetl alxnit primarv text hooka, 
lie has also pointed out that in many eases jtnmary text books which have 
not been reeogni.sed as text hooks are put under tax. Sir, the point made 
h> Ml. Sihiiath Barrel, is really a ease ot illegal (‘Xaetion. It an ofliroally 
ivcognised primary selimd te.xt book is sold and a la\ is ehaiged on the 
sale, Sii. it is a punishable offence. Mr. l)e has suggested that not only 
the jniniary selioid text books recognised by the I’nmary Text Book ( om- 
rnittee Init also all hooks should be exenijit fr’om the salt's t.ix. This 
suggestion, if accepted, will leatl to certain complications because our object 
is to givr exemption only to primary .sehotd text books. After all there 
shouhl lit' some eritena to jmlge what is a juimary text book. In the 
present eirenm*<tanees tlie only possible eritena to ,)udge what is a primary 
text book is the hall mark oi recognition granted by the Primary Text 
Bo(»k ComimttiM* Il<o\(*ver tlie (jUestion ot liberalising this iKilicy might 
he examined hut to exempt books as a wliole from tax is nid reasonable 
because 1 <lo not find any reastm why imported books or other }>ooks wdiieli 
are very highly priei'd nowadays or say even novels or books of bad morals 
which .lanab Mmhissir Hossain a us .so vehement in roiidemiiing this after- 
noon shouhl be e\em]it from the sales lax. 

Ml. Kunai Lai l)e further said that books are really taxed thrice. 
Firstly paper is taxed and then there i.s taxation during the process of 
production and finally there is a tax at the stage of sale. Thi.s is also 
not correct because recognised publishers, whenever they want paper, are 
exempti'd from ]>aving any tax on pui>er. The rule i.s that registered 
publishers get their paiM*r and printing materials, etc., tax-free. I do not 
know if he has knowledge of this. If there are any other cases which are 
not eoveretl by this rule I i^ould l>e glad if he brings to my notice those 
cases. So, Sir, tax is at one point only, not at three points us .suggeste<l 
by Mr. Kanai Lai He. 

Mr. He mentioned about another point and that was about sales tax on ' 
sarees and dhuties. Perhaps he is already aware that mill-made sarees and 
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.(Ihutiw up to 4J yards in kngth and not exceeding Rs. 7 per pair or where 
^hey exceed 4J yards in length and do not exceed in price Rs. 7-8 per pair 
are exempted from tax. There are certain other exemptions regarding 
mill-njade sarees. 

As regards handloom saree.s and dhuties of any size they are exempted 
from taxation up to Rs. 15 per pair. As regards mill-made dhuties it has 
been suggested that the ex<^iption figure should he raised from Rs. 7-8 to 
Rs. 10. Sir. I do not know if that will solve the problem, because if a 
j>erson can pay Rs. 10 for a pair of dhuties, I wonder if he is really not .able 
to pay a few pice as tax, 1 do not know whether Rs. 7-8 or Rs. 7 is not a 
sufficient exemption. However, that point will he seriously examined 
further.

During the last three years, the total ex|H-nditure on development 
schemtvs conducted or taken up by this (iovernment amounts to 
Rs. 2fkGt).0(l.(J00. Of ihis I may mention in passing (hat Hs. 8,00,(Kt,0(HI 
are given b\ the (lovfrnment of India either as loan or as grant, and the 
remaining H», 17,77.00dK)0 have been »peiit out of our revenues. Sir, in 
ortJer to speiid this 2d or 20 crores for development nur|iose«, it is neccisary 
to employ men to carry it out, and if yem take the total expenditure on 
General Administration yoir will find that the total amount proposed to be 
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spent is about Es. 50 lakhs more than it was in 1948-49, so that we have 
hud to spend Rs. 50 to 60 lakhs more in order to produce or brinff about 
development programme work for Rs. 25 crores or in other words the total 
expenditure on establishment and service would be about 2 per cent, of the 
total cost on development schemes. 

Now let us analyse for a moment what are the main items on which 
this expenditure has been inclined. In the year 1949-50 the total amount 
spent for development jmriKJNes under Hducatioi! Mas Rs, 92,70,000; the 
total amount sjjent on Medical wa?> R.s. 2,25,00,000 and that on Pii[)lic Health 
Rs. 82,24,000. This is in addition to the usual budget expenditure to our 
development prograniim*.

on the collect line,--ljy that I mean <le\elopiuent for Avhat we usually call 
nution-huihling Mibj<‘c<s- it is t‘ssenlial to incur expemlitun* ->0 far as 
(General Administration is eonecined. Hue ol tlie itmiis under tlie head 
Education and the development {irogiamme under the head Education is an 
item of payment of Rs. 44 lakh.s tor additional salaries to jirimary -school 
teachers. Although this is an item which has to he conNidert‘d as part of 
the increased expemliture we cannot help it. Therefore, in order to bring 
about all this improveinmO and developno'iit , it is essential that we should 
employ a large number of men. That is (»ne explanation and a l>ig one Avhy 
M'e make a demand for large expenditure on (iein*ral Administration. 

Resides tliat, Sir, it is obvious that a large numlier ot [leople m horn ae 
employ are on a gra<led scale and there is a certain proportion of the sum 
nllolteil tinder ‘‘(General Administration’* Mhich is j)racti(\i11\ th«‘ normal 
increnient in these ca.ses. Ordinarilx , it i.s toumi that whenever there are a 
large number of people in a particular esiah)ishim‘nt, sonic retirt* and some 
come in, tin* new-comer gets much less th.oi the man wlio letiies; the average 
remains almost the same. Imt in our ease it is not so. At the time of 
partition a large' numlx'r of more 01 less senior othceis went »tway iind, 
therefore, the proimrlioii of the numhei of ollieers win it'tned during the 
rear and tlie number whom we einplove<l i>r who iiave come <iver from East 
Reugul is quite disproportionate. The thinl reason wh,\ this diilerence 
oci'urs is this. I .see one of (lie cut motions refers U) the t xjieuditure on 
Civil Secretariat Departim nt. ruder this head the amount sj>ent in 194S-49 
M'as Rs. 51) laklis, in 1!I49-5|) it was Rs. (il laklis and next u*ai it will be 
Rs. 64 lakhs. Rut when we come to anal>M* the diftVrenet' it is touml that 
of this Its. 11 lakhs difference Rs. 7 lakhs is accounted foi by the fact that 
it is merely the traiis])ositi(m of the head under wliicli the expenditure has 
been incum’d. For example, in the case of Tran.spoit illomei Department, 
this year we have put in the (lenoral A<lministration IN. 2,42,606 which 
really in the year 1948-49 was included in another head “64”. This time it 
bus been brought under item No. 25. Similarly in the case of Home 
(IHihlicity ) IX'partment proviou-s to 1949-56 all the publicity that was done 
bv different departments of Government, let us say Irrigation l>partment. 
Food Department, used to be handled l»y the department concerned, but we 
decided last year to get nil ^Jie Publicitx Departments concentrated in one 
place, and therefore, the expenditure is now shown uiulei one bead “General 
Administration*’ and not under different heads. There is always a 
corresponding creilit under the other hea<l. Then again in the Home 
Departmeivt for the last two years we have had to increase our staff, S(> far 
an anti-comiption department u concerned and so far as inter-Doxninion 
relations are conoem^. Those who are in the Administration know what 
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amount of difficulty we are to get through and what watch we have to keep 
over the happenings all over the border and the connection that we have to 
make for the (entre and through the Centre to the Ivaraclii Oovermuenl. 
It haa resulted in developing a very large department called the Inter- 
Donninion Department. Similar is the ca.se of the Anti-Corruptioii 
De]mrtment. In the case of the Finance Department again there is a sub- 
department which is called the Ihtrtition ( hums Department. Members are 
aware that at the time of liartition a ver\ large niimher of pe('ple who had 
supplied gnod.s to the undivided Hengal and whose hills had not been cheeked 
or paid, tliey had to he checked, they Iiatl to be in some cases to a certain 
exttuil paid. This again re(piire.H a great d(‘al of conespondence as wtdl as 
arrangeimuits and agreement with the Eastern Pakistan (Government. 
Similarly there is another dejiartment opened since imil-oO called the 
Political SuftVuM’s DepartiiKMit thnuig-h which we p:i\ a certain .sum of moiiev 
to many of tlie political sutferer.s. So. Sir, the point is that many of these 
items (»f expenditure are due to their being brought under General 
Administration whieli were ]>reviousl\ shown under different heads and in 
many cases the expansion of the departments on account of the development 
projet‘(s undertaken h\ the <liftVrenl depaitments has caused this increase.

8j. SIBNATH BANERdEE: I want a little more time. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER; Y ou have already spoken for 27 minutes and 
1 can give >ou only three minutes more. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANERdEE: 1 am entirely in yoyr hands and 1 leave it 
to you. From the (Opposition only thrcn.* members are taking part in the 
debate and in view of that small number at least 1 may be given more time. 
In the Bihar Assembl> and in the 1'. Assembly the Opposition people 
have been allowed to talk for two hours. Of course I am not going to talk 
for two hours. 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: I can sit for the whole night ; you cun go on. 

S). SIBNATH BANERdEE: [ won’t sptaik any further and I have 
finished. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, 1 did not purposely 
refer to the different items in tlie cut motions because I expected those 
motions to be moved ami (hut 1 would have an opportunity of replying to 
the difficulties which each member might feel and express while speaking 
on their cut motions. 

My friend from the hill station Mr. .Sheo Kumar Uni has suggested that 
the hill peopb‘ should be treated as a minority. Sir, personally 1 am always 
afraid of that word “minority’. 1 happen to be a Brahmo and there are only 
4/5 thousand Brahmos in the whole of India. Thus 1 am one of the smallest 
minorities. 1 do not get any particular privileges because of this. Some 
gentlemen hapiKui t(» live in the hills; some live on the plains. My friend 
forgets that there Jire probably as many iiurkhus living in the plains and 
serving with the different aniie<l units as there are on the hills perhaps. 
Therefore there is nothing s^iecial in it. Because a man happens to live 
on the plains or on the roadside or near the lake, or even on the sea there 
should not lie different minorities depending upon the geographical nosi* 
tions. My friend questions why a man who lives in the hills shoubi be 
taken to the plains r I say why a man who live* in the plain* should be 
taken to the hills P After "all, I know of a very large number of members 
of his community who are working very creditably in the plain* today in 
the different areas where they are posted. In fact, it is one of the proud 
privileges of the (jurkha soldiers that they ore to \>e found everywhere and 
in all climates, and, wherever they have gone, they have shown their 
usefulness and utility. I do pray to Mr. Rai not to raise the bogey of a 
“minority community “ with reference to any particular area. All the same 
I entirely sympathise with him and I feel that he has a right to voice the 
ne^s of a backward commuvty. After all in any country everybody can- 
not have the same privileges, cannot have the same advantages d education.

forward. But tnase wno forward and ibose who are advanced oan:^l 
(;a)l tbenuelves advanced tinleM ibey bend their habda down to raise ue 
Wkward eomnmnity up to their level. One of the proud privileges of an 
advanced oonununity ahould be that they should do their utmost to see that 
those who have not had the same advantages by certain circumstances 
should be given full opi^rtunitiea for expressing their opinion in a free ana 
republican India. He has also mentioned certain cases where he thought 
there has been victimisation. I am sorrv, Sir, that he has brought these 
cases to the Assembly. Instead of that if he had given me the privilege of 
attending to the cases that he has mentioned now earlier, I can assure him 
that they would have received full consideration such as they deserved. He 
has mentioned two cases of the Civil Supplies Inspectorate or something of 
that sort, who have been transferred from the hills to the plains. I asked 
my friend, the Hon’ble Minister for Food, and he told me that these tw*o 
gentlenien have not only come to the plains hut also they have been working 
wonderfully well and they also have learnt the Bengali language. There- 
fore there is no difficulty for those two gentlemen at any rate. They are 
giving their best service to the country. As regards his difficulty about 
language, I do plead with him that while I am prepared to learn bis 
language — and I think I undersand hivS language because I deal wdth a 
number of Nepali patients — I do plead with him that he should learn the 
Bengali language which is one of the sweetest languages in the wliole of 
India and which has been enriched by the genius of some of the greatest 
sons of India. I hope and trust that he will not only learn and be an expert 
in the language himself hut he will ask all hLs friends to learn it so that 
there may be a better community of interest and understanding. I have 
not been able to understand the difficulties of the hill people under the 
present regime although I feel that the previous arrangement by which 
the Oovernment used to go to the hills for a certain number of weeks in the 
year did bring the administration in closer touch with the hill people. But 
I am always nervCus whenever I think of reviving the practice because my 
friond Mr. Sihnatb Banerjee will at once quote the travelling allowance for 
the Ministers as so many lakhs and for the Governor so many lakhs. And 
therefore one has to think twice before he cun take a large Secretariat over 
to the hills. But, at the same time, I do say that bis ueeds are genuine, his 
demands are correct and we have been doing our level best, within the limited 
resources at our disimsal, to stM* that they also get the advantage of educa- 
tion, technical, industrial and other. 

I have taken certain Htep.s: probably some of them he knows and some 
of them probably he does not know. If he wants to say that every 
individual in India should occupy the same and the similar position, I do 
say that that is not a correct appwach. There are some people who are very 
goo<l to do the clerk’s job like Bengalees: there are some other people who 
are tit to handle the sword like the Gurkha soldiers. But the smallest 
amongst them — let them go up as high as they can and gain their full 
stature. I did not quite follow what he said about the Congress party 
principles. If he would kindly give me in writing what he said, because 
ne had spoken in Hindi which, although I belonged to Bihar, 1 could not 
Quite follow,— il will certainly make an enc^n'. I feel very sad to hear of 
tne experience of this prisoner who was a T.B. patient being the victim of 
official wrath. If this thing had happeneil only some time ago and if only the 
relations of the patient had hrougnt this matter to me I would certainly 
have taken notice of it becauSa it is not only an attack on the administration 
but it is also an attack on humanity itself. 

My friend Mr. Mudasair Hossain's suggestions are excellent. My only 
difficulty is, and I say with all sincerity of purpose, that while I may agpe 
to most of Iht suggestions he has given, I have no power to make the other 
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parly agree to the auggestiona he haa made. 1 do aot fiad that aiders 
. aiaiiamgi that muioal oonfldenoe^ that apirit of give aod take which would 
enable me to proceed on the linea auggesied by Mr. Mudaaair Hoaaain. May 
1 auggeat to him that aa he ia a member of a community which haa probably 
groater influence with the Eaatem Pakistan Government, he and hia oci» 
religioniata might quote the Quoran and urge the people there to follow the 
fundamental principles not merely in theory but in actual practioe~~the 
principles on which the "adminiatration of Eastern Pakistan should be 
undertaken. I can assure him that if even one-tenth of that sense of 
goodness, of sympathy, of toleration expresised in that quotiition which he 
has given us had been exercised either bv this side or the other side, things 
wouhl have been quite different. I do ask in all sincerity if he would kindly 
make it possible for us first to come to some compromise. On this under- 
standing I would suggest to him again that he should move in the matter. 
I may tell him that I have tried in my own M'ay to roine to some under- 
standing of this nature but it was not possible. I again suggest to him that 
he should take up the matter uud go aheail with all our blessings, and I 
hope and trust that he will not fail in his mission.

Now, my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee said about acute illness and chronic 
illness. Of course, I am accustomed to hear all these words. As regardi 
chowkidars and dafudars we have got in West Bengal 2,35b dafadars and 
chowkidars— -the total expenditure on them is Ks. 20,48,000. Last 
year we gave them Ks. 3 per head for six months because of the distress and 
the poor pay they were getting. If we could not give them more it was 
not because we did not feel for them but because it was not possible for us 
even to accept the very modest suggestion made by the committee which 
was appointed in 1938 and which recommended that the total salary of these 
men first of ail should be paid two-thirds out of the Provincial Revenue and 
one-third from the local fund. (Sj. Siunath BanehjfjF/; I am afraid, my 
point ha.s been missed. Tb(‘ villuger.s must not be made to pay.) Will >ou 
let me finish? You will get that point. It was suggested that two-thirds 
should be paid out of the l^rovincial revenue and one-third out of the union 
board or chow'kidari tax instead of letting the whole burden fall upon the 
chowkidari tux. If this recommendation of the committee is to be imple- 
mented, it would mean a total expenditure of over a crore of rupees. If it 
were possible for us to give effect to it nobody would have been more 
pleased than I. But let everybody remember that after all tlie difference 
betwetm Provincial revenue and IrK*al revenue is merely in the incidence or 
in the emphasis wliicb you put to the place from where the money is to he 
collected. It is after all the people who jiay whether they be here or there. 
If you say you pay one crore out of the Provincial revenue to chowkidar or 
dafadar, it will only mean that the people will have to pay more tax becaus# 
the Provincial Government or the Central Government has not got a gold 
mine or Aladdin’s lamp. It is the habit of some people that they can only 
suggest what should be done but they have no constructive idea in thefr 
brain as to bow it should be done. Similarly, with regard to other 
suggestions he was makii^ regarding the pay of the lower grade officers; 
he says — Drive away the Governor and the Ministers. Does he know what 
we are paving to tie lower grade officers? He never cares to go through 
the printed citcular. 1 am afraid, instead of reading thaf literature he taM 
^ up the Civil Estimates and goes through the d[ifferent items and gives cut 
motions al^ thinks that he has done a peat job by moving cut motions. 
He should have oonstmetive ideas and give us constructive suggestions. 
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fj« IliNATH BANillJEEs My task is destructiye while 1 am on this 
fide. When I go over there it will be constructive. 

The Hon’blt Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYs With regard to the present 
position, the cost of living index today cot^ared to 1939 is that for menials 
it is 367*5 and for middle class 349*2. Up till now the West Bengal 
Provincial Government has given certain incremj^nts to various persons, and 
today the position is menials in Calcutta are getting a salary which is 332 
compared to that in 1939, so that while the living index has gone up to 
367 they are getting 332. But take the higher services, viz., the West 
Bengal Civil Sen’ice or the AVest Bengal Junior Civil Service. They are 
getting only 149, 121, and 126. Therefore he does not consider this: it 
IS not neces.sary for him to consider this. He simply says — give them a pay 
of Eh. 80. But the thing is, where is the money to come from? He thinks 
that highly jiaid officers are getting very fat salaries. But in fact they are 
getting at the present moment a salary which is half the cost of living index 
whereas his Labour Union people are getting a salarj* which is as much as 
the cost of living index. 

Therefore, Sir, it is no use simply saying things. Because he has got 
to keep his reputation as leader of the labour union, therefore he mu.st say 
something.

Inaccurate 
expression, inaccurate figures, repeated a thousand times, do not make them 
correct. 

The Hon'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 will not he interrupted 
please. 

The question is so far as the higher provincial services, the West Bengal 
rivil Serv’ice, Junior (’ivil Service, Secretariat Upper Division and Lower 
Division, are concerned, everywhere we have followed the plan which obtains 
in India as well as in different parts of the country. I Wrd just now--I 
won’t call him my friend because he objects to it -hut I can tell him that iu 
India in the subordinate services — Secretariat and Directorate — the salary 
is not 80 hut as far us 1 can see it is 70 to 77'0 whereas here it is .’>9, but 
otherwise in all the other provinces people are getting less than we are giving. 
This is the position with regard to that. Some people think that it is only 
by saving that more pay should he given — more money should be given 
to certain individuals that the problem can be solved, ft is very incorrect 
to tliink so because the difficulty is not alxiut payment or a resolution for 
payment but the difficulty is where to get the money from. I wish that 
those who criticiie and those who think that more money should be paid 
should, at the same time, use their brains a little to find out where the 
money is to come from. Simply by cutting one person here and by cutting 
another person there, you may get 1 lakh, 2 lakhs, 19 lakhs or 20 lakhs, but 
this problem is of crores — it is not lakhs. Therefore, I feel that most of the 
suggestions and most of the observations made bv the honourable friend have 
raised issues which are of no value to iny mind l>e{‘aUHe they do not touch 
the particular problem which we have all to consider.

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DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

37— Education. 

The Hon'ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mt Sj^aket, 
Sir, on the recoinmondatiou of the Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Uh. 3,00, 7li,00() be granted for expenditure under the head ‘*37 — 
Education”. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to .seek lor the third time the vote of the 
Legislature for the Grant for Education in West Bengal as constituted 
after the partition of the province of Bengal and of India. It has been 
noticed, 1 suppose by the honourable members that in spite of all the 
adverse circumstances narrated in the Hon’ble Finance Minister’s 
statement the Grant for Education proposed for the next year is definitely 
above Rs. 3 crores and attains a figure which wa.s never attained before 
even for the whole of united Bengal. The highest figure that was reached 
before partition was no doubt Rs. 3 03 crores in 1940-47 but it was out 

of a total revenue expenditure of Rs. 42o7 crores for the year whereas 

the demand for Education for the next year in respect of West Bengal 
which is about one-third of united Bengal, is Rs. 3 ()G crores out of the 
proposed total revenue (‘Xpenditure of Rs. 3o 23 crores. In other words, 
the Government of West Bengal will be spending about three times as 

much per head of population and will be prepared to go ahead with all 

the new educational services and development schemes already undertaken 
in spite of substantial Budget deficit and deprived of Development Grant 
from the Centre. 1 would readily agree, however, that the demand 

cannot fully satisfy the educational requirements of our State. 

No doubt among the principal States in the independent Indian Union 
the State of West Bengal is the smallest in area but it is the fifth in 

strength of [mpulation. That is, it is the smallest and yet, having 

regard to the tfensity of population, the most overcrowded State in India 
with the largest proportion of population, again, in the industrial and 
urban areas. Further, here in India education on modern lines took its 
start priiuarily through non-official initiative and efforts and even before 
the establishment of the (’ulcutta University in 18t57. With the establish- 
ment of the Galcutta University it was no longer a spade work, the 
sporadic attempts of a few’ leaders of the people, sometimes in alliance 
with generous Britishers, to set up e<iucatioual institutions of u new 
type with the object of acquainting our people with a rich modern 
lafnguage and the fruitful results of the scientific enquiries of the West — 
but it wcame the endeavours of a great many to rear up institutions for 
high school and college education. It was no more a turning of the tide 
but a fiood and a spate — a rush for high school education and widely-felt 
aapiraiiou for University studies which opened up avenues to administra- 
tive and other employments as well as to the learned professions. The 
fiood continues unabated «^ther growing in volume with cdmking outleta 
iwd developing even deetructive leatures and it demands costly canalisa- 
tion and expensive diversion. 
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WHiie on the one hand such was the erase for hi^h schooilKid higher 
^cation for meeting the requirements of the upper classes or for the 
tioduction of the intellectual **elite^’, on the other, the education of 
&e masses came to be neglected in an awful manner and for too long a 
time. With reference to the findings of Adam’s Report of the thirties 
of the last century, it might well he said that we even lost our old grounds 
in that sphere " instead of consolidating them and gaining new. 
It was a de('ade after ^lucatiou was made a transferred subject under the 
Montugue-Cheliusfonl Reforms that in 1930 the Bengal (Rural) Primary 
Education Art was passed, which for the first time attempted to grapple 
with the (fuestiou of mass education by providing for the levy of education 
cess and education tax and a statutory annual contribution of not less 
than 23 0 lakhh troin the provincial exche<tuer. True, the importance of 
the question ot priiuar\ education was stressed so far back as in 1882 by 
the Hunter roiuniissmn hut the (jioveriunent of the day and of substKjuent 
times tought ^hy «tt the financial burden and without promise of such 
suhstaiitial u^sl^tc^uct' us was forthcoming in England from the days of 
the Forster Act of 1870, ((unmittetl it <o the care of local self-governing 
IhhIk*'. whii h again in this couiiliy proveil, unlike the local aiithurities in 
England, a broken reed to rely on. To the inditt'erence of the locnl self- 
g»)verning bodies to the cause of mass education even in urban 
areuH where ♦nlucated people resided in very nimdi larger number than 
in the couiitr\-si<le the Bengal l*riiuary Education Act of 1919 has bean 
a standing ^^ltm‘ss. This is the Act which enables the municipalities to 
make primary education compulsory and free in the urban areas with the 
help of local taxation hut, excepting one, no other municipality in West 
Bengal has yet availed of the powers conferred by the statute. The 
Bengal \Ruial) J’nmury Education Act of 1930 did well, therefore, to 
provide lor the assessment of primary education cess and primary educa- 
tion tax l)\ (lie District Dflicers and not to leave it to any 

elet ted hod) . The Act, however, was not extended so energetically as 
it should have ht-eii after it was pa.H»ed and, in fact, had iMen a long 
time to cover all the districts of Bengal; lor. it was only lust year with 
the extension of the Art to Midnapore and Darjeeling by the present 
Government tliat the wlode of West Bengal came to secure the benefit of 
free primary edu(ation in sihools under the monugeinent and supervision 
ot the District .School Boards, not of course* without very much larger 
financial assislaiue from the Provincial exchequer than any contemplated 
before. 


8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Mr. SjKjaker, Sir, mu> I request some 
improvement on the mike. I uni unable to follow the llon’ble Minister 
properly. Ordinarily we hear all right on the mike, hut n<»w I am not 
able to follow him well. It will be i)etter if he speaks without the help of 
the mike tor he speaks sufficiently loudly. 

Ttia Hoii’bto Rli HARENORA NATH CHAUDHURIl 1 have given in 
outline the existing educational lie of the land to indicate where and 
why floods prevail and fallows exist. It will be my endeavour now to 
give an account of the steps that we have taken during the current voar 
and propose to take in the next to canalise those floods and cultivate toose 
wastes and the expenditure incurred or proposed to })e incurred for those 
purjioses. 

In zrarraiifig these measures, 1 shall begin with the much neglected 
major question, the question of mass education, i.e., of primary education 
of the children in the State and the social education of the 
illiterate adults. True it is, that a modem State and more so an un- 
developed State which desires to come abreast with the advanced countries 
of the world does reqa^ye highly trained men and experts but the 
lottadation of a democratic State can hardly be well and Wiy laid nnless 
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the massei have received fundamental education and are well-informed. 
' A democracy mainlv of men and women without such education and 
without sufficient ideas of the duties of the citizenship suffers from 
inherent weakness and potential danger; yet with that weakness in our 
body politic due to past neglect our new Indian Union has dared face the 
advent of Indenendence and the institution of a democratic sovereign 
republic with aault suffrage. 

Fundamental Education^ 1949-^0. 

(i) Social {Adult} Education. — To make up the leeway we provided 
for a sum of Rk. 2,o 0,0()(J in the Budget for 1948-49 for Social (Adult) 
Education before w^e were given any idea of Central aid in the matter. 
Because of that provision which we fully utilised in training teachers 
and purchasing necessary equipments in 1948-49, it was possible for us 
to go ahead and, with the subsequent provision for Rs. 3,00,000 in the 
current year’s budget, to attract and avail of tlie Central aid of Ks. 8,79,000 
when it came to be offered. Our scheme of Social (Adult) 

Education, which was f ruined on the basis of the interim report of the 
Committee which was appointed bv this Government year before last, 
under the chairmanship of Sri Atul Chandra Gupta readily met with the 
approval of the Central Government and 88 complete Social Education 
Centres and 4 Hi Literacy (.'entres have already been started this \ear. 
The si'heme it is reported is working satisfactorily and all possible steps 
are being taken to further such education with the advice of an Advisory 

Body which has been constituted with experts in the line. 

(it) Primary Education. — The steps that have lieen taken by this 

Government to improve the other aspe(*t of fundamental education, viz., 
primary education have been made public from time to time. As stereo- 
typed criticisms are still being made eithei* through ignorance or refusal 
to sec the jirogress attained, the measures that have already been taken 
and are proposed to be taken to improve primary education in this province 
may be stated us bdlows : — 

(1) Larger contributum, direct and indirect through local authorities, 

for promotion of primary education, 

(2) Progressive improvement of the scales of pay of primary teachers, 

(3) Introduction of new syllabus, and 

(4) Sujiply of a new- Primer for cla.ss III, at a cost of about a lakh of 

rupees. 

(1) When the Bengal (Rural) Primary Education Act was passed in 
1930, it was pnuided in section 36 of the Act that the Government of 
Bengal, ITnited Bengal would be under a statutory obligation to 

contribute R». 235 Inklis to the District Sebmd Funds for the promotion 
of primary education. The total contribution from the Provincial 
exchequer to Primary Education in United Bengal, however, rose to 
Ra, 1.01,52,142 (both as dire«'t and indirect grants to primary location) 
just before the partition in 1946-47. After partition direct and indirect 
grants to primary schools and primary education through local bodies 
such as the District School Boards in West Bengal have feen or will be 
as follows : —

Including the provision for training of primary (baaic) teachers. 
Inspection, Direi'tion and such other charges connect4^ with primary 
education, the Government of West Bengal has been contributing since 
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tftit year nearly or more than a crore of rupees, that is, more than double 
Gie amount of the total proceeds from primary education cess and 
primary education tax which amounted to Rs. 40 to 45 lakhs. In some of 
the advanced countries compared with the local rates, contributions from 
State funds bear less the burden of the cost of primary education. Here 
in our Province the State has to contribute a much larger proportion of 
the existing cost of primary education and I hope the significance of it 
will be realised by the* impatient advocates of universal, compulsory and 
free primary education. 

1 2) As regards the improvement of the pay of the primary teachers 
honourable members may be aware that in 1940-47 the provincial contribu- 
tion towards revision ot the scales of pay of the primary teachers amounted 
nearly to Its. 10 lakhs. Since then it has been raised as follows: —

(3) Last year, I informed the House at this time that the Report of 
the Sch(Md Education Committee which was set up by this Government 
year before last was under preparation. On the publication of the Report 
steps have been taken to implement iuan> of the recommendations of the 
Committee. For instance their recommendations to recast the Primary 
(Basic) School syllabuses on activity principle have already been implement- 
ed in a large measure. It will depend much on the teachers 
to make a success of them. There was an agitation against the recom- 
mendation of the Expert Committee to omit text-books from 
and prescribe a picture book instead for class I. The critics not only 
failed to take note of what was being done in other progressive countries, 
but even what used to be done in our roimtrj’ before the Serampore 
Missionaries, Rev. Carey and Dr. Marshraan, introduced printing press 
in this countrj- early in the 19th century. To give better effect to the 
recommendations of the Committee the department, however, has taken 
care to draw up a hand-book for the assistance of the teachers in the 
primary' grade. It is hoped that it will be possible for the teachers to 
adapt themselves to the new method of teaching and do justice to the new 
•yllabusee based on principle of actinty. 
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(4) There was an uproar when Oovenunent decided to produce f 
cheaper primer of better quality for clasa III in accordance with the new 
syllaous recommended by the school Bducation Committee. A combined 
primer in Bengali and Arithmetic has, however, been produced which 
la much cheaper than the existing books and of a definitely improved type 
with pieces selected b^' experts from the writings of leading Bengali 
writers. The publication has been well received and given relief to ve^ 
many thousands, if not lakbs of poor guardians' of students reading in 
class III. Government would not have been justified in consulting the 
interests of a few and in ignoring the best interests of the entire body of 
students in class III and the interests of their guardians as well. 

Besides making these contributions and effecting these reforms. Govern- 
ment are also contemplating the introduction of compulsory primary 
eduration. N(»w that there are more than 14,000 primary schools in West 
Bengal, in those areas wliere there is a sufficient number of such schools, 
compulsion may very well be introduced. The House has just amended 
the relevant section <0 the Bengal (Rural) Primary Education Act towards 
the achievement of the much desired object. It is hoped that in a large 
majority of areas wdiere there is ade(|uute provision of primary schools it 
will he possible on the advice of the District School Boards to introduce 
compulsion and thus to reduce and ultimateU to remove the huge wastage 
which is now taking place in the field of i)rimary education for non- 
continuance of students in the lowest forms up to the end of the primary 
stage. 

{Hi) Basic Education , — A few words on Basic Education mav not be 
inappropriate here in view of the criticisms that have been made to the 
effect that this Government have not been energetically pursuing the 
scheme of Basic Education as conceived by Mahatma Gandhi. Nothing 

can really be further from truth. Beginning with the last year Govern- 

ment have already sponsored 42 Basic Schools in different districts of 
the province with supplementary grants to the District School Boards and 
each one of these schools is staffed with teachers who had basic training 
either at Balarampur or in our Baigachi Training Schools under teachers 
wh<» had their training at Wardha. It can only be a canard therefore 
to preach that we have no faith in the scheme of basic education propounded 
bv the Hindusthuni Talimi Sangha. If these schools are not 

giving the right type of Basic Education with teachers placed on a scale 

of Rs. do — 80 plus 25 per cent. deuriieHS allowance then the instructions 
received by these teachers at Rularampur or at Baigachi under the staff 
trained at Wardha must be supposed to have failed to achieve the purpose; 
but I have every reason to believe that these sclumls are provid- 
ing g<»od Basic Education. At any rate no report has been received 
against them either from our Inspectors or from the District School Board 
authorities. On the contrary the authorities of many District School 
Boards are enthusiasticallv promoting Basic Schools in their respective 
areas, , securing gift of land and a part of contribution towards building 
cost from the local people, while the major portion of the buildiim cost 
is being contributed bv the Government and the District School Boards 
together. It is true that it is not our scheme, as it was not the object 
of the Basic Education Scheme as Dr. Zakir Hossain himself pointed out 
in his Report “primarily to produce craftsmen able to practise their 
craft mechanically but to exploit the resources implicit in craft work for 
educative purposes*’. Nor do we think it desirable to promote a type 
of- Basic Education correlated^ with instruction in a single craft 
at the sacrifice of other types jind disrejp^rd the educative value of a 
variety of crafts which are practised in the different parts of our 
pipvince. In our men Teachers’ Training College at migachi and 
Won^nS Teachers’ Training at Hastings House instructions in and 
lhri»ngh more crafts than one-«pinning being a compulso^ craft — are 
being given lor training future ieaohm for the whole of West Bdngal. 
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If iiurtruction is being given in relation to multiple crafts ft is beiiMr 
ini^rt^ not to oTerloof two fundamental principles in tbe education « 
thecbildren, vii.:— 

(i) that education must be child-centred above all and therefore 
craft chosen must have regard to his aptitude and interest^ and 

(ft) that the craft chosen must have regard for the environment in 
which a school ^is situated. 

If we do not forget that Mahatma Gandhi himself observed that his 
scheme of Basic Education was particularly apmopriate for rural environ- 
ment and nearly one-third of the population of West Bengal 
live not in rural surroundings but in urban and industrial ureas, it will 
be readily acknowledged that in West Bengal we cannot afford to be much 
too orthodox in this mutter. However, we have the satisfaction that our 
liberal scheme follows tbe 8<'heme adopted by the Central Advisory Board 
on the recommendation of the Special Committee constituted by them to 
which l)r. Zakir Hossaiu, the author of the Wardha Iteport, was himself 
a party. 

Ah regards the objection that in our Basic Education Scheme we are 
not stressing the importance of production and self-sufhcieucy, I am not 
prepared to accept the criticism if it is meant that production must be 
the be-all and end-all of the scheme of education. The Zakir Hossain 
Committee rightly pointed out that the scheme of Basic Education outlined 
by the Wardha Conference was sound in itself, and even if ft 
was not self-sufficient in any sense, it should bo accepted. They went 
a step further and sounded a note of warning that ‘'there is an obvious 
danger that in the working of this scheme, the economic aspect xna^ 
stressed at the sacrifice of the cultural uud educational ojUactlvei. 
Teacdiers may devote”— I am still quoting from Dr. Zakir Hossaine 
Committee Report — “most of their attention and energy to extracting thd 
maximum amount of labour from children whilst neglecting iutellecutuol^ 
social and moral implications and possibilities of cruft training’*. 
Moreover, it is no easy discovery to find very many teachers (and we hava 
ttf think in terms of hundreds and thousands) who have so much faith in 
a self-financing scheme of Basic Education as to assure us that neither 
the Government nor the District School Boards will be under any obliga* 
tion to pay their salary after 7 or 8 years. Mahatma Gandhi, no doubt, 
observed tnal ‘‘if the State fakes charge of their children bidween 7 ana 
14 and trains their bodies and minds through productive labour, the 
public sthools must be frauds and teachers idiots if they cannot become 
self-supporting”, but although in We.st Bengal we have through the 
agency of tlie District School Boards taken charge of the cdiildren in our 
Basic Schools by making tbeir training and education free, we have to 
watch without insisting now tar tbe teachers at the end of the first five 
years succeed in miucing their instructions productive. As Gandhiji 
himself did not think in terms of self-sufficiency so far as tbe nrsi two 
years of such education are concerned, we may not compromise the future 
of the scheme by a hasty desire for fruits from tender saplings. 

Secondly Education . — In the field of Secondary Education also we 
did as best as we could — 

(t) to strengthen with additional pant the financial position of a 
much larger number of schools and also the quality of teaching 
•by improving the scales of pay of the teachers: 

(>i) to revise the syllabus and curriculum in accordance with the 
recommendations of the School Education Coauniitee.

The recom- 
mendations of the Sanskrit Education Committee made under his cKairman- 
ship have been substantially implemented this year, A new 
Government Tol has been started this year at Nabadwip, the anpient seat 
of Sanskrit learning and the Sanskrit College Tol been strengthened. All 
efforts are being made ^ start the recommended Post-Graduate and 
Research Departineiii of the Sanskrit College as early as possible and a 
Committee bus been unpointed to work out a detailed scheme. A new 
Bangiya Sanskrit Siksha Purishat ^s been constituted to replace the old 
Bengal Sanskrit Asswiariou and is now functioning to supervise and 
promote Sanskrit Education on oriental lines. An Inspector of Sanskrit 
fols has been appointed and about KM) tols have been helped this year 
under the new wheme with much more substantial grants-in-aid than 
before. 

The Calcutta Madrasah which was re-opened last year to set right an 
injustice that was done to the Muslims (»f West Bengal by the previous 
Muslim League Governmeut is now in smooth and full oj>eration. A new 
Principal has been appointed this year. 

Committee was set up under the chairman- 
ship (d the Hon hie Mr. Justice Uoopendra Coomar Mitra to examine 
the present hnanciul structure ot the Cniversity ami to recommend what 
grant the I niversity sliould ha\e from the Lrovineiul (iovernment to carry 
on its aitiyities having due regard to consideration of elficiericy and 
ecoiioiii v. I he report lias Iweii receiveil and (iovernment are awaiting the 
c(»mmeiits ol the 1 niversity before final decision is taken on it. The grant 
ot lakhs budgeted tor the Cniversity this year has already Ihjcu paid. 

Passing on to the consideration «d our Budget Estimate for the next 
year 1 would like to assure the House that my department will follow 
the lines of advance and development on which we have proceeded in the 
current year but it may not be possible to undertake more new measures 
because no development grant can lie exjiected from the (iovernment of 
India myxt year and also becuu.se the commitments already made in regard 
to the development .schemes have to be met entirely from the State 
Revenues. w 

I would, iiowever, invite the attention of tlie House to some of the 
new features and extra provisions made in the Budget for the next year. 

In the first place, the jirovision for schools and colleges in Cooch liehar 
IS a new item in the Budget. The provision of Rs. 1^ lakhs for the 
iNational I adel Corps has been transferred from the head “(13— -Extra- 
ordinary” to the Education Budget and rightly. 

1 > pr<.'vi<le<l for an additional expenditure of 

Ks. d, IK), 000 for .Social fcdur ation in the coming year. If Central aid be 
forthcoming it will be possible for us to go further ahead with our 
programme of Social Education. 

Mass Education Primary.— In the held of mass education, the bigge# 
item under development programme is again the provision of Rs. 48,00 (K), 
to give full effect to increased salaries of jirimary teachers. It means ai 
additional exptmditure of Rs. 6 lakhs undei^ that head. The total of on 
estimated expenditure for primary education next vear will K 
Rs. 1,15,38,230. ^ ‘ ® 

Basic EducMion.’-^To accelerate the progress of Basic Education and 
convert the existing type of primary education to Basic Education as 
i^pidly as teachers may be tsained for the purpose, in addition to the two 
Government Basic Training Schools, three new training schools have been 
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^onsored by GoTernmeiit and arrangements for training of teachers at 
Yinajra Bhavana, Santiniketan, haTe been inade and eight more existii^ 
training schools are proposed to be reK'onditioned and re*opened as Basic 
Training Schools witn immediate effect. With trained teachers arailable 
from these training schools it is proposed to start 50 Basic Schools next 
year. The sums prpvided this year have been repeated in the next year’s 
Budget for Basic Training Colleges and Schools and introduction of Basic 
Educntion. A part of the provision has been nfade under head “50 — Civil 
Works” for buildings in connec^tion with the scheme. 

Secondary Edncation. — Rs. 50,000 has been provided over and above 
the additional grant of Rs. 13,00,000 for maintenance grant to non- 
Oovemment Secondary Schools. An additional provision of Rs. 50,000 
for building grant to non-Oovernment Secondary Schools has also been 
made. Further development of Secondary Education on a planned basis 
may be expected when the Board of Secondary Education is set up. The 
Secondary Education Bill us reported by the Select Committee is already 
before the House. 

Volleye Education , — A sum of Rs. 86,000 has been granted for 
promotion of research work in colleges. The Darjeeling College will be 
raised to u first grade college in the next year and Rs. 40,000 has been 

provided for the purpose. 1 do not know whether my friend Mr. Sbeo 

Kumar Roy is pa>ing attention to my observation. For further improve- 
ment of M'^idnapore C(dlege a sum of Rs. 21,000 has been provided and 
another sum of Rs. 21,818 1ms been provided tor grant to the Ramkrishna 
Vidyainandir at Belur. There are new grants in addition to the recurring 
muinlenanc.e grants that are being given to 26 colleges. 

Enffinecriny and Technical Education . — To offer better facilities for 
techni<*al edu(‘atioii, the following provisions find place in our develop- 
ment programme for next year, viz., Rs. 3,04,000 for the develop- 
ment of engineering schools for diploma (’oiinses. For further implementa- 
tion of the final plan of the Bengal Engineering College at Shibpore, a 

provision of Rs. 4,03,000 has been made apart from the provision of 

Rs. 3,(M),000 under the head “50— Civil Works’'. The provision for grant 
to the Ja<luvpur Engineering College ha.s also been repeated. Over and 
above this, an additional sum of Its. 50,0(K) has been provided for the 
iiiiproveiheut of the technical institutions under the control of the Educa- 
tion Department. 

Commercial Education . — I am sorry to say that the proposals made in 
the Youuie Committee Report for the reorganisation of the (iovernment 
Commercial Institute could not l>e implemented this year fur financial 
atringency. A sum of Its. 2,43,060 has, however, Wen provided in the 
budget the next year and it may be hoped that the next year will see 
the implementation of this scheme in a fuller measure. 

ATt$ and Crafts . — As far as the provision for a more comprehensive 
course of training in the Government School of Art is concerned, beginnings 
have been made and next year it is projmsed to provide training facilitiee 
jwith qualified personnel in pure and applied arte as well as cottage 
^dustrit's. A grant towards the stbeme is expected from the Government 

India and we have made necesaary provision fur staff in anticipation. 

0% University Education . — A grant of Rs. 15;25 lakhs to the Calcutta 
viTniversity is proposed to be made next year. The Committee appointed 
0 enquire into the financed of the Calcutta Fniversity have recom- 
mended u capital grant of Rs, 34 lakhs for repairs, inquisition of land and 
^equipment for laboratory, etc., and a recurring grant of Rs. 17*64 lakhs 
ultimately. The comments of the University regarding the various 
trecommendations made in the University Finance Enquiry Committee 
Report are being awaited and so also the decisions of the Central Oovem- 
nieut on the reconuneiidations of the University Commission appointed by 
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them, A» the Universities are not ^in| to remain entirely matters of 
provincial concern under the New Coiutitution and the Government of 
India, anxious as they are to promote in national interest higher studies 
and fund^enial researches, are alreadjT coming to the aid of the 
Universities and higher technological institutions, we have to see what 
assist^ce may come to our University from the Centre. We may very 
well So so in view of the flict that our contribution to the University of 
Calcutta IS already the largest that a State Government makes to a single 
University in the Indian Dominion. 

Ill course of the General Budget distmssion a question was raised as 
to necessity of reforming the constitution of the Calcutta University. 
Honourable members are aware that the University Commission has gone into 
the (juestion and mode certain recommendations. The Central Govern- 
ment are expected to take their decisions on the questions and we may 
hold our soul in patience for a short time till the recommendations of the 
Central Advisor}' Board of Education or the decisions of the Government 
of India are made known. 

Oiher acUvitia. — In the field of Social Welfare, the Education 
Department is playing its humble role. There are 8 Government and 66 
non-Government Aided Orphanages and a sum of Its. 14 lakhs is spent 
towards them. Children between (j and 11 are receiving primary 
educutu)!! of practical character and in the post-primary stages provision 
has lH*t*n made for various type.s (»f crufts and technical training such as 
weaving, tailoring, agriculture, etc., with a view to making the children 
who complete the e<lucation in the orphanages, earning and useful 
niembei*s of the society. A number of di.splaced children migruted from 
Eastern Pakistan along with their distant and distressed relatives, Govern- 
ment have been obliged to undertake their responsibility in regnnl to these 
children and arrange for their lodgiug and training along with the other 
orphans. 

The formation of National Cadet Corps in West Bengal has been 
entlimHiasticallv taken up by the Government. Four infantry battalions, 
one independent company of infantry, two medical companies, two 
engineer companies, one E. M. E. unit and one signal unit and also one 
artillery unit, besides a girls’ division unit, have been raised. 
There are 92 trained officers and 2,770 cadets of the senior division in the 
above units and battalions. Gne armoured corps and an air wjuudron are 
proposed to be raised next year. Besides the above, there are 3,fH)0 

i unior cadets in the junior divi.sion units of the schools all over West 
lengul. It is most gratifying to note that .‘f women ccdlege teachers who 
were sent for training did very well during the period of training and 
have been able to raise a girls’ unit in the Lady Brahourue College. 

Scheme for Btrengthening moffasil coUegfs and rauing new technical 
instituiiotiit. — At the outset of my speech I referred to the measures that 
have become nec'essary to counteract the rush for college education by 
students and to divert those who may not profit by college education to 
other courses of profitable instniction. The overcrowding of Calcutta 
Colleges has also been a matter of comment by the University Commission. 
The House will be greatly interestcHl to learn that in pursuance of a 
scheme to secure dispersal of students from overcrowded Calcutta Colleges 
it is propo^ to upgrade about 18 High 8f‘hooli and to improve 
aud expand about IG Colleges in the different districts of W’est Bengal 
and also to divert students to technical courses by setting up a polytechnic 
institution at Dhadka (AsansoD, a similar school at Shibpore, a 
technical school at Jalpaiguri and also by ex^nding the existing 
facilities for technical instructson at Moberley School at HoogMy and 
B. D. P. C. School at Krishnagar. To implement these schemes the 
Ooveimment of India have at the instance of our Chief Minister agreed to

advance a loan of Rs. 20 lakhs this vear and Rs. 50 lakhs in the next. 
We are prateful to the Central Government for the ver^' generous 
consideration that they have made in view of the urgent requirements of 
this State. The success of the dispersal scheme, however, will largely 
depend on the co-operation of the authorities of the Calcutta Colleges to 
limit their enrolment as desired by the University Commission. This is 
a scheme of course outside ray budget demand *but it is a good news which 
I would gladly take this opportunity to share with the House. 

With these words, Sir, I commend my motion to the acceptance of the 
House.

to work, the riffht to education and the right to public asais^oo in 
oases of unemployment, old age, sickness, disablement and in other 
cases. I want to draw the attention of the Hon’ble Minister to this 
article 41 of our noble constitution. This article provides that every 
person in the state has a right to education, and that the state should 
provide for such education according to its economic capacity. That is 
the limitation which has been set up, but you have failed to uuderstwid 
what is the meaning of •the word “state”. No doubt the state realises 
taxes, but the capacity of the state is the national income of the entire 
people, which w’hen joined together l)ecoines the economy of the state. 
So when our constitution says that the right to education and its facilities 
should be granted according to the capacity of the state, that will have 
to be considered in the modern conception of the duties of a state. That 
point has ffot to be (‘onsiilercd. It does not mean as in the days of the 
British rule — you raise your tax and then divide it among so many 
deparlrnents in this way and that. According to our noble constitution 
the like ot which I have never heard, it says that our state will be a co- 
operative commonwealth. It means that in every matter, either 
educational, agricultural or industrial, in every matter it is the conjoint 
effort of the entire people that will 1h* taken into consideration, and that 
the conjoint effort of the entire Indian people will be utilised for the 
purpose ot imparting eihiration to them. You may say that you have 
been hronglit up and taught in the traditions of the old hureaucratio 
regime and that \ou do not understaiul the significanee of a (‘o-operative 
state or a demof ratic state, Y<*u have lH*en going on in the same old 
wuN'i a> did the Jews and you were complaining of hard times and hard 
times for ^\hi< h >ou are unable to raise enough money. I beg to ernphosiie 
that the constitiitiun framed by the (amgress is a co-operative 
commonwealth and it is something like what was iirescrilMMl in the Quoran.* 
The (jiionin is the im'Ssuge of (iod as the f panialuKl is the Ni.suuu of God 
and the lifnnfufhii (hiti is the messag’e of Lord Sri Krishna. In the very 
beginning God said as ae find it in the Qvoran'.

It means that Allah never changes the circumstances of a people unlees 
they themselves change it. Mr. Edmation Minister, I should like to 
know from you what you have ilone to chanp* the condition of your 
peojde, what you have done to organise the people, to combine the people 
so that by their united effort, by their corporate effort they can 
build up a co-operative state and start fnmi e^lueation itself. That i« 
the point whi(‘h I am making, and you must carefully examine this point. 
You may laugh but to me it means nothing. If 1 am to congratulate yon 
in a humdrum way for the manner in whi(dj you have been acting without 
looking ip to the circumstances under the present set-up of things, 
I should have congratulated you.

Therefore I say I have no objection to what you have 
done so far, but what I submit and pray to you with utmost humility 
is to change your outlook and bring yourself up to the present state of 
things.

It means that it is compulHory for every man and every woman to be 
educated, and (iod has said that you cannot change yourself unless you 
yourselves do it. I knoa* if you have to introduce free and compulsory 
primary education you will require a sum of fourteen or fifteen crores. 
Where are we to get this huge sum from!* But 1 say, if you adopt co- 
operative means, nothing will he difficult. You may think these are the 

ravings of a mud man (The Hon’hle Biutpati Majumdar: No, no. 

Everybody should educate everybody.) Yes, evervbo<ly should educate 

everybody, nud what 1 have been saying comes from my heart. I have 
seen in many Muslim religious ceremonies they organise mui(tihhihh>af 
that is <0 sny, when they go to cook rice, they lay aside one chatak per 
meal and put it in a pot. Tlien for the second time for night meal they 
put another chatak — that will cover for each household half a potra for 
each day. That means, for 30 days it comes to 15 po^ras or nearly four 
seers. In this way a heavy sum is accumulated.

hir, I ill) iiol ktiDW whi-lhiT iipproveil parliiinu.ntiirv prai'tjie riM|iiiri*s 
answers t(j speeches made by speakers w'bo are absent from tbe IRmse 
Mr, tbe oppositnm speak<*rs in particular should have been present in 
their seats, bad their arguments been hona fi,lv ones and they really 
meant to press those arguments for reply. Now. Sir, the points tliat have 
been raised by my honourable friend Sri Sibnatli Ranerjee are four nr five 
HI numlier. In the first place he observed that in a Socialist State 
educution should be free in all the stages. I have >et to know a 
MHualist State where education has l)een made free in all its stages, 
lake, for instance, the socialist paradise in U.S.S.R. As far as I eould 
gather from the ^ear Rook of 1M48. education only up to the lower 
jecondiiry stage wm made compulsory and free in U.S.S.R. High Schools 
there can only he found in large cities and factory establishments. 
So It may be taken as true that in the F.S.S.R. education has not been 
mmie umversal and free for all beyond the lower secondary stage. It 
i» very easy to talk glibly almut compulsory and free education in all 
iitogos without realising what it means financially. Take for instance a 
rich aud resourceful country like England, ‘ In li«>6. the Hadow 
l>ommittee rep<»rted that education should he made compulsory and free 
for one year more beyond the 14th year that is up to the* 15tb year. 
England Umk nearly 20 yeuiw to give effe^'t to that proposal. It was 
«nh in 194i that they eould ndd one year to their profframnie of free 
*n<l eompulmiry achool edueation. After all, evervthinB depends on the 
mourees of a State and on the spcrifiee that the people of the State are 
prepar^ to make to achieve the murh desired ohjert of compulsorv and 
free scbixil wlueation in the primary and the setondarv staffes or at least 
in the primary stage. 

Now more than one speaker, Sri Sibnath Banerjee in particular, have 
commented on the fact that we have not been able to make primary 
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education compulsory and free in this Province. Now, if priraarj 
education has got to be made compulsory and free in West Bengal, theii 
we shall require at least 4,500 more schools than there are at jjreseni 
At present there are about 14,100 schools and to make provision fm 
compulsory and free primary education we shall require 18,5(K1 schooU, 
i.e., nearly 4,500 schools more and if all these schtwls have to provide 
for a five-year course then we shall require about 92,000 teachers, i.e^, 
inste/id of 40,000 teachers that we have at present, we shall reouire 
92.0(K) teachers if we have got to make primary education compulsory 
and free up to class V. Not simply that. It w’ill require not only more 
recurring exi>enditure but also large capital expenditure and you caunot 
have extra accommodation overnight. We have already amended the 
Bengal Rural Primary K<lucati«»n Act to introduce compulsion at least 
in those areas where there are priinar>^ schools in sunicient number. 
After that aniemlment it will now be possible to introduce compulsory 
primary' education in very many areas, I suppose, at least in those areas 
wh(*re tTiere is a giKul number of five-class school ; and we are anxious 
to do that simply he<*ause, as I observed in my opening sjieech, there is 
a huge wastage in the j)rimary stage where the students in the lowest 
classes do not continue up to class IV or class V and therefore much of 
the mone\ that is now being spent on their education is being 
wasted because those students who read in primary schools for one or two 
years laj)se hack into illiteracy. Tliereforc, (iovernment is quite alive 
to the imp^Ttance and nece^slt\ the pndilem. We have estimated 
that to meet the cost of primary education, if nrimary education has 
got to be made ((untMilsory and frets wt‘ shall retpiire a capital 
expenditure of at lea^t <i to S t-rores of rupees, and a recurring expendi- 
ture o{ not less than <» to 7 crores of rupt‘eh. Altogether I'l crores will be 

retjuired if we are to make ]>nmarv eduealion up to class \ universal, 

mmpulsorv and free in We^t Bengal with a good sen It* of salary for the 
teacliers. At the present rmuneut we are spemling from the l^rovincial 

exthetiiier one erore towanls jirimary etlueation — more than 1 

(Tore as i tdiserved in my opening speech — ami only 40 lakhs or ho are 
being raised by primary educutitui tens and primary education tax, that 
is, the tioverniiicnt is spemling more than double tlie proceeds of the 
primary etlueation cess and tax. 


Let us see what is the position in the other countries. In England, 
for example, yon will see that in lot^il .authorities contributed as 

much us Od million sterling attracting an Exchequer grant of only almufc 
half the amount, and ten years after in 1947-48 the local authorities 
contributed as mm^h as 189 million sterling attracting an Exchequer 
grant of only 114 million sterling, i.e., there, the State does not 
contribute even now on a 50:50 basis tow'ards the schotd education Bill, 
but, here, everybody expeits that the State must hear almost the whole 
expenditure necessary to make primary education or elementary education 
compulsory and free. Although some contribution is made tho 
rural people, in the municipal areas in West Bengal, except m on« 
municipality, nobody contributes a single cowTie to any primary education 
fund. As I told you in my opening speech the 1919 Act if 
really a dead Act so far as municipal areas are concerned. Onlv ono 
municipality has imposed, I believe, a tax of 1 per cent, on the hoidinge 
and that municipality is helped by the Government on 5(h50 basts. 
But there is no other municipality in West Bengal which has availed of 
the opportunities that are given by the Act of 1919. Now, if primarj; 
education has got to be made compulsory and free, as we all deaire 
that it should be, then sundy much larger burden will have to be borne 
by the people in the f^ape of local rates and taxes. We have mode 
primary education free In the rural areas and at least 14,100 fchoolt 
located in such areas are catering for free primary education and by 
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one itroke of the pen as it were, we have also made 10 to 20 per cent, of 
aecondary education free. For in the new Grant-in-aid Buies, we have 
provided that in Calcutta aided schools will have to allow 10 per cent, 
of their enrolment as free places, in the suburban and industrial areas 
If) per cent., in the rural areas 20 per cent. In spite of all these steps 
taken by us we are criticised, as we have been by Sri Sibnath Banerjee, 
that we are doirif? nothing. My other friend Mr. Mudassir 
Hossain says that the budp*t we have produced is a bureaucratic budget. 
To an erratic way (d thinking it may so appear, but, Sir, there is nothing 
bureaucratic about it. 

Sir, we have been making education free in the school stages as much 
M possible. We have also been granting much larger stipends to 
Universilv and Collep* studenis. The sum which u.sed to be spent on 
•tipends in l!)4(i-47, has heeii increased three-fold or even more. That 
also goes a great way t(t promote free education. 

As regards the other points that Srijut Banerjee made about the 
University Kmjuiry (’ominittee Report, it might very well be asked, had 
not the first report been published, how' could Sri Sibnath Banerjee know 
that there was anything wrong with the rniversityl' It was simply 
Wuuse the first report was published by the University authorities that 
he came to know that there was Hoiiiething wrong in the affairs of the 
Calcutta University. 

As regards tlu B. L. Mitter Committee, >ou are ]ierhap8 aw’are, Sir, 
that they have to submit their report to the (Uiancellor who appointed 
that committee. The eomrnittee was not appointed by the (loverument 
and the Government even now are not aw'ure of the contents of that report. 

Now, as to our alleged failure to give effect to the recommendations of 
uur School Kducation (hmimittee, when we appointed that committee, 
certainly it is up to us to accept their recommendations and give effect to 
the same without any insistence on the part of Sri Sibnath Banerjee. 
But, us J have said, most of the recommendations of the School Education 
Committee have been accepted and many have been given effect to. 
Probably Srijut Banerjee is not aware of the contents of our resolution 
on the subjei't. Had he been aware of that, he could have known that 
we luul already recommended the introduction of Kashtrahhasa in the 
ikM’ondary school sjllahus. My triend Srijut Murarka over there is 
aware of it. We have also reiouimended to the District School Boards 
that primary education should be carried on on a five-year basis and not 
m a four-year basis. But that would require larger accommodation and 
uore teachers and hence could not be done overnight. If the District 
iclioid Boards cau find more a(‘commodalion for their schools and more 
eachers, certaiuiy we shall be prepared to help them to give effect to that 
Hirt of the recommendations. 

In the matter of technical education, I have also made it clear that 
0 far as the Government is concerned, it is going to introduce a technical 
ide in three high schools. Government is going to give effect 
> that part of the recommendations in some of the Government schools 
ut in the cast* of other schools it may be difficult to give effect to the 
tine immediately. So long as the Secondary Education Board is not 
instituted, technical educatiou may not be attractive in view of the 
acertainty about the fate of those alumni who will be going in for technical 
iucatiou. They will get the desired certificate from the Secondary 
dttcation Boarn which when constituted will be competent to grant suck 
riificates. 

As regards revision of the salary of teachers and other I have 

ide them prfectte clew in my opiming spewh. The only new point 
lieh Sri Sionath Banerjee has sought to make is the cut which is alie^ 
hare been made by the department in the salary of the 
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SiCODdsnry t<>achar8. My friend ig entirely mistaken or mi«mformed« 
like department baa not made aj^v cut in salaries in j^iTing grants and 
bas not refused to take into consideration the higher salaries given before 
Slst March 1948 and higher salaries given after dlst March 1JI48 have been 
taken into account where the department, i.e., the Directorate has no reason 
to doubt that these increments were given in a bom fide manner. 

As regards V. M. tsaiued teachers, Matriculate teachers with such 
training are being allowed the same scale of pay as Iiitermediate^passed 
teachers. So far as Intermediate-passed and trained Matriculate teachers 
are concerned, they are being given the same scale I think. The depart- 
ment desires to place Intermediate passed and Matriculate trained teachers 
on a par. There can be no objection to that. I do not think that Srijut 
Banerjee was well posted on that point. 

There is another matter to which reference was made by my friend, 
Mr. Sheo Kumar Rai. He desires that there should be more schools in 
Darjeeling area, my friend is perhaps aware that we have set up tha 
District School Board in Darjeeling. It is for the District School Board 
to set up siifhcieiit number (d piimary schools in tlie hills. Certainly wf 
.shall (onie to the assistance of the S<‘hool Hoard it more help be nw'essury. 

8o far as military training is concerned, 1 believe there is a training 
eeiilre of the National Cadet t'orfm at Darjeeling and Darjeeling studenti 
may take advantage of that. It is not for the Kducation Department to 

nrovide tor military training and it is not for me therefore to accede to 

hi-^ re(|Ue^t to provide for opportunities of military training in Darjeeling. 

As regardn the ^jue^tl(^!l ot technieal education for the hill people 
raised by Mr. Uai, I iiia> tell him that my department is going to add 
a technical side to the Darjeeling High School, That, 1 think, W’ill 
help the hill lK»ys to have ttM hmeal education. 

There is another point, 1 may not forget, raised hy Sri Sibnath 
Banerjee who h reipiires e.\planntion. Srijut Banerjee enquired why there 
should be sijcciai, tavoured, treatment to tlie Anglo-Indian community 
when the\ were not backward in cdu<uiion. My friend is not aware, 
1 believe, of the provision ol section 837 of the Constitution of India. 

Section 887 runs as follows: “During the first three financial years after 

the commencement of thi^* Constitution, the same grant, if any, hIiuII 
be made b> the I’nion and by each State, specified in Part A or Part B 
of the First Schedule for the benefit of the Anglo-Indian community in 
respect of education us were made in the financial year ending on the Olst 
day of March. 1948/’ So, the existing grants are to continue. 

Sir, I oppose the cut mutioiis and 1 expect that the House will be 
pleased to grant the demand that I have moved. 

The motion of Si. Sibnath Banerjee that the demand of lls. 8,05,72,000 
for expenditure under the head “87- Education” be reduced by R«.

The Hon*hle Dr. BIDHAII OHANDRA ROYs Sir. on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum ol 
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B«, 4,99,1G,(X)0 be granted for expenditure under the heads “57 — Miscella- 
neous — Expenditure on Refugees”, “82 — Capital Account of othetr 
Provincial Works — Expenditure on Refugees”, and “Loans and Advances 
bearing interest — Loans and Advances to Refugees”. 


Sir, the cut motions that have been put in indicate to some extent 
the thoughts that are in the iiiinds of some of the members with regard to 
this problem of refugees and rehabilitation of* those persons. Sir, a 
refugee is a person who is displaced fro^n his usual home and is bereft 
of all means ot sustenance and leaves his home and seeks shelter and 
protection elsewhere. In the beginning of 1948, or latter part of 1947, 
it was clear that some people in Eastern Pakistan were not able to stay in 
their places and were coming over to West Bengal. The tide went up 
till about the middle ol 1948 we had as many as ten or eleven thousand 
people coming into West Bengal every dav with the result that by the 
en<l of 1948, w^e had between 13 and 15 lakhs coming from East Pakistan, 
men who were not only disi)la(‘ed trom their homes but who had lost 
their belongings, who Juid no means of livelihood and w'ho w’ere entirely 
dependent uiam what help their friends and relations or the Government 
could give them. 


Ah the members are aware, during the lust six weeks or so people 
have begun (‘oming into West Bengal again after a lull ot nearly 8 or 9 
nionths. The dift'ereiice between a refugee on this (xcasion and a retiigee 
on the past oeeasion is that men who are coming uwav now liave come 
under panic; and many of them have been torced out of ‘their own homes 
not only without any means of livelihood but even leaving behind every- 
thing they possessed. 1 have met very prominent and respectable citizeiis 
of dillereiit parts ol Kustern Pakistan who have come and told me— and 
1 havc‘ no reason to disbelieve them— that they have arrived here only 
with one ehange ol clothing and nothing else/ Not only they but their 
families, relations and dejieiideiits have all come awa\ in a liurry uiicler 
duress and their condition is something alarming and very distresMiig. 


Sir, the help that we can give to the retugee consists of two ])arts : 
one is what is known as relief, namely, to give either cash dole or some 
foodgruin dole* to <‘uch individual member ol the refugee* family tor a 
little while. This i>roeess went on in the year 1948-49 for' nearly 
9 ()r 10 months. Everyone was given quite a decent amount of money or 
given doles in terms of grains. In some places we had opened kitekens 
for the refugees to give Uiem cooked food. But as the wave of migration 
seemed to abate it wa.s felt some time in May, 1949, that we should give 
to these refugees warning that the Government would not be able to 
give them dole relief alter a certain date. Needless to say, prac'tirally 
the whole of the expenditure on the refugees have been borne bv the 
Government of India either in the form of a grant, or in some eases 
loan.s have given to be repaid b\ the refugees, and if 

there be any loss on any particular transaction, the arrangement was that 
the loss will be borne in part-half by the Central Government and half 
by the State Government. In many cases we had not only to give them 
IwMl and clothing, we had also to provide medicines for them, particularly 

it? 1 ® distressed physical condition. 

W e had help from different organisations in the shape of blankets, clothes 
and so on, and we also purcbasetl large quantities last year to give to each 
person clothing in order to protftt them from inclemency of weather. 

Rehabilitation, on the other hand, is a different prtK'ess, and as I 
said juat now, in May, 1949, the Government of India suggested that the 
camps which we had opened for housing the refugees where they were 
getting mostly cash doles should be cloe^ down as early as possible and 
people shottld be either trained for a vocation or helped to start a irainful 
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liYing which means some method of haring a livelihood lor themsdrei 
na^r the new surroundings and the plan which, after some discussion^ we 
arrived at was the folUmiiig:

(in the other hand, if the refugee happen# to be u busiueAimmn or 
trjwler, shbp-keeper or arlisan or teehnician or u skilWl labourer, he get«, 
as soon as he is able to jHM^ure aiconiniodatioii, a trade loan of Us. 500 in 
rural area and Its, 750 in urban area. A buHinessmari other than a pe^tty 
businewman becomes however eligible for a loan up to Ra. b,000, A petty 
rural arti.san, technician or a skilled labourer i« al»o eligible for a 
maintenance loan for one montb at the tame rate at the agriculturnt.

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A» »oon as a r^gist^red medical practitioner finds residential accom- 
modation in his place of practice he becomes eligible for the following 
loans for the purchase of books, equipment, etc. : — 

Allopath . . 1^. 2,000 in area other than Calcutta. 

Bs. 1»000 in Calcutta. 

Homef>p'vth . . Rs. in rural area and a little more in 

urban area other than Calcutta. 

Rs. 400 in Calcutta. 

Kaviraj . . Rs* 0110 in rural area. 

Rs. 0(X) in urban ?irea other than Calcutta. 

Rs. 450 in Calcutta itself. 

These three categories of practitioiierA are also eligible for a 
nlait^euance loan t)f Us. 100 for a maximum period of six months. As 
soon us a legal, practitioner starts practice, be beconies eligible for u loan 
of Ks. 000 for purchase of books, office furuiture, etc. 

With a view to opening avenues of earning to persons other than those 
in the above categories, (ioverument have undertaken the following 
schemes : — 

Haudloom weaving scheme tor the Huj)ply of looms and yarn on a loan 
basis and payment of remuneration of Ks. 1-8 for weaving one lb. of 
yarn and producing 5 yds. of cloth. The cloth will be purchased by the 
Government. Government have made arrangement for training the 
intending partiidpants. Government have bought yarn worth Rs. 18 
lakhs. 2,500 looms have been purchased for settling 2,500 w'cuver 
families. Paddy husking scheme is for the purpose of hcl])ing adult 
female members of the refugees who have been ami are being- settled in 

the different colonies set up b\ the Government for rehabilitation. This 

will employ 4,500 adult women. Three women will ft>rm a unit, and 
each unit will be given a loan on loan basis of a set of husking accessories 
and a cash loan up to Us. 15. Paddy to hii.sk will be supplieil by the 
Government, ami the rice produced will be taken by the Government — 
both on the usual presiTibed rates. It has been resolved that roughly 405 
seers of rice will be recoverable from 075 seers of paddv. This will leave 
the busker a fair margin of profit. 

Vocational truiiung particularly for unattached women who have a 
certain standard of education and intelligence is being given by 
W(uiien workers in arts and crafts, ami it is expected that they 
will earn a living as imb'peiident persons. IH)0 women are being taken 
up in the first instance, of whom OlH) will get one year's training and 
300 will get three year’s training. A centre for training has already 
been optMied. Tiie ciiildreii of these trainees will be maintained and 

educated by Government at (ioverument cost during the period of train- 

ing of their mothers. It is also being arranged that some of these 
unattached women who are young and ph\sically tit may take training as 
nurses in one of the reeogiiised institutions. Gov<Tument have arranged 
for employment of refugee^ through Kmplovmeut Exchange. Pp to the 
24th December. 1940. 53.7^ refugees registered themselve.s, of whom 

4, til 4 were placed in iliffereut wcupations up to that date. 

One cut motion has been moved b.T an honourable member to raise the 
question of top-heavy administration and inethcient management of this 
department. Now, Sir, the total demand for this department is 
Hs. 4,99,16,000 of which a sum of Hs. 16,57,000 has been estimated for 
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expenditure on the staff which represents 3 per cent, of the total demand. 
This staff consists of the Secretariat sti^, a staff of the Rehabilitation 
Directorate and Financial Adviser, District and Subdivisional Head- 
quarters staff, Works and Buildin^rs staff and Public Health Establishment 
staff. 

At the present moment a very larffe number of these men are employed 
for the purpose of meeting, the refugees coming by trains, planes or by 
steamers and taking them to rest homes or other like places until they 
are able to move out to certain destinations. Therefore. I suppose there 
is no reason to think that it is a top-heavy administration. Besides the 
Secretariat staff two boards have b«‘en set up vested with almqst autonomous 
power — one is the Construction Board and the other is the 
Refugee Businessmen’s Rehabilitation Board. The former was for 
(•onstru< ti(»n of buildings in different parts of the town and in the province 
and tlie\ al^o have tlieir own arrangements regarding supervision and 
direetiou. etc. The Chief Engineer with his whole staff of surveyors, 
etc., provided tor the purpose is to speed uj> construction of these 
structures. The I^usllle^smen^^ Rehabilitation Board generally concerns 
themselves with i‘.\aimning the up|)iieations for loans lor business purposes 
ami they deride as to what loans should be given and under what 
conditions. Besides this, there is a Women’s Rehabilitation Advisory 
Board whndi takes up all the works in couueetion with the rehabilitation 
of women. The Boards havr' been given executive pow'ers in certain 
spheres and in all these Boards uon-olfieial members form the inajority. 
In the District and Subdivisional Rehabilitation Boards prominent non- 
officials havr* been taken as members. The State (lovernment have also 
dirtM’ted that tlie ndiahilitation jirogramme should be acrorded the same 
pnorit> us war emergency work by all the departments and district officers. 

Th(*re has })een a qiK'stion raised as to wdiy while the total budget grant 
for uas a certain figure the actual expenditure was much 

less There are two reasons for this discrepaney — one is tliat in the 
beginning the (iovernnieiit of India thought that they w’oiild be able U) 
give iis much larger amount in the shape of grunt and loans than they 
could actually give in (he long run. In the beginning they thought they 
would give us more than Rs. o erores on different heads. But eventually 
th<*y thought that they could not give us nH»re than Rs. erores. After 
Noinr amount ot di.S(‘U.s.sion au<l argument, tbeN ultimately agreed to pay a 
little over Rs. I crore for relief w(»rk. heiause as I have said before, 
there was relief work being undertaken in the year up 

to dKt December after whii h reliiT had to be stopped altogether and the 
(Jovernment ot India have given us Rs. 3 erores for loan purjioses. Ks. 83 
lakhs have lieeii spent for colonisation scheme, Rs. 44 lakhs for 
building programme by the (lovernment. Rs. l.o7 lakhs for loans and 
advances to the refugees, Rs. 2-') or 2(i lakhs for handloiun industry scheme 
and Rs. 10 lakhs for paddy husking and other schemes for e<*onoraic 

rehabilitation ot displaced persons. In the next year (he total amount 
that we have jmt in the budget is R.s. 4,90,10,000, Therefore we have 
not only formulated a programme but we have also laid down the general 
conditions under which the loan should be given and the way in which 
we propose to rehabilitate the refugees. 

So far as the present displaced persons are comerned, it hm been, 
decided that they would also be given the same type of help as was given 
to the refugees in 1948-49. The whole question is that these men will 
perhaps require more relief before they can be expected to be rehabilitated, 
but that again is a proposition which is entirely within the 

purview of the Central Government and whatever e.xpenditure will be 
incurred in that matter will be paid by the Centre. I can osaure the 
members of this House that Govemriient of India is fully alive to the 
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nml for j?iving help to thaw* who are rotning away now and giving them 
all facilities for rehabilitation and also to those who are unable or unwilling 
to go back to their own homes. 

With these words. Sir. I move m\ motion.

The Indian Chemical Society has uinlertakeu to raiwi a sum of 
R». 2, (XI. 000 to perpetuate the memory of Acharya Prafulla Chandra Roy 
and (iovernment have agreed to contribute 25 per cent, towards that, 
namely, Rs. 50, (MX). Apart from that there is another item, namely, a 
grant of Re. 8,00,000 to the Indian Association for the cultivation of 
Science. This grant is proposed to be made to the Indian Association for 
the construction of their laboratorj'. A sum of four lakhs was given to 
them last year and three lakhs is being given to them this year — af^i^ether 
seven lakhs. 

Then there is another proposed grant, namely, the grant to the All* 
India Rabindranath Memorint Committee of Rs. 1,00,000. Government 
is going to make this grant for the acquisition of the Jonmnko Tagore 
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Hourttf. Although that hou»e has been acquired by the All-India Rabindra- 
nath Memorial Committee, the grant as promised before is going to be 
made in fulfilment thereof. 

It should not, however, be understood that these are all the grants that 
the Government of West Bengal generally make towards scientific 
societies. During the current year very many granta to other scientific 
societies have been made such as the following t —

the head "22 — Interest on Debt and other obligations.” 

Sir. unylxidy who will read the Ued Book will find that all the other 
interests of different types and under different hf*ads have been provided 
08 charged items and only this Us. l.tKK) ha.s been provided for uncharged 
item as voted ftir any cx])emliture debit<*d as interp‘^1 on revenue relundable 
to parlies and on the amounts awarded under Civil Court decrees. So I 
beg to move that this Us. 1.000 l>e granted under this head. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

30— Ports tnd Pilotaga. 

ThO Hon'blO Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excelleney th% Governor I beg to move that a sum of 
Eft. 8,75,000 be granted for expenditure under the head ”30 — Ports and 
Pilotnge^’. 

Sir, at the time of partition it was found that the maritime and riT«r 
trade in W^t Bengal is carried out in steamers which are manned mainly 
by the nationals of Pakistan. It was felt necessary, therefore, in order 
that this transport may not be afiected in any manner, to devise sniublo 
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mttftiis for recruitings such staff in future front amongrat the nationals of 
the Indian Union and pive them adequate training with the object of 
ultimately replacing the nationals of Pakistan. A scheme for such 
training was drawm up last year and a sum of Ks. 2,14.000 was kept in 
the Budget by the Uoinmerce and Industries Department. It was done 
with the object of training four hundred men in six mouths in two 
batches of equal number. |)\it due to various dithculties the most im])ortant 
of which was the (juestion of obtaining a particular space for the training 
of su( h personnel it could not be given effect to. The cateporiea of men 
that we want to train are the Serangs, Inland Masters, Engine Drivers,— 
Steam and Motor, — Sukhani'«, Laskars and Firemen, llierefore, only 
n*<‘ently the Government of West Bengal have acquired the premises 
Xo. Garden Reach Road, from the Defence Mini.stry. It is the 
(jovcrnnient dockyard and it will provide space where all the launches 
belonging to the TransjHirt Department of the (iovernment’of West Bengal 
can be taken for repairs and lUMessary attention. At the present moment, 
all the launrhes belonging to the Government have been brought 
umler one single departmental control, vir... the Home (Transport) 
Department. For the time being, we are having the Principal Officer 
of the Mercantile Marine Department of the (iovernment of India who is 
a permanent em]dovee under the Government of India ami who gives us 
j>arl-timc servit'c for the control, administration, repairs and maintenance 
of launches under the poftling srheme of the State Government. He is 
respoji.silile for (he general supervision, survey and repairs of all the 
launches under the lauiwh pooling scheme and also for that required 
under the Inland Steam Wssels Act. These launches are not only 
necessary for various (spes of w<>rk under the Government — inspection, 
procurement— but last year and the year before, 1948 and 1949, we found 
it was necessary to have a tew launches f<)r the protection of (he border 
areas, partidilurly between Murshidubud and Rajshahi. It was also 
felt necessary to maintain proper river coT)iinunicati()n in the deltaic area 
in the State of West Bengal. It was, therefore, most essential that we 
sh(»uld take up this sdieme in right earnest. There are two 

institutions which are now training men for work of this type — not exactly 
of the same nature as will he taught in these schoids but of a similar 
nature, viz., the Calcutta Mamie Schotd at Salkia, Howrah, and the 
Jatiya Rakshi Dal at Kanchrapuru a.H also the Government Employment 
Exchange, o, Council House Street. Laskars, firemen and greasers can 
be trained in four month*^. Literate and slightly intelligent class of 
re<Tuits will be neiessarv for Sukhanis from which group Serangs 
will eventually be chosen. The same applies to the recruitment of 
Drivers. The time that will be required for training them cannot be 
fixed now’ as this will depend upon the type of men that we get. The 
acquisition of this port or dockyard from the Government of India at a 
rental of Rs. 2U,(MX) [)er annum will mean at once a saving of about 
Rs. 8tK) to per month whiih this Government is paying to the Port 

Commissioners for mooring the Governm<*nt launches. At the same time, 
this dockyard will be valuable for the purpcise of repairs and I 
am informed by the Military Department that they would also be prepared 
to place their launches and river-craft.s for senice under the scheme that 
we have started. Suitable officers of the Mercantile Marine Department 
have bi*en appointed to suiierA’ise this work and the training. Ihe total 
expenditure for this scheme, as has Wen indicate<L i.s for (he paynieilt 
of rental,* stipends to the sf;holars, payment for insiruetors and various 
other clerks, etc., etc. I, therefore, place this demand before the 
House for its aeceptanije. 

damrill MU8HARRUFF HOtSAIN: Sir, may I s{)eak a word? I am 
glad to hear that a schemers in operation for training Indians lor steam 
Teasels in Bengal. 1 want to make only one suggestion in respect of this. 
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My friend thinks that people with some education should be recruited for 
thin work, but my suggestion to him is this that there are several 
Kaibarttts belonging to the Sighed uled Castes who have come here from 
East Bengal. These are practically the people from whom recruitment 
should be made. They may not have exactly the qualifications that my 
friend suggests, but 1 believe those people who have been in the habit of 
working m rivers lor catching fish — they are tjie people who, if trained, 
will b<* able to do the work. So, I would ask inv friend to think of this 
suggestion of mine and to see if lie can agree with me. 

The Hen’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Sir, I welcome the 
suggestion inadt* hy my friend Nawub Mu.sharruff Hossaiu. As a matter 
of inft, I (lid not intMii that all places for the trainees w'ould be given to 
graduates, That is not possible, but what 1 feel is and I think that the 
Santals or the Xaniasudius and Kuibartas who an? aecustoiiied to hard 
work would Ix' verv sin table elements for this training and it is also 
possihh* that h\ this means we can rehabilitate a certain number of people 
who liave conn* from East Bengal and give them a tiaining to earn their 
livelihood. I thank Nawab Mu.sharruff llossain for tlie suggestion. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan Chandra Boy that a sum of 
Its. M.To.OtK) be granted for expenditure under the head “3(f — Ports and 
jhlutage” was then put and agreed to. 

28 — Jails and Convict Settlements. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on tlie na'ommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the (lovernor I l>(‘g to move that a sum of 
Us. 91 ,00, (MM) be granted for expenditure under the head — Jaihs and 

(hmvict Settlements”. 

At the pH'sent moment the population inside th(‘ jails and convict 
settlements is on the iniTease. There has been not merely an upsurge of 
communi.st jiropaganda and disturbance but there has been a large number 
of euHi‘s where communal frenzy and passion have resulted in 
a large si^ale disturbance which has led to the arrest and detention of a 
large number of people. Sir, ordinarily there are three types of people 
tfiat are to be found in jails and cc^nvict settlements: one is 
the undertrials, who are waiting for their trials either for offences which 
are punishable under the Penal Code or offences that are punishable 
otherwise. There are a large number of these men and I am sorry to say 
that I have not yet h<*en able to get enough men to take up their cases 
although they have been in jail and waiting for trial for several months 
in some cases. We have now taken up a new scheme by which we can 
lifpiidati* all these five thousand undertrial pri.soners for whom we have 
to spend money and who, if not found guilty, should be released at the 
earliest op])ortiinit\ . Tlnm there are eonvict.s, men who have been convict- 
ed for offences against the State or offences of a criminal type under the 
various provisions ot the Penal Code, and then there are those who are 
detained under the Seenrity Act or otherwise. 

Now. Sir, it is not a correct thing to my mind to put all these classes 
together. In the first place, the uniiertrial prisoners to my mind should 
he us far as possible separated from those who are convicts. Then again 
those who are louvicted for anti-social acts of various types 
ahould Iw 8t‘parated. and further, as I have .said just now, the eases of 
viulertriaifl should be finished as early as possible. We have not been 
able to get this refonn done because of difficulty of finance which is the 
most imnortant one and, secondly, because of the difficulty of proper 
personnel. Sir, it is my firm conviction born out of my experience of 
both inside and being in charge of jail that there are a verv large number 
of people— I should say 80 to 85 per cent.— who are inside the jail wall 
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but who are not confirmed criminals, and that it is poaaiWe aomekow 
or other to get them back to normalcy and make them ordinary ciiitant 
if proper steps are taken. But there are probably lo to 20 per who 
are criminals by instinct or by temperament, and it is impossible probably 
to cure them. It is natural that the first thinp that one should thint 
of ivS to try and separate these two types of people, and for 

that purpose a reform yf the penal system is ue<*essarv. I may mention 
here that I have aske<l all the Premiers of the diiferent pnninces in 
India to '>end one of their repre‘ientatives who deal with jail problems in 
their respective sjdieres to meet toffether. and we can then formulate a 
common poli< y of the State tioverninents tt»wards the eonviets in jail to 
find out tt> what extent the restrictions that are nt»w put on them should 
be continued or withdrawn and to find out to wdnit extent 

reform adivities (ouid he joirr^ued inside the jail to make them, when 

' one out of tile jail, ^>’ood eitiiens of the eouutrv. That is to say, 
we re^mnl the jail as a reformatory rather tlian as a prison 

hou>e I ho]u* t(» g'et tile report finished within two or tliret* mouths, but 
it requires the ^er\ ices r)f a goiul psychologist who is accustomed to deal 
with the crinnnal t\pe of meiitalit\. One (d our sclu)lars has been sent 
to Kuntpe to ^^et instructions of the latest t\ pe of up])roii(’h ttiwards the 
cnniinal ^roiip, am! it is possible that if we ^-et his services, it will l>6 
of help to the \\ est Helical Ooveriiment. For tin* tinn* heiii^, the money 
that I am askinjj for is not onlv for the purpose of mainienunt'e of 

priMUicrs in jails hut also of better jail admiiiistrat ion. We have 
appointed a wh(de-time liispector-ticneral of Prisons. We have aleo 
app'iinled Ocpu(\ I nspcitor-Ocneral of Pris»»ris. We have also decided 

to ap|h.)int whole-time Suh-.Jailors ami a Head Wanler for each sub-jiiil. 
Our mam <iifficulty today is the overcrowding^ ami con^rc.siiun in the under- 
trial ward of the t'alculta jails, 'J'he Special Jail in Allpore, which used 
to hold undertrial prisoners, was jr»'’en over as residence of officers of the 
Oo% eminent who eaim* from East Benpil at tht* tiim‘ of the partition, 
hut there is ti scheme by which the ofiicers will have lo shift to some other 
places neurln, and this SjkmuuI Jail will be put hack a^aiu as 
u jdace for undertrial prisoners. The Berhampore Special Jail with 
which the. Berhaiupore District Jail was amalgamated in 1!MH has become 
a t'eniral Jail. The Borstal Si lioid ami Industrial S( liuol at Bunkura 
have been closed; ami the Borstal SeinMil and the Industrial School have 
been opened iii the Berhampon* District Jail. The Suh-Jail in Ihinkuni 

which wa.s in a chrome Mtate of congeNlion has been cxpumled due to the 
reuiov.il of Borstal School from Baiikura. ft has hemi necessary to make 
man\ changes in the huildiiig of the Berhampore (’entnil Jail. The 
barracks at BerhaiiijKire were altered for the ]>urpo>e of uiting us family 
<^uarte^^. There are certain jails, partieularh some of the big jails, W'here 
only service privy was available, and tlie sum that I am asking 

for is for conversion of the service privy into water-borne t\pe of privy. 
Then we have got certain changes to be made in the Buxu Jail in order 
that the jail may serve us a place for the keeping of a lertain number of 
prisoners. A whole-time Superintendent has been appointed in tho 

Hooghly District Jail, and the (jnestiou of appointing whole-time 
Superintendents for Burdwari and Krishriagar District Jails is also under 
consideration. It has been decided to iustal a blanket factory^ in the 
Dum Dum Central Jail, because the Dacia Jail which used to manufacture 
them is not available to us at present Indents for the requiaite 

machineries which are not available locally have been placed overseoa. 
Jail libraries have been doubled for the benefit of certnin priaiinem. The 
exchange of convicts between West Bengal and East Bengal according to 
the place of conviction, as decided by the Organisation Pereonnel and 
Records Main Committee before the Partition Council, baa been given 
September lai^. We appointed a Special Officer lo revise the 
Jail Code which ia nearing completion. There is no doubt whatsoever 
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that the arranfrements that are now in existence for putting whole-time 
teachers to impart primary education to the convicts or moral instructionB 
to them require a great deal of alteration and gingering up. 

1 think I have touched practically most of the points that have been 
raised by the jjifferent lucinbers in their cut motions. The fact remains 

however that it is not possihle at the present moment on account of 

financial stringency 1o give effe<'t to all the plails that I have in mind, 

but I hope to coiiiplele the jilaii, and as soon as funds are available it 

would be possible for us to alter the approach towards penal settlement. 
For instance, it has often occurred to me that the site ot the 
Alipore Central Jail is a ver\ unsuitable one for that purpose. In fact, 
there is no rouson whatever why it should not be taken a little outside the 
town with a nuicli larger area of land to be included in the jail and where 
the prisoners fould have a little more liberty and could be made to feel 
that altbougb restrictions are being placed on them for a while they have 
not ceased to be human beings. It is usual even now inside the jail to 
consider that an individual who has lost his freedom has lost all claim to 
consideration us an ordinary man, and it is necessary therefore to relax 
many of the rules that now exist, some of wliich are very irksome. If 
may he possible to do so here, as I saw in the Ilaripiir Jail in the Nortb- 
Wesi Frontier I’rovine-e during the Congress regime, where the work 
done by each prisoner was ereoited to his account so that at the time when 
he left the jail he would have some money to his credit which he (‘ould 
utilise for the purpose of rehabilitating himself if he chose to do so and 
not to go back to jail to find his place once again there. 

With these words I place the Demand for Grant before the House, 

Janib MUSHARRUFF H088AIN: I am very glad that my friend the 
Chief Minister is now thinking of improving the jail and its administra- 
tion. I have been a visitor of jail from my early boyhood and 
I have been noticing all along that the jail reijuires better looking up. 
My friend w’us suggesting that the jail should be in a larger area where 
the persons who are in jail may feel a little more comfortable and I fully 
support this idea and 1 hope that, instead of speaking here and allowing 
us to discuss the matter, he will put it into actual practice. Then, on 
the question of (‘cntralisation which my friend spoke on, I should say 
and I believe that it is wrong to bring the different kinds of prisoners 
from different jails and put them in one place. (The Hon’ble Dr. Bidhan 
Chandra Hoy : 1 never said so; I spoke of separating them.) You said 

that there was only one jail in Berlmniporc. You have added to 
it some other jail and made it a Central Jail. Further you are thinking 
of bringing the Borstal School and others which w’cre kept in a secluded 
place in our time just to keei» them separate from the criminals of other 
typevS, N(»w to bring the Borstal School also here and to allow all the 
different people to mix up together will be a wTong policy. (The Ilon’ble 
Dr. BinuAN Chandra Hoy; The Borstal School is in a separate 

building in Berliampore which has nothing to do with the jail.) But if 
the bad surround iug is then* these young people will be contarainattKl and 

1 do suggest that, for their own sake and for the sake of the country, 

the young people should he kept absolutely separate from the hardened 
criminals who remain in jail and they should be given proiier training so 
that they may be ((ualified to b^'onie good cifiKcns. That is why I say 
that instead of centralising different classes of criminals, even 

voungflters, in one place and then allowing them to mix together and 
become hardened criminals will be a wrong policy and I hope my friend 
will cousider this. In our tixn** we had the idea of separating the 
youngsters in tbe Borst^ School who had just become criminals from the 
other crinunals and seeing that they never be allowed to mix with the 
hardened criminals. With that idea the Borstal School was separated. 
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ft&d I ftg&in suggest to my friend the Chief Minister to see that the Borstal 
School, whererer it is, should be kept absolutely away from the jail in 
any town. With these words. Sir, which I have said not by way of 
criticism but bv way of suggestions to him 1 request the Chief Miniater 
to see that the iHaripur Jail in the North-West Frontier Province is repeated 
here in our State. 

The Hon’ble Or. BKDHAN CHANDRA ROYs Sir, mv friend probably 
did not follow my thesis. I simply was giving him the present set-up 
which. I said, should be altered as soon us funds permitted. 

The motion of the llorrble Dr. Hidhan Chandra Koy that a sum of 
Hs. 91,(KMMX) be granted for expenditure under the head “28 — rlalls and 
Convict Settlements” was then put and agreed to. 

29->Police. 

The Hon’ble Or. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY. Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Kxcellcncv the (Jovernor, T he^ to move that a sum of 
Rs. be granted f(»r expenditure under the head “29 — Police". 

Sir, this sul)je(‘t of INdice and the pidice f»»ree has been a hardy annual 
for diHcu'iHion for nearly a quarter of a eenturv that I know about the 
proceedings ot the Assemblies and Couneils. Tlie idea that actuated the 
polue and personnel before the country got independence, the method 
of their work, tlu‘ way in which they appn»ached the convicts and the 
approach to the question of the criminals was all under a different set-up 
alt<igcther. As far as 1 could gather the action of the poli<*e and their 
method of work was due to a certain bias towards maintaining ft 
capital istlc or imperialistic (roverument or administration. Therefore it 
was that the police was also utilised and in a very large measure for 
curtailing the activities of the great institution, the (amgress, in its 
strugg)<‘ tor freedom and it is not unnatural therefore that most of us were 
obsessed with a bias against the police when we found that they were 
being utilised for curbing the urge for independence amongst our own 
people. 

The personnel that were chosen then and (he training that w’as given 
naturally had to follow this outlook. It is very curious that ill all 
imjienalistic countries the jioliee and the army are kept sedulously apart 
from the general run of the people in the sense that it has 

been felt that by .such co-operation the pidiee and the army would not be 
able to exercise that pressure which would be required when the time for 
controlling the people comes. But from the time of the partition and 
the advent of independence it has seemed t<i me that it would he a wrong 
approach for us to think that the p<dice ami the administration and the 
people are difterent or antagonistic. 1 do not sa\, nor do 1 claim on 

behalf either of the police or of the administration of which it is a limb 

that every one of them would lui prepared to meet the people. e<»-operate 
with them, look to their wants and needs and give them the 

help they need in times of trouble. But 1 may say this that with the 
advent of independence it has become increusinglv clear tet every one — 
and the S(»oner it becomes clear to both the |K>lice and the people the 
better for all of us — that the administration is now being run not by A 
machinery of the bureaucracy which was more or less irremovable eitliDr 
de facto or de jure but that the administration is liable to change if they 
are not able to put the administration and its employees in tune with the 
activities of the people. We have taken care within the last year or so 
therefore in getting a better type of personnel to bt^come constables and 
to become officers. As soon an we do that it is obvious that it would mean 
an increase in expenditure, but 1 am glad to say that young 
men of the right ty^, ^oung men active, strong, loyal and devoM to 
duty, with a broader outlook on life are coming in; and it ia neceesary 
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to g^ive them better eiuolumentn to attract such people. At the time of 
punitioii there was an opting out of a large number of officers who were 
occupying not perhaps the top places but the intermediate stages. 
After partition mere was a big gap partly due to the fact that the 
European elements went out and a large number of officers went to East 
Pakistan: the result was that a lurge number of officers were promoted 

much too early, and it is obvious that dilutions such as these would really 
mean a certain am<»unt of disorganisation and lark of efficiency. At the 
time of partition and s(»ori after the War w'as over, due to various types 
of control exercised by the fjovernment in the supply of necessaries of 
life and commodities, black marketing and various types of anti-social 
activities came on the scene. This was (juukly followed by the advent of 
another anti-sotdal elements, viz., the Communists and their activities. 
Bebue we coubl hre.itije fieely the communa! troubles arose which again 
is one tyin- ot aiiti-socia! activity. There is a large tract of border, more 
than 7(i0 miles in length, between Jiuliau I'nioii and Pakistan. 
In many j)lac(‘s tloTe are no means of communication. Although w’e have 
placed pi<‘kelH at a distance ot o to 0 miles all over the border, each 
police jiicket is unable to communicate (»r a.ssociate or gtd into touch with 
the picket next to it because ot the lack ot c-ommunication. We are 
thinking of devising some means to overcome this difficulty, l^robuhly 
members are aware that West Bengal lias got a great lack so tar as road.s 
are lomerned. M> friend the Hoii'ble Minister-in-charge of Works and 
Buildings saw this in 1!)48 and he has bemi pursuing a policy, w'lth the 
sanction ot West Bengal (iovenmient, ot inerea.sing our road commiinica- 
tious. We have spent, as >011 must have seen when we were disrussing 
the (juestion of civil works, nearly oi crores of nipt'es already on roads. 
We propose to spimd a fair amount of over two crores this xear. Even 
so the roads are so scarce that it would be difficult tor us to have the 
whole of the jirovince c()iinecte«l — one part with the other part — by roads 
W’hich are suitalile for all weather. Possihh most of you remember the 

present giHigrajihy of West Bengal. The top jiortiou composed of 

Jalpaiguri. Darjeeling and Chaa h llehar districts is absolutely separated 
by wide sjmee from the m‘\t jmrtioii which compris«*s the Dinajpur and 

the Malda districts, and tlii.H jiortiou again is separated by a big and 

broad river from thi* next part of Bengal. It is almost an impossible 

proposition, in any action that is ntHes.sary for the police to take, to be 

able to transimrt them from one part of the jirovince to the other without 
great dillieulty. 

Sir, there are three charges that have been made, generally speaking, 
on this budget, or three criticisms. I should say: one is that expenditure 
is very high. As I have said just now that if vou want efficient police, 
if you want police with a iliftVri'iit type of mentality who are not wooden! 
wdio have got some amount of intelligence and initiative, who have got 

eome determination and presence of mind, it would be necessary to tap 

a different t.x]>e of men tor enrolment in constabulary before w'e could 
achieve that end. That naturally means that we have got to pay more for 
these people. 

The se<‘ond q^uestiou that has been put is that they are inefficient. 
Sir, I do not hoJd any brief for any class of public servant, not even for 
the Ministry, that they are |)erfect human bein^. As a matter of fact, 
I am glad that they are not perfect because it gives them some room for 
•truggling to get better tomorrows 1 do not like ^rfect people to govern 
this world because it will hi* almost a stale world to live in. But apart 
fr^ that the lower strata of st^ciety as you go to, the lower stages of 
offiottre as yon reach, }'ou wTll had that this imperfwition comes ont much 
more easily than the upper strata. For instance, I am told that they 
have a temper. 1 do not know whether to have a temper is a good thing 
or a bad thing. Under control, temper is a good thing; u yon lose 
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control, temper is a very Ticious thinp. I may even lose to a certain 
extent my temj)er to my friend Mr. Sibnath Banerjee — who is not here — 
when he obstructs me when I am talking on a serious subject, but the 
same thiiiff would appear in a mvmh more conceuirate<l form amongfst 
those who have not had the traiuiu^T or perhaps the capacity as others in ^ 
controlling their temper. After all, the temper or etlicieuiy of the 
policeman aould follow tlic .stondanl of etiicienc\ and cii]>acity of the 
people from whom tlrt‘\ are drawn. If the people arc m»t (dwerving 
}t(*iO‘Hty you cannot expi^ct them to Im* creatures tnun Heavtui alo* will In* 
pureK looicst and nollimg elso. Similarly, the same question comes in 
witii icgiiid to corruption among them, but as a friend of mine used to 
sa> . any tn.in will aloiM* the power he possessi's undi'r one or two 
(’(mditions unlc>s he is a supi*T-Tnun or unless he is c<>ntrolled by public 
opinion to ;oi extent wherj' he < eaM‘s to abuse his power. Therefore, in 
the past I .s.iid ii ami 1 rej*eat th.if suggestion tor all its worth at the 
present nionit'fit. that an\ niembeT of the A'.seinhlN or eviui an> nnunher 
!l\l1^|(le the A'«senihlw it he tinds an\ inetlieieney. (orruption <»r anything 
in the Tiafnie of a eonduef wlinli is unhecoining of a puldie servant who 
t«> my mind should he m.ole to feel that tIu'V an‘ servants of 
the puhhe, it is only iom essurv that fhosj* wlm are responsible for their 
cfindnct, namely, miselt and ni\ eo-ad jutor". should be informed at the 
earliest opportun;t\ so that we may 'ure ihetn. It is true that we cannot 
nlwax's replace them. I ha\e often heen asketl hy my friends to transfer u 
Sub-Inspector of Poli<e fr»»in one pluee to another. It may meuii a certain 
aimoiiit of safety -<tr shall I say sat isfa< tion~ to that gi'iitieman but he 
lorg^'ts that this man wherever lie goes will d(» the sniue j(d), if he 18 
really guilty, iniless he is (tired and if he is found to be l)e\oud cure a 
time (attnes wlieii we should bid good-bye to sUell people. That 18 tllC 
sefsind argument that has been put lorwatd. 

The third one -that is th(* general eritieism (hat is letidled — k fthout 
the poliet of the department. If is true that the main jmliey of Uie 
dtqiartnient is and should be that jhe\ shotild pn‘vent oi'eurrenee rather 
than cure ocf'urremc. It tlieie is om* sp!»(*n* of life's ui'tivity where 
prevention is belter than lure. it is loui*. Therefore tin* p(die(* liuve got 
to h.ive two main brain h<‘S - one i-. (lie Iiitelligegnco Branch and the otuer 
is the Action Biainh. J admit that to devidop an lutelligciiee Braach 
Hiifticimitly, satisfaelorily and efli(ientl>, it fakes some amount of time 
and a great deal diqmnds upon the fvpe of activity which the Inttdligence 
J)e]tar( rncut lias got to undertake. The t\po (d uilivify whir-li the previoU8 
Intelligence t lfh« ers used to deal with is not tlie (v)ie that we 

meet with todav and 1 do not know oi any stage in Hengar.s history 
when tnifi-HO(ial f(»rf('s have (aune to play alimisf at the sam«‘ time wdtn 
rorrupt i(»ii , hbukmarketing due to ({»nti(d oj whale\(‘r the (Uher reuKonii 
he. llie ( ojiimutii'-ls. the < ommunal I'-ts, the hoiijor iUfid< a(s. tin* refugeei 
and so (»n. All of them reipiir* not onl\ patiem e. m»t oni\ strength of 
eharei U'l . not only wisdom and judgmmit, but a great diud of hight^r 
qualities than most of us posses*. \V(‘ have at the pi(‘senl moment 
expanded tlie poloe force in view (»f these various ohit^ejives in different 
direitions. One i*. that we have provohMl a woimorH fudiee foree. They 
are small in number now* but they are very u/indul whenever 

one is going to make enquiries into crimes in which women ure involved. 
Th(‘ .second one is the development wlrieli has taken place recently of the 
wireless system. As I have said a little while ago, eommuuieiition* in 
the different parts of Bengal are very bad and it is therefore necessary 
to have wireless connef tion between the different thniias imfl the beaii- 
quarters and Central Calcutta. This morning a friend of mine came to 
me Ter>' worried about his place in Maldn and it was not possible to get a 
{dkone connection becauM it is difficult to get the oonnections easily, btii 
•fler a little while with* a wirelees system we could get the reply that we 
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wanted. We have now practically all the thanas behind the border areas 
as well as all the other thanas in West Bengal connected by the wireless 
•ystem. 

Then we have got the Armed Police who have been trained in the 
♦ modern methods. Thes^ have been increased to a large extent but from 
the demand that was made upon the police and their help, during the last 
disturbance, it seemed to me that even the increase from two battalions to 
five battalions would not be found sufficient if — God forbid — another 
trouble of a different type nppeors amongst us which will demand greater 
strain upon the p(dice force. 

We have not forgotten that the police people also happen to be human 
beings who deserve a certain amount of relaxation. Games and sports, 
therefore, in whicli (lie })ublic also are interested and take part are the 
normal features of the activities (d the police force. In pursuance of the 
Eesolution at the Conferenca^ of the Inspectors-Genenil of Police in Dtdhi 
it has bi*en deci(l(‘d that better co-operation with the public should be the 
key-note of every public .servant, that scientific metliod.s of approach 
towards (rime and its detection should be developed ani the 
technical skill of th«* ])()lice staff should be improved. There is a great 
deal to he done y<‘t in the police force. There are a large amount of 
differenf fmproveinonts that we have got to make in the different types of 
the Police Brunch<*s, but 1 do hoi)e and pray that they will realise, as 
I think fljey are realising, that there is a new era that lias come over to 
UH, that they liavt' to co-operate with the public as much as and to the 
extent the i)ubli(‘ are prepared to co-o^ieraie with them. Ijast year during 
HUiTiTiK'r J had to go to the Scotland ^ ard on several oc(;asions to meet the 
Commissioner of Police and 1 was very keen upon knowing how 
they managed the police force there. The Commissioner of Police told 
me two things. He said, in the first instanc'e, that the problems that we 
have got here are not the problems that they are faced with. Hardly 
ever do they get rioters or mobs or disturbers of peace, throwing bombs 
or a(‘id bulbs or sten guns or shot guns. Seeondlv, he said, of the total 
number of crimes detected or people arrested nearly 00 to O’) per cent, 
were crimes w’hich were detected only because the jjublic co-operated with 
the police in detecting the crimes and arre.sting the individuals. That 
public co-operation, 1 am sorry to say. is not >et forth(‘oming, but I am 
perfectly sure that along wdth the development in the standard of behaviour 
of tlie policemen, the public also would co-(»perate and bring about that 
unity betw’cen the tw'o groups that is so essential and desirable. 

With these w’ords T move the demand for acceptance of the House. 

aailib 8YED QADRUODUilA: Sir, 1 beg to move that the demand of 
Ra. 4, 82, 7(), 000 for expenditure under the head “29 — Police” be reduced 
by Rs. 100. 

I move this to rai'<e a discussion about the deep .sense of insecurity and 
frustration among minorities of the State created by inaction and deliberate 
negligence of a section of the Police and the policy of the Government 
regarding protection of their lives and properties and other fundamental 
rights as well, 

I also beg to move that the demand of Rs. 4,82,76,000 for expenditure 
under the head ”29 — ^Poliee” be reduced by Rs. 100, 

T move this to raise a discussion about the communal character of the 
Police with spe('ial reference to tltt* position of minorities in the SUte. 

Mr. SPEAKER : Yes; Mr. Radrudduja, you can now speak. 

4mib SYED BADRUDDUilA; Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 am deeply 
encouraged this afternoon by the comforting words of the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minister to take part in the debate not certainly to introduce any 
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Wt in the discussion but to try to import as little light as I can afford^ io, 
peffchanoe I may, in my humble way, succeed in easing the tension. 
Sir, when the house is on fire, every attempt should be made to put out 
the fire that is consuming the house. For the last one month and a 
little more we, in our humble way, tried not to embarrass the wsition 
of the Government but to co-operate with the Government in quelling tha 
disturbances in the way they chose Iwst. Sir, I am here to 
reiterate once again, in. no uncertain terms, my deep sense of gratitude 
to the Hon’ble Chief Minister, the Hon’ble Home Minister and some of the 
responsible officers of the State for the resolute and firm action Jfliey took 
in many difficult situations in saving crises of the minorities. Sir, 
my (»bject in bringing these cut motions is only to focus the 
attention of the (Government ujMiii certain suggestions that I shall make 
for >(dution of the communal tangle that faces us at the present 
moment. It is really regrettable that wheiievtT in the juist any attempt 
on a ((mstitiitional plane io solve this despt»rate situation has been made, 
the communal Iniblde ha> always bur.st revealing Io the world the most 
combustilile substance* ol hatred and antigoniMu that lie.s beneath the 
apparently calm surface of India. Therefore. Sir. much as the Govern- 
ment have tried, we have found that the Niluatioii has burst into ttamefl 
postponing the date of minority’s salvation all tln‘ more. 1 wonder how 
(lid the leaders (d public opinion representing so many millions of peoplo 
on l»otb Ni(le> agree to the unfortunate partition and could not anticipate 
the developments ahead y How did they behind the scene sign the deatb- 
w arrant ot minorities even utter their bitter experienees in Calcutta, Bihar 
and Xoakhuhy Sir, I do not understand this. At any rate a humble 
man, an insignificant fry like m>self could see through the game. 
Immediately atler partition had been an accomplished fact and votes had been 
taken on that issue, 1 issued a statement to the press the following day. 
May I have \uur permission, Sir. to read only an extract from that state- 
ment to .show tliat we could see through the game ourselves y Sir, a i>ortion 
of that statement rums thus:-- 

“So the die is cast. Bengal i.s divideil and lies pro.strate. She it 
bleeding from the fatal wounds inflicted on her soul by 
a disastrous policy that has used Bengal as a pawn in the political 
chess-board of India since after leinoval of the capital from 
(.’abutta to Delhi. Her death-knell liad been sounded earlier; 
the Bengal Parliameut met yesterday only to perform the 
iuneral ceremony. Yesterday’s decision was a foregone 
conclusion. 

A parochial patriotism has thus hurriiMl Bengal to her doom and 
hurled her down from the great height and eminence 
she bad attained during the last lOU years. Her territorial and 
linguistic integrity is today cruelly violated, her cultural 
hegemony disturbed and her swial uiul economic ties completely 
siiappe<I asunder. This division is sure further to breed germs 
of peri>etual clash and conflict between the two neiglibouring 
States of dividetl Bengal. 

Muslim Bengal, as I said, is all the worse for this division. So soon 
has Nemesis come full circle. The day of reckoning crmld not 
be slaved o0 any longer. We demanded partition of India 
with a fanatical zeal and we have it today with vengeanc^e. 
We cast our net a little too wide and befori' we could gatlmr up 
the threads we had been caught in the trap. We conjureil up 
the rosy dream ot Einsiem rakistaii Zone with even the Muslim 
minority province of Aamm therein; but we have not merely Ijeen 
forced to give a go-bv to our demand for Assam but have also 
faile<l to maintain the territorial integrity of the Punjab and 
Bengal”. 
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TbuH have we »old our bouI for a mesa of pottage. Mr. Skiheed 

Subrawardy, the Prime Minister of undivided Bengal, thought that the 
soul of the Muslim Nation had been saved by partition of the country 
conveniently forgetting that half the Muslim Nation, according to his 
own i<iiM)logy, had been condemned to eternal perdition. This is only 
to reter to tlie tact that gieut lead(*rfi ot i)u))lic opinion do not see 

through the gaim*, conid not unlicipate the developments ahead, factors, 

psychological, pohtiral, economic, social, historical have entered 
into the enijre eomp(>sjnon and made the situation what it is today. 

Somehow or othei nunonties. ixUli across the border and on this side of 
the hord<'r, feel (hat tbe\ ha\e m» voice in the administration and natuiali\ 
they leel insecure Sir, J am m»t cliarging- the (lovernmeiit. (jovernment, 
in the circumstances, I'aiinot help us hecaiise police ofhcers thmiiselvcs are 
utter all human hcinc^; tiicy are also movf<l h\ pa*-^ion'> ami j)reiuili(‘es 
W'heii they hear aliout tln^ tragic happenings across th«‘ border on the other 
side. Sir, we have peiNistcnt tcHtimonv from the victims of jiols in ihe 
various areas tlu' police oiluuM s-'iiot all -h\ their deliberate mgligemt* .mU 
pa>siu‘ eniinivanct* at the nctaiious acts of miscreant-, brought about tlie 
cutaslrnjdie in nian\ eases. Jt is not lor nothing tbera tore that eeilaiu 
aieas have liceii devastated. No d<mbt, some police ofiicers and -ome id 
the top raiiiiiiig rdticials, ior example, the District Magistrate ol Howrah 
and many otlier responsible oftieers from a sense of their dwl\ .savfd many 
u didicillt and despi'rate situation. So far as tin* Hon hie ('hiel Mini-ter 
and Home Minister are concerned, at all hours of the d.i,\ we appealed to 
them for protect ion and got it. But ior their iirotectum, but ioi ilieir 
kiml response, hut for their help and sujiporl tht' situation would hava* 
drifted still further. Onee again, on hcdialf (d tin* Muslim communiiv, J 
express my deep sense of gratitude to them all. 

We have hitherto refrained from making any statement to the press; 
we have hitherto not indulged iu any (*motional outburst; we have 
hitherto lud tioue anything which may emharrass the iiosiiion of the 
iiovernment. On tin* other hand, we wi'iit on a g-oodwill nnssion to Dacca 
to explore all possible avenues for settlement (d the communal trouble. 
We appealed to the majority then* not to einlairras.s our position here 
by their unuutuial svmpntliies for their Muslim brothers here. W told 
them that we should In* left to our fate and that we would adjust 
ourselves to tlie new surroundings. W<* tin* Muslims are hone of 
the bone and flesh of the llimlu brethren heie. We leave got on together, 
lliudus and Muslims, and vvi* have worke»l together for long long years. 
From ll)-ll t(» l!Mfb personally sp<‘akiiig. 1 pbiyed my liuinhb* jiait to 
bring uhoul a Foalition Minisirv in Bengal vvheie .Muslims .md Ihmins 
were jHpiallv ie]Uest'nted and tin* (’oalition t iovernnu‘iit worked veiv well.

Sir. from the dth ami dth 
Mar(‘h- after the storm had .spent if- i<ir(a‘ -more esjiecially from the tjth 
instant wt* have heard of ftesh toitures la'ing' perpetrated upon Muslims in 
various areas of the city. 1 have personally requested the f’hief Minister 
and the Home Minister to go round the spots and see things for themselves. 
Sir, for the first time we hear some jounials expatiating tluit they have 
discovered Muslims parading iu'^he Park Circus area, that their plot- have 
Wn tlisciivertnl. their plans nheartlunf, their conspiracies detected. It all 
looks like a tale in the Arabian Nights. Siir. is it possible that Min-lims, 
»ow' shorn of all power, of all position, of all career, of all op^rtunitu***, of 
overythtng pmdically, should be thinking of retaliating in that wayP 
We always seek your protection, every minute of it. Whatever mignt 
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ho the tortures, whatever might be the tyraames, whatever might hipH| 
0|)|>res5iou, whatever might be the terror, whatever the lootj we pl^JHr 
and devastation that occurred in the city, we never, for a single momient, 
uttered a single sentence, never issued a single statement to the press to 
show that we were in n i>osition of insecurity. We' know the Chief Minister 
cannot offer us any solution, nor can the Prime Minister of India. For the 
matter of that we have approached him in all humility, in all seriousness, 
to offer us a solution. IJe could not offer us any solution because there is 
evidently no solution. Surely w'ar is no solution because war involves 
might\ prejiarations and results in devastation, disaster and destruction. 
It may put off the game for a while })ut it does not solve the problem of 
hte at all.

on the other side. 1 can well realisi* all these things but J can never

and what Is more, running amuck uml shooting jieople down. 1 had been 
to the spot in tile (’<diege Sfjiiare wheie a jediee ollii’er had ent<'red the 
compound and had shot a per.son down dead.

If they are worthy of any lamsiileration. Sir, \ou will kindly give ail 
the «*ousideiatiou that they <leserve : if they are not, then hnisli them 
aside. ] have already suhmitteil some suggestions and onee more I repeat 
them: — iIi that a thorough investigation be at once instituted to 
enquire into the great tragedy of Pab utta and other parts of (he State 
by an independent tribunal cfunposefi of persons of uniinpeachublc 
integrity of clianicter: (2) that irresponsililc statements he slojqmd once 
for all; that aggreiwiive and violent activities of organ iHalioiiA b« 
banned; (4i that in Ha minatory stateinentH in the press and demvational 
uevt's and views on the communal situation bv journals and newspaiicrs 
^ f that distribution of umuithon.seil jHJ.stcnt and haDdmlls 

of an inteuselv communal nature be stopped once for all and made penal; 
(6) that an adequate number of Muslima be immediately drafted in our 
police force for protection of minorities in this great emergency; (7) that

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niiitaryt if possible, take control and posted to important places 
M ae^d^OInes, etc., and that military baies and patrols, be further 
augmented and retained for at least a period of three months; (8) that 
minorities be supplied with arms for self-defence especially in those areas 
where they apprehend attacks from aggressors; that communal situation 
be treated on u war footing; that saboteurs, desperadoes and miscreants 
be regarded as subversive elements of society and be severely dealt 
with; that tortures on innocent Muslims by officers in the Police Depart- 
ment be immediately checked; that collective fines be imposed in the 
areas where disturbances occur; that Government not merely guarantee 
but arrange for adetjuate protection to minorities and failing that arrange 
for whatever Hteji they think proper in the circumstances; that minorities 
Ih‘ udeq|uatel.\ represented in tne administration, specially in tlie police, 
the judiciary and the executive; that all groups of the Congress be 
represented in the ('ahinet, and a broadbased Ministry with the present 
Chief Minister he torined without delay to ensure unity of action; that 
refugees of West Bengal be rehabilitated in places of their own clioice; 
that coni[)ensati()n tor the losses be arranged for: that the (loverninent 
do take initiative in having a conference on an inter-Domuiion level for 
solution of tlie communal problem, minorities being represented therein. 
Sir, 1 would only tr\ to impress upon the House tiiat our heart 
is with our brothers and sisters -Hindu brothers and sisters — on the other 
side of the border. We sliare their sorrows and misfortunes: they are 
our fellow-sufferers. We sympathise with them in their distress. We 
appeal to the majority in East Bengal not to embarrass the position of 
the minorities there and thereby iucfirectly embarrass our position here. 
If they want to show any sympathy for us, let them exercise 
a little more of caution, a little more of disiTetion, a little more of 
patience, a little more of restraint, a little more of humane feeling, a 
little more of vision, a little more of imagination, a little more of 

softness, a little more of sympathy, a little more of consideration for 
those victiras of riots on both sides. After all, we are a part and parcel 
of this nation. We appeal to the Hon’ble Chief Minister of West Bengal 
in the name of all that is holy and sublime, in the name of all that is 
^and and glorious in human conce[)tiou, in the name of truth and 
justice, in the name of the Constitution itself, in the name of our great 
trudition.s, in the name of the great contributions that our great forbears 
have madt* towards Indian civilisation and culture, in the name of the 
greatest statesman and ])oiiticiaii, the saviour of the nation wdio sacrificed 
his life for the cause of free<h>iii and liberty, in the name of Hindu- 

Muslim unity, in the name ot tlie great Hindu and Muslim leaders of 
the Non-co-operation and Khilafat days who fought together for .vresting 
from the British (»(»vernment freedom which i.s our birth-right, and 
in the naiiu' of other Indians — Bindns, Muslims, (diristiaiis, and of 
other religions persuasnni, in all humility, I appwil to the majority 

community here, most of whom have sympathy for us as also to the non- 
Bengali Hindus for their good graces, for their symputhy, for their co- 
operation, for tlieir support, so tiiut we may raise a structure in which 
both majorities and minorities must live together in peace and amity and 
build up a greater, lirighter, more peaceful and prosperous Bengal, and 
remove all ttiese bickerings, recriminations, jealousies, prejudices, all this 
anger, all this rancour and all these things which forebode greater 

potentialities of communal mi.sciiief. These must be things of the past. 

With these few w’ords, ^♦ir, I once again appeal to the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister and offer these sugfgestions for the protection of the minorities in 
bia own State, 

ilanali COLAM HAMIDUR RAHMAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I did not 
consider it necessary for me to speak but for the communal trouble that 
ia now looming large on the horixon. Sir, we are passing through a 
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diigmefnl ckapter of our history of indeoeodence, a chapter darkened 
by the ffloom of communalism. The worm outside is enjoying at our 
cost. There was a discussion over this question even in the Britflh 
Parliament the other day, and a member of Parliament asked if between 
India and Pakistan a war breaks out, what would be the result out of 
it. The reply was that the Hammer and Sickle will fly in Cape Comorin 
in place of the Union Jack which was pulled down only two years back. 
Does it not remind us of t»ur responsibility towards our Stat<».^ The 
rights and privileges of a citisen have their corresponding responsibilities 
which lie as much on the police as on the people of the State. Sir, the 
police form the backbone of the adininistratiorj. They are primarily 
responsible for the internal peace and safety and for the protection of 
life and property of the citizen. The progress and prosperity of the 
Government depends upon the success at any rate that they attain in the 
matter ot restoration of peace and order. The onus of maintaining peace 
and order Las heeii entrusted tt) llie police ami the pfdice iitMul our co- 
operation. The police must at tlie same time realise that they are the 
servants of the people. So there mu.st come a change in their outlook 
with the change in the regime. They shouhl realise that with the people 
they must live and die. In the dis<diarge of (heir duties to the State and 
its people they have often times to resort to tiring at their brothers and 
sisters, but we have got nothing to say if that is done in the interest of 
the State for maintaining peace and order. 

Sir, ours is a secular State, and no discrimination is to be allowed here 
on the ground of caste, race or religion. The policy of our St4ite hai 
been declared in uuequiNocal and unmistakable terms, especially in respect 
of the minority community. The police should realise that the minority 
community here is a sacre<l trust of the majority community. 

But reports of pidice inaction and indifference in certain eases by 

certain officers have been there. A communal outlook not only of the police 
but of any other otticer of the State is certainly dangerous and deserves 
to be treated with a strong hand. Police olficers are sometimes seen 
taking advantage of the strained relations lietweeu India and l^akistan. 

So my a()peal to the Government is that they should try to inculcate in 

the minds of their ofheers a sense of responsibility and u healthy 
atmosphere so that they may rise above the communal and personal 
feeling and mete out just and equal treatment to all and protect the 
minority wlierever they re(|uire it. I come inuii a district which is 
entirely a surplus area witli a good amount of paddy to ^spare. I have 
had oc•ca^ions to find that smuggling and hlackmarketing are rampant in 
some jmrts of our district due perhaps to tlie connivance of the police and 
other officers of the <lepartmenl t'oiicerned for obvious reasons. Sir, they 
should he nulde to realise that they are in the service for the furlhi*rance 
of the interest of (he State and not that (d their own. 

In this connection. Sir. I would be failing in m> duty if I <Io not 
add a word iii appreciation of the service rendered by the prt^sent 
Commissioner of Police, Mr. Chatterjee. During the troublous days I 
was in the (•aniiiehael hostel and boys came to me saying that troubles 
were going on in the locality, ami I must flw* away from the place. I 
did siale down a house in search of a phone and rang the Ihdice Commis- 
sioner in confu.sion. Then I was went a pidice van by Mr. Chatterjee. 
Sir, I shall never forget the spirit of service and sincerity of Mr. Chatterjee. 
i^ir, I cite, this example of the Police Chief whiih I hope should be 
emulated by other oflieers of the Police Department. I feel also in my 
heart that the policy as adumbrated by Dr. Hoy for his Government ic> 
follow had been followefl faithfully.

I am 
scirry the words used are “insecurity and frustration among minorities of 
the State”.

Secondly, as I said before. I am disappointed at the tone and the 
language he used. He has used the^ words “The police were running 
anim-k, possibly conniving— sometimes ai’tively supporting.” I deny that 
charge. 1 challenge him to give me instames. I have done so privately 
and I now do so openly. 1 am not a res|)C‘ctor of persons. Let him tell 
me where the poiieeman has actively sujiported in suppri'ssing or killing 
the minorities.

Has he an\ idea whether (hey will 
agree to or respond}' Small .suggestions lia\e hemi made by the Prime 
Minisler of India. Kver\ one of (hose sugg»‘stituis which were made for 
the puriiose of easing the situation -e\er\ one (.t them has been rejected 
and he knows tins better than uii\hod\ else. 

Now. he ealls liimselt part ami parcel of this nation, I am sorry to

Sir, loans under the State aid to industries have been given to various 
small scale and cottage industries such as electroplating, tanning, chemical 
industries, distillery, tool making, button making, towel making, etc. A 
sum of Hs. 4 lakhs wa^ sanctioned for 1949-o0 and another 4 lakhs has been 
provided in the Budget ol . Then transport facilities have been 

arrangeil in man,\ cases tor the supply of law materials and movement of 
goods. Lic(‘nces for impoit of machiiierx and other eiiuipinents from abroad 
and raw mat(*nuls such as hide and skins, bamboo and wood for the 
manufacture (ji matches, ct(\, were secured with the help of the (roveniment 
of India. Prottu tiou of small scale and cottage industries by regulation (•£ 
export and import with the lielp of the Government ot India, as for in.stance, 
the restrietion ol import of foreign belting in older to help the indigenous 
belting iiuhisti_\, lias also l)een aeliieved. Restrietion on the export of 
parullin has been arranged for tlu* manufacture of candle. Restriction on 
tile import of vv(jod and liumhoo from J\ikistan to help the paper industiy 
of this pjovince w.is also persisted in. Whenever jiossihle ami asked tor, 
land has Iumui acijuired for small imlustiial organisations. Klpctricit\ has 
l> 0 (‘n supplied hy regulated eoiitnd of power l>\ the Kleetrieit,\ Control 
Bouid. (ioxeiimienl also made available out ot the resmireh carried on in 
the Indian Keseiireli Lahoralorv niloniiation regai<ling tin* manufacture of 
Honf>, oil, paints, varnishes, etc. Specdal emidia.sis has been given tor the 
development ot small siaile and cottage indiistiies by supjily of elect i icily in 
rural aieas near and around ( alcutta, j»arl ot which is served with navig.ihle 
rivau’s oi roads and the wdiole of winch is served with the railway system. 
The North ('aleuttu Electrification Seheme inclusive of the Diesel electrical 
tool for which a sum of Rs. '.?4 lakhs has been provided in the budget, has 
ntadi* considtM'able progress. This seheme will supplN electricity in an area 
covering more or less Tod siiuare miles in the north of ( alciitta. It is 
propirsed to tuki' the lim* up to Raiiaghat, Santipiir, Kalna, Birnagar, 
Badkiilla, Krishnagur ami Navadwip, and, if jrossible, w’ill go higher up 
Krishiiagar and then come down to Magia and Khunyen.

Scheme and the Eu'^t (,’alcutta Eleetritication Seheme. They have been 
designed for the rural art'as stmtli and e.ist of (’aleutta, but althougli the 
scluMues are ready for execution, they had to 1h‘ postpoiu'd for lack of funds. 
The |)rojeets will supply energy 4(Mi .mj. miles to the south and ofHI so. miles 
to the east of ('aleutta. Wherever private enterprise apply for supidying 
elei'trical energy (o towns like Ihmgaon, Ba.sirhut. Barasat, Tainlnk, Ram- 
purhat. Sibguri, etc., step.s are taken to gi\e them (‘urh recognition. 

The next point that 1 want to touch is the question of develo])nient of 
silk industiy. A comprehensive scheme known as the Silk Artbsan 
t.'()-ot>erative has been put into operation for organising on a co-operative 
basix the development of the silk industry and also a marketing organisation 
thrmigh a central store in (aU'Utta. By thi^ ««eheme, sj>eciaih de.signed 
silk fabrics wbii li have a reader market are iieing produced. This scheine 
is intended to establish tht' rtuirers. reelers and weavers on a co-operative 
basis with mn'CNsary capital so that they may produce and earn adequate 
wages without beiug at the mercy of the middle men. Altogethei silk goods 
to the total value of Rs. 7,(H),8(M1 has «o fur been produced till tiie end of 
December, Umb and a sum of Rs. o,4G,02d has been receive<l from the 
of silk goods. The balance of the stock is now for sale in the variotis 
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mportant silk establishments in Calcutta and elsewhere. A sum of 
Bs. 2,40,000 has been provided in the budget for the same purpose noxt 
year. The difficulty of supply of disease-free eggs has long been under the 
oonsideration of the department. At the prt^«eni moment, 00 per cent, of 
the total f*eed requirement in the State is being met by silk rearers and tho 
existing nurseries where they work are the Peasbari Nurser\ in Malda, the 
nursery in Murshidabatl, the nurstuy in Darjeeling, the nursery in Birbhuin 
and the nursery in Bankura. This year we are going Ui establish two more 
nurseries-“ihe Runaghat Nuiseiy and the Miduapore Nursery. Wlien theae 
two nurseries ar«‘ eompleteil, it will Ik* possible to supply nearly Til |>er cent, 
of tin* total reipiireiuent of disease-free eggs for llie rearers. Tiie following 
institutions give training in the dilleieiit braiu-hes silk industry— the 
Silk Teehmdogieal Institute, Herliampul, the I’edtlii* Reeling institute at 
Malda and tin* Serieulture Tiaimng Inslitutt* at Herhampur.

(fur. Ihdore the paTtitioii, five units of sugai mills with a daily crushing 
ca)»arit\ ot MKI tons raeli w (*re allotted to Ib»ngul. Adv »*rtisement» were 
issued in the pres.s calling for applimitions. There was no lesponse from 
Mnishidahad. The Hhagiiathi Sugai- Mills applieil for a mill to be l(K‘ated 
in H.inagiiat, Resjxuisc wa.s also received for the establishment of a mill 
at Chandpara in ‘.;?4-Paigana,s and at Krishnagar and also at .falpaiguri. The 
(joveinmeiit of India was not in favour of giving five units to West Bengal 
after the partition.

The < 4 «»vernmen( of India 
has allotted one unit at Krishnagar and it is expected tliat the sugar mill 
will start functioning within a vear or s<;. Jn view of t]»e decision of the 
(jovernment of India to withdraw protection from the sugar industry with 
effect from the 1st April, Hlofi, it remains t(j U* se<*i» wlu*(her the 
indu.strialists will consider it desiraliie to start a sugar mill in West 
Bengal liecause it might he that such a unit would not he economic. There- 
fore, the establishment of new sugar mills in Bengal must be ver^ carefully 
considered, riovernmeiit have taken steps this vear to keep the sugarcane 
in this urea for the purpose of converting it into f/ur. 

Tlie next point (h.it has la*en rfii.sed is the (piestion of developing or 
manufacturing salt in West Bengal, particular) v in the borders of C(m(ai 
subdivision. There is one company which is the Bengal Salt Company which 
has been working there for a few years and <loing fairly good work, but the 
total amount of salt pnxluced by them is very small indeed. The total 
requirement for Bengal is do lakh mannds a year. Possibly the Bcmgal 
Salt Company is manufacturing not even half a lakh maund a year. In 
view of this position, the West Bengal (ioverninent got in touch with n 
French company— the Kapais Salinar de les France— which are expert# in 
the manufacture of salt 4)y solar method. Their experts have come. They 
have made survey of the area and they have given a preliminary opinion that 
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thift area can produce 50 lakh maunds of salt a year and the West Bengal 
Government got in touch with the Orissa Government enquixinj^ whether 
that Government would co-operate nrith this Government in founding a joint 
salt manufacturing concern. The exact shape which this concern will take 
has not yet been defined because we do not know what the final target 
estimate of the concern would be. 

Arrangements for training facilities for cottage and small-scale 
industries in this province are the following. There are a large number of 
institutions for diftVreiit tyf>eH ot cottage industries. There is the Bengal 
Textile InstituU* ut Seram pore — there are three years’ course and one year’s 
course for instruction in textile. There is a Bengal Tanning Institute for 
giving instruction in tanning and hoot and shoe making. There is a Bengal 
Cel uni ic Institute. 

riien* IS a Bengal Silk Technological Institute at Serumpore. There is 
an Industnal Research l.uhorutdty in Calcutta where paint, varnish, ink, 
soap teehnoldgies, etc., an* taught with a jieriod of instructions for one year. 
There is l>arj(s'ling Industrial Sch(Kji and Workshop at Toong which is now 
to he enlarged and increased in size. There is a vocational training centre 
in (‘aleutia wlieri* iKitteries, wood-work, bakery and confectionery are taught 
for a jieriod of one year. There are three Government weaving scliools at 
Malda, Biilihuiii and Bankuru. A certiheaite course for one year is taught 
in these institutions. There are 14 peripatetic weaving schools with an 
artisan’s course for one year in Julpaiguri, Prasannapur, Malda, Bankura, 
Duntun, Raipur, Burdwun, Howrah, 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, Nadia, etc. 
There are two metal-casting institutions for giving training in non-ferrous 
metal casting with one year’s training course. There are two cutlery wares 
and umhrella-making workshops with one year’s training course. There are 
five textile weaving parties for giving instructions in weaving, one jute 
weaving party for giving instructions in jute weaving. There is one w(X)l 
weaving party and two coir weaving parties and two boot and shoe work- 
•hops for giving training with a course of one year. One tanning party is 
also there for demonstration in the process of tanning leather. There are 
several private institutions, about 59 in number, to whom aids are given for 
various forms of training in technical subjects — technical trades, vficutional 
trades, textile trades, etc. This year the estimated cost of ex'penditure is: 
capital Ks. 5 lakhs and recurring R«. 1,09, (MM). Then the estimated 
expenditure for ( ooch Behar Imiustnal School and Workshop with a course 
of training in general me('hanios, motor mechanics, wood-work, etc., is: 
capital Ks. 4 lakhs and recurring Rs. 2 lakhs 25 thousand. Then about the 
reorganisation of vocational training centre there are courses of training 
in bakery and confectionery, manufacture of coirs, manufacture of sports 
goods, etc. As regards provision for sclmlarships and stipends for the 
training of students, 575 .scholarships of ilifferent grades are awarded to 
students undertaking training to various institutions in this dirwtion by the 
Directorate of Industries, West Bengal. Then there are various industrial 
concerns with which thi.s Directorate has come into working arrangements. 
Institutions such us Dunlon Rubber Tyre (’ompany, Indian Oxygen Co., 
Acetylene Co., National Block Manufacturing ('o. and so on — there are 
about 29 or 24 of them who are also prepared to give help to the Government 
sjMUison'd students. 

Besides this out of the loan given bv the Government of India the 
Government of West Bengal have decided to start from June next technical 
institutions in four different jiiace.s — one near Asansol to be controlled and 
8Upt*rvised and instructious to lie given under the supervision of the workshop 
at Mihijam (Cliittaranjan ) . An officer there ^i\\ be in charge of that 
institution. One technical school at Sihpore for 4tXf students, one at 
Asansol for 750 students, one at Jadahpur for 3(X1 students and one each at 
Burdwan and Hooghly which now exists for a small number of students will 
be increased to 3D0 to 400 students each. 
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The total proviaion lor atudenia to be taeght in ordinary teohnology 
would be for 3,000 atudenta mainly meiint for refugee atudente. It hat 
been felt that these students should be given the earliest opportunity of W«n g 
rehabilitated and therefore the course that has been chosen is for one year 
only, and it is expected that in the course of two years we will be able to 
put in 6,000 students through these institutions. At tiw present moment^ 
at Sibpur there is a technological school of three years* course, and at 
Jadavpur there is a technological class of two years’ o<)urs<». The Sibpur 
technological school is run under the Govtunment of West Beugal, and the 
Jadavpur school is run under the aegis of the Employment Exchange of the 
Government of India, but both these institutions have now ugre<»d to give 
one year s ctnirse to refugee students so us to absorb a large ntiml>er of these 
boys who have come fiom East Bengal. 

1 have itracticully covered all the questions that have l>een raised by the 
cut motions v\(‘v\i{ one, namely, uatioualisatiou of industries. The question 
of natnmalisjit ion oi imlustiies has been liiM'ussed time and again Uith here 
ami elsewheie; ami at the imesent luoiuenl no ctmntry in the world has been 
able \et to fiml out what shape nalionaiisation will take except ltussm„ 
because the economic system in ail the other countries, which W'c might cull 
the democratic (M»untiic.s, i> one which ^h^♦*^ not cotiform to a perfect puttern 
of nationalihation of industries. Industrial concern means the development 
of an orgaiiisutiou which reouires in the first instance capital, in the second 
instance raw material, and the third matter regarding nationalisation is how 
sbouia the profit of the industry 1 m‘ distributed. With regard to the second 
aud the third, namely, csdleciion of raw material and distrihution of profit 
pvernmental action ma> lie helpful, and it the iiuiustrv is under the 
Government aegis it is easy to get raw material, and it is easy for Govern* 
meut to appropriate the grant. At the present moment us you are all aware, 
Government laNs down certain rules for iin|K)sition of tux,*e.g., (’orporution 
UiX, business jirofits tux which has been repealed this year, excess profit# 

Jind all forms of tax so as to reliev’e industrialists of the excess profit# 
which they might make. 

With regard to the first item, namely, the question of investment of 
money, that is a difficult problem for any State to manage at the present 
moment. Then* are certain industries in which the State may come in, 
j*.g., (he railways, the posts and telegraphs and so on m which the public 
IS interesteti, and it is a service to the public which the State must undertake, 
because everv industrial concern may mean at somn ntagt* nr other a lose. 

It is not always that aii industry makes a pr(>fit. Therefore for an industriui 
loncorn like the railways yvluch is intended inr tlie s(*Tvice f>f the pwiple, 
jovernment undertakes to suffer the loss if and when it is found necessary 
n the interest of the peojde themselves. 

But when it is an ordinary imlustnal concern — by that I mean an 
ndustrial concern which \h not meant for service for all tyi»eH of people of 
he State fnit only for a c(‘rtain type of piMipl^s—then the question arises as 
o whether and to what extent the State should drop in. It seems to me that 
n im^st of these cases the object would be m*i^’ed if the Government were to 
msure control over the industrial concern in some way or other hy giving 
»ome facilities which gi%'e them the right to control or giving some capital 
vhich will he a major portion in the conwm, and in some other fashion or 
n some other nianner it is possible that private enteriirise and private capital 
uay be dfawn into an institution of this type and this is such a concern in 
vhich private capital and governmental interests are combined, and this 
rould attract capital much more easily, because the people or the investor# 
rould then be assured of support from the (vjvernrnent so far as that industry 
» concern^]. This is one group of industry w*hich comes under this hea<i. 
t depends upon a particular time as to what industry would be inclad^ in 
hi# group. Then there is^ third group of industrial concerns in which to 
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my mind the Government should not at the present moment intervene, 
because it will then mean that you intervene with local and private enter- 
prise. However, the question of nationalisation of industries is a matter 
in which the West Bengal Government is equally interested. As you can 
see, Sir, tliat we have started at least in two points, namely, in the matter of 
supply of electricity in certain areas and also in the matter of giving 
transport facilities in other areas and it is possible that we may expand as 
opportunities arise and it is possible that some time or other we may be able 
to strike a lailance between private enterprise and Government efforts.

Bnt it is on a very small scale and I promise to my friend 
that it will receive my veiy sincere and earnest attention. There is also 
the Teesta project for the development of electricity which is to benefit a 
large portion of the area which my friend represents in the Darjeeling 
district.

Sir, t)ie hi.story of cinchona in this province and in this country has Wen 
a sort of doubtful course. It so happened that India can and used to produce 
sufficient quinine for the treatnjent of malaria in the whole of India. In 
the south, in the Nilpiri.s, as well as in Miingpo area of the Darjeeling 
district there is (juite enough area for plantation of sufficient quantity of 
cinchona trees for the purjiose of yielding the quinine that is necessary. At 
Mung|K) today we have got 1,724 acres under cultivation, at Lakpanchar 217 
acres, at Monson l,()2G acres and at Hang|M) 537 acres. 

Sir, the cinchona trees yield quinine, or rather quinine products in two 
forms : one is tlie ordinary quinine und the other is cinchona febrifuge. The 
usual method which was adopted at Mungpo was rather an old method, 
namely, to prepare quinine which i.s usually called the Indian type of quinine 
which is a little lower in its alkaloid value as compared with the British 
Pharniaoopoeial quinine. This quinine as manufactured in Mungpo is rather 
darkish in colour and therefore it is not so jmpular as the white quinine 
that comes from Java or from other parts of the world. Usually we 
manufacture 70 thousand pounds of quinine in the Mungpo factory and about 
35 thousand pounds or 30 thousand pounds of cinchona febrifuge every year. 
If you want to convert or make white quinine, tlie plant that we have got at 
Mungpo can only produce 50 thousand pounds of quinine. During the war 
and for some time afterwards quinine products were controlled very strictly 
and in its place paludrine and mepaorine were imported from abroad. I am 
not here to give the relative value of these two products but it is true that 
our countiy people, particularly those living in rural areas, have been 
aocustomed to the use of qwnine and the use of paludrine or mepaorine is 
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not BO well known which generally requires some amount of medical sii^* 
Tiston. Therefore, I have felt and I naTe told the department so that they 
should increase the plantation, and this year instead of spending the whole 
of the money for increasing the products of the Indian tj^ of quinine I 
haye asked them to prepare the B. P. standard of quinine which would be a 
little less in quantity— it would be about 50 thousand pounds of quinine out 
of the harvesting of cinchona every year. We havt? got now 150,000 pounds 
of quinine more or less in storage and I have decided that this year we should 
be able to sell some of this ouinine instead of storing it and also to 
distribute it freely through the various post offices as also to 
give to the different Governments for their requirements — Governments of 
Bihar, Orissa and Assam and Tripura. I have also arranged to put in new 
machinery so that we might be able to produce larger quantity of quinine. 
India requires almut three times as much quinine as is produced in this factory 
and therefore there is no reason why w^e should not produce the whole of 
that quantity in India instead of importing from abroad. 

With these words I move that the motion which stands in the name of 
Mr. Nalini lianian Sarker be accepted, namely, lls. 3i2,C4,UiK) be granted for 
expenditure under the head “43 — Industries-^'inchona’'. 

The motion of the Hon’ble Dr. Bidhun Chandra Iloy that a sum of 
Rs. 32,1)4,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “43 — Industries — 
Cinchona” was then put and agreed to.

The Bengali adage is 
CW <nrr' It means that the Brahmin always 

woi ships God. He is a pujari hut for some reason or other he took to 
agriculture as the means of his livelihood and kept some labourers. The 
labourers knew very well that the Brahmin does not know how to carry on 
agriculture, cultivation, and things like that. Sometimes when the 
laliourers go to the fields, the Brahmin goes there to supervise their work. 
When he goes there, these labourers go on cultivating very intensively, 
but as soon as he disappears from the scene, they cease cultivating land 
firfflrir «) and go uwiiy with their plough and bullock. Such is the 

condition of my friend. When he comes here to make demand, he makes 
long speeches, he will say “do this and do that”; that is to say, he then 
appears on the scene, but as soon as he goes away, that means the Brahmin 
fliHai)pears, he forgets everything and goes to bed to sleep, and the same 
state of affairs goes tin ns it is going on in the same old w'ay. Now, Sir, 
this is how he should act. The great practical economists of the world 
are agreed and have said that agriculture by itself is still an ordinary craft, 
but if it is to be practised wdth success, it is dependent upon the aid of the 
several most recondite (Sj. Bimal Comau Ghosk: Why use that word?) 
sciences, — that is the word wdiich has been used by tin* scientists; therefore, 
I HHv “recondite” ; it means obscure; not know'iv — as w'ell as upon thoroughly 
commercial management. The old-fashioned simple methods and easy 
calculutions will ii(» longer suffice. The farmer of today wants to l>e, in 
liersou or substitute, a skilled trader. There must be a knowledge of 
trading principles, of markets, a power of scientific calculations and a 
chemical analysis and botanical examination. Such things an ordinary 
small farmer can neither be expected to possess nor can afford to purchase. 
Co-operation here comes to his rescue. It provides for him the person who 
can with his knowledge and experience do for him what he cannot do by 
himself. Again this great world economist has said that earth or soil has 
become e.xhuusted by continuous growing of crops for centuries and it has 
refused to spring and it does not ])rovide living which is regarded in all 
civilised countries as suthcient to maintain life according to proper standard. 
Sir, the problem of all the countries, they said, was how' to feed and maintain 
the evergrowing population of the countries (oncerned and how to make 
the ancient hoary land which has become impoverished and exhausted by 
centuries of cultivation rejuvenated and converted into robust, ever-green, 
virgin, youthful laud. Sir, this was the problem which confronted the 
economists and scientists of advanced countries, such as America, England, 
Iitdaud, France, Italy, Geniiany, Belgium, Holland, Denmark and nnally 
Eussiu and modern Turkey.

It has been said of 
Germany that with intensive agriculture, with its remunerative industrial 
crops, its perfected rotations, its variety of applications, German agri* 
culture leads the world.” Here, the Hon’ble Minister will please hear mo, 
it is co-operation and co-operation alone which has brought about this 
transformation. In this way the advanced European countries have settled 
their food problem as well as the problem of maintaining the ever-growing 
population as also the problem of supplying raw materials in resj)ect of 
their industries. Sir, the Province of West Bengal occupies an area of 
29,370 square miles or more or less two crore acres and the population is 
nearly 2 crores and 35 lakhs.

Now, Sir, on page 30 of this book we find, “We do not know enough at 
present to decide which of our agricultural resources are deserving of the 
maximum exploitation, so that we might concentrate our efforts on them”. 
Then, Sir, on page 31 we find, “Lastly, the immediately available resources 
of skilled services and capital are so meagre in comparison with even the 
limited demands of fcsnl, that to set up the deficits of food articles ns the 
measure of our targets for agricultural development would make them too 
remote and rob them of all pracrtical significance at pre^nt”. It further 
goes on to say, “that even the modest and limited objectives of its project- 
ed activity for the next few years cannot be realised unless simultaneous 
action is taken in a number of closely related spheres which ore outside its 

particular jurisdiction Lack of response of prfMluction to the Grow 

More Food campaign has presented a baffling problem”. 

Sir, this shows the dismal state of things. My friend was talking 
loud of Grow More Ffwid campaign but his department has said that the 
“Grow More Foml campaign has presented a baffling problem”. On ^g® 
32 it goes to say, “The application of improved technique is inqioisible. This 
could be economically feasible only if the units of production, now farms 
of minute sise, are enlarged to a very considerable extent. This, in iU 
turn, would demand a radical change in the property relations in land and 
the provision of non-agricultural employment to the excess labour which 
would be released when farming operations are undertaken on a larger 
scale”. The remedy is suggested by his officials on page 33. ”The village, 
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\ri<h its ancient tradition of corporate existence, offers the natural basis 
for such planning. The village authority, vested with co-operative control 
over the man-power and material resources within its area, can proceed to 
organise a joint farm of sufficient size to accommodate urgent improvements 

in technology, taking care of the reclundant agricultural labour.... *:•••* 

‘*This is a way, moreover, which will train up the people in self-reliance 
and democratic practice”. This is the suggestioQ which has been made by 
the Agricultural Department of my honourable friend. 

Now, let us see wiiat great Indian economists have said of the 
Co-operative Planning Committee appointed by the Government of India. 
This is what the Committee says on page Cl of their report for the year 
11146. "Agrieiiltiiral production in India per acre as well u.s per capita is 

on the lowest level in the world The volume of production of food 

crops is not sufficient even for the requirements of a well-balanced and 
nutritive diet of the people”. On page 14 the report says, “We would like 
to sound a note of warning in connection w^ith the extension of cultivation” 

“It will be necessiirv in order to check deforestation and soil erosion 

to conserve a large part of the uncultnrable area for purposes of reaffore- 
station. Jt appears that the principal means of increasing agricultural 
production is confined to the improvement of the yield* . Therefore, Sir, 
non-cultivahle lands and uuculturable lands should not be cultivated because 
that H'iil prevent afforestation; that will lead t() erosion of the soil .ind will 
he disastrous for the agricultural economy of the country. Iherefore, Sir, 
the proposition wliich has been made by my honourable friend is an entirely 
iiiisTuken policy. 

Cultivators as a class are too poor. Therefore, this should be done 
through reorjfanisation of co-(»perative societies. NutionuHsation, of course, 
it the great impediment to the improvement of agriculture, to the improve- 
ment of production, to the enhancement of yield. The impediment, Sir, 
lies in the fragmentation of holdings. That is a well-known thing because, 
Sir, the holdings are uneconomic and lands comprised in one holding are 
«ituate<I in different parts of the village, one mile distant, 'Z miles distant, 
3 miles distant, and thus it is impossible for the cultivator to look to th»* 
cultivation and take care of all the lands which are so st*parated from one 
another and to cultivate them thoroughly. Therefore, what is required is 
tliat agricultural lands should In* nationalised in some w’ay or other, and 
my opinion is this, Sir, and I have prepared a programme for that, that, 
W'lthout expropriating the proprietor regarding his rights in tlie property 
which are sacred rights, we can frame a scheme by which all the lands of 
a village will lie vested in a .*.ociety. in a co-opt^rative society, and the 
oo-oi»erative society can allot lands to different persons and if all the lauds 
of tlie village by some means or other is vested in a co-operative society, 
then the co-operative society can allot the binds to those persons who have 
lauds and who can cultivate tliem by themselves regard being had to their 
manpower or cattle-power. In blocks these lands may be allotted to 
different householders and agrirulfurists and in this way fragmentation of 
holdings can bt^ done away with and so everything can Ihi* set right. 

With these words, Sir. I commend luy motion to the acceptance of the 

House.

You will find in uewspa|H»r pictures rd His Excellency 
the tiovernor Dr. Katju and of His Excellency the (h»vernor-(ieneriil 
Sn Kajagopaiachari ploughing the lands iu their ('ompounds probably with 
a view to give incentive to the (Irow More Food cumpuign. Hut tlieao 
things, I am afraid, are more pictorial than jiractical. For all practical 
purposes we must go to the village and teach the agriculturists how to 
improve the yield of their lands. We know that every district has got an 
Agricultural Otlicer with certain Uhshstants attached to each thunu. My 
suggestion to the (iovernment wmild be to place each union in charge of 
one iCHsistant so that they max receive training and overcome the difflcultiet 
that stand in the way of the agriculturists in the imitU^r of cultivation, 
Tiiey should see that no land, not an inch of it lies fallow and that the 
maximum lieneiit is got out of it. What is wanted b\ an agriculturist is 
strong Imllock.s, good manure and best se<sls. \Vest Diriujpur is nn 
agricultural area and the demand for agricitiiral loans are the greatest there. 
Last year I could not procure, rather I could not manage to get enough 
moue> to lie given to the agriculturists as loans. My request is that au 
appropriate sum he granleil to \Vest Dinajpur for agricultural deveh)j)ment. 
Of course the money is to be invested in the ro.ojMTativ<‘ (Vntral Hank at 
Ruiganj and Balurghat and through that agency the money may Im* given 
to the s;ultivtitf>rs for the purposes of agriculiurai improvement.

8J. 8HYAMAPADA BHATTACHARYYAs Sir, I beg to move that the 
control of floods of the Damodar river being one of the objectives of the 
mnlti-purpose IMmodar Valley Project, this Ajiaembly is of opinion that 
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any d«lay in the fulhlment of that objeotive may involve, as has been 
experienced in the past, huge costs to the State Government of West 
Bengal in repairs of damages to railways, roads and embankments and 
in giving relief to the people affected and that therefore steps for the 
oonstmction of dams at Maithon and Panchet Hill which are vital to the 
control of Damodar floods should be undertaken with the utmost expedition. 

Sir, as the House is fully aware, the Damodar, the river of sorrows, has 
been notorious for its floods that iiad from time ' to time devastated the 
countryside, destroyed crops worth crores of rupees, laid waste the once 
fertile soil siuilirig with crrips by deposit of sands, and disrupted communi- 
cation either hy road or rail and caused incalculable damage and sufferings 
to the peoph* inhabiting the area. 1 <lo not want to W’aste the valuable 
time of the House hy n‘Ca[iituluting the sad incidents of the past. Suffice 
it to recall that in tiie pr<‘henf century there have been major floods in the 
years llUd, Ibdo, 1041 and 104d, causing havoc and ruin and there appears 
to be no re^Milarity in the repetition of such floods.

Such floods are a perpetual threat not only to the main 
arteries of rail and road rommunieations, but also to the city of Calcutta 
Because of the higli fertility of agrif iiltural land in the Lower Valley and 
of the large amount of capital already invested in the area expo.sed to 
the ti<H>d Kuaanl, the damages likely to be caused by floods are profior- 
tiomitely far mort» serious than almost in any other river valley in India. 
Ai a flood inauranco policy the justification of the vsebeme is obvious as it 
Will insure high values representing the landed property and the fixed capital 
assets, against flood contingencies at a comparatively low ‘premium*/^ 
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Thifi with rtgturd to th^ li#*t item *‘Food'’ it ‘‘The 

Dimiodar will make it poaeible to service at least 9 lakh acres of fertile 
alluvial soil with perefluiol irrigfation, some being Inclined to accept a 
ittbstantially higher figure. About a fifth of this area is already under fuU 
or partial kh^nf irrigation. On the other hand what are fallow and waatC 
lands now will be available for cultivation after the elimination of floods and 
the provision of irrigation facilities. The contribution which the scheme 
can make to solve the jwesent food shortage in the couni ry can l>e judged 
frt)m the following: 

“The ad(litir>nal output of rice that can he produced in the Valley may 
he conservatively estimated at oH lakh maunds or about 2 lakh tons per 
year. 

■‘Then* i.H no n*a>on wh\ in the long run >ear-ro\iiid cropping sliould not 
het'ome tlu* ]uactii‘e in thi> region. As is well known, per acre income is 
inueh liigher for miwt ruin crops than for rice. Even assuming that only 
one-half of the total irrigated area will grow a S4'ennd crop, the additional 
income should ea>il,\ amount to oh per cent, of the value of the additional 
ri(o^ output as estimated.” 

The last fltK)d of 1!4'1 is still vivid in our meimuT. It was u eutustrophe 
t(t tlu* local people. The main arteries of eommunieut i(»n of the East ludian 
Kail\\a\ ami the (Irand Trunk Uoad ™<*onsidered essential to the war effort 
of the (‘ouiiti) - were washed away at M*veral places, tnul the ( entral and 
the I’jovincial ( l»)vernments of tln^se da\s had to sjH'ml uhout a erorc of 
rujtees to repair the damages. Tiie Hood-pr()tertion »'mhankmeut of the 
river was also washed awa\ and had to he ie(H)nstructed at 1*4 crore of 
rupees. Losses in propert\ and crops were immeasurable. 

After the ha\oc of lh4d. the problem of the contJf)! of Dumoar flood 
came to the forefront and (ioverninent recognised that only palliative 
mea^ur<*s weie not enough to prevent a recurrence of the threat of future 
floods. Tills led to the appointment of tlic Dumodar Flood Enquiry 
('(unmittee under tlie able chairmanship of Maharajadhirai Bahadur of 
BunUan (‘uiisisting of eminent e.\perts. The (iovernment of India also 
appointed it Tei'iinical ( ommillee. To ohviulc the posHihilit\ of recurrence 
of -.ueh .lisasiers from a long-term asp(‘ct. the ( ommittee rer‘r»mmended the 
comstniction of storage dams in Cliota Nagpur and suggested tliut as a 
scheme for Hood control «»nly wouhl l>e costly and unremunerative, the 
jMjssihililv of imilti-purtKJse dcveh»pinent of the Damodar hasin, 
peieniual irrigation, generation of lj\dr<M-leetiicit> , navigation and Hood 
control shouhl he explored. Ah a result, the <|UeHth)ii r)f imihed deveh»pment 
of the Damodar Valiev engaged th<* attention of the (lovernment so that 
not onl.\ the mischief caused liy the vagaries oi the rivet could l)e preventwl 
l)Ut simullaiieoush it.s jfower (»f destruction cnuld nUo he transformed into 
one of cieation The Damodar V.ille> Pniject with multiple purposf'^ of 
flood control, power, irrigation and naMgation wliich w,is ^jevised after a 
serious consideration h.\ the (lovernmenl of India and tlie (iovernnients of 
West Bengal and Bihar, is at present under execution h> the Damodar 
Valley Corporation whirli was brought into existeiii’e under u special 
statute. 

It is evident from what I have .said that control of Hoods is the most 
impoHant of the objectives of this project. Any delay in the fulfilment 
of that objective is fraught with the grave risk ot ciitastrophes of the 
magnitude exi)erienced in the past and, (iod forhhl, if another serious Hood 
occurs Wfore the fliKsl control portion of the projt*ct is implemented, the 
Tnion 'Government and the State (jovemmeut of Vi est Btuigal will have to 
incur hug« expenses in their respective ipheren for immediate and temporary 
relief. Such expenditure would be avoidable in the gea«e tlpit it would not 
W m*ce«sary, hut for the delay in the execution of the flood control measureit. 
As far as we know, the work on the ground has so far been confined to 
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Konar and Tilaiya dams on the upper catchment of the Damodar river, but 
these would not ensure flood control. We feel it our duty to point out to 
the fiuihorities concerned with due deference that the people who suffered 
in the jiast from the Damodar floods have become restive and a promise that 
a good deal of benefit would accrue to them on the completion of the project 
as a whole lias no reassuring effect on them. 

It is far from our intention to disparage the works so far done by the 
Damodar Valley Corporation. We need only em|duisize that flood control 
measures cannot brook an\ delay. The Panchet Hill Dam is the only dam 
conceived on the Damralar river itself which is estimated to control roughly 
two-thirds f)f tin* vr>hjiiie of it.s flood water and combined w'ith the Maithon 
Dam is vital to attaining the objective of flood control. Work on these 
tw'o dams slioiild he undertaken and csmipieted with the utmost expedition 
before another floofl can overtake us. 

While suggesting this, I am fully conscious of the ne<‘d for the utmost 
economy in ih(‘ prt‘sent financial stringency of our Government. But 
(‘conom\ to he effective, must he planned on a long-term basis. It is not 
sound ecomuny to stop exjuuiditure f(»r tiie immediate present only to he 
foiced iti nnreinuneralive ami avoidable expenditure necessitated by the 
slieer force of idrcumstances. It is neither sound economy to ciirt.ul 
exjienditure on a jiroject on the planning of which huge sums have already 
been spent and for the inijibunentation of which the }>roper macliinerx ha.s 
been set into luung alremly. The shoving down r)f progiess of a scheme 
like tin* Damodar Valley Project which, we are promised, would u.shev in a 
new era of prosperit\ in the basin wiil jirove certainl\ wasteful in the long 
run. These considerations must weigh with out authorities and lastly it 
should he borne in mind that the primary object of controlling floral should 
he the first item in the programme of its implementation.

That ten iiiuuntls more is not only on the 
uvejHge crop but on the crop that you can raise when tliere is plenty of 
water in the country from rains, and if this ten additional maunds per acre 
is raised from 7 (K), 0 (H) acres of irrigated area under the scheme the deficit 
can be easily made up. So to delay the execution of a scheme like this 
is a criminal offence, an offence which oimnot be condoned by any oifiliied 
country in the world.

Sir, to my mind, Damodar Valley afiects the very life 
of West Bengal. It is no mere exaggeration. If you look at facts you 
will find that this I)ani(»dar V'alley Corporation deals in a way with one of 
the ke> prohlenis tliaf w'ill have to ])e .solved if we have to solve the problem 
of West Ueugul. Sir, when 1 su> this 1 have nian.\ things in mind. The 
House will pardfjii im* if 1 sa> that it is not pioper to look at the re^tdiilion 
of the Daincslur Valley (orporatioii in a iiiecenieal fashion. Sii, W'hat is 
the picture ot We.st Bengal today? I will take the House to a few years 
buck and 1 wouhl refer to conditions that Bengal, particularly We.st 
Bengal, was in since the days of War, Famine and I^artition. Sir, it is 
well known all over India, if not all over the world, tliat while during the 
war other provinces were in ji .s!ightl\ better condition b(*caiise of high 
fU'ice of cereal, West Bengal and Bengal as a whole had a different picture. 
There was in fact a devastating war; there was a denial policy; there was 
the <!evastating famine, and on top of this caime partition with all its 
resultant eousequeuces and all its tale of horror and suffering and privations. 

Sir, that is the picture of West Ifengal today. A relerenet' ha^ been 
made to the problem but, Sir, the problem to my mind is far bigger and 
far deeper. If we analyse the demograpliic changes of Wtsst Bengal even 
from 1901 W’e shall find that there ha.s been under pressure of events a 
distribution of population and there w'as a great trek from the villages to 
the tow’ns beeause the villages la‘eame iinliealth\, because people in the 
villages had no sufHcient means of livelilnHx}. Itecause people found condi- 
tions of living attractive in tow'ns. Even those who dnl not find sufficient 
employment in towns hud to migrate from villages because of new 
circumstances. Sir, 1 would like to give the House only one figure and 
that will prove that West Bengal has now beeome the most urlmnised 
province in tlie whole of India. The percentage of urban population in 
West Bengal was about Id per cent, in 1901; it came up to 27-48 in 1948. 
I am afraid it has gone beyond that level at the pre.sent moment. So. Sir, 
that is the picture and if this trek from village.s to town.s continues unabated, 
w'hat wdll be the result? The result will be tlmt cities will be over-congested, 
that villages will be, if not alreailN, de(‘a\eil. There will be shortage of 
agricultural labour on the one hand in tlie villages and there will be 
over-eongestion in the cities with ])ractirally no improvement of the living 
condition of tlie })eo]»le w’ho would rot there. That will be the position. 
West Bengal will be a hollow shell of decaying villages surrounded by a 
ring of cities witli all its difficulties and disadvantages and with no 
amenities. Sir, in the interest of West Bengal it is e.ssential that this 
should not lie allowed to contimie and if w^e have to do that, the only 
solution lies in resuscitating villages. 

8ir. reference has been made to the East Bengal refugee problem. Have 
w© taken note of the fact how people in West Bengal villages are growing 
destitute every day ? What is the result of this pressure of events on their 
economy? Sir. it is not only ^he question of East Bengal refugees. If we 
cannot revive the villages, it w*e cannot resuscitate the village economy, 
the result will be that in no time we shall be oonfronte<l with the problem 
of refugees even in West Bengal villages. So, Sir, from all points of view 
it has become urgently necessary to resuscitate the villages in such a way 
that people can find condition suitable to live there, peonle can find suffi- 
cient means of livelihood there. That can only be done by improving the 
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eoonoBuo condition in villages. But bow to improve the economic condition 
of villages P To my mind this Damodnr Valley Corporation i« the biggest 
•cbeme that has yet been undertaken in West Bengal for that purpose. 
We are trying to nave some improvement through small irrigation schemes 
tnd so on, but the House will realise, as everybody realises, that these 
are more or less in the nature of palliatives and cannot go to the root of the 
problem. So, Sir, if we have to tackle the problem at its root, we shall 
have to undertake and carry through in the shortest possible time a scheme 
of this magnitude. 

Sir, my friend Mr. Bhattacharyya has referred to a remark that was 
made by Mr. B. Das in the Indian' Parliament. It is perhaps not parlia- 
mentary practice to criticise or to refer to the proceedings of other Houses. 
I would, Sir, not therefore refer to or criticise the statement he made, but 
I would certainly record my prote.st against the remark he made, namelv, 
that the Damodar Valley Corporation is the greatest cancer in the ImkIv 
politic of India. If there is mismanagement in the Damodar > alley 
Conioration, remove it hy all means. But. Sir, if you say that the jk^heme 
itself is a cancer in the body politic of India, 1 think the House will agree 
with me ununiinouslv that we must enter our emphatic prt^test against that 
remark and we must point out to the (tovernment of India as also to the 
members of the Parliament that if Hukra Dam costing 1(M» rrores of ruptwa 
can be gone through and if f»thpr schemes like the Hirakud l>am are not to 
he cut di)\Mi tor want of finance, wdmt is there to prevent the speeily 
execution of the Damodar \ alley sohenieK 

Sir u (luestion has Ix^n raised that the problem of finance stands in 
the way of speedy and full execution of the Damodar Valley scheme. Sir, 
I have tried to analyse the prcddem but to m\ mind this problem of finance 
should not in auv wav stand in the way of sjieedy execution of the llamodar 
Valiev scheme. ‘Mv reasons are as follows; It is well known that India 18 
importing food worth manv million crore.s of rupees—und not always from 
soft curreu(‘V areas-iii order to meet the foml deficit of this country. In 
JJI4H-41) i;i() crores worth of food had to he impiirted from foreign countries. 
Sir, if this f(H>d import is not to continue it is essentiiil that we slmuld 
have large river valley ]»rojects in our country so (hat we may not spend our 
toreiifn exchange reserve on the import of food. So, Sir, if we can find 
funds for the import of food, if we have no difficulty in that I do 

not know what is there to prevent that fund from being diverted to the 
execution of this long-term river valley project so that expenditure on 
that acx*ount can be reduced in one or two years to come. 

Sir then again the exjierience of tlie Tennessee \ alley Authority 
shows ’that these river valley projects jiay for iheir cost, at leiwt 
Lbstantiallv, in no time. May I, Sir, refer the House to one of the 
reports received from the Tenness^ \ alley Anthontv. I am quoting an 
extract from Lilienthal’s book on Tennessee \alley Authority. There be 
says, as a result of the Tennessee V alley Authority there has been 
t^mendous increase not only of fmal pr^uction but of various other products 
irthat region and the value of those additional pn>ducU comas up to a very 
big amount. I would quote one or two ^ 

Tennessee Valiev Authonty Co-operative Admimatration programme 
began. In 1942 the annual report of the Ten^sae Valley Authonty 
stated, the number of milch cow mcrea^d from .343 to 743. In Virginia 
the re^rt is that food production doubW. and w on and w forth. So, 
Sir if we take into account the value of these additional yields, I have no 
doubt in mv mind that this is a sufficient guarantee even for an orthodox 
financier to think of it as a goo<l investment As a matter of fact, it ^ 
been thought to be an investment even by international atendarda. Had it 
lot been so, the World Bank would not have advanced money on thu 
account. Now. Sir, the crux of the problem that faoea m today and that 
haa been pointed out specificaUy in the reaolution la whether we are going 
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to punh certain dame which are so rital for the flood control operationa. 
Sir, you are aware, that when the Committee presided over by the Maharaja- 
dhiraj of Burdwan etarted its work, after scrutiny of the various reports 
on the Damodar problem it came to the conclusion that the problem of 
Diimodar cannot be solved unless it is tackled on a multi-purjjose basis, 
That Committee recommended that as the floods in Damodar are caused by 
st<irms in the Bay of Benj^al, it should be possible to get clear warnings in 
anticipation of any heavy storm. Therefore, the Tennessee Valley Authority 
model should be adopted and it should be converted into a multi- 
purpose scheme. The primary purpose fc^r which this multi-purpose scheme 
was drawn up was flood control, irrigation and power. When, Sir, the 
original estimate was drawn up by Mr. Vourduiu it was estimated thus : 
flood control was expected to cost Ks. 14 crores, irrigation was expected to 
cost Ks. Id crores, and power 28 crores of rupees. The arrangement 
arrived at between the Central Oovernment, Government of Bihar and the 
Government of West Bengal was as follows : in the matter of power out of 
Ks. 28 crores recjuired for the purpose West Bengal was to contribute 
crores, Bihar was to contribute 938 crores and India 9 33 crores. About 
Irrigation West Bengal was to contribute 11 7 crores, Bihar 1 3 crores and 
India Government nothing. About flood continl measures West Bengal 
was to contribute Ks. 7 crores, Bihar nothing and India Ks. 7 crore.s. So, 
Sir. ue sliull find that out of a total cost of Ks. Of") crores India Government 
was to contribute J()‘3 crores, Bihar Government was to contribute 10 03 
crores and the West Bengal Government 2803 orores. The heaviest 
burden fell on the Government of West Bengal, and the burden of financing 
flood control measures fell very heavily particularly on Wc.st Beiigal. But 
the West Bengal Government agreed to all these proposals and accepted 
the arrungeinents that were drawn up between tlie three Governments. Now, 
Sir, on this basis a scheme was <lrawn up and preliminaries were being 
examined. If, Sir, there is imw a proposal to cut down Ho(h 1 control 
measures, that would not onlv be a grievous wrong done to West Bengal, 
but, if 1 may say so, that would be almost a breach of faith with We.st 
Bengal, because West Bengal has agreed to accept the buiden of AchmI 
control measures. If the proposal is coiitined only to power or even to 
irrigation and if it is not for flood control, the result will Ive We.st Bengal 
will he deprived of im»st of the benefits that this scheme is likely to produce. 
J do not say that it will not get any of the benefits, but, Sir, the primary 
object with whi(*h the scheme was started will not be served. Therefore, 
Sir. when we hear that perhaps financial considerations will compel the 
authorities to slow down the scheme and that would perhaps affect the 
construction of the dams at Maithou ami other places. 1 must confess ihat 
we feel sad. Sir, I may also t>oint out that of al! the dams the Panchet dam 
is the only dam on the Damodar river it.self. The irrigation experts will 
perhaps be able to tell us that the river Damodar carries liie largest volume 
of water; other rivers, for instance, Barukar and l\sri, carry a lesser volume 
of water than the river Damodar, So, Sir, if the Panchet dam is left out 
and it is not constructed at the present moment, I am doubtful if the large 
volume of water carried by Damodar and uncontrolled by any dam would 
not defeat the very purpose of the scheme. That, after all, i.s a matter for 
technical experts to decide, but even if the technical experts decide that it 
will be possiole to control floo<l without constructing the dam in the Damodar 
river itself, what we os lavmen should insist utnin is that there must be 
some arraugemeut for flood control which will lead to the lienefit of the 
people of West Bengal. These are the vital issues for West BengJil and 
we cannot look at it with eijimnimity if there i.s a proposal for slowing 
down the programme or cutting down the work. I hope the Government 
of India will realise, the province of Bihar will realise, as also other 
provinces will realise that it is dangerous in the present context of things 
to cot down or slow down the work in this manner. Sir, it has lieen 
feooguised by authorities at Delhi that Bengal's problems are India's 
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probkifti and if Bengal’s problems are to be tackled satisfaotonlT» ve biTO 
to go down to the root of tbe matter and must at least start work which in 
two or three or four years’ time will materialise, so that the living 
conditions in West Bengui may be improved. If we cannot do that, with 
the huge refugee problem and various other problems confronting this 
Border Province, we shall have to face such tremendous difficulties that it 
will be difficult to keep th^ situation under control. So. Sir, we most 
tackle the problem immediately before us and adopt measures that ore 
likely to solve the problem to a certain extent. We must at the same time 
make a foundation for the i)ermauent improvement of the countiys so that 
after independence the hopes aroused in the minds of the people may be 
fulfilled, il not this year or in the next year, at least within some measurable 
future date and the people can feel that their upliftment is sure to come and 
they will not have to live on an extremely and inconceivably low standard of 
living and suffer the inconveniences that they are suffering at the present 
moment.

submission. It was circulatetl day before ye 8 terdny-“at least we got it 
yesterday and the Chief Minister or the Home Minister who is refusing 
consent must have got it yesterday and therefore, he should have told us 
that the consent was refused. At this time when the time for discussing 
the resolution has come, 1 am surprised to hear that the consent has been 
refused. This vshould have been done long ago. It should not have twn 
on the agenda here. When this item is going to be discussed, to say that 
consent has been refused is not fair to the House and certainly not to me. 
Therefore, Sir, I would like to have your permissiou to move this and the 
consent shouhl l)e taken for granted. If he sleeps and is absent fpm »he 
House, it i.H not our fault. He should have (old us why he is objecting. It 
is a very important matter on which the fate not only of Bengal but of the 
whole India depends. We are suggesting certain things which will pucifjr 
the i)eople, whicli will ease the situation. What the present Ministry is 
doing is worse than Hitlerism. They are not capable of facing even one- 
man opposition ami it was not opposition at all -it was a suggestion. After 
all. big men like Pandit .Tawahurlal Nehru and others are unable to find any 
solution and I did not claim tliut J have found a solution. It was only a 
short-term j>rogramme that was given ami which was ludng workeii out ill 
the Peace ( ummittee and also by Pandit Jawaharlui Nehru and Dr. Iloy 
himself. Therefore, I do mit stn* any I'eason why this should not be 
discussiMl in this House. The provishm.s or .suggestions that 1 have made

and the Chief Minister in refusing his consent has shown that it ia not e 
secular State.

Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou cannot discuss that. The only question that you 
can discuss is the point of order. If you have got any submission to make 
on the point (»f order, >ou cun do so. But in making your submission, \ou 
cannot discuss the resolution. 

8]. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I am not discussing the resolution. 
What I want to say is that the way in which consent has been refused is 
absolutely out of order, and it is dictatorial. There is a provision that 
consent ha.s to be taken. If consent was to be refused, it ought to bave 
been refuswl yesterday or day before yesterday, and the Minister concerned 
shouhl have been consulteil. Today the resolution is in the agenda, and the 
resolution was before us yesterday and we have come prepare. If consent 
had lieen refused earlier, all our trouble could have been minimiised or 
avoided. The absence of the Chief Minister ttKiay i.s the most irritating part 
of the whole thing. Wliy should consent be refused? The f'hief Minister 
owea an explanation at least to this House. I^et the resolution be postponed. 
Let us hear the Cliief Minister as to why consent has been refused, and then 
it can finally be dealt with— not today because the Chief Minister, who is 
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the only man who can ffiTe some explanation or reason ae to why consent 
has been refused » is not nere^ and it is discourteous both to you, Sir, and to 
the House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: So far as this resolution is concerned, I am bound by 
the rules which require 21 days’ notice. The rule provides that if a resolu- 
tion has to be moved with shorter notice, consent of the Minister-in-charge 
must be obtained. That consent not having befn obtained, 1 am unalde 
to go on with this resolution or permit the member concerned to move this 
resolution. 

ij. SIBNATH BANERdEE: I am not claiming that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I should tell you this that this resolution does not 
lapse. If there be any more non-official day for resolutions while the 
Assembly is sitting, and if by that time 21 days expire, the resolution will 
still be before the House. 

8J. IIBNATH BANERJEEs Sir, I am not making any further sub- 
mission about 21 days’ notice, I know that. We were never told that we 
would get a non-official day. The day when we were told that we would 
get a non-official day — immediately we knew that we would get a non- 
official day 1 submitted this resolution. Before that we did not know that 
we had any chance of non-official resolutions being considered by this 
House. Immediately we knew that there was a non-official day, I gave 
notice of this resolution. I would suggest that the taking up of this 
resolution l>e postponed for the next day, so that it may be taken up on 
that day, and at least the objection of the Chief Minister be heard. That is 
nil that I am asking for. 

Mr. SPEAKER. I have already told you that this resolution dotis not 
lapse. If there be another non-official day for discussing resolutions, and 
if by that time the time expires or if by that time the Minister gives lii.s 
consent, then it can be discussed. Otherwise, it cannot be discussed. 

So far as the question of sending resolutions is concerned, a member is 
entitlinl to send resolutions at the commencement of the session or 1 believe 
even before the commencement of the session, and one has to be alert in 
tnese matters, so that the time may not lapse. Unfortunately, that has 
not been the case with regard to this matter, and in view of the fact that 
the necessary consent has not been obtained, whatever may be the reason 
for it, I am unable to go on with this resolution any more. As there is no 
other business of the House, the House stands adjourned 

* Sj. 8IBNATH BANERdEE: Spe ;iker is all-powerful. Is there no 
provision to override the Chief Minister’s objection? 

Mr. SPEAKER: No. I have considered the matter ver>’ carefully. 

•J. SIBNATH BANERJEE: We have got your superior consent. When 
we have got your consent then consent of the lesser fries need not be taken. 

Mr. SPEAKER: There is no discretion to be left in me under rule 76. 
Therefore I cannot curtail tlie time. The Minister concerned has got to 
give a reply on this matter which is of such great importance. I do not 
want to probe into the reason or want of reason. You can understand very 
well the importance of the subject and the necessity of the Ministers getting 
ready for giving a proper answej,

BUDGET FOR 1SS<MS1 
DEMANDS FOR CRANTS. 

3S-Medioal. 

The HOfl’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to move that a sum of 
Ks. 3,01,67,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “38 — Medical.” 

Sir, there has been a certain number of cut motions put in to this demand 
some of which raise a general issue un«l others refer to particular institutions 
under the department. Sir, there is one issue which has been raised which 
iays that the department has no plan. Well, 1 join issue with that issue. 
Because if anybody has followed the planning that was laid down by the 
Bhore Committee in 1044-4o which the Government of India accepted and 
all the Provincial Governments also accepted in theory, you would see that 
there is a complete planning of providing medical relief and ensuring public 
health measures for the States us well as for the whole of India. It is true 
that the planning whicli was made in I34o, has not been given effect to in 
many places because of various circumstances which are in the knowledge 
of members of the Assembly. Things have happened — iwlitical oonsidera* 
tioiis, money question, economic conditions, depression in trade and so on — 
and have prevented the implementation of the finding of that Committee. 

Now, Sir, w'hat was the general finding of that Committee? It waa 
found in 1944-45 during our euquiyy that the total expenditure on medical 
relief and public health measures in the whole of India amounted to some- 
thing like seven anmis prt enpita per year and as 1 expiained last year to 
^ members of the Assembly the correspondinjr fibres for United States 
of Amerioa and United Kinf^om are S8 and 5o. 1 do not desire to draw 
comparisons between one country and another because various constderalkMi 
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mn there which make one cwuntrj different from another. There k no 
doubt abo tiiat in India we haTe not got that amount of cooperation Gom 
tiM public with regard to ensuing public health meaaurea aa we find in 
Western countries. That also is part of the reason why public health 
measures have not been so satisfimtory in tins country as it would have 
been otherwise. Even if we spend the money that they spend in England 
and America, it might ^ that it would not be possible for us to bring about 
the same result in this country because of the lack of appreciation on the 
part of the public of the usefulness of the measures or of the amount of 
nealthy and willing co-o{)eration that one would expect if such meaauiea 
are to be carried out into effect. But there is another plan which waa 
recogniMHl early in our discussion and that was tins that while the money 
that would be required to even give a semblance to the oompleiion of the 
plan would l)e so nmcii that tlu* countr\- might not be able to get it and 
provide it soou. the question of jiersonnel was a very important matter. It 
is no use your trying to have a public health centre or a oiiuioal centra 
unless you have proper t}q>e of men trained for the purpose — a training 
which even in Western countries totlay seem not to he complete yet. And 
yet if you look at the figures which 1 have quotwl — thrf*e crores — and if vou 
think that the total population in West Bengal (t)day is 2*5 crores, tkett 
you can easily calculate that the demand that is being miule ioduv amounts 
to about Ks. 1-141 per nipitu per year for expenditure on medical relief 
alone and if yon add to it Us. To.tHl.IMKl under deitiaml for public health 
about which 1 shall speak presently, then >ou cun easily see that tlia total 
amount of ex]>enditure on medieul relief and miblic health measures 4ia a 
joint ])icture is that tlie amount has gone up by neurlv three times, And 
if you add tf) thes<‘ figures the uinouiits given by otlier organisations of 
which some are private and some belong to statutory hcHlies and industrial 
concerns and rail wax s, xou will find that the uctual amount that is now 
being spent on medical relief aiul public health measures prr rapiia pCt 
xear would be mu('h more than seven annas which was the figure we ttilh 
covered in 1444. And yet we are not satisfied. Although we have increased 
the provision tor medical relief during the lu.st two years we still feel that 
we have not yet touched the fringe of the problem because here in this 
province the total mortality, if it is analysed, will bo found to ho too high 
because about fifty rn-r cent, of our deaths is due to prevcntihle dUeaseSf 
ami 1 for one woulu be very disHutisfied ami remain so until we are able 
to contnd the large mortality due to disettses whicli are considered to ba 
preventible. The main diseases from which such deaths take place are 
malaria, dysentery and bowel disonlers, particularly amongst children 
between the ages of one and five. Therefore the problem of giving mediosi 
relief and taking public health measures is one and indivisible. That is 
the se<x)nd finding of the Bhore Committee that we have to reorient our 
ideas with n*gard to medical relief. In a country like India where poverty 
reigns supreme prevention of diseases is of very much more important value 
than relief, and the que.stion is how to ensure both, ami there the Bhora 
Committee decided — ami we are following their plun—that every doctor who 
is placed in charge of u health unit will he not only the doctor ^ curing 
diseases but also the doctor who will lie able to perform his share ofafii^fing 
public health and sanitary measures, chihbwelfure measures, maternity 
measures and .so on. For this purpose the Bhore Committee suggested iliat 
the country should be divided into different units and a rural unit will have 
a population of something like 75.0(Hb The reason given was that if you 
take an ordinary average district in West Bengal or in any other port of 
India, 7-’).0(10 fieople live within an area of about U to 2 mdes forming a 
dafiffite centre. Therefore you have to rixjast your public health organiaa^ 
tion in such a manner that from one centre the medical officer can go to all 
parts of that particular unit. The total numl>er of medical practitioner 
suggested by the Bhore Committee was 12 for 75,000 people. We have not 
even one-tenth of that number amongst our medial practitioners. Of 
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course, that i« by the way. Therefore the next point waa that each rural 
centre will iiave to be controlled or supervised lor its work by a bigger 
centre which we might call for our purprjses the subdivisional centre which 
will control hve or six of such centres. Each subdivisional centre will have 
a college, according to Bhore Committee, for a certain number of students 
but if that was not possible, then the college would be situated in the dis- 
trict headquarters. But we should certainly have a hospital of six hundred 
beds in the subdivision so that the doctors attached to subdivisional head- 
quarters will have an opportunity of supervising and advising the rural 
health officers. This point should he emphasised with all the pow'er that one 
possesses, for this reason that the main difficulty of the rural practitioner 
is that although he is a capable fellow, he has got to do various types of 
work in rural areas, namely, maternity work, surgical work and medical 
work and you cannot expt»ct u man to be an expert in ail these different lines, 
esi)ecia]ly as scientific developments in each of these spheres have gone so 
far ahead that the average practitioner has not been able to keep pace with 
them. Therefore if you want the village practitioner to control and be 
useful in the mutter of medical relief and public health measures, then at 
the subdivisional centre there should he a certain number of people who 
wmuld go, if necessary, to u ])articular village to advise and help the 
indivi<iual and bring the j)atieiit to the subdivisional headtjuarters if the 
patient be such that lie reimires further and more expert treatment. As 
in the case of relationship lietwH'ii the subdivisional centre and tlie rural 
centre, it was also visualised that there should he in the district head- 
quarters a ctdlege which wouhl have u thousuud students with a hospital 
of 2,(X)() beds and it was exiHH’ted that the men who w’ere trained and who 
were teachers in the central college and hospital of the district will be able 
not merely to advise the men of the subdivisional eentn's but also on 
CKJoasions be asked to go and give help to the village jiractitioner and lielp 
the patient in the village ami take the patient over to the district head- 
quarters if that was considered necessary. 

Sir, that gives you a complete picture oi what was visualised. The 
plan, as I said, was that there is not merely an arrangement for giving 
medical help to the smallest in the villages without charge but also tln*rp 
is the central institution in the district head(|uarters which would send its 
own public health staff to see whether the public health staff in the rural 
centre and in the subdivisional centre are working in a j>roper manner. 
That, again, goes on in a s>stematio way. When we want to put this plan 
into practice, the ilitticulty is that w’e are not writing on a idean slate. 
We hav'e, for instance --as 1 have said in the opening part — a large numlH^r of 
hospitals or clinics or dispensaries opened by different individuals 

g enerousl^V. Some of them are private imlividuaLs‘ some are under the 
^gistration Societies A< ^ some are opened by the Railways, some are 
opened by the industrialists, some are opened, let us say. by the Asansol 
Mines Board of Health or similar organisations, some are opened by the 
local bodies like the district board, etc., although most of them have now 
come over under tlie Provincial (iovernment. Therefore, we have got a 
variety of people who have taken great share in the past in providing 
medical rtdief and they natarally feel ilisinclined to give up their powers 
and such autiiority us they possess to any governmental organisation with- 
out some amount of trouble. This is one of tlie difficulties which I mention- 
ed m renly to the cut motion of my friend Mr. Mudassir Hossain as to why 
the lo<al fund dispensaries have not be<m taken over— that they have got 
some amour-projrre io serve— ond it is difficult except with patience to win 
them over to our side. At the pre 4 jent moment, in and around Calcutta 
there are several big State Hospitals and in tlie different parts of the 
twwince we have taken over 32 hospitals from the different local bodies. 
These 89 hospitals are run by the Government. Besides that we have got 
^ I Mospitals and 1< h.H.E. Hospitals. \ou ought to know exactly 

what these are and where they ore. The F.R.E. Hospitala are those 
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whiok were started during the famine year. These are famine relief 
organiaa lions and their money used to be paid out of tlie Famine Fund. 
Wnf they should hare a separate nomenclature I do not know eicoept to 
say that they thought at that time that the Famine Fund had some monev 
and instead of calling them all A. G. Hospitals, they called them F.R.1L 
Hospitals so that the Finance Department would not object. But what 
relation famine has with nwdioal relief I do not know, but possibly th«re is 
psychological relation between the two. Now, there are, as I said, 148 
A." G. Hospitals — hospitals which were started during the war and manv 
of them have done very useful service. There are three difficulties with 
regard to these institutions and 1 say this because many of my friends have 
asked me questions from time to time and also they are exercised in their 
minds with regard to them. What has happened is that muKy of these 
hospitals were built with such materials that they are now found to be 
crumbling down and the buildings have to be renovated. Now', the situation 
or the site of the hospitals were chosen at that period without reference to 
any plan sucli ah I have suggest wl just now that the centre should be at a 
place from where the doctor can go to a certain area of^ W'hich he will be 
placed in complete clinrp* and who w'ill he a wjiole-tiine officer of the Govern- 
ment to .serve the people both from the public health point of view and the 
medical p(dnt of view. Therefore, A. (i. llospitaU do not alw'ays tit in with 
the hclieme hUcU as we visualise. 

My second point is that the A. G. Hospitals are manned by people who 
are imt trained tor public health work. They were selected for the purpose 
ot giving medical relict. As I (old you, it is no use >(nir divorcing mwlioal 
reliei trom public heallli. At the present moment the scientific opinion all 
over tl»e world has (ome to this conclusion that you cannot separate the 
two — true, one is called preventive medicine and tlie other is cuIIimI curative 
medicims but tliey uie both medicines. In our curriculum of studies for 
the medical students, w'e are now pr.ictically giving effect lii that decision 
that preventive meiliciiu* should be an integral part of curative medicine. 
It IS not merely a ca.se of a man having a trouble iii the lung which we coll 
pneumonia and you jirescribe a meilicine. Giie has got to find out why in 
it that a jiarticnlar |M’rson has got pneumonia while his friends have not got 
jineiinioma What relation lias tins man got to his economic condition, 
the environment in wliich he is working, the particular trade that he follow* 
and why is it tliat one man gets it and not another, (uie lung is affected and 
not another. The.se are tin* prrddems with wliich we an* faced ami we are 
trying tlirough our institutions f(» teach our stmlents. I confess as an old 
teacher in medicine that as a student I <lid m^t realise the ndationship 
between tlie comnuiiiity and diM'ase until recentlv. Therefore, it is no 
wonder that our students who paH.,ecl out in the past did not also realise the 
relationship between tlie preventive medicines and curative medicines. 

The tiiird difficulty about the A. G. Hospitals is tliiit in most of ihe»e 
hospitals tliere is no outdoor clinic. The outdoor clinic is an important 
addition to the hosjutal unit because a large iiuiiiIkt of people come, 
particularly' during the rnalaniil season, who <U) not deserve to be admitted 
into the ho.spital hut whose treatment in the outdoor should be quite 
gatisfacton’. Therefore, these hospitals will have to be recast from that 
point of view. 

The fourth difficulty is that on taking statistics we found that the total 
numlier of l»e<ls occupie<i during the year have not gone even above 18 per 
cent, or 2o per cent, so that 7o i»er cent, of the beds are Iving idle for some 
reason or other. Therefore, we have got to recast the wfiole thing and we 
have, therefore, started building up our new clinics and today of the 148 
units that are available this year, we want to convert them into health 
centres in the case of 51 centres and in the year 1950-51, we shall convert 
91 centres, leaving a certain number yet to function until we are able to 
put our health units in the manner in which we desire them to be. The 
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Wiralt will be that while the abolition of these centres, say this year, will 
mean withdrawing of 1,650 potential beds — not all of them occupied — ^we 
will put in 1 ,734 beds in the units which we want to do in 1949-50. We will 
be ame to put in 90 beds this year before the Olst March and Tery likely 
by June we shall be able to put in another 34. Next year we shall be able to 
put in 83 such units with 1,394 beds. The result will be tliat the total 
nmnW of beds provided will be al)out 3,000 and the total number of beds 
which will be taken off will be about the same number or probably less. 

With regard to F.B.E. Hospitals, as I have already mentioned, they 
are practic^y of not much value to the community. 

The nexyj)oint that I want to put before the House is that having got 
that plan it^as difficult for us to put it into execution quickly for two 
reasons. One was that it was not possible for us to assess at the beginning 
of the year 1949-50 exactly what the development ^ant would be that we 
would get from the Centre. This proposition of increasing our Medical 
Belief expenses to Rs. 3 crores and Public Health expenses to Ra. 75 lakhs 
or so we were encouraged to accept, because we have been given develop- 
ment grant from the Centre for 1948-49 and 1949-50. The difficulty has 
come in, while we made a programme of putting in 150 health units in 
1949-50, we w’ere informed about October, 1949, that the total development 
grunt wliicli they promised w'ould he reduced by 30 to 35 per cent, and 
next year w'e shall not get any development grant. And yet having started 
this scheme, wc could not drop it midway. Tiierefore tlie whole of the 
burden of completing the scheme, although the scheme would not be as 
extensive tus we expected it to be, was completed out of the fund from our 
revenue account, and yet we feel that it is such an essential project that 
it is necessary that we should pursiw' it and we loaded even the revenue 
account with this large exi>enditure. If you look at the figures tor 1948-49 
and 1949-50, you will find that the amount w'hich was spent out of the 
ordinary revenue on Public Health and Medical Relief this year and next 
year, i.e., 1950-51 will be increase<l by 30 to 35 per cent. Thus we have 
loaded the revenue account with 30 to 35 per cent, increase which we u.sed 
to pay out of the development grant wliich we received from the (iovernment 
of India. 

There is one other point that. I want to make. You will recall that this 
House a few days ago passed a Rill with regard to the Asansol Board of 
Health in wdiich there was a provision that lul persons living in that area 
should be the care of the Asansol Board of Health. What they used to do 
was— and in many places they <lo it even now’ — a person l>elonging to a 
articular industry, he only is looked after by the institution started by that 
particular industry or concern. A railway hospital would only take a rail- 
w’ay man, and vet the gentlemen or people responsible forgot that the rail- 
way man may have his family. Sometimes their own dependents or wives 
are also treated. But they may have brothers; they may have other dei)end- 
ents, and if they come into the area with malaria they are bound to 
comniunk'ute tlie malaria unless they are treated. Therefore it was one of 
the fundamental principles that we' followed in the Bhore Committee dis- 
cussion that a certain an’a should be the care of a certain institution, 
whether it belongs to the railway, or to an industry or to u private concern 
or to a Government concern and so on. There sheuld be no overlapping. 
Neither have w'e got the money nor have we the personnel to have this over- 
lapping. The reason why we brought this Bill was that we decided that the 
area covered by the Asansol Bonra^of Health should take care not only of 
coal mine employes but also of those who contribute to the welfare of the 
employees by having a market and so on, who live in that area and whose 
diseases may affect the people who live and work in the cool mine area. 
Therefore it was esaential that we should have this new idea carried out. 

As I said just now, one of the difficulties of a local orgaiueatio]i is this : e 
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man baa started a hospital or a small outdoor disj^nsary* He is not TOiy 
keen im giving it up, because he likes that his father’s name or his gran^ 
father’s name should be perpetuated. Therefore he is not anxious to give 
it up. If we tell him that a village wliich is, say, three miles from that area 
and which is iiioiv central for u group of villages should be the health 
centre and he should give up his disfiensary, he does not agree. In many 
cases we have allowed such people to continue their dis})ensuries, and we 
have started on our own, lait it you look to the muioiuy of the |)eople as a 
whole it is important that there vshouhl not be tliis overlapping and dupHca* 
tion of w’ork in certain areas. That is so far as the general policy of the 
departinent is concerned. 

If you look at the development programme which has l)eeu circulated 
you will find, Sii, that the )>aitieular measure.s on which empiiasis has been 
laid by the Medii al lt(‘liet Dep.ulmeat - tor instance, the item on which 
emphasis has been laid aii' imrcase in the number of rural dispensaries, 
establishment ot jmblic health iiuitN, maintenance of auxiliary lioverniuent 
hospitals, A. (i. ho>]iitaU (I ha\e .ilieady dealt with them), rehabilitation 
or improvement oi existing hospitals. \Ve spioit Rs. bust your; 

next year \\t‘ juupo^e to spend lbs. Id lakhs. We have found that many 
of the institutions ha\e hi-en doing vtTv useful work. During the war 
period they had gone into disii'jmte. laa-ause the buildings have not beou 
rejiaired and improNemimts ha\e not been po.s.sible. Theielore vve want U) 
rehabilitate iii.iiiy id them as l.ir as po.ssihle. 'riien there is tiie i|UeHtion 
of ('stahlishnieiil of a temporal^ Medie.il t'ollege in the Lake Area for a 
tempoiai'N out* ihoiisand-hed hospital. As it appears in this budget, it 
is only a thing in w Inch we act as the agent of the (iovernmimt of India. 
The (iovei nineut ot India dt'cided in 1!M7 to take over the barraeks in the 
Lake Area tor the jonpose ot eonverting it into a college for training the 
licentiates who were then in the war or are still in military serviee for getting 
the M.IL d(‘gree, and necessary relaxation was made in the rules by the 
Indian Medical (’ouneil as well as h\ the ITiiversities, so that these boy« 
can get (raining there. With regard to one thousand beds ot the hospital, 

1 think there are now about d to b hundred beds. The whole expenditure is 
jiaid for by the (Government of India. 

Then we have an Infectious I)isea.s<*s Hospital, and we have nrovided for 
that. W e* have provided Hs. il laklis; we have colb'cted miitenal.s, and next 
year w*e will have Hs, d lakhs. We could liave gom* on i[ui<*ker only if we 
had the money. As I told you just now', since* the* grant of the (loveru- 
ment of India has eease*d, it is not possible* to go fa.ste*!-. TlM*rt‘fore w'e have 
provieleel only a small amount for Inis juirpo.He*. 

There* is one* item in which J have taken a gn'ut ele.il of interest, uuel 
I am trying to push it, namely, the e|Ue*stion of creation ot an ainbnlanc^e 
serviee. At the present moment we havte a certain nuiiiber of amhuhin(*e 
units both in the* towns wliich were mainly run by private uge*ncn*s us 
well as in village ureas. Of course you cun easily understand, Sir, that 
having no pro|»er roads it is not possilde for ambulune.'e units to move fast 
from one centre to another. Meist of them have to do work in certain 
centres within a certain area, and many e>f them are only called upon t^) 
do work in case e»f festivals, mrlui and so em and so forth. Then we have 
a new scheme for the control of venereal diseases for which provision has 
been made. 

As regards treatment of tuberculosis, we have provided Rs, 20 lakhs 
this year. As you know\ we have one hospital at Kanchrapara which has 
got about 420 ImhIs there; now it in going to be of oOO Wls. We are 
^ing to open probably next month another hospital of 200 lK*ds at Digiin 
in Midnapore aisirict which has Wn taken over, and money has Is^n 
spent out of the fund which was given by Mungirain Bungor some yenrs 
ago, which was lying idle and at last they have agreed and we have 
16 
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iuoeeetled in rigging this up for the purpose of a tuberculosis hospital and 
you know, besides these two hospitals run entirely by Govemment, there 
U the dudavpiu Tul>erculasis Hosnital, and an annexe in Kurseong. The 
Jadavpur HoHjdtal has got 1380 Wds or ho and Kurseong has got 51 and I 
think it is going to be increased to 75 this year. Besides that there are 
u nunjher of beds in different hospitals for persons who come for other 
diHras<is and tliea are found to have till>erculosis and therefore they have 
to he provided for. Belgaehia for instance ha.*# got 48 beds, the Medical 
College 50 beds or so and tlio district hospitals have got also a tew beds. 
But while* these beds in general hospitals do take in tuberculosis patients 
the treatment in the scientific wa> is only done in certain institutions 
which are rigged up for the purpose. \Ve have also one scheme which 
we have taken up- raflHU' I sliould say two schemes—aud the one is to 
convert the (’ainphell Medical Schru)! into a Medical College and we have 
provided Us. 5,10,001) for the next ^ear. A.s \ou are awaic, the policy of the 
uovernineiit has been since 1047 or 1040 I think that the medical schools 
in Bengal should he eonverted into colleges. All over India the schools 
have Immmi converted into colleges and we were the last to do so. At the 
present Fiioinent we have three schools under the (foverninent. One 
IS at .lalpaignri, one is at Burdwan and the tliinl is tin* Oampbell. There 
is another one at Baiikura which is not a Ooveniinent institution hut the 
Ooverninent gives aid to tliis institution. Now it was d(*cided, as J liave 
said, that the (’amplndl Medical School should Im- converted into a college. 
The (juestioii was whelht‘r we (;un also convert the Burdwan Seho(d into 
a e(d!egt‘ and also the Jalpaiguri Sidiool into a eolh‘ge. It wa.> a very 
dilheult problem to solve lieeaiise for getting an oidinarv lio.spital of the 
modern type witlj say 500 beds ami arrangements for sav 501) or OOO stmleut.s 
tlie eai)ital cost would be 15 to 1(1 lakhs and tin* lei uning cost is ^.ometliing 
like 8 lo 10 lakhs. So we have to think v(*r\ st‘nonsl\ about converting

But in 
view ot the (|Uantit\ needed the (piality had to be to a certain extent kepi 
back. But what they have done is the\ have inrreas«*il the number of 
teachers in these schools aiul different teachers teach stinlents morniug and 
evening. Along with that there is'4he other difficulty. W'e found that 
while the aumher of doctors U rejsjH'etuhle, the number of nurnen 
and the puhlie health workers in India are ahsolutely at a minimum, 
you cannot think of it I I think the totu] niimlK*r of nurses in the whale 
If' (5, (too when you iwn^d 500,000 and the total number of social 
jpubhc health workers is not even 200 when you need 200,000. The second 
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difficulty which they felt was that they did not have properly trained 
phannainets and assistants. Ordinarily the compounder who oompoiiAdyi 
imga iu a hospital or in a private dispeusarv htis practically no definite traiit*> 
ing which you can call pharmacist. He has no knowledge of chemistry. 
He has hardly any knowledge of the action and reaction of drugs except 
what he sees in the practical proposition. S(» far they used to get (» to 9 
months’ training in a hospital and just a sort of cxnminatidn hut tue Govern- 
ment of West Bengal consider that it wa>uld be ueccs.sary to establish two 
institutions in Bengal wliicli will train the-ic teclmiciaJis or workers 
because we felt that a good com pounder in a village would be a good 
adjunct, a good assistant of a «loctor. The doctor may see the patient 
and prescribe quiuine but the ne\t day a gooil assistant iimy be able to give 
the injection of quinine or even continue tht‘ [uescripliou without inking 
the time of the doctor hiinselt. Therefore we have converted the .lalpaigun 
institution into a training centre tor pharmacists and the Burdwan institution 
into a training centre for nurse*.. Last \ear there were 8tt nurses under 
training and this year we want to have ioO. I want to tell you ugaiu— 
because people think about it in a vei\ .sujx'rficial manner that, ordinarily, 
both a compounder ami a nnr.se are snpp(^^ed to be umler training in an 
instit^ution but tlie institution u‘<uall\ use their strength for the purpose 
of benefiting the institution, not for fie* j)urpos<* ol training (he individual. 
Suppose there were ol) persfuis in an institution to undmgfi training as nurse, 
each one, he or she, will gel S houis‘ du)\ in ‘..^l hours.

I undeistaml. there 
are three Ayurvedic Colleges m Calcutta whiidi are doing fairly good work 
and we have given them some money. This year we want to get them 
regularised in a certain .sense so that their anl may be more (u* less perpidua! 
and recurring according to the standard which they thenjs<dves lay down 
for the carrying on of fhes<* institutions. 

Then there is a IVnta! Medical College which w’us so successfullv run 
by Dr. Ahmed, and the time came when it was felt that the matter should lie 
taken up by flic Goveniment because the only good institution, a fairly 
efficient institution in Deiitisfr\ that I have hihui is that which is locate<i 
in Lahore, and after the parntion that inutitutiun was not available U) our 
students. Therefore we (lechled to lake over the Dental College. We 
.have taken a lease of the building in which the Dental College is situ»L*d. 
AVe have put in *3 lakhs of rupees in the budget of the next year in orikf 
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to be able to make it a really good institution. I can tell yon that the 
Pm»ident of the Royal College of Dentistry in England came here the other 
day and told me having seen the nucleus of the institution that he felt that 
the Government should come forward to aid and develop the institution 
which the Government is prepared and going to do. 

Then there is one other point that 1 have got to mention, and that is the 
oueHiion of the pay of tlie staff. Last year l*came to discuss this matter 
with Mr. Debcn Sen hecaune 1 found that many of the workers in different 
institutions were almost p<*rpetually going on strike. A hospital is 
different from all other institutions in the sense that if the hospital workers 
go on strike, they juii in trouhle not onl> the authorities of the institution 
hut they also put in trouhle a large number of patientn who have no concern 
with tlie disputi* lad ween the autlmnties and tlie workers. 

Now the n(‘\t ]»oint is that most of the>e iiiNtitutioiis have to depeml 
eithei iifxm eontnhutions from the jmhlie in the inrm ot capital grant or 
in the lorm of payment fnr IhmIs. and many oi these iiistitutioiis get a very 
large sum from the Govenmient. Therefore any increase in the salary of 
the st.iff, deserving as they are, would mean a larger contrihution from the 
Goverrirruuit ; and eventiiallv we came to the conclusion — tliere are several 
items oi anarigetnenls and one of wliich was— that no person Udonging to 
u hospital either in ('aicutta or in the molus.sil should get less than Its. 50 
overall including allowances, tde. 1 asked all the institutions wlietiier they 
W'ould he aide to spend filly ru|M‘es every month and il the> eould not, what 
was the amount of contrilmtion tliat th(‘ Government would have to j>ay. 
We have receiviul a very large demand which would lie running to lakhs. 
1 do not leel ni>s(df ( omjitdcnl to contrihute so much troni our funds to these 
institutions, hut I have t(dd the institutions that it tlie\ can im lease their 
ineonie by increasing tlu' fees ot paving beds from rich pe(>j)le or by increas- 
ing the money rei'eived from operations, etc., and can increase their iiu'ome 
hy a lakh, we miglit give tliem amdher lakh. Something of that nature w'e 
can prohahlv arrange with tliein. 

The last (juestion is with regard to llonid'pat hie institutions with which 
my friend Mr. Banerjee is eoneerned. That matter is being eniiuired into 
and we have appointed a Gonimittei* to go into the mattt‘r both with regard 
to Ayurvi'dic as wtdl as Ilonnepathic insiitiitions. There is a draft Bill 
whieii one of mv mmnher i'olh«agues has put Indore me and I am examining 
il. It is possilde that we might he aide to come to some arrangement 
with regard to these institutions. 

Then there are certain questions raised wdth regartl to institutions like 
the Medical Ccdiege, or the Rurseong Hospital, or the Kaiiohi Mental 
Hospital, or the Sadar Hospital at Murshidahad. These are matters on 
whii'h l should not like to give aiiv dinat answi'r here. The only ques- 
tion about whieh I w^ant to say is with regard to the Hauchi Mental Hospital. 
It is not po.ssihle, as lias been suggested, to bring the Bamdu Mental Hospital 
to Caloulta or to Bengal. The ditliculty is tliat there was an agreement 
at a time when Bengal, Bihar and Grissa formed one unit that each province 
was to pay so mucli to the Uanchi Mental Hospital, and therefore the control 
of that institution was in the hands of a Governuig Hody: of course there 
are representatives of the Government of Bengal on that body. But there 
also the Chairman is the lns|H*rtor-General of Civil Hospitals, Bihar, and I 
cannot say that everything that is being done tiiere has had our full 
knowledge and consent. I have put the matter before the Government of 
Bihar as to whether it could not lie made into a sort of an In ter- Dominion 
institution, more in substance then in form. I have not yet received any 
reply. But if the answer is in ‘the negative or non-co-operative, it would 

C bably be desirable for us to have our own institution for mental diseases 
ause we find tliat as distress continues and new' problems face the people 
of West Bengal, a larger number of people who are used to be sane may 
possibly become insane.

Sir, 1 have nothing but 
congratulations for the Hoti’lde Mini'^ter for the manner in which he has 
aduiMiisleied iht' medical affatiN ot this State. Sir, I liuve heard with runt 
attention tin* exposition and learned discussion which he has just mauc 
before this Asst'nihiy and to me it seems that it is a wonderful exposition 
of things and I (unnot take exception to aiiytliing that he has said and done 
j, for the amelioration of the condition of the distressed peoph* of this State, 
^But, Sir, a!! the same so tar as it goes it is all very well, hut if we look to 
the general stati' of poverty of the people, if we eompure the state of poverty 
ui tills State or this eountry with tlie aflluence ami prosperity of the 
Western countries, I tliink it looks dismal iliat notliing can lie done in spite 
ot tin* best efforts, in spite of tlie best and Hympathetic efforts and in spite 
ot ihe eiieigs uhieh he is spending and hard work wiin h lie is giving to the 
problem in order to improve the real stati* of affairs. 

Sir. if we look to the giuieial wealth and the [irohlem of taxation of the 
country wt* will see that jierhaps taxation has reaidied saturation point. 
Sir, a pamphlet has been distributed, jierliups at tlie instance of the tlovern- 
ment, to me as well as ))erhaps to the otiier members of this Hon’ble 
Assemhly. Sir, the pamphlet has lieeri issucil by the National (ffiamliier of 
Commerce, llengal, and it is dateil l.'ith or l^otb Novemlier, and it ban 

been named “Who juiNs the Kxciu‘<nier“. Sir. this ex))osition and investi- 
gation into the taxation of the countr\ and into the wealth ol tlie country 
ilipveals an astounding state of things. Sir, it will apjwar that middle 
"class of this State or of entire India consists only of 12 o per cent, of the 
entire population and the remaining 87 •') per cent, is wdiat is known us the 
lower class, that is, tiie lalxuiring class, that is th<* common (dass — the 
common man ot the country known as the man on the street — and it in 
astounding that it has Ikmui said in the pamphlet lliat 8? per cent, of taxa- 
tion is paid by that 12^ per cent. [K>pulation and 12 o per cent, taxation U 
paid by the 87 o per ci*nt. of the population. That means that the wealth 
of thi* country is concent ruteil in the hands of 12J per cent, and the other

work Bothing and they eat up or swallow up the money earned by the 
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remaining’ portion of them and this 12i per cent, earns, as I hare just now 
said, 87 5 per cent, of the total national income. This is the state of things 
which is aiamiing. Still we are always told that the prospect of midme 
class employment is very well. This is not in any way an imputation 
against you. As I have said, you have done wonderfully well and no man 
c(iuld do better than you have done* Only I heg to [mint out things which 
we can manage with the money wliich we have got because you are expand- 
ing and YOU an* <*xpan(li]ig. Witli all your efforts and best cx)n8ideration8 
you are exi>an(ling jind trying to spend money in the best possible way 
and utilise the money, hut, Sir, your programme is so very extensive that 
it is impo.ssihle to fiml money for all these developments. Therefore I am 
going to sugge'.t how you ran do all these things and even you cun improve 
all tlie.si* things 

Mft SPEAKER* Mr. Mudassir Hossain, you should address the Chair 
becausi* in tlie proceedings it will he “you can do this”.

The reason is that everj* man puts up 16 hours* work pel* 
day and he s|amds 8 hours •in the onlinary avocations of life and four hours 
he siientls iu doing other business such as cottage industries like making 
watches, weaving clotlis, etc. In this way he puts uj» another four houra 
work/’ You will >ee, Sir. that that country has prosjHwI by adopting 
co-oi«‘rative methoiU and doing hard work.

i tine Saila Uai, a labourer of Narhong Tea Kstate, wa.s said to he bitten 
by a tiger ami was ailinitted to the hospital with crushed hones just above 
one of the ankles. The jmtieiit said that when he was admitteil into the 
hospital he wa.s in full stm.se and .stated that the hones were broken just fjver 
the ankle and there was no injury below the knee save and except a scar 
made by tlie tiger s claw . The Civil Medical Officer who took (he charge 
of otieration amputated the leg above the knf*e. The strong muscles and 
tendons of the tiiigh contracted and the thigh Imne came out. Another 
operation was necessary and the amputateil limb was again stitched upon. 
On being asked on the subject the Civil Medical Offic.er said that the hone* 
below the knee were badly crushed necesMituting the amputation alaive the 
knee whereas one of the visitors found on private enquiry that the case was 
quite different and it collaborated with tfie statement of the patient. It 
was stated to him that the Civil Medical Officer took the above plea as it 
was easier to cut one bone instead of two. Thus the patient was deprived 
for bis life of hia chance to have an artificial leg. Aa the patient ^ppena 
to be a poor labourer, thf Civil Medical Officer probably nndereatiiiiati&g 
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tbe importance of a poor man’s limb bad bis experiment on it. We are 
opinion that the doctor sbotild try to save as much part of the limb as is 
possible and the treatment with the patient should be kind and humane. 

One Santay Newur of bed No. 8 stated that he had an ordinary abscess 
in the leg but the Civil Medical Officer made operation once, twice and thrice 
when no pus had formed. Perhaps it was due to carelessness that the 
patient has developed oesieomylitis. In case of oesteomylitis, we are 
given to believe that some decayed or broken pieces of bones are generally 
pulltMl out but in this case j>erliaps the X-ray plates may go to show that 
there were no such broken fjones. If at all it was a case of oesteomylitis 
then it was made so hy careless handling. We saw the ous oozing out from 
the decayed parts and it was emitting an offensive smell. Looking at the 
condition of the sore we think that after all. the leg will have to he amputated 
because of the careless handling of the abscess by the Civil Medical Officer. 

A boy of (iliayabari Tea Estate was admitted into the hospital with a 
dislocated forearm srune time back. The Civil Medical Officer as he was 
stated to he a surgical expert set the bones. Even after the splints or 
plasters were removed, the alignments of the bones were found defectively^ 
set. The boy was then sent to the Victoria Hospital, Darjeeling, for 
readjustment of the bones but that eould not be done and the b()\ was sent 
back to Kurseong Hospital where he was discharged with a defe('tive anu 
bone. 

Some time ago a case of leprosy was found to be admitted in the general 
ward of tlie liospital. The Civil Medical Officer failed at first to detect the 
disease and taking it to be a case of paralysis had him admitted in the 
general ward and the patient was allow’ed to mix and move about freely 
with the other inmates of the hospital. Afterwards wlien it was detected 
to be a ease of le])rosy then the patient was discharged from the hospital. 
The patient is stuied to be in the fA*per As\lum at Kalimiiong. This is a 
cotnmunicnble disease but it could not be understood how could a Civil 
Medical Officer make such a grave mistake and thus endanger the lives of 
humlreds of the uunates. Wo are given to understand that very recently 
the Chvil Surgeon, Darjeeling, has been re<|uested to destroy the mattresse# 
and blankets used by the patient. 

Another case, one Dalbahadur of Fatuk, Kurseong, suffering actually 
from typhoid

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I am sorry my 
I’rit^nd Mr. MuduNHir HosMuiii is not here. He talked about co-operation. 
I am ttiankful to liim for the certificate he has given me personally, but 1 
would be m(»re thankful to him if lie could exercise his influence over the 
neighbourhood in which he liv(‘s and works to dt*velop the sjiirit of 
co-(»j)eraiion. I am ufrai<l there is a common tendency in this country even 
today that when you talk alaiut co-opeiation you feci as if this i.^ a matter 
wliich should ]>e done by somi'bodv elsi*. (’o-operation i,h an operation 
amongst equal —“co” ‘‘operation" — and if you wait for somebody else or 
even for the (Government to develoji co-ojieration, that co-oj>eration 
becomes meaningless. 

Sir, m.^ friend Mr. Sheo Kumar Hai has referred to tlie Kurseong 
Hospital. I could not folh>w whether he is objecting to there being two 
posts — one of (‘ivil Medical Officer ami the other of a doctor of the ho.spiial, 
or he was olijecting to the individuals. If lie was objecting to the two 

i iosts because he said that tin' (‘ivil Medical Offic<‘r onl\ attends to the 
Curopeau Schools and so on and so forth and tlierefore probably it is not 
necessary, that is one proposition. Hut if he thought that the Civil Meilicul 
Ufiicer J)r. Hhattacharjee or whoever he is is not a man wlm should he 
relied upon, that is another proposition. I remem her he asked a question 
and I also saw tln^ papeis of the enquiry made hy our oftic«*r with regunl to 
the charges made by the Municipal Hoard. These allegations were not 
found to he correct. He found them to he incorrect. Whether it was the 
Civil Surgeon or Dr. Hrahmachari or sonielHMly else, I have yet to find out, 
but he puts a very iieeiiliar proposition before us which makes me shudder 
to think if 1 w'ere a praetitioner in Kurseong IsM-ause if rny diagnosis or my 
treatment, howeviw faulty it may, w'eie to be judged by a gnmp of men, 
or even aiq\ Cimgressmeii or (‘ongress Secretaries or imunbers of the 
Municipal (’orporation, then it wouhl Ih' an impossible position. 1 trust 
that such a proposition will not be seriously jmt forward. Here is a group 
of people w liif come to the hospital and say this treatment lias not been 
done properly, it has not been tliaguosed properly. If that be so, I would 
ask every member of the Municipal (kuporutiou to become a diK'tor bimself 
and try to treat some patients. I am afraid that the whole approach is 
WTOug. Wliether it is Dr. Chaudhury or Dr, (Jho.se or Dr. Hhattacharjee, 
you have gtii to consider about him that he is a man who know's a little 
more of medicines than myself ai:\d if I do not feel like that and if I say 
that this man has got lepro.sy or^Tliis man has this disease or this man has 
not got this disease, I am afraid no medical institution cun be run and no 
self-respecting medical practitioner can practise anywhere in this world. 
He asktHl why was Dr. Dhose transferretl. He said that Dr. Ghose was a 
very good man and «o forth. Listening to him I felt that the very reason 
why he has been tnutsferred is because he is a good man and others needed 
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hii «efvi<?e«. Too cannot be »o eel&sli, my kononmble friend ommot be 

00 eelfi»b a« to keep a good man always to himself. Let him go lotmd and 
let him give the advantage of his knowledge to other people. 

"With regard to the question that he has raised as regards T, B. patients 
it is true that tul>erculosis is on the increase, but I want memWs to realiie 
that the numl>er of patients today suffering from tuWrculosis would amount 
to 20 to JIO lakhs. It is very difficult to give correct statistics. The total 
numlH*r of IwmIs at the hill stations would not he more than 1,500, and there 
is another mnnt to which I also want to draw the attention of memhera, 
and it is this that ^\hile in an ordinary hospital a hed is occupied by a 
patient on an average of 15 days for a uie<liral hed and 20 days for a surgical 
bed, a hed in a T. H. hospital is ocouiued hy u patient at least for »ix 
mouths, unless lie hatipen.n to die earlier or unless lie gets cured loo quickly. 
But that meaii.s that it yn\ have got l/ltHI \mU total in Bengal, you Call 
treat 800 patients in a year, ami the total ntuuher of jMitients would be, asi 

1 >aid, between 20 and -10 lakhs. Tliertdore, Sir, it is a problem, a 
stU}M‘ndous problem affecting not merely the liill people hut. also affecting 
tin* plaiu^ peojde, and it m true that in viigiu soil tuhercuhisis spreads more 
(jui( kl>. and that i> what is hai>pening in several hill stati<»ns, namely, 
Huzarlhagh, Kurseoug, Darjeeling, Shillong atid so on. But we are trying 
to g<j ahead as far a.s p(w>iii|e. But it is veiy diflieult even to think of realis- 
ing that stage when it will provide ♦‘ven for a hundredth part of the total 
number of patients that reipiire treatment. 

As regaids fiee tiealiiient, the ditfieiilty arises in this way that in an 
ordinaiy liosjutal the cost per hed per day is about Its. 2-8; in a iubt^rculosis 
iios}iitai the ('ost is Bs. 5, it it is a )m operly-conilucted bo.spital. Therefor©, 
it tliere are 200 to dOtt beds in a hospital, it means a fairl> big sum to arrange 
loi e\er\ day. ( )t(limiril\ , the hospital has ti> di‘pend jiartly upon the 
paMueiit made by ('abm patient or room patient or paying hed patient and 
partly u)»on contribution trom tlie people wbieli is u very small amount, 
and partl\ contribution from the State. As regards the State taking charge 
ot this matter, I would refer to the subject which lia«l been raised by other 
friends. After all, the State bus not got any source of income except what 
it gets from taxation. There ar<* people who say that jiuyineiit through 
indirect taxation is not so g-ood or sutisfaelory as payment through direct 
taxation. If a patient goes to u hospital he may eitlier he treated free in 
the ho.spital, and tlie State may pay for it, or he may contribute Homething 
to the hospital m order to meet the expen.ses. In the first case, payment i» 
made by means of indirect taxation and the State realises taxation from all 
sort.s of people w'lio never had tuliercuiosis and would never go to hospital, 
Tiiey have to pay for the upkeep of the liosjiital. t)n the otiier hand, pay- 
ment made hy individuals is a (lireet contribution. This is a matti‘r which 
is not only hiiffling us here but baffles many rich eountries in the west. W© 
generally follow this principle in Bengal, namely, that if you have got 300 
beds in a hospital we generally keep 200 beds ns fix*e and KHI beds are paying 
beds, hoping that jiaMiieiit made hy the hundreil beds would keep the others 
as free beds to a certain extent. Even .so, it is diftieult in the first place to 
provide f«)r the large number of patients suffering from tuberculosis and, 
secondly, to meet the expenditure whicli is necessary for the non-oaying 
patients out of the resources received from the jpaying patients. In any 
case, we are trying to do our best to provide for T. B. patients. 

With regard to his charges reganling I>r. Bhatiacharjee, if he would 
give me a list of the charges I will certainly go into that and will see what 
LS tbe position. 

My friend Sj. Kanailal De comes from Bankura, and he has said two 
things: (1) that the institution ia a good institution and (2) that Govern- 
ment haa not paid any contribution. It was a private institution which 
was nm very successfully for the last five years. May I tell him that on 
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both pointH hw infonaatioB is wrong? In the first place I have been a 
inenil>er of the Bengal Medical Council for many years, and I know that 
successive lnsj)ectors have inspected the Bankura hospital and college and 
reported very strongly against the continuance of this institution. As a 
matter of fact, 1 think four years ago there was a proposal before the Bengal 
Medical Council to withdraw affiliation from the Bankura Medical School. 
Probably my friend does not know that. (Ine of the members of this 
Medical School who also came from Bankura offeted to pay certain sums 
in order to improve the facilities of that school, but nothing materialised. 
Similarly, with regard to the contribution, I tiiiuk if I remember aright — I 
am j^peaking from memorv — that about Hs. 2o,()00 was paid last year. 
Therefore it is not that they have not been paid, but it was done wiih a 
particular pur[K)se. I saw the member from Bankura; J bad free discussion 
with him and I told him that while it will be our objective that every dis- 
trict centre slmuld have a medical college ultimately, but a college meant 
Us, Hi laklis capital and at least Hs. 8 to It) lakhs for maintaining 5(M) beds 
with a certain number ol students, faking into account the fees paid by 
[laying bed patients and fts*s paid l»y the students. Kven so, we find that 
our expenditure comes to Us. 7 or 8 lakhs. With regard to the abolition 
of the hospital, I asked him to give me u rejioit within o or tJ months as to 
whether they hav** been aide to raise the five or six lakhs of rupees about 
winch ni.v friend suggested. I have not heard from him yet. Anyhow I 
suggested further that instead of (dicing the institution it is much better 
to utilise that institution lor the [uirpose ol training medical assistants and 
surgic'ul dicssoi's. I want to e\[ilaiu to the nituiilKOs hme because jirohahly 
most ol tlieni are not [iroperly lamiliar with all this. A doctor is in(‘tt>ctiv« 
in irt'atiiig a patient unless he is .supported h\ a good iiuise and also liy good 
medical assistants. Not only that. In a jinor count r\ like ours a large 
amount ol work uliicli could he dom* by a trained im*diea) a''Mstaiit or a 
surgical drcssei is mos being done h\ a doctor u ho has got to he paui 2 
rupee's or 1 ru[)ee whatever tlie fi'es for the \illage patient-', It would he 
filling a vei\\ usetul gap until the tune comes when it is ptis^ilde to ileveloii 
that institution into a tulMiedgeil eolle'ge*. The Bankura iii-HtjIutiou retused 
all eo-operat ion. M\ suggt^stion wa^ I may say 1 ,«m making a present 
of it to .Mr. Kauai lad De !ii\ propo.sal was that they keep then institution 
uud utilise' tli(‘ naim‘ ol (hat iiislitulion lor .i eomhimsl iiistitnf ion Theie 
is a branch of the DuftVrin llospit.d, tloMe is tin' (ivil hosjntal tlieie and 
they hu\e got their own hosjiit.al. I said, ’dor tin- three institutions set 
ai>ari tor thre'i* dilb-rent suhp-ets ha\e a united institution altogvilier, one 
iuslitution to do surgical work, one to do iiiedie-al work and the third the 
Dufieriu liosjiital to do g'N nae<‘ologr\ work. It lhe\ ag^ree to do so it woulo 
lie possible* tor us to si'e* that the whede thing iiia\ ^>e taken into the* (iovern- 
ment institution ami tor the- time being ki*ep the hosjiitals, kee*}) the* beds, 
kee)i the- te'ache*r,s as tlie\ are', hut let the studt-nts Ik* traineel as medi<*al 
assistants ami surgie'al dressers” anel I would tell Mr. Kauai Lai Dt* 
delihe'iatel} tliat a deictor today is imt .so useful and unless he has very high 
qualitie'ation.s it is not [lOsstlile for him to e.irn his livelihood whereas n 
uieelieal assistant or a surg^ieal efresser is more u.seful to societ> because he 
looks after the jioore'r peojde at much less cost than a doctor. Tlie training 
would he feir a less number of \ears, probably two \ears. A large number 
of young men of the middle class can go in there ami get trained in two 
years’ time and can earn at least lls. To to BH). But the authorities of the 
mstitution were ailamaiit and wouhl not listen to any argument or rea.son. 
However we still ho[>e that good sense wull dawn on them and they will 
come and gcU into this scheme. 

Sir, with regard to in> frieud^'Mr. Tliatterjee about the question of an 
Ayurvedic ^bllego — probably he bus got it and 1 do not know who wrote out 
that spe^h for him but I am peidectly sure that it did not give him all the 
inform a tioti — the fact i.s on three eweasiona we met but the jioor Ayurvetlic 
leaders did not agree to have one institution in the sen»e that they could

omo agreement. At the, present moment what we have done is that we 
lave given them a little money to tide over their ditticulty this year. Tliia 
norniug I met Mr. C. C. Hiswas and we clcM'idtMl tliat next week or the 
veek after next we will meet and .‘*tv that some decision is arrived at with 
egard to them. 


With regard to tlu‘ Mental Hospital nty friend has raised the (juestion 
hat a hospital should be built here. I do wish it be done. At the present 
Qomeut we are spending —at any rate it was Us. in and 

supiMwe the amount is more or less the .same for 19411-0(1 — Us. 3,97,293 
l 8 our contrihution to the Uanchi Mental Hospital. Having set‘n the 
lospital myself there is no douht whatsoever that the situaticm of the 
lospitul i» ideal from the point ot view of having a good well conducted 
aental hospital. It tlie> wouhl agree, as I sanl a little while ago, to bring 
i little more co-operation between the two (iovernments it may lie better. 
ItbeiwiM' we ma.\ have tn go up to the (lovernmeiit ol India lor changing 
he .Vet who li made it compuisor\ tor u^ to pay a certain sum to the hospiini. 
Ae Will have tii look into it. 'I'he budding ol another bospital is again a 
natter ot tiuauce, Whetiier it would be po^^ibl^* oi not we eaiinoi say. 
Ae liave got a Mnali <tb‘'er\a(ion waid ol lo bed^ in Jlhawanipur which 40 
iul> a temporaiN vine.

39— Public Health. 

The Hon’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on the recommenda* 
tion of HIh Excellency tlie (iovernor, 1 beg to move that a sum of 
Its. 77,8o,000 ])« gninted lor expenditure under the head “39 — Public 
Health”. 

Sir. while talking (m the subject of medical relief I feel that this word 
“pub)i(' health” is a misnomer. There is nothing like public health and 
privali* health and they need not he matters of any discussion just now. 
What mildie health really means is that each individual thinks that he is 
a member of a community and therefore has certain obligations to his 
neigh hfuir and to the society to which he belongs and similarly every member 
has a right to he protected so far us his health is concerned so that his 
positive health may Ir* increased. 

Sir, this is my ])erH0nal view and I think the time would eoine when this 
wor<l “juihlie health” would disa]>pear and it would he merely preventive 
medicijie and curative me<liciiie. hut such as it is today, I have got to take 
the nomenclature that the Finane<* J)e]>artment has given me. Now, Sir, 
when we talk about malaria there are first of all (certain aspects of an anti- 
malaria project which lias gf)t to he taken from a broad siandj)oint. 
Similarly when you talk of a community you talk of the individual. Now, 
Sir, tlu*re are lour or rather six di.seasi's of wdin b we are generally eognisaiit 
and about which we get concerned not only l)ecaii',e they come iii epidemics 
but also because they involve jiolieies for prevention of the spread of the 
disease and jirohably in many easi-.s restnetion of the imlividual so far as 
his movcMueiits are eoneerned. J’he.se are malaria, tuberculosis, leprosy, 
s!uull-j) 0 .\, cholera ami plague. There arc othei iliseuses like dysentery, 
bowel disorder, and .so on, which also atfcct the health and these are the 
main ones which ordinarily we think of. With regard to malaria, the 
steps .so fur taken by the Uovernmeut arc that there are nine anti-malarial 
operations in inunicipal areas and 3(i operations in rural areas; secondly, 
there is intensive distribution of anti-malarial drugs both in quinine and 
palludrine through hospitals, public health and other bodies; and the total 
amount spent for this ])urpose hu.s been Hs. 3,10,()(M) this year and the next 
year it w^ould be 4 laklis. Then we spent a fairly big sum for Ludlowii 
control in the surrounding urt‘as. I think we spent Us. 8,4(t,IM)0 in the 
fringe area reeurring and Us. 1,70,01)0 non-recurring was sanctioned by the 
Goveriiuieiit of A\ e.st Uengal. But when we talk about malaria we ought 
to he clear in our mind as to what we meau by anti-malarial measures. 
TherM^ are three points of attack against this epidemic: the individual may 
be proteoiiul by, let us say, making him remain within a mosquito curtain 
so that the infected mosiiuitoes cannot bite him. That is a proposition 
which is almost impossihle to realise in thi.s country not only because it is 
not possible for ever\])ody to have a mosquito curtain hut also liecau.st* of 
our huhits and ways of living. Most of our people live outside in summer 
and it is not possible for them to he protected in this fashion. 

The next point is. giving of drugs wiiich are of anti-malarial nature. 
The two drugs I have used recently are yialludrine anti mepacrine from 
Europt^au countries, anti cinchona. As I have explained to the member® 
the other day when I was talking on the (Jrant for Cinchona, the view of 
the Go^ermuent and my own view have been that when we have got a 
machinery for producing anti-maiarial drugs in India there is no reason 
why we should import drugs fnim outside as a measure of protection. This 
importation of drugs from outside has been the result of the policy that was 
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adoplid by tb^ nreTioua Govefamcni, and tb6M hsd bfion in oiur 
tion all opportUBity of finding ont bow deliberately ibe production of quilune 
in India at a coat much lower than the rate at which It waa being sold bjT 
the Government even in the recent past» waa reatricted in order that Java 
uuinin© could get in. Why that was so is a mutter for further investigation. 
However, today we are in a position to say that we should try our beat to 
niise guinine as much as possible in this countrj’, either in Darjeeling arw 
or in Madras area. 1 have* written to the Premier of Madras Presidency to 
look into the matter so that between them and us we may l>e able to proauoe 
suflicient quinim* — and I am sure we can do it — for the purpose of giving 
it to the p(M>r people. It i.s possible that in that way we may be able td 
put the stocks of uuiuiue, us was used to he done in the olden days« into 
post offices from wliere tlie villagers can easily get one, two or three days* 
doses or a larger number of doses and get ihemselves protected against 
malaria. 

The third inetliod of protectnm against malaria is the use of drugs for 
killing uiosquit(Kes. (hie ol the drugs for killing mosquiliH’S is the D.D.T. 
as everylHidy juoinibly kiu»as, and up till now we hav(‘ been importing 
D.D.T. from outnide and tiikiug it from the Imperial (’hemical Industries. 

Mr. SPEAKER: ()rder, order. Dr. Uoy, the position is that we have yet 
got another demand and I pi(q>i)He that >ou should curtail your speech. 

The Hon*ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: All right, Sir. Now

7,bo,(MHh We have 
JtH) iiiohile inedieal units and Health AssistantH to W'ork in co-operation 
with the local hotlies tor contiolling the epidemic diseases in different parts 
oi the towii. 

Ah K'gards mutenuty and child wellare, there are dli cenlres and a 
proposal tor ten new ones is under c<»nsidenili(>n. There is a ja^rsou 
apfiointed in charge of nutrition of selio<»i children and his u'poit is heiug 
awaited. 

A.s regards water hujipiy in different areas, .so lai as the rural areas are 
concerned, I may sa\ that the total number of tub(‘*w’ells sunk this >ear 
is o9I, the nuniU*r ot tuhe-welU te-sinik is 1.1 ’»!h and repairs were done to 
64,022. The num)K>r of masoiirv welU <‘onstruet(*d is 4b. 1 am aware of 
the fact that we have not been able to give every village unit sufficient 
amount of water-HU]»plv from tube-welis mainly because of the lark of 
tubes. I have tii<‘d mv level best to get some suppl> from outside countries 
liecause it is not manufactured in India. I have siieceeded in getting some, 
but still it is very ver\ unsatisfactory. 

With regard to unfiltered water-supply in (’’alcutta we have given to the 
fairporation a sum of Us. 8 lakhs for unfiltered water-supply and a loan tjf 
IPs. ].>.o8.l)0() for improving the filter ]>eds for good water-supply.

47— Mtsotlluitous Defurtments. 

Thi Hon^blt KALIPADA MOOKERJEE: Sir, ou the recommendatiou 
of His Kxcellency the (iovernor 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 22,77,000 
be granted for expenditure under the head “47— MiscellaneouH Departments”. 

Sir, most of the cut motions relate to the policy and programme of the 
Labour Department. So 1 would like to make a few observations nhoul 
the policy and the programme aud working of this department. 

The progressive character of labour policy of this State, in line with that 
of Government of India, has been maintained during the year in spite of 
contrary forces. 

The policy of this State has been an emphusi.s on all the three methods 
of settling industrial disputes, iiamelN, ilirect negotiation, cuuciliution and 
compulsory adjudication. The aim is to (finalise the struggle of the work- 
ing classes into constitutional channels and thus to avoid the losses to the 
nation in the shape of unnecessary stoppages of work which would inevitably 
occur if employers and employee.s were left to fight out the issues between 
themselves. To facilitate direct negotiation. Works ('ommittees have been 
formed. *\nd when conciliation fails, (fovernmeut consistently follow the 
policy of referring such unresolved disputes to tribunals with one reservation, 
yii., that there should he no stoppage of work Wfore or during the proceed- 
ings before a tribunal in furtherance of that dispute. 

Now, let us refer to the couciliution mucUuiery. The goal of labour 
^licy is to achieve labour management co-operation through collective 
bargaining. Ae trade unioniitm is still in a formative stage, the scope for 
oolleotive bargaining require^ to be promoted by Government encourage- 
ment and support for some time to come. Our conciliation services operate 
M an agency of industrial diplomacy and function as a neutral party seeking 
to find tome oommon ground for on agreement ocoeptolde to both sidea. 
For tha periarmuioe of this delicate task, often protracted negotiotiona are 
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"^uiuiTdulible. There is adequate machinery for this. The Lateur 
^•ioner has under him 2 Deputy Ijabour Ocmmissioners, 7 Asaistant lAtpur 
Commiaaioners and a large number of I^abour Officers who» as whol0»tn9(l9a 
f impartial conciliation officers, intervene whenever necessary to help tFuion* 
! management co-operation and to aid in preventing or shortening all strihea 
[ and lockouts. 

In 1949. out of 51,217 disputes reported during the year and 1,(K)3 pending 
from previous year, 1,889, i.e., ^'4 per cent, were settled by conciliation, 
133, i.e., 38 per cent, were referred to Tribunal and 1,452, i.e., 481 per 
cent, were settled either by unconditional rt\sumption or negotiation lietweeu 
the parties through collective bargaining. 

In 1949, out of 159 strikes and lockouts, 71 were settled by conciliation. 

Our steady endeavour has been to reduce friction lie tween labour and 
^capital and to bring home to the workers that ultimutelv increase in wages 
^ must depend on increase in production. As the figures below will indicate, 
there has been a decided iniprovennmt in the ialiour Hituaiiuu and since 
Industrial Truce Resolution ot Decemlier, 11M7, the relation biitween 
Lalnuir and Management has steadily improvwl. 

Numlier of stoppages in 1947 wa.s 378; in 1948 the nuinlH^r came to 2(M1 
and it has been further mluced to 159 in 1949. 

Workmen involved in 1947 were 412,432; in 1948 , 238.858 and in 1949, 
104,902. 

As regards adjudication, in 1949, 1513 cases were referred for udiudioution 
and altogether 115 awards including 5 major awards, of Industrial Tribunals 
were entorced. Six Judges of the industrial Tribunals were biisv with 
adjudication ot disputes during this jieriod. 

The increast* of wages and other tangible lieuefits gained by W'orkers 
through awards including the major awards relating to cotton textile 
and the engineering industry were muiniaiueil. The directives in thoac 
awards for sHcuring uniform standing orders, rules of s(*rvice, rules of 
leave, maternity benefit, bolidu>H, provident fund, gratuity and pension, 
provision of canteens, etc., substuntiall> hel{H*<l in staliilising serv'ioe 
conditions ot M(>rkers. 

One hundred and ninety-two Works ('ommitt(M*s forme<l ho far have be«ni 
working smoothly. The toniiation <»f these Works Committees has also 
contributed in some measure in cushioning friction between capital and 
labour. 

Non-implemvntatwn of oirerdx.— The awards given by the Industrial 
Tribunals have in a great inajoritv of cases been implemented. Twenty 
complaints were received in ItMH from the workers through their union and 
,34 such complaints were receiveil in 1949. All these complaints were 
-squired into and the Managements were p<^rsuuded to implement the 
awards. In 1949 seven proseciitirins w^ere launched for non-implemeiitation 
of awards. Three of these cases have ended in conviction and one case has 
been withdrawn following subsequent implenieutaiion of the award by the 
Management. 

Now, fixation of minimum wages. Two (’onimitti^es have lanui set up 
for fixation of minimum wages in rice mill, oil mill and flour mill under 
the Minimum Wages Act. (’omiiiittees will shortly lie set up for fixation 
of minimum wages in tanneries and leather manufactories, tea pluntationi 
and some other scheduled employments. 

Family budffet enqu,me$. — Family budget enquiries in respect of workers 
4n tea plantation, rice mills, flour and a44a mills and oil mills have been 
^completed. The result of these enquiries will be utilised in fixing minimum. 
^wagM in those indus tries. 
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Trade Union Important trade union orpanisationa haTe 

contributed in a large meaaure to the maintenance of industrial peace. 
The healthy influence exerted by them has to some extent prevented 
infiltration of ideological obsessions into labour movement, which hare in 
the past been responsible for some acts of violence, intimidation and 
idtysical damage to pro|)erty. There is still dearth of experienced and tried 
leadership in the mfyveiiient. It is hoped that with the dawning of a new 
consciousness that class-integration and not class-conflict is the onlv effective 
way to step up production. The present period of economic and financial 
transition would be successfully steered through. 

UnempUtyment . — Already seller’s market has been replaced by buyer’s 
market and depression has set in. Dead-lock in Indo-Pakistan trade 
relations continues. Hetrenchments due to shortage of raw materials, 
accumulation of stcK^ks, depressed economic conditions, existence of surplus 
lahour, unwnsing influx of displaced persons from East Bengal and entr\ 
of students of schools and colleges into the employment market have given 
rim* to a multitude of problems requiring early solution. As counteracting 
measures, avenues for fresh employment are being explon*(l in liaison witli 
the Employment E.xchanges, through wliieli all placements are beinj* 
insisted upon. Training in some technical and vocational trades is in 
progress. Victimisation due to wrongful retrenchment lias been reduced 
appreciably llirougb direrd intervention and judicious iideience to Tribunals. 
Two E\[)ert (/Oiiimitt<'e.s. om* on cotton textile and the (itliei on tmgineering 
industry have been set up to explore intrr alui the scope of training 
apprentices in various industries. Iiiforinution about all apprenticeship 
scheines has hfMm collectiMl tor incorporation in a boriklet \\ bich may .serve 
us a guide for those who iimv stM*k em]»loyinent in industrial concerns. 

Art a result of devaluation, blockade of jute from Pakistan and increase 
of its prices, the jute industry faced new problems. Its proposal to avoid 
retrenebment of j>ermanent workers by restricting working jieriod bav»‘ 
tlierefore been accepted as unavoidable. 

Tbe general body ot workers havi* faced tin* ordi'al id bar<Khij) and 
economic distress with admirable patiruice. 

Ernployvienf itit nation - During the period under rt'view. i e . January, 
ItHJf, to lUst December. 194M, 1 lo,dd8 eiiqdoyrneiit -seekers including 

24.4H-1 displaced pers<»ns registererl tliemselves with the Employment 
Kx(‘hange, and during tbe same period 2tl,8-‘{7 persons ineludiug ti41f women 
and ‘i,ti8(i displaced ptosons were placed in employment. 

Training centm.— Arrangements have been made for imparling technical 
and vocational training to displaced persons and ex-servic<* men m training 
c-eutres run hv the Directorate of lie-settlement or Emplo>uient. On dlst 
IVcemlntr, DMJ), 480 persons were receiving training in nine technical train- 
ing schools and 2711 jiersons in 12 vocational training schools. On JUst 
Deoember, DMJl, 2oll iH*rsons were on training as appieiilices in 8t) schools. 

Legislation, — For the sake of uniformity in the administration of Labour 
Ilelaticms Machinery. (Viitral Arts are followed in this Province. The only 
Provincial legi.slatioii is the Maternity Benefit (Tea Kstaten) Act providing 
for maternity benefit in Tea Estates. 

Lahour Welfare. - -To supplement the efforts of the private employers, 
17 Welfare Centres are laung run by (iovernraent. Tlie activities of the-se 
Centres include pwvisions for rt»oreatmn, indoor and outdoor games and 
dis.seminatiou of news and views on labour problems and display of magic 
lanterns, cinema shows and>diicative charts. 

ffoiaing of industrial u>arhcr*. — lu (he current year the employers have 
uuderUkeu very few housing arhemes. Housing of workers is a ciying 
need of the country. The Government of India have under consideration 
a scheme for industrial housing to be executed in co-operation with 
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employers. On account of financial stringency, it has not yet been possible 
to finance even a inodest Hcbeme. Spade work is being done apd aclieiues 
will l)e undertaken as soon as funds permit. 

Labour Enguiri/, — An enquiry into the conditions of ' agri- 
cultural labour has been umlertaken. Preliminary enquiry has been com- 
pleletl in five villaKCsS and sckedules have been sent to (lovernment of India, 
Muiu enquir\ i*< in progre.ss in 12 villages. It is pit)posed hold the 
erujuirv in sample villages. 

F'actories Dircrtorutr -- With the enforcement of the Factories Act, 1947, 
and the iirnimilgation of the Factories Rules thereunder, then* has been need 
toi sticngtlieniijg the Factciries Directorate. Steps an* l>eing taken for 
expanding the Directorate to enable it to assume atblitional resfwmsibility 
imposed by the new Act. 

Shop.t timi Entahhjihturnts Act, This Act has recently h(*«n extend- 

ed to ail the district htsidquarlers towns except West Dinajpur and Mulda 
and to Asansol, Serampore and certain other municipal towns. There is a 
demaml (or extending the Act to the rernuming municipal towns, but it haa 
not been jio^sihle to do mj on account of uiadequucy ol staff. The Act will 
he exti'ieled tn nthei to\vn> as smin as the pre.sent financial stringency is 
iiverconie. .\ Ibll lui> Iuhoi <lrufted to amend the .\ct in order to provide 
for a period f)f ludii'e l»etore discharge to emplovees in shops und establish- 
ineiits. to regulate the employiuent of young persons and to provide for 
certain other amenities. Foi uaiit ot time, 1 do ii(>t think it will he jmssihle 
to iii‘roduee this Hill in the current .session. 

-In the LalHiur ami Factory Diiectorates. information is 
collected aixiut work stojipage.s, absenteeism, accidents, price collection, 
miipluMnent trends and \vage.-» and other conditions of service IuimmI on 
awanU. Kelialde dat.i t»>i determination of luhour productivity is not 
uvailalde ami hence it is difficult to relate wages to priKluciivity, All 
impoitaiit f.u't(tr \sliuh c(mtrihiites to the widening «»1 tin* gap IsMween 
lahiuir polies and its adiiiinistiation is the lack of adequate infonnation and 
statist alsnit l.dwnir iiiatteis There is vital neisl for more basic informa- 
tion about trends (d wages, prices und employment and reijuisite stutistics 
regaidnig <‘mployment in ii!iorgani*»e<l industries t«> help decisions in planning 
and carrving out adju-^tiiient.N necessary to attain a higher levid of employ, 
ment and to serve as economic barometers. The Statistical Swtions of the 
Directorate^ aie Md not well-eijuipped to undertake the tusk efficiently. 
Proposal for strengthening the StutiMtical S«*elion of the Labour Directonitn 
i.s under con.sidcration.

1 move this to raise a discussion about the administration of the Bengal 
Hhops and Establishments Act, 1940. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, with your permission 1 wish to make a departure 
today and 1 shall si>eak in Knglisn. 1 understand that the uumoer of 
Bengali shorthand writers remains the same though (formerly only half a 
dozen sfMH^ches were made in Bengali in this Hriuse) now- a much larger 
number of Bengali speeidies are delivered in thi.s House. Sir, I draw your 
attention to thi.s as]>ert of the matter. 

Now, Sir, 1 congratulate the Hon’ble Minister for one thing only and 
that is wher*' he has said that the arrangements for having statistics are 
iuad€M]Uate. Sii, 1 do not know' where to begin and where to end as I have 
quiU* a large numher of cut motions and as the time is short I shall he 
brief. 1 a*( me start with what the Hon’ble Minister has said this year 
in the Wginning uml also what he said last year in the end. Sir, he has 
said that “we do not believe in class war ' and be has said hard words 
about me and .atmut those who Irelieve in class war. He said that he was 
going to bring about Kisan Madjoor Praja Raj by Congress 
methods and when he invoketl the name of Mahatmaji I told him not to 
drag in his name. Today agajn he is claiming that he has been followring 
the same methods to encourage direct negotiation. 1 am very sorry to 
inform this House that that aspect that the unions should directly negotiate 
with the employers has all along been discouraged. He talked of Works 
Committees. Either he does not know al)out this or he has forgotten ail 
alumt time oommitteea. There is no scope for them to have direct 
negotiation about the tenns of service and other things. They can only 
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uiaiiitAiii atnicablt^ N^lations on Hinall fnatU^ra. Tk^ function of this com* 
mitteo has not b^n to encoura^ direct ne^tiation between the orgsi^* 
tions of labour and employer. This is not being done. I find recognition 
of unions, curiously enough, has not been done. The tribunals in this 
province say that it is not within their jurisdiction and therefore they 
could not do it . They say 4hat a new Act is going to be passed and it will 
deal with it. The Htin’hle Minister has not hel|)eJ the unions in the matter 
of recognition. Therefore the talk of encouraging direct ne^tiation is not 
borne out by facts. He had to fall back upon the results of the tribunals, 
liast year he (|Uote<l extensively fmm the awards of tlie three tribunals for 
jute, cotton and engineering and said that “We have made considerable 
progress in that the wage has been increased from Rs. 48 ti^) Rs. 58 and so 
on.'* Hut in cotton textile the amount is R.s. oti only. This year nothing 
has been done. 11 I remember aright and if he also remembers aright it 
was his predecessor who set up tlic tribunals and so he should not have 
taken credit for this result even as this was not liis performance but that 
of his pre<iecessor. Dr. Suresh ("hundru Hanerjee, the then Labour Minister. 
To take pride on this account is also misleading the House. Sir, the 
increase is only Us. 1(1 to Rs. 12. Nothing has la^en done bv the present 
Ijabour Minister He is only maiutuining the jttatu.H quo and to maintain 
the quo is not an achievement, hut, Sir, that is the policy of the 

Hon’ble Minister. To maintain the Hntug quo is to hoodwink the public. 
Sir, nothing much has l>een done either by the trihunaU or by the non’ble 
Minister. There are many industries for which the trihunulH are not appoint* 
ed to adjudicate on any dispute arising. In the engineering tribunal 
there was no grade system for all. There was some griole for the unskilled 
hut for the semi-skilled and HU|H*r-skilled there was no grade. Sir, nothing 
ha.s been done during tlie wiiole year. In spite of the fact that there was 
.Home fall about it (I was told that some sort of u tribunal was going to be 
started) no work has been done and no result has been achieved in this 
direction. The re.siilt lias Ihhmi nil, lK»ciiU.se there has been no policy. Not 
only this, Sir, hut inaction is also responsible for this state of things, 
r rider the head “47 — Miscellaneous Departments’ ’ for which a sum of 
K.s. 22,77,0(K) has been asked for I said there should be apart for labour 
grant more, but I am surprised to find that of this sum Rs. 10,59,000 is for 
Miscellaneous urnl there is nothing for the extension and ilevelopment of 
trade unions on .sound lines. Now, Sir, sound lines do not mean spoon 
feeding. No trade union which can stand up heiore the emjiloyer iiiid have 
direct negotiation has been encouraged by this department. The only thing 
that has been done is that these trade unioiH go to the Hoirble Minister and 
get a tribunal arid get some sutisfuctiori that sonietliing is Wing done. Only 
.sjH*ndmg II laklis for the development on sound lines is not (he soundl way 
of doing things. If you really w.int to do sound work then >ou will have 
to see that the uorkers’ organisations are imule strong enough U) get 
recognition. You should help them to get recognition. That would be 
doing things on sound lines. If you <lo not do that then the way in which 
the money is being spent is lM*ing wasted, it is worse than that. Hecause i 
have a shrewd suspicion that there is an ulterior motive behind your spend* 
ing so much money under this head You are preparing ground for your 
coming election which is being postponed time and again. Then there is a 
nominal advi 9 or> boanl which functions no better than the Hon’hlc Minister 
in charge so far as the lalKUir ouestion is concerned. During 1949 there 
was only one sitting of the board alth(»ugh so many problems were coming 
before iti Since then there has been no meeting although ten months have 
elapsed. Even then whatever little the advisory board decided by a common 
agreement lietween the three irreconcilable parties, the Government, the 
employer and the laliour is not given effect to by the Minister in charge. 
For instance, this advisory board pressed early in 1949 that the Minimum 
Wages Act should at once be given effect to and that Ghivemment sbonla 
take definite and exemplaTy steps against those who wonld not implefmeiit

the nrovision. But we know that only two very small firms with a total 
mini her of a couple of thousands of employees, whereas in West Bengal, 
taking the shops and establishments, the number is nearly two millions, are 
now (overeil by the Minimum Wages Act. 

As regards the administration of the labour disputes Jet us take the 
Industrial Disputes Act, and this is a question on which depends largely 
the peace and prosperity oi the province. Sit. the liabour l>irectorate 
consists of the J^alwmr Comriiissioner, Deputy Commissioners, Assistant 
Coinniissiouers and other oflicjers, but what has been the result so fur in this 
direction'^ Tiie Miiiistei says that three thousand odd cases have been 
disposed of. As I said Just year and as was elicited from answers to 
suppieiiieiitury (jiiestions put in this House, 1 can definitely say that the 
figure given is misleading and MTong. This fliiee tliousaml means that 
tliree thousand letters were written, and in most of the eases the letters 
were written to the dute Mills Association for the (Aimmissioners are not 
authonseil to write direct to the jute mills and the replies from the Jute 
Mills Association mostly were that everything was O.K, And copies of 
tliose nqdn's were forwarded to and in this way three thousand cases 
wert‘ dis|K)s(‘d of b.> the Cabour Directorate. I should like to know from 
the Hon’ble Minister in detail about these three thousand cases, aliout the 
manner in which everything was made O.K., the manner in which every 
dismissal has been justified, the manner in which all hlauie has been given 
to the other side. Tliis unhappy state of affairs has bwui long continuing. 
So dissatisfied imui have had to pu\ unsuccessful visits, either to get a 
settlement through eoiu^iliation or to see the termination oi the affair. But 
the conciliation inacliinery moves with a snail’s pace if at all it moves. 

Then, Sir, I must say in fairness t(» the Directorate that num\ of its 
officers are not i|uite equipped in every respect. Tliey should have proper 
conveyaneeH sanctioned for them, and, as t said last year, their offices 
should be located in the diuiselv populale<I indnstrial areas and not (dsc- 
where as at present. Moreovei, 1 am quite conx ious ot tludr short-comings 
and their difticultn*s : they cannot enforci* the attendance ot eni]»loyers. I 
could have undeistood tin* position even if the Hon’ble Minister could l..:\c 
conqielled tin* employers to attend. Still the Hon’hle Minister says that he 
has doin' so mueli. Sir, this is not a faet, arnl lie has onl\ been trying to 
mislead us all. The Art limits the time within which period the concilia- 
tion should be tinislu*d, and he huvn that In* has done niiieh in this liireetion. 
1 chullenge him to go through the file> and if In* does so, he will find that 
hundnnls of files have been ])ending from si\ to eight montlis. Sir, we find 
that while tin* Directorate writes polite lettt*rs. the emjiloyer sa.\s, “1 won't 
do that”, and there ends the matter. Kven when the employer condescends 
to disCUss and asks the (Vimmissioner to <‘oiiie and meet him, he finds tliat 
tin'll' is no eonve>anee for him. Sueh is the state of affairs in the liabour 
Directorate. 

(\uning to the question of Tribunal 1 should like to mention that at even 
stage partly the Act is responsible and partly the administration is 
I'csponsililc for it.s failure. First of all the whole process takes too long 
u time with the Tribunal. Let us take tin* Work.^ (’ommittee. They raise 
a subject — most of them uje not entitled to do so and so there is no concilia- 
tion. They take moutlis and then the union takes it up but there is no 
couciliation. Then the Commisaiouer recommentls that a Tribunal is to be 
appointed and then it remains with the Secretary or the Minister ami it 
takes months and mouths. St^metimes it depends upon the skin to which 
a particular trade union centre lieloiigs. Then there is submission of state- 
ment, framing of issues, hearing and preparing and signing award. 
Then the Minister puts his signature and it goes for publication. Then 
tomm the question of eiiforcenient. All these take on an average not less 
lhan OHO year. I submit that this Act was not given to us for this long- 
drawn delay. Sir, if there is a trouble, what is needed is a quick decision 
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and thifi unfortunately we are not getting. To cite one instanoo^ tll9 
HowthIi Municijial Employees' Association hud a Tribunal and after the 
Tribunal gave its award, the atntiitory jieriod of its enforcement expired. 
Then they wanted modification and clarification of certain anomalies. For 
eight months they went on C()rresp<.)nding but nothing was done. Ultimately 
they gave a strike notice and a conciliation board was formed but nothing 
happentvl. Then they ae^ually went on one-<lay strike which they had to 
prolong for two to three days more on account of the lathi charge by the 
jK>lice. Then a tribunal was formed. This tribunal is still going on 
although there has U'ea no hearing on the merits of the ca.He. There WM 
hearing on the tith lX‘cember. UMJh Uth lanimry, (ith February, 8th 
Fehniar\, Fehriiar> , lOoth and today the case is again to heard, 

After the (rihuna! iias ia‘en .sitting some persons have In^en given notice 
and ae have njoved that tlu‘V liave no right to do so. Three months have 
•Miu'e then elapsod hut thev ha\e m^t eome to a decision yet on this point. 

1 do not n ant to mention names, Sir. hut it n our experience that the 
mem tiers do not come in time, ainl what is n\nH\ dangerous for us most of 
tliem have a caintaiist hia‘», 'Fhis is unfortunate, ami I do not know how 
it can Ih* remedied immedi.itelv. Hut the faet is tlien* and in selecting 
Trihiinal jmlges this mattrr should he borne in mind. 

Now, lei me take the three big euM's where the hugest number of 
emp]o\ees are (’oncerned, 1 mean jute, plantation labour and coal. Of 
course, coal tioes md I’tmie diicctl> within the jurisdiction of our lailMiur 
Ministei. Hut a., it is in Htmgal, so tar as the dithcullies ami troubles of 
the coal workers in Hengal are couccrneil, .soimdhmg ims got to be done 
l)\ our Minister. As regaids the jute mills no direct negotiation is possible 
liecause workers’ union> aie not n*cognised .md hrcau.se the LalnMir Coin* 
missioner even is not recognised h\ the jute employers. Thirty-five 
thousaml jute mill workers had to go and the Minister say.s ('omplacettily 
“well, tlo'v had lu go." ()1 course, that raist's a much bigger issue — the 
trade war with Pakistan 1 do not think this Mmistei can do much about 
it, hut this tradi* war is harming the pe.'isaiits of the Fast Ihikistun ttiwl 
the jute workm-.s (d this country. Mr. U’afker I do not find liim here— 
or Mr, Jalan and others of the -lute Mills Association do not suffer nor the 
landlords in Hast 1‘akistan. It is the p4M.sants who are sufl'criiig hecuuse they 
»Io not get the jince for jute. Thirt\-hM* tiiousand jute w'orkers had to be 
s.iciiHced -they were dismissed and tin* rest (d the three thousand workers 
.ue w'orking onl\ o da\s a week. Koriiierli they were working three weeks 
a month Now. tlie\ aic being made to w*uk inon* hours lor the same pay, 
tli.it is, the> arc working only ”• da\s. Hut the jirofiis of the jute mill 
owmu'S have rem. lined the same though all the mil, ail the sacrifice, is 
expected of the workers ami tht‘ Minister lien* sa\h "well, lhc\ had to go.'’ 
At least tlie rate of {trofii of tlo' jute mills i^ not taken into cousideraliou. 
Why Was it not cut a little so that some moir jieople could get cmployineiity 

Then the pianiatioii imluslf \ emplovs almost tlie same number -*aboui 

2 ), Odd — and oc( upies ifo- samr signifiraint po.sition just like the jutt* 
industry. Tlie planiainm imlustiv in .dso a coasideniiile foreign exchange 
earner and the hoiiourabh* mniiliers will he surpriwid to liear that it pays 
dividend in mauy cases as high as -idd per cent, while the workers ure 
getting low wages below Its. Ifi per month in spite of tlie investigation and 
rejKirt of the Hege ( omimttee and the continuous agitation ol tlie unions for 
tiie betterment of their conditions. 1 here want to say with all ilu* emphasis 
J can command that this (iovernment is guilt> of surrendering in those 
tliree major industries -juti* mills, plantation industry and coal --- about 
coal I do not accuse this Minister, hut this Minister along with the MinisUn 
at the U>n both together are Vesiwmsible— they have surremlered to the big 
industrialists. Far from hedpiug direct negotiation and helping the unions 
to get recognition, we find that tlie workers are l>eing persecuted and a little 
hint of that was given in the speech of the Minister himself here— “subver- 
sive" — he did not use the word ’* subversive”, he used some other exproMion 
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which I do not iuat now recollect. But this is not the Congress way as 
we all underntuna the Congress way — it is not Dr. Su^h Banerjee’s under- 
standing the Congress way nor of others understanding the Congress way 
but it IS Hon'ble Kalipada Mookerjee’s understanding the Congress way. 
That is what is happening, that is, those who differ from him are being 
suppressed and victimised. Here I must say one thing that this province 
is a little better than the sister province of Bihar. In Bihar those who 
differ from the official Congress view are more harassed and imprisoned. 
Here this is not done— I do not know why? This is perhaps because the 
Hon’ble Minister himself has no trade union group of his own. Had he 
possessed a group of las own, perhaps we w'ould have met with the same 
fate, but as it is, it is bad enough: specially w'hen there is a clash with the 
I.N.T.II.C. group, we find that absolutely no justice is done to the other 
groups. 

I drew the attention of this House to the several arrests and externmenl 
orders of trade unionists from Asansol — I need not mention the names. I 
find 1 am already running short of time. I will mention one thing which 
I did not mention. That is about the Tittugarh Jute Mills Majdoor Union. 
There the (|uestiori came about the Works (’ominittee election. I do not 
exaggerate when 1 say that tlO per cent, of the workers belong to the Hind 
Majdoor Subha and the I.N.T.U.C. cannot muster even 10 per cent. There- 
fore, w'hen the election came, most of those who stood for election found 
themselves in mil including Z. H. Khan, Haridhan and Amal Bagchi. 
They prayed "There is a case against us. Let it be decided. vSo, postpone 
the election”. I do not think they succeeded. Only five days back I went 
there. They said "Can you not <lo something to get it postponed so that 
there may be fair election?" They made their own representation to the 
Government. I do not know the result, but I shall be very much surprised 
if their prayer is listened to. I might mention here that 1 was one of those 
who narrowly escaped being arrested at Asansol. What happened? There 
was a meeting (Si. Sushi) Kumar Banerjee was muttering some- 

thing.) Si>euk up. Wh,^ are you so modest? Sushil Banerjee cannot be 
accused of being modest. (Sj. Srsiiii. KrM,\H B.wkujkk; I say, you are 
a clever mail.) 

Anyway, we were having a meeting of the Hind Majdoor Subha group 
of workers and we were attacked by the I.N.T.II.C. group. When some 
of our group went to complain to the thana, they w'ere arr<»sled. When I 
telephoned tiie people and asked tliem why they were late, they said some 
of them wert* arrested and that I also w’ould be arrested. As 1 knew that 
I might be arrested, I tlid not go there. Next time I w’ent there and I ask- 
ed wdiat was the mutter. They said there was no case against me. I do 
not know what made them not to arrest me. I would have welcomed it. 
1 have been arrested manv, mau> times by the British Government, by the 
Ijeague (iovernment and by this Government also in the Dunlop Rubber 
Factory case. Of course, 1 got ucijuitted in spite of the efforts of the 
Congress friends. Here also I would have got acquittal. What happens 
is this. They issue warrant against anylaidy w*ho goes there and challanges 
Mr. John, the King. That sort of thing—if 1 may say so without any ais- 
r©si>ect to the sister province — is imported from Bihar and things like that 
have not han|wned here except at Titt4igarh and Dunlops. But whatever 
has happonecl is had enough and it should be stopped. 

Regartling the jwilicy, there two Bills circulated in the Central 
Assemnly. Ajmin I sav I cannot blame the Minister here for that, but 1 
must say that ne must bave either agreed with the provisions of those Bills 
or must have oonni\'©<l at those Bills. At least we are not aware that he or 
his department opposed them. That is a charter of slavery that is being 
fashioned in New Delhi and from the talk that our Minister gave u# today it 
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that he likes the line that is being taken up there. 1 do not went 
to say much on that today, but I want to mention several inatanoea wlteire 
justice was denied because our union was not affiliated to the LK.T.U.C. 

Orient Fan Campany . — I personally went there at least a doten times 
and assurance was given to me that justice will be done but ultimately it 
was not done, because bf the I.N.T.U.C. or because of the fact that the 
employer of that factor) is a very important industrialist. The Other 
companies are Atlas Engineering rompany, Indian Rubber Manufaoturmjj 
Company, and Itadhu Kissen ('ottoii Mills about which a special mention is 
necessary because there was an illegal lockout and we could }>ersuade the 
Minister to think that it was an illegal thing. He, of course, prosecuted 
the employer, Imt the prosecution failed Wause of the absolute inefficiency 
uf the department. The manager himself was not prosecuted, and the man 
prosecuted was not anywhere near the factory for tlie last six months. So 
absolute inefficiency of the department caused the failure of tlie prosecution. 
After that we approached the Government and said “well, let us have an 
appeal, or let there he another nrosecution including the manager, because 
the manager was nt>t prosecuted”. 1 was told in connection with some 
supplementary answer ‘'it is not our business”. Then why did you 
prosecute that company at all, I askP If .\ou prosecute a company, 
prosecute it honestly and effectively and not for show. Anti if prosecution 
fails, you can go to a higher (*ourt as you always do. That cotton mill is 
closwl by now for nearly one and a half years and the workers are all scatter 
e<l and it is difficult for them to find money to pay to the barristers and law- 
yers to ItMlge an appeal. 1 sa\ when the Government thought that some 
employer had disregarded the award, it was for them to prosecute. As a 
mutter of fact, the Horrhie Minister may 1 h‘ amused to liear that the lower 
court had not heard the name of the Industrial Disputi’s Act. I supplied 
him with a copy of the InduKtrial Disputes Act. 1 do not want to he liard 
on him. hut I want to say that most of the Suhdivisional Officers and 
Magistrates are like that. It is only the courts that are dealing with those 
matters that can do justice to the case. According to the Act there is 
uo oilier way out. This case could he conducted in a more efficient and 
letter way hy engaging experienc/ed lawyers who knew more about it. If 
that failed, there should have lieeii an apjieal with the aid of exfierience^l 
men and better lawyers. 

(At this stage the blue light was lit.i 

Sir, I shall take another five minutes 

Sir, the fundamental difficulty of the Minister liimselt ih that he cannot 
honestly go forward with a forward policy hecaase the wa\ in which they 
are treating their own employees .stands in his way. In the jute mills the 
employees are given Rs. oH. Now, if it is recommended that more than 
its. oH should l>e given to them, then most of the employers will say “your 
own chaprasis are not being given at least Hs. fiH. Tnless you <io that, 
you have no business, you have no right to say anytiiing”. H they say 
that they will l)e quite justified. 1 am prepared to support Mr. Walker 
who said that Goveriiinent, while trying through the Tribunal to increase the 
wages, are themselves paying less, 1 said the other day that the minimum 
should be at least R«. 8(t and every year there should be oome 
increment. We demanded through the union that there should be 
some improvement but no improvement was made, no tribunal was 
given. The Central Pay Commission recommended that the minimum 
should be Us. 3(1. The existing minimum is Hs. 17, but as a result of the 
ne^tiation with the Hon 'hie Minister you will Ik* surprised to hear that 
he has given now a grade loginning from Rs. 13. Tbs Pay Commission 
recommended Rs. 30 as the minmum; the minimum of the existing scale 
is Rs. 17; and the new scale starts with Rs. 13. Cun anything 1 m? more 
ridiculous than thatP ^ 
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Now, I would like to nay a few words about agricultural labour. There 
alwi the Minister talks about agricultural labour, but nothing has been 
done. That is all that I have to say al)Out this. I would like to «ay two 
things only and I shall finish. That is about jute mills. With regard 
to the [)reHent disturbances 1 want t») say that the minorities in this country 
should l>e saved at all costs and the minoritie.s in Pakistan should also be 
saved at all costs. That is our socialist line. But here what do we find K 
Here at Teliuipara some disturbances took place. 1 won’t blame the Chief 
Minister alone. He could not .save it. We al.so could not save it. Why, 
J ask, utter that proper attention wu.s not given to the matter? What 
haprwned is this: the Mushm workers wanttnl to work hut the Hindu 
workers wouhl not allow them to do so. What were the Labour Depart- 
ment, the Labour Minister and the Labour Directorate doing? Did thev 
try to indu(;e tlie Hindu workers to allow them to do the work? They onlv 
left tlie mutter to the Magistrate there, and he refused to have anything 
to do with any trade union. The Friends Ambulance Unit w’eut there but 
they were also unwanted and therefore they went away. The position now 
is that Teliuipara is not w’orkiug with full complement, though we have 
suc(a*('ded in making the Hindus and Muslims work together. Then at 
Gondalpara no protection was given to the minorities. The Magistrate 
could not give protection. He said that Chundei nagai is a ditticult place 
and that political ('omrilications were there. I don't understand it. 
Chandernugar is now- under this (fovernment and tlie> could give the 
workers protection tliat they needed. In tiondalpara not a single Muslim 
worker was allowed to work by the eiiiplo.vers and the (ioveriiment could 
not give any protection. They have been ask(‘(l to take compulsory leave 
for three mouths. I can understand this much that when there is HOim‘ 
heat, the workers may remuiii away or they may remove tlieir families 
safe places, }»ut to c.ompel them to take leave tor three months or not allow- 
ing any Muslim workers to wank is an impossible state oi thing and 1 d«) 
nut know what our Miiiivster is doing about it. 

Then again in the Port Commissioners retreiicliment is going on. The\ 
have not dealt with that subject at all. Complacency of the Ministry is 
rt'ttlly criminal. I have mentioned im*rely jute mills hut in all industries

The HM’ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, on helialf of the 
Hon'ble Nalini Hanjan Sarker and on the recommeudatiou of His 
Excellency the Governcr, 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 61,00,000 be 
granted for expenditure under the head “()4C — Pre-partition Pa>'ments’\ 
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Sir, at tlie time of p^ition there were a }ai|r€« number of people and 
eeveral companies in India which had dealings with the undivided IseiigaL 
and whose hills remained unpaid at the time of partition.

76 
lakhs, MO that roughly speaking hills north Its. 3 crores were payable by 
the East Bengal Government. The East Bengal (foverniiieut t(K»k from U8 
bills worth Hs. 02 lakhs of Mliich the\ have made payments uo t<j date only 
of Its. 11 lakhs with the r»>snlt that all these <ymtmctors who have no direct 
approach to the East Bengal Go\<*imnent natuMlly conn* and worry us, 
and it m'Us f»dt that time had • oiiie now to try and sritisf\ thosi* /*ontractors. 
provided we ftx^l that the hills about Mhieh the contractors m anted jmvmeiils 
referred to materials, the use of which hv Ibis Governmenl or by the 
undivided Bengal could not he disputed and wkieh bills have been passed by 
the Application Committee. 
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Of thew 3 crores of nipeefl irorth of bill*, about 1 crore refer to land* 
which have been purchased by the undivided Bengal and of which there can 
be no dispute, because we are still in possession of the lands. Therefore 
We proposed to the (Antral Oovernment to allow us to pay to these 
contractors, to these vendors, their aniount of money and to release them 
from their difficulties in that way. Therefore this item of Rs. 61 lakhs 
has been provided for in the budget in order to make a start of payments 
even though the original arrangement of East Bengal paying in the first 
instance and we paying later on is not being followed. This demand 
therefore is in order to releiise the contractors who, for no fault of theirs, 
have l>e(*n left unpaid for nearly years. Many of the contractors have 
come and told me that tlie\ had supplied material.^ on loan from the banks 
and they have been paying interest to the banks and we felt that it was not 
fair and j)roj>er t(j keep them longer in suspen.se. 

Ah 1 just now said, during these transactions, it api>ear8 that in some 
cases some money had been paid b) the contractors for which full materials 
bad not been given by them and they were due to return the excess and in 
that miiTiner some of the money which was lying with them has lieen 
recovered both by the East Bengal and West Bengal (iovernnients. This 
61 lakhs which we desire to pay is not out of our funds but is out of the 
realisations which we have received from the contractors to whom money 
was paid during the pre-partition period in excess of the value of materials 
which they were to supply. 

With these words, Sir, J move my motion. 

•hlik MOHAMAD RAFIQUl: Ma} I kuow whether this sum includes 
the rent of tlie re(|uisitioue(l property of pre-partition days? 

The Hon’hle Dr. BIOHAN DHANORA ROYt All the bills that were 
put iMjfore the Application (’ommittee have to be scrutinised, whether the 
prticulur instance tibout whi<'h he is referring is one which has been 
included in the list of hills I cannot say. Probably you arc aware. Sir, 
that tlie lust date for putting in the hills was a date in UHiM. If the hills 
had been put in before, they must have gone to the .\ppli< ation Committee. 

Shaik MOHAMAD RAFIQUE: My hills amount to Hs. KHl. 

The HM'ble Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: I hope the honourable 
member will he able to spare that amount (laughter).

TIlO Hon'bio Dr. BIDHAN DHANORA RDYs Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of HivS Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a «um of 
l>e granted for expenditure under the head* “XLVl-A— 
Eeceipta from Hoad Transport Scheme— Working Exjienaefe” and ‘*82B— 
Cai»itai Outlay on Rond Transport Scheme outside the Revenue Account”. 

Sir, about the middle of the year 1948 it was clear to us in the Ministry 
that there should be done something to regularise the tnmsport system of 
Calcutta in the first instance and later on the transport system of the whole 
of West Bengal and it was visualised that it would be uecessarv perhaps to 
have a Transport Board for the whole of Bengal but in oriW that the 
Transport Board may function prowrly and with efficiency it was felt that 
we could begin as an ext)erimentai measure with running a few buses in 
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Cakutta i% order to reUeye the congestion and find out by opemtiag Ibeat 
buses as to what extent we may be able, in the first instance, to supply tba 
needs of the town and, in tbe ultimate analysis, to nationalise the traneport 
system not merely for the city but also for the rest of the State. Therefora 
tne Goveminent purchaseil a certain number of buses and, without interfering 
with the ortlinary private owner of buses which were running in Calcutta, 
we put on the roaas u number of these buses on and from the lUst July, 
1948. One of the things iliat we have insistetl upon with regard to this 
State bus business i.s that the operators, the couduotors and drivers will b# 
paid in the usual way their monthly salar> and timt they art^ not to de^iend 
upon any commisHioii to W paid according to the amount of realisation of 
fares from the jieople whitdi seeni'* to he the curr<»nt arrangement amongst 
the private owners of buses because we felt that such an arrangement 
necessarily implies that the o|K*rator*«, conductors and drivers would like to 
run faster than usual in onler to cs>ver a larger number of trips and they 
also usually try to take in us maii\ paM^engt'rs as pONsible in order that their 
Commission miglit be correspondingly higher. We started with a %*ery 
nuMlest beginning. We first <»t all puiehastKl a UK) single decker petrol 
buses ami put To on the roads first and gradually we went im expamliug 
until pi.i(‘tie;il!,\ throughout the v'hole ot last year we hml more or less 
buses tui the load, tlie t<0al number that ue liaxe now bidng about ITS. 
There another experiment are making and that is as to whether a 
single (iH'ker luis f)i a dmilile decker bin would be mole useful and Mecon«lly 
whether a |K*t!'oI ])us or a diesel engine bus would be more satisfactory. 
With ri'gard to the first pioprtsitum we came to tin* (amclusion tiiut for the 
city of t’ahutta a double decker bus is better than a single decker bus and 
the nutson was that xvith the huge incituise in population in the town and 
the demand on tiie road s\iria<‘e b\ tin* pHiple xxho mov(‘ from one part of 
the city to the othei there is not snfKcient ro.id siirfai’e to run a very large 
iinmher of buses whereas u double dei’ker bus would occupy the same roiid 
suiiiKP as a single deckei and at tlie same time would carr> double the 
numlau’ of jiassengi'rs ami secondlN tliat .1 double decker bus with tiDC 
dnviM’ and one conductor would be cheaper than to have two single decker 
buses with two drixers and txxo conductors and thus it xvas clear that we 
should have more double decker buses than single decker buses. We have 
ulreay ordcretl v(K) single deckei petnd driven bus<‘s and tlu'V have 
prai’ticully come. We have noxx ordered double decker diestd engim* huseii 
for this reason that the diesel engines ale less costly on fuel than |>etrol 
buses. There is uuotlier advant^ige of h.ivuig iliesel buses iii C'ulcutta, wbiuhi 
was told to me by a frieml of mine a little xxhile ago. as to do so would releaae 
u large quaiility of petrol for the moffusil areas tor the vehicular traffic! 
there. This i.s again another advantage of having double decker busen. 

We purchased one <louble (Wkei dies,-] engine Lex land bus and wo 
have been running it for several monthH. and ue find true l<> oui expeciainm 
that it is a cheaper proposition to run one diesel engine double decker bu* 
than txxo single decker buses of an\ txjie We have now got a full-fledged 
Directorate with a very rom[H*teiit ( Vmtroller oi I)iri»clor, and we are hoping 
to expand it in different directions 

One of the most im]»ortant things in miming a transport senii'e i« U) 
have a fairly well-eijuipimd f’entra! Wr.rkshop and two or thnn* District or 
Divisional workshops. At one time I had projmsed to the Tramway 
(ompaiiy to allow us tlie use of their dejioti* in different areas for small tvpa 
repairs and also for keeping them at least for a little while when the buses 
are off from the track. t)ur agreement with the Tramway t’orapany has not 
yet been coihpleted. but m the meantime we have raiiuHl two up-tf»-dat« 
garages— one in the north and one in the south. The one in the north is, 
in the opinion of the experts from outside the country — from Switsw^rland 
and England — a very well-equipjHnl and very efBcient bus garage. lA^e have 
put down tUs year a sum of Es. 23 lakns for the land, building and 
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equipment of the garage. Then this garage would aleo be utilwed for 
luanufooturing the bodies of the double decker buses. We have received 
three chassis, diesel engine type, from England and we have also ordered 
the pre-fabricated framework of the bodies of these buses. The bus that 
we purchased from England, complete in all its parts, cost us Bs. 73,000 
whereas if the body is constructed in India it would cost us Rs. 62,000 so 
that we shall be saving nearly Ks. 10,000 on each bus. And if there are 
30 buses, it would mean a saving of,Rs. 3 lakhs. Not only that. It will 
give us some insight into the method of building buses in the most scientific 
and advanced methods and also some of our workers will have an opportunity 
of earning and learning the art of body-building. But so far as I am 
concerned, 1 shall not be satisfied until I am able to manufacture here, 
with the help of those who are interested in motor-car manufacturing, etc., 
and of motor-car dealers, — so long as we cannot manufacture the chassis 
also in this country — at least the larger parts of the chassis except the 
very small parts which have to be imported for a certain time. We have 
already been in touch with one or two firms in England w^ho are prepared 
to share with us in the matter of manufacture of chassis in this country 
and the workshop that we have purchased would be good enough for this 
tyjHJ of work — for manufacturing chassis and bodies here. 

We have followed certain rules some of which go beyond the limits of 
the Calcutta (’ornorution and which have proved to he very useful so far 
as the people of the city and its neighlwurhood are concerned. It is obvious 
to any one that (’alcutta is a growing city and is growing northward and 
southward as well as, to a certain extent, eastward; and it is therefore found 
necessary that we should have bus service along the Gariahat Road to the 
end up to Duui Dum Airport, and so on. and we are trying to devise a scheme 
by which we shall be able to arrange with the (^aleutta (Corporation and the 
neighbouring municipalities that any area whicli is being developed should 
have u long route provision f(»r extendt*d motor service to that area. For 
instance, there is a large population growing in the new Refugees’ Colony 
at Habra, and a jufiposid has been put forward to us and we are considering 
it as to wlielhcr we cannot run a service up to Habra, a distance of 24 or 
20 miles, in order that people m that area -a ver\ large number, who are 
going to have a permanent habitation tliere, can get an easy access to the 
city. 

With regard to the attitude of (he Government to the existing bus 
service, those which are doing good work now to my mind should continue 
so long as we are not iible to replace or displace them. It is no use cutting 
down the private owners who are doing in their own way a good service to 
the people without our being able to su]>plant their sendee. But as soon as 
it is possible "Und the sooner it is the better — we shall go aliead with our 
scheme so that ultimately we mn\ l»e able to replace the whole of the bus 
service b> a co-ordinated transp(»rt service run under the control of the 
Provincial Transport Board. 

With tliese words, Sir, I move the motion that stands in my name.

Tho Hoffi'blo BIMAL CHANDRA BINHA: Sir, on the recommendation 

of Hi.s Excellency the (rovernor 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 6,09^05,000 
be granted tor expenditure under the heads “id) — Civil Works ’ and 
“yi^Capital Account oi ( ivil Works outside the Revenue Account”. 

Sir, 1 do not want to take a very long time in giving a report of the 
activities of ni.N department last year, but I \iould like to mention some of 
the broad teatures. As the House is aware, the activities of the demirtment 
can l)roa<liN be (diissitied under two ilistinct catej^ones, namely, Buildings 
and Hoads. Theso two categories again ean l>e .sub-divided in two further 
gub'Categoritvs, numel\ , Ouliimry -and Development. I do not want to 
examine in anv detaiT our building programme for two reasons. The fimt 
is that generalh, in the matter of constructing buildings, we act as tho 
agency of other departments and secondly, I am aware that the question of 
roads IS far more important than the <iuestion of buildings and the House 
is naturully interested to know more about roads than about buildings. I, 
therefore would onlv point out to the House that in spite of prevailing 
handicaps and bottlenecks arising oat of transport difficulties, scarcity of 
labour ami ot building materials, ami further aggravated by the present 
finaiicial stringeiicv. our achieveinents in the matter of ordinary buildings 
and ordinary road communication may he judged to be Hutisfactorv. This 
will be evident from a comparison of our financial provisions granted by This 
House last >ear with the revised estimates of expenditure recently passed 
by the House. The figures compare thus—

I ni.w pa.(. on to Road*, l-a-t year, in presenting the Budget for this 
department to this House, 1 mentioned three or four thing* in partieular. 
I first mentionetl that in the year before, i.e., in 104849, we had set before 
ttt an ambitious road programme and in spite of our best efforts, we could 
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Bot reach the targets by the end of 194849. I further asaured the Houet 
that our organisation was being geared up to ensure speedier execution of 
work a« also completion of a greater volume of work, and I shall have to 
sav something on this point later on. Secondly I pointed out that in addtion 
ki the ordinary developmental road programme, we had to formulate and 
take up the extensive border road programme for various reasons. The 
Partition had disrupted our lines of communications and that necessitated 
a re-alignment of the existing roads as also construction of new roads to 
serve these isolated areas. There was alAo the question of connecting land 
customs and jfolice posts all along the borders. Thirdly, I pointed out that 
the Government of West llengaT liad, for the first time in the history of 
any Provincial Government, taken upon themselves the responsibility of 
constructing village roads. That was entirely a new feature which pieced 
new emi»hasis on the importance of village communications in the life of our 
commtinity. That was in general the position last year. 

Now, in recounting the story of the current year, I would like to de.il 
with the difierent iis[»ects of the problem separately. I would like to give 
to the House first a report of what we have been able to do to achieve the 
target w’c set before us last year. I shall then tr>’ to review' the financial 
aspect of the question and the difficulties we are in l)erause of financial 
stringency. Thirdly I would like to j>lace before the House some of the 
other problems we have to fiua* this year. 

Turning to the progress (»f work and new lealuies introduced this year 
T iua> say that we have, from the very beginning, kept in view the supreme 
importance ot roads in this structural ecuiiiomv of the country and have 
devotinl special attention to the need for developing an extensive network 
of roads all over the country. We launched iqion as ambitious programme 
on the Government of India’s assurance of ailequate financial help. In 
fact, the road development [irogramme of the Government of AVest Bengal 
w'us being financed out of the funds granted b> the Centre either as grant or 
us loan. Now, on that basis a o-year programme was drawn up, wdiich 
was further subdivided into two pliases and work started on the first phase 
after the Partition. The idea was that in the .second or thin! year of our 
work, when there would be fair progress on the first phase roads, w’e w’ouhl 
be able to take up the second jdiase roads. When, at tin* end of the five- 
year, both the first phase and the second [ilia.se wonhl be completed, we 
would be able to take up tlie next o-year programme similarly ilivided into 
phases. I may tell the House that our first o-\ear programme included 
about o(K) miles of border roads. Gut of this first o-year programme of 2,200 
miles of roads, a total length of miles has already been taken in hand. 

T1h‘ department have already se('ured all waste and arable l.iinls for o87 
inile,s of roads, including 2o}) miles where po.ssession has been received also 
of land other than waste and arable. About 2’’) crore cubic feet of earth- 
work has been completed against tlie total estimate of 200 crore cubic feet 
to he done on the fiist-plm.se programme. Brick-burning is now fairly in 
progress ami out of the total estimate<l requirement of about 70 crores of 
bricks, about 10 crorcs have already been burnt, 15 orores already moulded 
and about 1 50 crore.s collecteil b> requisitioning. Soling w'as laid on 148 
miles of roads ami water-bouml consolidation done on 150 miles. Collec- 
tion of materials has also progressed fairly well and we have been able to 
collect 5,524 ton.s of steel, 0,880 tons of cement. 1*5 crore cubic feet of 
stone, 100,000 tons of coal capable of burning 45 crores of bricks. 1 would 
like to point out in this connection that we iiuve been able in this way to 
take over 1,000 miles of roads hitherto maintained by the I>istrict Boards 
either for improvement under Bond Development Prognmime or maintenance 
pending improvement in gradual stages. More mileages of such roads are 
also expected to be so taken up in fifture. 

I would lastly point out that we have also been executing as the agenu 
of Government of India, the National Highway programme. Very late in

We have been lagging a lit th* behind our target 
first, laiiour is nol available vNerNwheri* and. serondly, labour rates are allK) 
ver>' high. Thinlly, there are also the ililfieultjes arising out of imported 
labour which is not easilv available and is win edten found to go awa> at 
a crucial moment. fd>r these rea.sons we had to purchase earth-cutting 
machinery from the rnited States. Hhi(li liaNv ju-'t arrived and are now in 
the process of erection. This will he a new venturi . I hope that these 
machineries will not onl> ensure a mm ii (|Uiekei eximution ami will solve 
the lahoui problem hut nill also give Us a huge saving in eximmliture 
without displacing at the same lime the lulrour force available. I am, Sir, 
confident that the deparmental niuc!iiner\. now re-hauled ami re-fushiooea 
in this manner, is ]irepared to tackle the problems before it sucH',eHsfully. 
Last year, our problem lay mainly in overcoming the difbculties of transport, 
the difficulty of securing materials and so on. This year that problem no 
longer remains with us. at least to that extent, hut the greatest problem 
for Ua now has become the problem of finance. [ shall diNgl with this as})ect 
of the matter in greater details later on but 1 must say that it is extremely 
unfortunate tiiat the financial blUaard will strike us just when the depart- 
ment was properly equipped to go ahead with full sp^. 
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Before I puee on to the question of finance^ I would also like to mention 
two new features of the present year’s Budget. The first is the road 
pmblems of Cooch Behar. We welcome Cooch Behar into West Bengal and 
the Govemnient of West Bengal have, at the time of the merger, assured 
the jieople of Cooch Behar that their interests would be closely guarded by 
this Government. In accordance with that policy, we are drawing up an 
extensive road programme for (Jooch Behar withiq the limits of the funds 
available, and 1 can assure this House as also the people of Cooch Behar 
that their welfare, so far as my department is concerned, will always be our 
first concern. Secondly, 1 would like to say a few' w'ords about the village 
roads. It has all along been the policy of this department to concentrate 
on main arterial roads and never to go beyond them. That was the 
traditional policy of the Public Works Department. But, Sir, any Congress 
Government cannot overlrmk the fact that India lives in villages and that 
the villagers have to walk miles and miles in slu.sh and mud for getting a 
bottle of medicine or for sending their cliildren to the nearest school. Sir, 
this is an inconceivable state of low human conveniences, which, if they 
continue, cannot but force people out of the villages. But we cannot n.sk 
our iwople to stay in villages if they do not get their barest human comforts 
and at least a tolerably good living. These village roads were so long 
entrusted to the care of only union boards and district boards. Accusation 
is sometimes made against the union boards and district boards for not 
-discharging their duties properly. I also do not deny that the total receipts 
from road cess had not been utilised by the district boards as a whole for 
the construction of roads, merged as they are in the general district funds. 

1 also do not deny that there are malpractices, and mismanagement in some 
■cases. But I cannot agiw w'ith the view that the district boards and union 
boards as a whole have been deliberately neglecting their duties in main- 
taining the roads. Wliile I would strongly condemn any mismanagement 
where it exists, it is no use denying the fact that the funclumental problem 
which they have to face is also the jirohlem of finance and unless more funds 
are made available to them, it would not be possible lor them to keep roads 
in good repairs even wliero the best posMible management ('Xists. rnfortu- 
natel\ , all our resources pooled together are totally inudecjuate for taking up 
improvement of all the district board roads and village roads in tin* Slate 
all at once. Theref<»re, we shall have t«> chalk out o-yt*ai ])rogranuiU‘s and 
assign priorities. But, Sir, in spite of these difficulties, it has been the 
effort of this tlovernment to do whatever is possible for the village roads. 
That is why this Government took up(m themselves tin* responsibility (,f 
repairing certain village roads up to a low Npt*cification and tliat jirogramme 
lias been successfully gone through last year. Village mails also receive 
help from the (’ivil Supplitxs ProcurenuMit Fund where these roads serve 
procurement ureas. Gur village road progi amine and the t'lvil Supplies 
pforurmnent road programme combined togetbei have accounted for a total 
expenditure of Us. 21 4 laklis of rupees eovering tHi;f miles ot village roads. 
Now', Sir. in this year’s Budget that emphasis ha>s been pushed further, 
and we propose to spend about Us. do-'i lakhs on village roads this year. 
Th(‘re has been put into this yinir’s Budget besides the aliove amount, a 
sum of Us. 0 lakhs for the purpose of giving aid to contribution works on 
village roads. Government will grant a certain penvutage of the total 
cost of the work if the local people come forwanl with the rest of the money 
necessary for that work. This will be a grant-in-aid scheme which opens 
up the possibility of hx^ul contributions and encourages local initiative and 
efforts. 1 would aw*ait with very great interest the result of the scheme ind 
I appeal to the |HOpl« to co-oiu»rate with the tlovernment in taking up small 
works in this fashion so that w'e may ^jradually be able to expand the iMjheme 
further and further. 

Another feature that I ought to report to the House is about the manage- 
ment of ferries. It has been decided that the control and management of 
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all public ferries fallinff on the alignment of roads taken OTer by OoTenunent 
for improvement under the Road Development Plan should be under 
Government management and control. Witnout this an efficient 4iud 
thorough system of communication would he impossible to maintain. This 
would obviously result in u loss to district boards and a suitable formula i« 
being evolved to compensate the district boards on this account. It ia 
proposed to take over lo such ferries from the 1st April, 11)50, in pursuance 
of this decision. * 


Before I turn to the <]uestion of finance. I would mention one other 
point. In spite of our gradual expansion of work, we have l>een able to 
keep the estuhlishmeut charges as low as possible and at a much lower 
level than during the adinini.st ration of the department in undivided Bengal. 
If we compare the estublisliment charges with the volume of works under* 
taken, the proportion of e.stablishmeiit charges ti> the volume of work under- 
taken works out in the following wa\ : —

Finanff . — Next I turn to the question of finance. A.s I have said earlier, 
it IS the problem of finance that has become our greatest problem today. The 
House is aware that the Uoad Development Programme was being financed 
out of the funds provided by the (ioverniiient of India either as development 
grants or loans. The Hon'lile Finance Minister, in presenting the Budget 
this \eai, lias made U known to this House that l»> the midille of the 
last >eui the (jovernmeiit of India intimated to the State (iovenimeiit their 
inability to give au> grant whatsoever to the State. As regards loan, the 
(lovernment of India ultimatel} did not grant an\ loan to this State for any 
scheme other than the Mu.vurakshi Project besides loans toi (Irow More Food 
campaign and flu' Damodar Valle) IVoject. The Hon 'hie Finance Minister 
has pointed out that the decision of tlie (toveniment of India has upset the 
State Budget and the hardest to he hit was tlie Budget of this department. 
Road construction is. h) standards of orthotlox finance, unnroductive 
though in the modern eonte.xt of tliingH it ran never be regarded aa so. 
Experience of foreign countnes where tninpikes and tcdls is incomputible 
with the principle of free thorough communication all over the country and 
is somewiiat mediaeval in it.s outlook, still even the richest countries like 
the United States of America have not been able to do wdthoul it. Even 
if we leave out the proposition of roads paving directly for their construc- 
tion through tolKs ami turnpikes, yet we cannot dmiy that roads bring about 
inconceivable benefits to the country in many indirect ways as well. Want 
of funds made this department to seriously consider what should Im our 
prograimiie in future. For, cmistriiction of road is a continuous proces* 
and any expenditure incurred in the first year would be in many cases a 
total waste if it Is not followe<l up by expenditure in the second and third 
years. Therefore when we are facwl with these difficulties we have to 
consider how best to solve them. We have, therefore, to take the following 
decisions : — 

(1) Curtailment of the number of bridges, 

<2) Slowing down of work and spreading it over a greater number of 
years where less important roads are concerned. 
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(3) Adoption of a wlicy of concontraiion. That w to §ay, where 200 
miletf of roads are involTed, it was thought wiser not to spread 
out work all over the 200 miles and leave everything unfinished 
at some intermediate stage but rather to finish 100 miles of road 
up to the last stage. 

(4; No new roads tlial would have been otherwise taken up this year 
arcording to their phasing of priorities •could be taken up and 
w'ork confined eArlusively to works in progress. 

Tliese are not hapjn decisions but unfortunately they had to be taken 
in view of the serious financial difficulties that faced us. Our another 
headache was the prohle?u of border roads. From the very inception of 
the idea of border njads, we left no stone unturned to impress upon the 
(b)verninent of India that tln*se roads were primarily not the responsibility 
of the Province f)Ut should he regarded more a (Vnti’al responsilnlity. We 
pressed on the view that in addition to the Uond Development Programme 
undertaken hy the State ( ioverinneiit, it is not possible for the State to bear 
the wliide hunlen of this border road programme out of their own Budget. 
At last the (ioveinmeiit ot India appointed a joint technical committee to 
investigate aitoiit tfie iinjuirtanee of the holder road programme and to 
assess the (enlral responsibility therefor. The committee classified S roads 
us border roads, o under priority 1 and 3 under priority 11. xVlthoiigh 
according to the findings and l•ecollllllendntjoTls of the Cfunmittee, the 
(ioverninent of India should have aecepted aj»pi't*ciable share of the 
expenditme on these 8 roads, tlie li(^ve^nlnent of India have, U" a nialtio uf 
sanctioned a grunt of Us. 40 lakhs only out of the ( entrnl Head Fund 
Ueserve spread over a jieriod of five years to finama* partly only one ol the 
■) priority— -1 border roads. We can appreciate the financial ilifficulties of 
the Government of India but we bad liojied, in spite (d it, for more liberal 
astisiance. We have, tlnu’efore, been compelled to provide funds out of 
our own receijits and it has been po.ssible to find funds just for all the works 
ill jU'ogress, Secondly, some roads have been transferred from the Provin- 
eial Hoad Accminl to Central Hoad Fund Works, subject to the approval of 
the Government of India. It has been my earnest desire to exjiand ilie 
road programme in such a wav as to provide the State of West Bengal with 
a good network of roads witliin Id or lo years. But considering the 
situation we are in, wa* shall perhaps have to thank ourselves that we have 
not been forced to abandon even tho.si* roads which have already been taken 
up and have also been able to make some progress in the matter of village 
road.s. 

Sir, 1 would not take up any more time ot the House except to mention 
two, other points in conclusion. Within one or tw'o day.s’ time 1 propose 
to circulate to the honotirahle members a brochure |)repare«l hy the depart- 
ment on the Problems of Hoad Construction in West Bengal in which efforts 
have been maile to lay liefore the public some of the important problems 
that face us. I would welcome suggestions trom the public as to how to 
tackle the dilhculties before us. Next, Sir. I would make a brief reference 
to the <|uestiou of distributing the proceeds of the Motor Vehicles Tax. The 
current year’s Binlget provides for H.h. 2 lakhs for distribution to 
municipalities ami the next war’s Budget also continues that provision. 
In the }»resi*nt slate of our Anauce, we could not spare anything for the 
district boards more so for the reason that we are gradually taking over 
more and more district lioard roads and have suhatantialiy progressed in 
that direction, I wouhl in this connection miuest the municipalities to 
come in contact with tiie department once to get their respective share 
of the Motor Yebicles Tax Fund, Lastly. 1 would like to make particular 
reference to the road problems of the two isolated district.^ of Malda and 
West Dinajpnr. I have already outlined the programme w# have for these 
district. s. Unfortunately we have been faced with very great difficulties of 
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tran^rt in this area. Though we huTe been able to overcome the bottle- 
neck ol tranaport in o^er arena, atill that bottleneck retnaina almost bafBii|r 
ao far m these two diatncta are concerned. The Railway is of absolute^ 
no hidp in pushing into those two diatricU road- building materials in 
sufficient quantities. I would not like to divulge in any great detail ail 
the difficulties we are facing here but suffice it to say that we are making 
all efforts to keep the existing roads ojien during this rain. 

The question of rail links in this area is also before the Uoverniueut of 
India and I hope, Sir, they will soon come to a decision in this matter. 

With these words, Sir, I move niy motion. 

dnnnk MUOASSIR HOSSAINs Sir, I beg lo move that the demand of 
Rs. G,U9,0'),ll(K) for expenditure under the lunids “.‘ill— t'ivil Works” and 
“81 — (apital Account of ( ivil Works outside the Revenue Account,” he 
reduced hv Rs. KK). 

I move this to raise a discus-Kion about the inefticieucy of the department. 

Sir, 1 sound a note of warning tu my young Minister frieud over ihara 
and not only to him, Sir. hut to other Ministers also who are in charge of 
the administration of this State. Sir. it will appear from the hrochuie which 
has just now lieen distributed “that the task is entirely a ho])eles8 one and 
by no means it can he meiide«l or improved. ' This is the wording of tliC 
brochure. “I-nfortunatidy for all ]|Mior and backward countries of the 
worhl theju'ohlem of development is. lu the uHimuie analysis, a problem of 
finance. Tlie difficulties about teiduiical personnel anil supply of meterieli 
are c()m|»aratively ea.'.jy to oveicoiue hut not the prohhuu of finance. Our 
needs are so vast and our resources are .so limited that we cannot tm'kla the 
problems simuitaiieousl) or with the spt'etl we wish to ailopt, liesouroci 
of the State (rovernment and the loi'al bodies pmiled together are totally 
iimdccpiate for the pur|M»He,” 

Tills IS an entirely luqxdesH situation and hrooils ill for the country 
winch we live in. Wh.it is tlie ilifficull\, Sir, — 1 shall preiauitly explain. 
The difficulty of m\ young friend over there is this that all (iovemmentli 
of civilised countries are divided into two classes -National Govern monte 
and Colonial Governments, in this unfortunate country, Sir, the (Xilomnl 
system of Government was establisheil h\ the British, and for what 
purpose? — for the purpose of sucking the life-blood of our people and 
robbing the resources of the countrN and therewith enriching themseiveti. 
That was the purpose for whi< h the ('»donial Government was established 
here by the Bnti.sh. If now we have a National Goveinment, what should 
be its duty? The first duty of our (ro%'ernnient should lie a thorough 
change of the old s\stem of tfOTernmeiit which bei|)ed to t4ike away the 
resources of the country and which heljied Ui keep the entire ponulatba 
under poverty and euhjectiou. This should lie the first duty of a National 
Oovernment here. But instead of doing away with that old system of 
Government, the mode of wlministration w^hicb was initiated and established 
by the British, what our National Goveninient and my young friend over 
there and others are doing is that they are closely following at the heels of 
the British, following the same mtale of administration of the country, the 
•ame mode of preparing the budget and of doing every other thing. If they 
only follow at the heel of the British colonial administrators and yet say 
that theirs is a National (tovenimeni, I do not know what 1 should say of 
them. The policy of the British administrators was to maintain peace and 
order and after maintaining wace and order they employed every means to 
drain away the resources of the country in order to enrich themselves. But 
our National Government ought to have tupped the reeouroes of the country 
in order to make the country prosperous and to remove the poverty of the 
p^ple, but nothing so far hae been done by our National Government in that 
oireorion. 1 can understimd, Sir, the i^licy that led the Bri^heri to 
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establish their colonial system of Government in this countrj', but I cannot 
understand why my friends over there are closelj' following at the heels 
of thf Britishers and imitating their mode of administration. Sir, by this 
imitation they have proved themselves inefficient and w'orthless as 
admini‘«tratorH. But, Sir, we will he simply thunderstruck if we look at 
the administration of the National (iovernments of other countries. It will 
make us speechless as to wiiat they liave done for their country and what 
the state of their country is 

Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Mudassir Hossain, please come to roads. 

dinab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: Sir, road is one of the developments 
thill we need and in order to live in this country in comfort and decency we 
reijuire more and betler roads. J cjuite agree with the proposition ol my 
young friend over there wfien he .says that road development is absolutely 
necessary for u eivilined jind advanced country. A country where there is 
no rmol is uncivilised or s(*mi-civilised or 1 cun say it is iu a primitive 
condition of life or it is a lutrbarous state. So I now come, Sir, exactly to 
the position ahicli you have indicated. Having described the general back- 
ground of our administration I shall now proc^eed to talk about roads. Now, 
what is the stale ot this country!*' 1 notice an hommrable mcinher laughing 
and I can tell him that it is not a case for laughter. What 1 am now going 

to say will overwhelm liini. (The Hon'lile Bim.vi, riiwoiu Simia : 

Al?*end> (tverwhelmed ! ) I am reading a f(*w lines. You recently 

ohjecti'd to rnv reading something hut 1 .sa\ you need not he afraid of this, 
for as I read ihesi* lines, you uili find the validity of m> argument. 1 am 
reading from a hrochure i.ssiied h> the Indian (’hanilKu of (’ommerce, dated 
the loth Novemher, lfM9. In this it is said that the numhei of lower clas.s 
people in India inclusiv(* of all the State.s is 2‘M) million and the jiercentage 
figure is tST (!7, and out of this the ])erc(mtage of fanners is 8o ti. That is 
to say, out of liMO million lower cl.iss people v\lio form S7 ti7 per cent, of 
the wlnde p('o[)lc, Ho'J [)ci cent, arc (*arncis and the balance of 2 47 p(‘r cent, 
is non-earners. Their I'oiitrihution to the State per head is Ks 2-lo-Hh 
that is to say, in round tigiin*, It.s. d. That is the geiicial contnhution of 
llie lowei class laaiide to tin* exche()uer ot tlie country. Ot the remaining 
-‘10 million people who constituti* tlie middle and upper clas.ses. only six 
million people are eariuTs who constitute 12'4 pm- cent. TImt is to ‘i.iy. 
out of the iniildle and upiier class people only one works whih* tour pe!sf)as 
sit idle and their eoninhutioii to the exi'hepuer is ITs (1-7-11 pt‘r head. 
This is the state of aftairs in this country. I’rom the .statistics that 1 have 
just now quoted you will tind that I2A per cent, people contribute 87 per 
cent, to the exelu'quer and 87 per cent, only 12 or 12A per cent. But, 
Sir, with the advent of adult suflrage. the numlier of those who do not pay 
uill he six times the nuniher of tlie midiile classes. Therefore, it i.s the 
poorer class, it is the <'Iass ho do not get anything to eat to live and who 
are very ver> poor, it is these persons who will predominate in the 
country and it is these people who will dominate the wh<de political 
.situation in the country. It means that 12 j per cent, of the voters will 
be ‘‘haves*’ and seven times that number are under-fed and under-nourished 
and these are the persons who are the ‘iiave-nots”. Therefore, there will 
be a dinwi conflict between these two classe.H in the pniportion of 7:1, 
i.e,, the “have-nots’’ will he 7 whereas the “haves” will he 1. Great 
conflict will arise between these two classe.s and, I am afraid, the whole 
country will suffer. 

Mr. IFEAKER: Y oil are not apeakuTtr at all on road,. 

Janab MUDASSIR HOSSAIN: 1 nill come to roads subsequently — how 
the voter# come to the booth for the purpose of filing their nomination 
papers and also for the puriM>se of voting. They will come by roads. If 
you compare the state of tnings of our country with that of the United 
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Statai af Aiiwnca— you have bom>we<i« yt>n have imitated the Conatitutieii 
of the great ITnited State# of America— you will find •that 87 mt cent, of 
the population pay income-tax in the Tnited States of America, In the 
init^ Kingiloiu three-fourths or nearly 75 j)er cent, of the population 
contribute substantially to the exchequer. In Canada and Australia nl«o 
the same thing hapfK»n«-~a substantia] portion of the electors, nearly 75 
per Cent., contributes siiostantially to the exchequers of those countries. 
But here you will just find from the .stutisties which I have just now quoted 
that onl} o per cent, of the electors contribute to the exchequer and other# 
have got no means to pay anything to the e\cln*i|uer. If we have a 
National (iovernimmt, what are we to do if we have got no money K We 
have got enough man power. Ab<mt man j)ower there is no doubt that w© 
^ssess the greatest man power perhaps in the worhl barring the Chinese. 
Now^the ChiijcM* are also going to be tl<»ored. We are still keeping our 
heads abo\c water —the ( luncse have gone down, they are under vrater. 
So, tlieri?' is n<i doubt that we have goi the greatest man power. Now, we 
mu.st utilise that man power Our gieai (ongiess leaders in their wusdom 
lone said that m a poor country like ouis vie must estuldish co-operative 
coniiiioii w »M 1 1 h .

Make them work 
hard on your roads, on your irrigation, on your food production for 12 
hours a day. By intensive agriculture, you will grow sufficient food to 
enable those hard workers to feed the country. Therefore, Sir, what I 
suggest and pray is that you should not lord over us and think that you are 
#0 many gods who have been placed on those chairs by the over-generous 
God— <lo not think like that. What I mean to say is that you must work 
on your ow^n. If you want to be worthy sons of ‘the father of the nation 
Mahatma Gandhi, organise the entire country and unite the entire u>untr\' 
with co-operation, and make them work hard on your agriculture, irrigation 
and then everything will succeed, and there will be no want of money and 
everything will be available. Milk and honey will flow in the ofmntry, and 
the country will be really ^ ^ •Pmfmi Not only that 
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TImto irill he a network of roads and parks in the oonntry. BTtrytkiiif will 
be all right, and ^ou will succeed. If my young friend foibwa path 
trodden by the British administration he is bound to sink and sink and 
rise no more. 

Mr. 0. E. CLARKE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in rising to make my oontriba- 
tion in the discussion before the Housjp, I appreciate the difficulties which 
confront tbe Hon’ble Minister for Works and Buildings in meeting us 
equitably as jiossible the conflicting demands from all parts of the Province 
for road development, improvement and maintenance. 

I would ask him to bear with me while I briefly draw his attention to an 
area in which I he interests I represent are vitally concerned, and hope that 
1 ma> have from liim the assurance that its needs are kept prominently in 
mind liy his department. 

I have examined with cure the list of road projects for the coming year 
which are enumerated in the Budget Statement for 1950-51. As far us I 
can discover few specific details are given other than the Priority Scheme 
for the improvement of Border roads ami the list of works projected under 
the Development Programme in Api)endix (’ of the Red Book. In reganl 
to those listed, I confess that I am not acquaintecl with all the local names 
<4Uoted and I may he at fault in saying that 1 can find no reference to any 
roads in the Doours tea areas, but at least the scheme.s planned for that 
region are extremely limited. In fact, 1 think there are only three 
reierences to roads in the Jalpaiguri district and these, while undoubteilly 
important, are not route.s giving access to the tea areas of the district. 
The provision for the Bihar-Asvsum Nafional Highway ma,> aU) include 
work in the Dooars urea hut without details to what extent is not clear. 

I think, Sir, it cannot l>e denieil that the Drrnars — at least in its eastern 
part~is by comparison with its importance l)adl> served in its communica- 
tions. This is in large measure due to the interpolation of Pakistan 
territory aeross the pre-existing lines of communication from the south 
which naturally passed l»etweeu and parallel to tiie maiu river system. In 
these rircumstancos the inevitable axi'. <»f communieations now runs across 
the grain of the country. Hoad sections between each inter-riverine w*ct('r 
are therefore cut by rivers which for a luige part of the year render com- 
mimioations from one section to another completel> impassable. 

1 acknowledge that the uea Ansam Railwa\ Link will in a certain degree 
alleviate this problem, but a railway cannot entirely replace the freedom 
or comprehensiveness of road communications. It is necessary to recognise 
that the da> is passing when individual tea gardens can operate us separate 
find isolated entities. Todav, frequent contacts on matters of policy and 
practice to secure uuifieil am\ cohesive working throughout the whole of the 
mduslry in a common area is vital. With present economic, ^litical imd 
la^ur trends in the tea arwis it is therefore essential for the effective 
administration of the industry that tlie railway should be augmented by 
adequaU' roads, and in the first place that one good highway should exist 
connecting one end of this tea district to the other. 

The tonnage of traffic carried by roads in this area has enormously 
inorwased in the past few years. The recjeipts from taxation hare expanded 
proportionately and the contributions to the Central Road Fund from that 
revenue must have been correspondingly lar^r. But the standari of 
maintenance of roads in general is steadily declining, and new projects make 
no appearance in the Development Programme. 1 submit. Sir, it is only 
reasonable that a district which is contributing more should revive pro- 
portionately more in return. I would like to ask the Hon’ble Minister for 
an assurance that this principle is recognised and is being followed. I 
would like to ask him to inform us at some appropriate future occasion what 
pMcentages of the Provincial allotment from the Boad Fund have been 
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1 believe that honourable memliera will not question the grounds on 
which I press the interests of the tea industry by comjianson with otheir 
areas in the Pnivince where the essential procurement of indigenous food- 
stuffs equally requires good communications. I am not suggesting that 
other areas should be starved of improved facilities, but 1 urge a faijr 
division between all demands. At the risk of stressing the obvious, I would 
remind the House of the imjKwtance of the tea industry today in the woifare 
not only of this State and its people but also of India as a whole. 

This industry, to which the Dooars region is a very material contributor, 
has long stood second amongst India’s major foreign currency earners and 
even bids fair under tendencies affecting us today to become the chief* 
Today, the Indian tea industry enjoys something of a monopoly poaition* 
To-morrow with increasing production froni other countries it may ha 
fighting a battle for its existence in which every wasted anna will bc 
important. Let us therefore not negbn't necessities such as communications, 
essential for its efficient and economic working, until it is too late. Hoads 
and communications take time to build and if we delay until oompatitiott 
is upon us, markets may be lost which can never la* regained.

The Hon’blC BIMAL OHANDRA SINHA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I won t 
be long ill dealing with the points raised by honourable members. First 
of all Junab Mudassir Hossain has raised certain points, so also Mr. Clarke; 
but as I find they have not waited for the reply, 1 may take it they are not 
fierious in their arguments and they do not want to know what the .epiy of 
the liovernnient will be. So 1 once thought that 1 should completely ignore 
the points raised for this reavson and also for the reason that some of the 
points made out by Januh Mudassir Hossain are beside the noint. 8o I need 
not unnet'essarily waste the time of the House in dealing with these {loints but 
1 would only like to refer to one point raiseil by Mr. Clarke for tlie infonna- 
tion of the House. He tried to urge upon tlie (tovenmient the necessity of 
having more roads in the interior, particularly in the Dooars area. Sir, if i 
be goes through the budget— obviou.sly be did not while making his sfieecb — 
be will ftnd that there is provision for Alipur Duars to Falakata Road to the 
extent of one lakh of rupees. About the question of the Torsa bridge 
the liovernnient of India are drawing up plans and providing fumm. 
Moreover, there is a national highway which will be u«prove<l and there 
ftre other roads in this area, notably from Jalpaiguri and Alipur Duan 
which are being inaintaine<l by this Government. But, Sir, I feel no Imsita- 
tion to say that Alipur Duars, because of influential tea interest, had been 
more fortunate in nn.st years in having more roads than any other district 
In Bengal. Tbererore, Sir, Goternment must examine their neetls only 
in conformity with the needs of dlher districts. I do not deny the imperative 
necessity of having a good road* system in Jalpaiguri district and we shall 
filways try to give this out of the way district as many roads as possible. 
But I must also point out that Jalpaiguri district has b<^n fortunate in this, » 
respect inasmuch m thete is nerhaps a greater mileage of good surfaced 
roads than per)i«)»« any other msMol in Bengal. Then, Sir» 1 wonid ham

mtereeted ia the matter might aa well make aoaae eontnbatiott to 
coastniotion of the road bridge, do you know what waa the reaponae? The 
response from the tea gardena waa abaolutely diaappointing. I do not 

any reason whv that fund ahould come from provinoial menuea* from 
il^ taxes paid bj' the poor tax-payera when only the tea gardens and nob<)*t^ 
elae are going to get the benefit from the toad bridge and it ia only their 
business that is going to flourish. Sir, 1 absolutely refuse to look to their 
interest if they on their part do not make any gasture whateoerer, if they 
want to enjoy at the cost of other people. 

Sir, certain points have b<^n raised by Sj. Khagendra Nath Baa Gupta, 

I am entirely in agreement with him in his general approach and with almost 
all the points that he made out. 1 quite appreciate the point he made our 
about district l>oards and I have alre^y said in my o|>ening siieeoh that w# 
could not provide enough fund for the district boards as a whole. Bir, I 
do not deny that we have not been able to provide fund as much as we wo^ 
like for the district boards and that is the reason why we are now pursuing 
a policy of executing Civil Supply Procurement Hoads through the agency 
of district boanis. I have not got the hgttres at the present moment but 
that figure will come to a very sul^stuntial figure and we have lieen able to 
place at the (lispf)sul of the district boards a large sum out of this procure* 
ment fund. Sir, we hope that our finances will improve so that we may be 
in n position to improve the finunees of the district boanls and give them 
much more than at present. 

I i^oiild like to mention another point which Iius Wn raised by 
Sj. Khagendra Nath Das (iupta. He has said that tlie nt)rtjiern di.stricts 
of Bengal have been neglected. Sir, I can assure him that it is not so. 
These districts are o\ir constant concern and certainly we shall leave no 
stone unturned to have these districts connected with the rest of Bengal at 
early as jm.ssible with a go(Kl cotnmunicution system. 

He has also raised the question of aerodromes and he has particularly 
stressed upon the construction of aerodromes at Balurghat and Jalpaiguri. 

1 may inform him, Sir, that the Balurghat aerodrome has just now lieea 
openetl. That is a dry weather aerodnune and a radiogram has been received 
that the first flight has now l>een completed. I hope that flounce will also 
permit us to construct aerrxlromes elsewhere. Sir, he has also admitted that 
our funds are limited and 1 hope the (’entre will come forward with lilMsral 
assistance for the construction of aerodromes in the various essential areas. 

Now^ I turn to the point raisi'd hy Junab Jasimuddin Ahmed, He sail! 
that the funds made available by the (lovernxnent are quite inadequate and 
that there is no co-orflination, or at least no propor co-ordination. I cm not 
sure on that ymint. He has sai<l that most flistrict Imards tlo not know for 
what period the Government are taking over the roads and how long they 
will keep them or when they will l>e returned. 1 think be has not given a 
eorreoi picture to the House. Sir, the arrangement was that in undiviilad 
Bengal the roads which were improved by the Military during tlie war wew 
being maintained by this Proviacia} Government and all district boarde 
have been informed that they had been taken over more or leea permanently. 
If Uie district boards desire to take them back 1 shall not certainly object to 
They have not shown their willingness yet and we cannot ibaadon 
thoee roads after incurring substantial expenditure on those roads (or mtm 
jmn. He has talked of co-ordiaatioa. I would also like co*ordiaatioa very 
much. He has talked of want of co-ordinatm between tbe Centre the 
provinces. 1 deny that charge or that insinuatum. He has talked that 
there is no co-ordination between tb<? distfiet board and flovefiment* I alao 
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do not accept that propoaition. I do not deny that while in certain caaes 
. diatrict boards are handing over to na roads and we have not accepted them, 
there are district boards who have refused to hand over roads even though 
we arc ready to incur expenditure on their roads after taking them over. 
Sir, 1 do not want to go in very great detail in this matter but there has 
l)een some friction with district hoards when they have refused to hand 
over bungalows by roadside, thus making it fmpossible to construct roads 
because of luck of accommodation for officers who are posted there for 
constniction of roads. These are matters unfortunate no doubt but co- 
ordination should perhaps come from the other end, namely, the district 
board rather than from Government. I for my part welcome co-ordination 
from lo(jal bodies and I would be anxious to have it. I have repeatedly 
upi»ea]ed to them but they have not yet followed the request to draw up a 
co-ordinated road programme over the countryside so that they may supple- 
ment our road system by concentrating on these roads which are fetnieis 
to the roads which we are constructing. *Sir, I have in mind a particular 
district board which spent all the money they got from the Motor Vehicles 
Tax Fund account on as many as 27 or 24 roads and the result was that no 
improvement was done. That district board came under scrutiny and the 
nooounts were found to be very greatly mismanaged and so on. Any way, 
what 1 like to emphasise is that 1 would welcome very much any co-ordina- 
tion and would very much appreciate any co-ordinated plan that the district 
boards may suggest. I would appeal to the member.s who are in many cases 
members of the district boards, (’hairmen, District Boards and ex-Chainnen 
who would perhaps be able to contribute in this matter very much. Then, 
Sir, ho has also mentioned al>out the railway line near the Diamond Harbour 
Hoad and about the fencing constructed on the Diamond Harbour Hoad. 
This mutter is under consideration and corresfiondeuce is going on in this 
mutter. 

Then, Sir, he has used hard words about village roads. He has said 
that if the Government wants to mislead the public by giving them a picture 
that they would be able to take up all the village roads, that will be a bluff. 
Sir, I never said that Government are taking up the very next day all the 
village roads. He has no reason to assume that we are making that 
proposal, so that point needs no answering. What I say is that Government 
lias put u new emphasis in their budget by taking up not one mile, two 
miles or three miles l>ut — as I said in my opening speech — a figure vhich 
is not very small, i.e., GG3 miles of village roads in the coming year. So, 
Sir, that is only a l>eginning and if the public come to co-operate with 
Government under the grants-in-aid scheme, I can assure the honourable 
members of this House that that scheme will expand further and further 
and that will be a test of public co-operation. Those members who 
appreciate that Government have not got sufficient funds for this purpose 
snould also feel that here is a scojm* for the public and for them. Here.* 
is a great field for them to work. They can ^ucate the people and they 
can sujjgest schemes to Government which can be taken up under this 
grants-in-aid system, 

I think, Sir, I have met all the points and I would only give some 
figures in conclusion of my speech. If you read page 54 of the brochure 
that has been circulated to the memWrs you will find that even in 1945-46, 
that is, only four years back, in undivideill Bengal a total sum of Rs. 6211 
lakhs only was spent on roads. liCt us see what is the present budget 
figuie. In the current year we have spent both for original works and 
repairs Rs. 2 orores and 86 lakhs in one-third of undivided Bengal, and 
next year we are going to speffd about 3 orores 67 lakhs. Therefore, it 
cannot he said that roads are being neglected in this Province. This shows 
that we have given greater ronsideration to the road problem than what was 
given in undivided Bengal. I admit that improvement of village roods is 
OUT necessity and we cannot wait long. It is our earnest desire to see the 
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(sova^ tmnaformad aad improTed and to aee it oonneoted throughout b| 
a ne^Wrk for metalled roads in no time. Our eagernem leads us to Otoptwj 
that the progress in this direction is not adequate. Rut in caparison with 
the funds available I must say that the progress already made is fa^ and 
1 hope that with the aid and ( 5 o-operation of the public, our progress will be 
greater in this direction in the years to come. ^

The Hon’blo PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN:*Sir, on the recommenda- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor I l>ef? to move that a sum of 

1,59,63,000 he wanted for expenditure under the head '‘85A— Capital 
Outlay on Provincial Schemes of State Trading?”. 

Sir, there are two different aspects of the trading operations — one part 
relates to procurement for sale of the commodities to the public in rationed 
areas and the other relates to procurement for supply at subsidized rates to 
Government servants of a particular category. The subsidy paid on 
supplies at concessional rates to Government servants involves contribution 
from the Revenue account 

Shaikh MOHAMED RAFIQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, can we have a copy 
of the speech that is being distributed elsewhere P 

The Hon’bla PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: 1 must refer at the outset 
to a misconception that exists about the ftrst aspect of State tradinff 
operations. The conduct of private enterprise has a sin^de and direct 
objective, i.e., the making of a profit. A profitable business is a legitimate 
object of private enterprise. The private hiisinessman worries little over 
factors affecting the society and the public welfare. 

The main object of State trading on the other hand is public welfare and 
State trading is conducted on principles of “no profit, no loss“. Stjite 
trading operations are designed to secure the wTifnre of the society or 
community with no loss to tlie general tux-payer. Plarning of profit is not 
the direct objective of State trading. 

It is well known that more than one-fifth of the population of West 
Bengal who live in the city of Calcutta and the surrounding urban areas 
do not contribute to food production in the Province. There are also the 
large Railway settlements at Lillooab, Kharagpur and Kanchrapara. 
TWe is again the large lal)our population employed in Iron Smelting 
Works at Asansol, Bunipur and Kulti and the Mining Settlenrient round 
about these places as also those employed in large Engineering 
industries in and about Calcutta. There i.s also the large Tea labour 
working in Tea gardens in the Province. They contribute little towards 
fixid production but their requirement for food is very much greater 
compared with that of the rural population round about these urban areas. 

Most of the districts of West Bengal outside these urban areas have a 
BUrpluB stock of food to dispose of. The natural tendency in an unoontrolW 
Bocfcty in these circumstances would be for the surplus stock to fly to the 
city or the urban areas in search of profits resulting in depletion of stocks 
from the countryside. 

During normal years in the pre-w’ar period tike demand of the city was 
met to a large extent by iin|>orts and the competition that was thus set up 
had an inhibiting effect on movement of stocks from oountryside, Abnormu 
demands create<r by the stress of w^ and stoppage of imports upset this 
balance. This compelled the authTirities in the interest of war production 
and internal order to take over the obligation to ensure supplies of foodst^ 
in the Industrial area round about the city and in the larger Industrial 
centres and Railway settlements away from Calcutta. The State of West 
Bengal inherited this obligation from its prwfecessor. 
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The juetificetion for oootinftftjie# of the ohligatton wouM bo tomi M 
Ibe unbalanced state of affairs in the matter of anppliee of foodfj^imiai Old 
the need for regiiiating the dow of food stock from the countryside to tho 
city in the larger interests of the society. 


The State having assumed the responsibility for feeding 51 IoUm oI 
people in the Calcutta •Industrial area, 4 to 5 lakhs in the other rationed 
towns, 8 lakhs of labouring pt>pulation under the large employers in the 
non-rationed areas and about 12 lakhs of people in the deficit pockets of 
the rural area, has to take steps to find the stock of food required for this 
purjwse. 


On the scale of 12 oz. of cereals per head per day, we reijuire about 
850, 0(K) tons of which one-third or 270,000 tons may be supplied in tlte 
form of wheat and the remainder, viz., 580, (MK) tons in the form of rice. 


We in this Province grow rery little wheat. W^e have to deMud 
entirely on imports to meet Government commitments in respect of wheat 
and wheat-products. Wheat-products constitute about 30 |)er cent, of our 
requirements. 

It cost us the following amounts during each of the last two and a half 
years to meet our demands, viz.: —

r will now explain how it has been possible for Government to meet the 
outlay. The amount remure<l to carr>' on trading transacticms exceeds out 
total revenue receipts. We asked the Legislature to provide only the 
following amounts to finance these operations during the period mentioned 
above : —

This represented the value of stocks acquired in the year which were 
expected to remain in hand unsold at the eml of the year. 

With this small sum authorised by the liegisluture from the Capital 
account we carried on trading oi>erations costing us about Hs. 45 crores. 

How could this happen? Unlike other departments, we appropriate the 
receipts from the sale of commodities to provide the wherewithal to carry 
on the trading operations on behalf of Government and we ask you to 
provide only the amount by which the cost of our purchases excels the 
proceeds from the sale of the commodities during the year. We must have 
some funds with which to put by a stock, sale of which provided tlie 
capital which rolls. We cannot expect to dispose of during the year 
whole of the stock we procure. We have an arrangement with the Imperial 
Bank which afford us a credit up to five cnires. We draw from thia fund 
as and when we require, the drawal never exceeding five crorea at any on* 
time. The drawing power Imd, as a matter of fact, been kept as low M 
crores during the last yei^ We paid interest to the extent of Bs. 1^29,124 
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m 1947 and Ba. 2,36,000. On ihm drairnia in 194849 and at Hua afoall 
ixpenae we have been able to carry on tranaactu»ia requiring an Qnttay <4 
la much aa 45 crorea during the year. 

We procured from within the Province the following quantities of rice

It would appear that Overseas stock hardly exceeded 25 per cent, of the 
internal supply and supply from other Provinces has been smaller still. 

Overseas supply cost us on an average Re. 23 per inaund in 1949 against 
Rh. 21-11 during 1948. We procured stocks within the Province during 
1948 and 1949 at Rs. 13-11 on the average. Htocks procured from oiitstde 
the Province cost us Ra. 15-3 on the average. .It would appear that we 
paid 75 per cent, more for overseas stock and about 15 per cent, more for 
alocks procured from other Provinces. During the current year. United 
Provinoea Government charged us about Rs. 25 )>er maund for old stock 
procured fnmi them towards the close of the last year when our stocks went 
very low. 

We earn u bonus of 8 annas per maund from the Government of India 
on stocks procure<l within the Province. We lose this bonus on procure- 
ment from outside the Province which also costs us niore. Thus, we in this 
State suffer doubly on imports from outside the Province. External 
sources supply, as I have already said, only about 25 per cent, of our 
requirements but drain our resources unnecessarily. Dependence on 
sources in India outside the State of West Bengal causes embarrassment 
inasmuch us each Province demands payment for the stock in advance and 
it happened invariably in some cases that after payment had been made 
quotas were cancelled and it took several months to have the advances 
adjusted either by fresh supplies or by affording credit through exchange 
aooounts. 

We procure internally about 450, (M)0 tons unnualiy at a cost of about 
twenty cnires which go to our cultivators but we paid Rs. 1,25,84,526 in 
1947-48 and Re. 7,25,30,993 in 1948-40, respectively, for external supply of 
rice which did not benefit our protlucers. We expect to spend Rs. 6,83,72,072 
on external supply of rice during the current financial year. 

We have the obligation to feed all the people w'ho congregate in ihe 
city and in the suburbs but our stocks are limit^. We have no means of 
stopmng the intux of refugees fwm the East or of iminigrimt labour from 
the West coming in search of emplo^^ent in the Industrial areas round 
about the city. We seek to maintain a standard of supply even at the cost 
of our financial reeourcee. That states the problem of supply for the State 
•! Weet Bengal. 
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W« iuTe to d«lMn<l enttniv on 'inttidt tMi«M tote wheat, 
which ia stisidiied, a part of ue anbsidy being thrown nltimately on HWt 
State of West Bengal. Wliile we cannot ato|» tkia drain altogaill^ wa 
nay not add to it. We can reduce our commitments in this tmp^t u wa 
aan increase the supply o! rice from mthin the State. 

Our annual averaga procurement of 450,000 tons represents almut 14 
l^r cent, of the total production of the State. Procurement of IQOiOOO 
tons more will make us self-sufficient in the matter of ratbainf 
Commitment in respect of rice. We could pay Rs. 7,25,30,993 fw 
3,201,803 maunds of rice procured from outside the State in 1948-49. Wib 
this money we could have procured about 5, (KM), 000 maunds if the stock 
had been procureil from within the Province. By adding this quantity tO 
our average procurement of 450,000 tons, we could more than reach our 
target without any additional pressure on the tax-payer. On the other 
hand, this achievement has the dehnite prospect of earning Hs. 25 lakhs 
more fn)iu the Centre by way of bonus for the general tax-jmyer. 

AVe have fixed the internal procurement target for 1950 during Urn next 
rear—at 550,000 tons of rice and decide<l practically to do without 
rice import in 1950-51, AVe hi»pe all sections of the population will help 
Oovernraent to achieve this very worthy object. 


The Trading operations account in l!)4H-49 whicli has just been compiled 
.shows that in the matter of supply of rice, we just managed to cover nil OUt 
exptmses and no loss was caused to (tovernment. We inaintnined supply 
without any loss to the tax-payer during lfl48-4f). AVe expect no deteriora- 
tion in the [josition during 1949-50, and also during the currunl year 
1950-51. 


The deal in wheat and wheat-products could not for reason^ fttwadjf 
explained he managed witliout loss during 1948-49. In 1949-50, howuVer, 
as a result of the lowering of pool prices of wheat, barley and flouri we 
expect to inanagf' with a very meagre Iosh of t!fC order of three Ittkbs Only 
on wheat account.

I sound a note of warning that (his gentleman — ottf 
Minister — is heading for a disa.ster. In every respect, Sir, this disnstur 
is coming and will come very soon unless we catch time by the foreloch. 
It has been said and often asserted that we wouhl make ourselves self-- 
sufficient in respect of food by 1951. Sir, if we Umk to the statistics, #u 
find that there is a great deal of de^rioration in the pnwjiect of agrioultwru-* 
that is, foodgrains. Sir, 1 have in my hand a journal on rommerce and 
Statistics of DecemW, 1949. (The Hon’ble Bircp.4Tr MAJmUAK : Published 
by?) Published ^ the Bureau of Commercial Intelligence and 8tatisti««» 
price Re. 1. (liie Hon’ble BurPATi MAiriftiAR; Of whieh country f) 
Uf our count ry—of India. Sir, in the year 1945-46 the >ifihl of rice whmh 
is the principal staple foo<l cron of us Bengalees was 26,672 tons. And in 
1946*4? it came to 19, and again in 1^7-48 it came U> 19 and in 194849 it 
came to 18. That was the progressive deterioration of the yield of rice 
throughout India, and under these circumstances, Sir, how our authoriiieSf 
how our Ministers and the flovemment have said that we will reach the 
target and wu wrill make ourselves self-sufficient hy 1951. It seems to mu 
impossible. 
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Tka Hen’bit PRAFULLA GHANDRA GEN: We are not disonasing 
tlist. 

dUMfe MUDASliR HOUAIN: Yes, Sir, we are discussing that and it 
is your policy of State trading which has retarded the progress of yield. 
That is what I am talking about. My proposition is about utter futility of 
the general trade policy by the State. 1 say thet instead of engaging 
yourself thoroughly in the act of production, ^u have taken upon yourself 
the very hard task of distribution also. The only impetus which should 
be given by a Slate,— by State I mean a National State of course — is that 
there should be progressive intensification of agriculture, that is, 
progressive intensification of production. Instead of spending all our 
energies towards increasing the production, you have taken upon yourself 
the duties and responsibility of a bania in the matter of trade and in the 
matter of losing thousands and thousands and lakhs and lakhs of rupees. 
This is a policy which only fits a State, a Government, which is capitalistic, 
a Government which is imperialistic, but it does not suit a country which 
is democratic and specially a poor country like ours. Mr. Sjieaker, Sir, if 
you look through the trade accounts of my friend over there, you will find 
that beans of commodities such as rice, atta, wheat, etc., have been 
destroyed and have been made unfit for human consumption. (The 
Hon’ble Trafulla Chandra SiiN: Are you talking of these days?) These 
days; you are the same. 

Mr« SPEAKERS Please address the Chair.

What is the policy of 
State trading in a Bolshevik Government, in a tommunistic Government y 
There everything has been nationalised, industry has been nationalised, 
distribution has been nationalised, your agriculture has been nationalise!! . 

If you are sure that dislrihutiou should be nationalised, even then as a mutter 
of course you should also nationalise agriculture, you should also nationalise 
industry and without nationalising industiy, without nationalising agricul- 
ture, how cun you take to trading y 1 do not uuderstund your logic and 
philosophy. That is my first proposition, Sir. Mr. Si>eaker, Sir, if you 
will look to the accounts of the gentleman over there, you will find that 
there are serious gups and not only this State trading has put to black- 
marketing, intensive promotion of black-marketing, but there is also an 
intensive promotion of abetting and aiding black-marketing, smuggling 
and such like good things by which men make money. Sir, everything is 
governed as in the physical worhl so in the economic world by the law of 
nature. As the law of gravity cannot be retarded or ulwlished or kept in 
abeyance, in the same way the economic law oaiinut be retarded and kept in 
abeyance, but my friend over tliere by virtue of his powers which the State 
hua given in his hands has fixed the price and there is now a monopolistic 
tendency to deprive the p(K»r cultivators of their \\oot dues. When you 
oannot fix the prices of other commodities according to your own choice, 
how can you compel the poor agriculturists to pay at a rate which has b^n 
fixed by you. That is not proper. You have already said that the middle 
class is the backbone of the country. I know, Sir, that is not so. 1 read 
out from the statistics which has been supplied that 12) per cent, of the 
population are middle olaas and out of this 12jl per cent, nearly one-third 
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are wmkm md the othm go on eating. One-third produoea and the other 
two-dtiids go on eating. Onlv four per cent, of the population wofj^* 
Therefore for production, for the maintenance of your country, you depend 
upon the other lower claea of |HH>ple who have no clothing, who have 
noth^ to eat. They do not get what they require. Therefore, 1 auggeett 
you intensify your agriculture, ao that there may be more production; yon 
give up State trading and let it take the cuurae of the law of aupplv and 
demand; you give a free general flow to the trade. This ia my auunuaaion, 
Sir, and I have flniahed. 


Thi HOfi’hlt PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, my timk 
haa been made very easy by Janub MuduMAir lioMsain, because he h^ not 
directly touche<l the 8ubje<'t of State trading. He has mixed up many 
things. He will have an oi>j>ort\inity again to «i>eak when I take up 
‘‘Extraordinary Charges” under head ”G3”. But I cun tell him that ainoe 
last 2i years when we attained Swaraj there has been no large acalo 
deUrkiration of foodstuffs anywhere. Dett'rioratiou may be only 1 per 
cent, or U ja^r cent, and in some cases it was ;i jK*r cent., but it never 
exceeded d per cent. He is thinking perhaps that he is still in the League 
legiine and thendore he means the condition in West Bengal is us bad aa 
it was then. W hen we are discu-ssing trading there was no scope for 
discussion whetlier we would he self-sufficient in food hefi>re Hlol. Sir, 
if we had not resorted to State trading, prices would have soared very high, 
and per cent, of our population would have suffered thereby, i thara- 

fore op[M>.se the cut iimtion of danah Mudu.s.sir llossaiu ami comineiHl my 

motion for the acceptance of the House.

The Hon*hiU PRAFULLA CHANDRA SENs f)n the recommendation of 
His Excellency the (iovernor I heg to iuu\e that a sum of Rs. 000 

be granted for expenditure under the head — Extraordinary charges in 
India”. 

Sir, in initiating the debate for the deinaml under this head, I propoue 
to start with, to review at some length the work of the Food Department! 
I explained last year, Sir, why it wu« not possible for the Oovernmcnt to 
withdraw the food control measures. The nwessity of maintaining and 
in fact of extending the scojje of the existing food control measures is no 
longer questioned by knowletlgeable persons. There are of course some, 
like our friend Janub Mudussir Hossain, to continue, even now, to talk of 
abolishing the foo<l control measures immediately. These gentlemen do not 
care to take seriously into consideration the lessons of ciecontrol in 1948 
when prices of foodgrains shot up in Assam, United Provinces, East 
Punjab, Bombay and other places as a result of the abolition of food control 
measures. The food position in India as a whole and in West Bengal in 

C 'lcular has been deteriorating progressively in a fundamental sense 
use food production has failed to keep pace with the gniwth of popula- 
tion. In addition to the normal increase of oopulaiion to the extent of 
about 3 lakhs every year in ^est Bengal, we nave already received in our 
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midst an addition of orer 16 lakhs of ow bMthm and sisters fran East 
Ben^l who migrated to West Benwl daring the last 21 rean. A farther 
heavy influx has dready started. The problem of practical a^iaistration 
concerned with the maintenance of food supplies for the welfare of the 
largest number has become more oomplicabed because our lexers have 
decided to reduce food imports from abroad prcgwssively to sero in the 
near future m the hope of stopping tha annual drain from India of about 
orore« of rupees per annum. 

Honourable members are no doubt aware that this country is hearilv 
deficit in respect of all varieties of protective foods. As a result of this 
the per capita requirement of cereals in India as a whole is normally terv 
much higher than the average of 14 ounces of cereals per adult per dat 
has been considered adeouate from the nutritional point of view 
The position is worse in West Bengal. I might usefully quote here the 
present defici^ in foodstuffs other than cereals in this^ State from ths 
nutritional point of view. Here are the figures showing annual deficits 
in thousand tons.

Ihese (lehcits in protectiye foods push up the per capita normal 
consumption of cereals in West Bengal to a little over 15 ounces per day 
i which means an annual requirement of about 3 8 million tons of cereals 
on the basis of the present population of '.>5 million. The normal produc- 
tion of all types of cereals in West Bengal is of the order of 37 million tons 
which means that after supplying the requirements for seed and after taking 
normal wastage into account, a total stock of less than 3-4 million tons is 
normally available for consumption. Our normal annual deficit in West 
Bengal is thus computed at about 400 thousand ti.ns of cereals though on 
the nutritional basis of 14 ounces of cereals per adult jier day which would 
be purely theoretical of course for a long time to come, the consumption 
requirement would \w of the order of million tons and this State should 
have a surplus of cereals of all kinds of about IJ lakh tons, the surplus in 
rice only Inung about 4 lakh tons which would exceed hy U lakh tons the 
deficit of 2} lakh tons in respect of wheat products. Much of the existing 
confusion ill regard to the normal food position of W%‘st Bengal will dis- 
upiH'ar if it is realised that a nutritional ba.sis in respect of dl^als will be 
purely theoretical at present, so far at least as West Bengal is concerned 


Onw It IS reiiWil that Uiere is an approciahle shortage of cereals in 
VV est Bengal, it will not be iliflicult to comprehend that there is bound to be 
trouble, if efforts are not made to distribute this shortage as evenly as 
possible among the various regions of the State and also among the various 
sections of the population. The difficulty is very’ much real considering 
that the purchasing jwwer of the different sections of the people in the 
State is not the stuue. (’onsider for a moment what happen^ in 1H3 
Calcutta and the Isirge Employers of labour offered ever increasing prices 
for rice in 1?M3 and thereby helpe<l the price-level in the State ns a whole 
to soar to heights wliich were bt\von^ the purchasing power of the majority 
of the jieople in the countryside in the different areas of the State As a 
reatiU of this, it waa mainly rural people who starved to death in 1948 


We all know that most of the people in Calcutta in pre-war days umi 
to boy their moiwy requifementa at a ttme and tham wnm mny who 
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bought their quarterly, aix-monthly or even annual requirements at a time. 
Thi» non-raiioned urea ie now much greater than it would have been wera 
there no rationing in the Calcutta Industrial Area. Apart from this, 
rationing has a democratic ring about it, considering that it induces all 
persons in rationed areas, whatever he their purchasing power to take the 
same quantity of cereals ol more or less the same quality. 

So much about the ethio^ of rationing. 1 come next to procurement. 

The success of a voluntary system of pnK'urement such as ours is 
mea.sured by the degrt^e of awakening that it may have hnui able to 
engender in the whole community to a sense of the common purpose of the 
plan. Kesult'i ih'jiend very much u|sm people’s participation in the execu- 
tion of the plan. 

Our procurement sN.^tem has been organised on a voluntary basis in the 
main, the only element ot eompuKem used being to retiuisition such 
surplus siisk.s with large prodm^ers os are deliberatidv kept back from the 
comnnuiit\ in the hoi»e ol undue fiersonal profits and also to cordon off 
surjdus areas to enalde (iovernment to gather as much as possihle of the 
uvuilahic '.uiplus at r«'us<Miahle prices lor the servici* ot the ctornmunily at 
large. 

U'e all know that before 1104 the average large producer iti this State iu 
normal times held J to d >eais’ reijuiieiiients to stock, ffovernment procure- 
ment loiN induced llie.se large {(oslueers to changt* their hahita. Tliey now 
remain satwtiei! on an average \Mth oin* \ear’s res<*rve. This, you will 
realize, has the efh'ct of increasing the total quantity of nee normally 
avaihihle for the consume!. I do not stigge.sf, of course, that all the largo 
producers bring out voluntririlv their eiitirt* stirphis to tin* market but 
genernllv s[>eaking the knowledge that (iovernment have the authority to 
rer[uisition ho.irdi*d stocks makc" them inelint'd to part with the hulk of 
their stocks voluntarily, 

(onioning of suqdus areas is obviously not a very popular feature. 
The general impressum that cordoning onlv helps (iovernment priMMireiiient 
anil the rationed aie.is is a fallacious cme. J ha\e already indicated how 
rationing of towns and of the large employers benefits people in non- 
rationed areas. Let me deal now with certain other aspects about which 
misconce])ti<»ns exist in the ]»ubjic mind. Broadly speakiug. there are two 
groups of ])eo]>le w’ho are opposed to conloning. Firstly, the cultivatOFi 
of the cordoned areas naturally feel that if those an-ns were not cordoned 
they would h^Lve obtained bigber priees for their jiroduce. Secondly, the 
consumers in the deficit areas fee) that if there was no cordoning they 
would have obtained their supjdies at prices |owi‘r than what they are having 
to pay ntiw. 1 shall deal with these two complaints one by one. 


Tan the [iroducers in cordoned areas really «uy that relatively to other 
section.s of (he people of this State they are as a result of the procurement 
operations of fiovernment worse off than in pre-war days? Let us take 
Burdw'au as an example. We have collated data regarding mouthiv 
€X|>enditure of typical surjilus producers in Katwa, Kalna and Sudar 
subdivisions of Uurdwan and these data show that tlie following (juaritities 
of essential fiKwlstuffs and cloth were conKUiued bt the average surplus 
producer in these three subdivisions in Ifl^W and in 1948: — 

During 1039 in these areas 23-09 seers of rice whs consumed per month 
and during 1948, 24-94 seers was consumed per adult; in 1039 the figure 
(or atta is 0*81 seers and in 1948, 0*60 seem — the increase in the case of 
rice was about 2 seen and the decrease in the case of atta -12 seer; pulses in 

SO 
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1989, 1'38 seers and in 1948, 1*34 — the decrease being 04 seer; sugar in 
1939, M seer, in 1948, -40 seer — the decrease being *16 seer; gur in 1939, 
2*56 seers, in 1948, 2*59 seers-^ rise of -03; mustard oil about which we 
hear so much the consumption in 1939 was *62, in 1948 it was also *62; salt 
in 1939 was *81 seer, in 1948, *97 seer— an increase of *16; cloth in 1939 was 
1*79 yards per month per head, in 1948 it was 1*85 yards — a slight increase 
of '06 yard. ^ 

What do these figures suggest? The cultivators as a class who have 
surplus stocks to dispose of are eating more cereals now and are buying 
more cloth. The improvement may be slight but will it be correct to say 
that the non-producing sections of the people of the Slate and also those 
whose production did not leave any surplus did not, by being forced to 
lower their own standards of living as a result of the existing inflation, 
contribute to the increased per capita consumption of cereals and cloth by 
the surplus cultivators as a class? 

I come next to the complaint of consumers in deficit areas. I should 
ask them one simple question : do they really think that if the neighbouring 
surplus ureas were decordoned, these consumers in deficit areas would be 
able to purchase their requirements in the long run at prices lower than 
what they are paying at present? Decordoning will force Clovernment to 
raise their procurement price and in the larger interest of the State sale 
prices in the rationed areas will also have to be pushed up to absurd heights 
thereby giving a new impetus to the existing inflation in the country. How 
can the consumers of deficit areas expect to escape the sinister implications 
of this additional fillip to inflation? 

I should also refer here to the campaign for a rise in procurement prices 
which is still bein^ carried on by several political and other interested 
organisations in this State. Everybody is aware that the declared policy 
of the Government of India is to bring dowm the cost of living by all 
possible means. Food is the most important single factor in the co.st of 
living index and is responsible for about 70 per cent, of the total cost and 
the prices of foodstuffs regulate directly the price of every other 
commodity particularly in an under-developed economy such us ours. 

A rise in the price of paddy will benefit only als)ut 8 lakhs of families 
or roughly about 40 lakhs of jwsons holding more than 4 acre.s pf*r family 
among the cultivators who have a real saleable surplus of rice and will 
adversely affect the interests of tlie remaining 210 hikhs of people in this 
Stnto. ’ri le demand for a rise in the price of paddy is thus calculated to 
further the intere.st of only a section i>f the pO])ulation and satisfies an 
anti-national urge which uimst therefore be resisted. 

There has actually been a 450 per cent, to 500 per cent, rise in the 
market price of paddy compared with the pre-war price as against a rise 
of about 200 per cent, in the cost of living of cultivators having a surplus 
but unfortunately this has led to little or no increase of production. The 
(lost of production of paddy varies widely fn)m district to district and 
within a district itself and in any case while the cost of living index in the 
urban areas is in the neigh bourhootl of 370, there is hardly a single item 
going into the cost of cultivation which has undergone a higher rise. 

1 should like to give the Hous^ the results of certain eimuiries which 
were carried out recently in the * districts of Burdwan, Hooghly and 
24-Parganas. We got hold of a holding of 3 bighas of paddy land in the 
district of Hooghly and found that it yielded 32 maunds of pa<tdy, the value 
of which at Rs. 7-8 per maund, although the market price there is Rs. 10, 
would he Rs. 240 ana 2 kahans and 12 pons of straw, the value of which at 
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Et. 24 fir kaKan would be Es. 66. The total yield in terms of money traa 
thus Ei. 606. As against this the cost of oultiTation on the basis of cent, 
per cent, hired labour and implements was as follows:

whereas the yield was valued at Rs. 306, i.e., a net profit of Rs. 100 for 
three bighas of land. 

These figures suggest that the net income from the bolding of 3 bighif 
of paddy land is Rs. 97. It is obvious that the larger the holding, the 
higher will l)e the rate of profit. In the case of those who share orope 
with the cultivators, those large producers contribute very little to the 
cost of cultivation. It is often said that those who have paddy lands do 
not find it profitable to cultivate them at present. That is not quite 
correct. 

I have also obtained figures — very interesting figures — regarding prnldy 
cultivation in the foreshore area of Burruckpore (Government House. 835 
acres were cultiva(e<l ami the average outturn per acre was 251 muunds of 
paddy — that is, a little over 8 inaumls per higha—nnd 4(1 inaunds of straw. 
The value of the produce conies to about Us. 3,(KK) at Us. 7-8 per raaund 
of paddy and Rs. 4 per niaund of straw. My friends may not believe it. 
The total cost was only Rs. 730, consisting of its. 232 for tractor ploughing, 
Rs. 190 for bulloc^k ploughing, Rs. 314 for seedling and Rs. 170 in terms of 
labour. 

I shall quote here the cost of aTtiari pady cultivation at the Government 
Chinsura Farm. The cost per acre was as follows: —

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Tbe yieid per acre is 30 maunds of paddy because of tbe ma&ure tkal 
was put on the land and 60 maunds of straw, the total value of which at 

7-8 per maund of paddy and Rs. 1-8 per maund of straw is Rs. 815. 
The total expenditure was Rs. 131-3-9 and the total produce was valued at 
Us. 315. 

1 have just received a letter from Sj. Satkoripati Roy whom you all 
know. He was a member of the olcFIiengai Legislative Council and w'as 
the Secretary of the Bengal Provincial Congress Committee. He has a 
land in 24-PerganuH (Sunderbans area) — 105 bighas of land — and he has 
sent me details of the fowling. The total (quantity of paddy produced in 
105 bighas of land is 019 luds. ainl 3 srs. — it apjiears that the land is not 
very fertile—a little less than 6 maunds per bigha — and the total cost of 
productiiju is Rs. 2,433-14 ex(*luding tbe price of straw. This comes to 
Rm. 3-15 per maund of paddy. Therefore we cannot say that the cultivation 
of padd) is not profitable. 

I have HHcived another letter from a gentleman in Burdwan who has 
given the average production of four >eaix. In the first year, production 
was 3 maunds per liigha ; next \eai it wa.s 5 maunds; next year 7 maunds 
and this year it was It) maunds, and he has calculated that while on an 
averag«‘ tlie expenditure "Us H-i. 765 toi live acres of land the income was 
Rh. 1,(125. 

I shall also refer here to the figuie.s of cost of cultivation collected from 
eleven cultivators of Ihulpur rnion in the district of Hooghly. They all 
UvSed village compost as manure. Tin* net profit varied fiom Us. 85-8 to 
Rs. 1464 i‘er acie. I won’t take \our turn* h\ reading the break up of 
the cost of jiroduction. 

I shall give you another cxamide. We got hold of a family in a typical 
padd> -growing village in the Katwa sulxlivisjon of Burdwan owning M5 
acres of paddy iumls. This famil\ got 16 maunds of paddy from its ow-n 
holding in 1948 and 26 maunds ou a crop-sharing basis h^ working on other 
people’s farms having a total size of 3 acres. In addition, some members 
of the family worked in other people’s holdings for w*ages in kind plus cask, 
and they got 15 maunds of Iiadd.^ for their own cou.sumption. The total 
quantity of paddy received by the famil\ from all sources was thus 57 
rnaumls, which im*ans 38 maunds in terms ot rice against a total consump- 
tion of IS maunds (tf rice in 1918, there being 6 adults and 2 minors in the 
fainilv. Hen* Nvas a family working very haixl and yet failing to obtain 
sufficient rice for its (»wn consumption need in 1948. We did not procure 
anything from surli families. 

This famil> got Us. 90 in 1948 h\ .selling straw. It also earned 
R«. 200 as wages, Us. 120 from production of tjur and vegetables and 
Us. 210 from milk produ<’tion Tlie total immey income of the family for 
1948 was tliu.s Us, 620. As against tln^ the lamily s^^tmt Us. 7-8 for a 
maund of seed, Us. 66 for manures and Us. 140 for other expenses of 
iiroiluction including the cost of fishier. The fumils did not have to hire 
nulhwks or agricultural implements. Tf the cost of cattle and agriculturul 
implements contrihute^l l»y the family was estimated at the current rates of 
hitx\ the total would he of tlie order of IL. 180 for the cattle and Us. 34 
for the agricultural implements. On this basis the total cost of production 
in 1948 would he Us. 427-8 against a total iiicivine of Us. (>20. This would 
leave a margin of Us. 192-8 for meeting the family’s rice deficit of 10 
maunds and other expenses of living in 1948. The margin obviously was 
insutlicient hut the correvsponding ^iiargin in 193f), that is, before the war, 
was only Us. 25 wTiioli was barely sufiicient only to meet the family’s rice 
deficit of H maunda in 19JT9. 

Tiieae figures which I have just quoted suggest three main concluaioiis. 
Any further ri»e in the price of rice will go againat the iniereat of 
inadequate producers who represent two-thirds of the cultivators of this 
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State, theee cuitivators do not produce euougli rice for dteir oara 

cousuittption. The eecoud couclueion is that eT«a these in^eouate 
producers, miserable as they are still, ore better oi! now than in 1S39> 
The same cannot he said of the non-agricultural cliu»ses, particularly of the 
middle class. The third conclusion is that taking frictional factors into 
account including the general reluctance of cultiTators to leave their lands, 
and to lose the opportunity^of producing themselves as much as possible of 
the food they require, the cultivators as a class do not find it profitable to 
give up cultivation for taking up other otTupatious. 

Then we ftJund another cooly family, both the husband and the wife 
earning. The wife was getting Hs. 1-1 day and the husband Rs. 1-12. 
The husband was sfHUiding uinmst his entire inoonn* on iileoliol and it waa 
the wife who was meeting the e<»sf of food which was as follows i —

The results of tin- ( alentta Diet Sun'cy eomlmterl by the Indian 
Statistical Institute in UM'i indieate that at the expenditure level of Hs. f»0 
or below per month, the average monthly expenditun* on food //er capita 
in iy4'’> wa.s about Hs. Hl-7 against a total jar nipita monthly expenditure 
of Hs. 14-10. The (xtrresjxuidiiig figures revealed by the surv<‘v covering 
l,20tl middle clans tamilu's at Dacca, H.angpni, Hralimatiharia and Hankura 
in March 1040 carried out by the Indian Statistical Institute in co-operation 
with the Provincial Sfati.stical Hiireuu were Hs. 0-10 and Hs. 14-il, 

re«|H*ctively. 

It is cleat from these figure.*, fd h»»usr|udd expemliture that the over- 
whelming hulk of the income of m>n-agricuhural people is spent necessarily 
on food. I liave alread\ .sugg(*sted that lln‘ aMuage iKTCentage expenditure 
on food in let ms ot total expenditure in non-agncultuial families of thia 
State would not U‘ hover than TO per cent, and that if tlu’n^ is a further 
rise in the piice o( li»odMtufl‘s, tln’se pe»)j)le wjll he hit very hard. Any 
further rise in the jirice of i»a<ldy will direct l\ raise the prices of all otlier 
foodstuffs and in fact (d all other <‘ommodj(jes in general and wdll tliU3 

go against the interest of tlie majority of the p*s»ple, 

Sir. 1 will now take a few minute** to .spc.ik about our ppx uremiuit price 
and distribution price. As the «u-op this \ear has been very satisfactory, 
we are expecting market prif'es to d«*cline iip|»rer‘iahly and the current 
agitation for a rise in fiu\ernnient piocurement rates to die a (piiet death. 
But the most unfortunate aspect nf tlie whole affair is that there has at all 
been such an agitation We arc in an einergencv and the most imnortant 

thing in an emergency is not to try to cut one another’s thixiat hut to 

ponder and to examine the proh and eons of any action proposed instead of 
running after abstract «*e<tional justice in it blind fii«hi(»ii. (iovernment in 
this State are detennined to fight the existing inflation in the (jountry. 
From the beginning of 1 !)'><! wa* have leduccd the retail price of rice for 
consumers in rationed areas h\ annas Kl per md. wiilKiut lowering the 
Government procurement rates. This has been jioasible by cutting down 
the losses and by re<iucing the other incidental churgea. 

Difficulties of transport in the State particularly in the nortiiem 
diatricia contribute in so amall meature to keep the coat high for the 
ooaatuner. The tranaport fiiuation in the northern diatricta especially in 
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Jalpaiguri, Malda, West Dinajpur and Darjeeling has become worse owing 
to our not being able as yet to reach a satisfactory^ settlement of the 
transport question with the Eastern Pakistan authorities. 

Now I will give some details of our procurement rates.

The Hon’bte PRAFULLA CHANDRA SEN: All right, Sir, I will 
curtail it. J will not go into the details of our consumer goods supply 
position, hecause cement is available in any quantity, I mean, couiitr>' 
cement.

The 
coal position has also slightly improved. 1 will therefore ask the House to 
accept the grant.

If vuu 
look at the Hed Jlook ytki will find that (Jiere are item.s under this head 
for various t>pes of cxj»cmliture all lum|)ed up together. In the fiwt place, 
there are ?>oiiie ordinary itt'ins under this lioad, for instjince, maintenance of 
the W ritei*.' Buildin^rs, vie. Tluoi the main items under thi.s bend are the 
grants to local bodies m lieu of Ptihlic Woiks ( ess and fines under the Cess 
Act whicli Is, under the AiLq>tatiou laivvs, lieing now rtM’overetl by the 
Go\(‘innient and ]>aid luu'k to the different bodies, I'he total amount of 
this Is alxuit Its. Tlien there is a big item of grant to local 

bodies toi dearm's> alloxName. The total amount grantt*d to the local 
bodies ii\ur\ tiom the ( alcutta (‘oi poratmii. will he Hn. bikhn whereas 
the ^gtant to tiie (alcutta ('orpotaltou tor diMrness allow'aiice is 
Its. Tb.bD.OOil. Then we have contributed a sum of Hs, o lakhs to lie paid, 
one lakh ea('h \ear, to the ( enlral National Ih'ftoice Aeadtuny at Poona, 
One lakh ot that lias been put in the liudget for the next year. Then tve 
have got i\p<‘ndifure with regard to the West Bengal National Volunteer 
force. It will lie recalle.l that in the latter part of HOT some of the local 
non-othcials hea<led li.\ iu> fnend to m> righl, the Maharaja of Burdwun, 
started a sclienie of raising a volunteer force for the bonier areas. Subse- 
(lueiitly, in the beginning of POH or a little later this scheme was taken 
up h\ (iovernnicnt and since then (lovernment has heen developing this 
scheme taking v<dunteers from village-, along the border of all the border 
districts of West Bengal I'ji till now they have trained 2,848 what they 
call tlu‘ Bak'-hi Dal and eai'h one of thmii has h,i<l a fairly inleiisive training 
for a little over two months including the practice of arms, and thoMo who 
ha\e soeti them in actn.n have given a very good acciniiit of the achieve, 
meiifs of the -.ueceHsive groups of Itakslii i)al that are passed out of thU 
institute sn mited in Kanclirapara. It is a great thing tiiat the Provincial 
(jovernment ha** ullowial an art*a of about 4(KI u(*res in tlie Kanclirapara 
IXnelopimmt Scheme^ for tlie perTiianent use of this volunteer fonu* wiiich 
uhimatelv may become a permanent institution, and I have great bopes that 
we might be able to build a military schis)! ultimately in that urea after 
the jiresent disturbing condition has suhsideil. 

Last >ear the Legislature passed the West Bengal National Voluntokr 
Force Act and now all these border defence individuals or forces are under 
the National Volimt<H‘r Force. It was also found that it was ner^ssary 
to tram a certain grouji amongst the Imrder forces for pioneer work, anil 
most of us have witnessed the valuable services rendered In this pionN^r 
group of the Kakshi Dal during the ( or[>oration strike la.st year and it ii 
the intention and aim of the voluntoer force organisation to develop a large 
number of these pioneer forces who will be available on many ofJcasiouM not 
merely for the purpose of removing debris from the (alcutta streets but 
also to give help in other placi-s. The Food Department have reimiflitioued 
the services of a certain numlier for loading and unloading of foo<Vrains at 
the railway yard. Similarlv, the Irrigation IX*partment, who found very 
great difficulty in getting trained workers and labourers, have also agre^ 
to take in a certain number as soon as the pioneer forces are traineti for that 
pur}>ose. Tiiey are being called the Agrugumi Dal. Besides these two 
groups it is also in the coiitemplulion of the Government for which proviaion 
has Wn made in the budget that we should give larger opportunities for 
voluntary* training to people belonging to various districts and it will be 
nwessary therefore to have nirangements for taking trainers to the different 
district areas for training a certain number of persons on the same basis and 
standard as has been followed at Eanchrapara. It will I>e recalled that the 
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Ifntional Cadet Corpa ia an organisation under the GoTcmment of India 
although we pay for the expenses but that corps is intended only for the 
school and college students and teachers where^ this volunteer force is 
inten(led for the purpose of maintaining a certain corps of trained people 
who would be able to give help to the [Kilice and the military whenever 
the time comes. In order to regularise and supervise the working of all 
the various departments and the expansions that we contemplate under 
this scheme it was necessary to have a central executive or a directorate, 
as it were, for whiedi provision has he^n made. Sir, the next item under 
this head is a hig item, the peace-time fire service for which provision has 
been made of 2v lakhs of rupees. It is intendetl that the fire service which 
was originally meant for the (ulcutta f^>rporation area and which was 
extende<i to the higger Calcutta Industrial Area as also to some of the 
(listrieis during the war might be reorganised according to the scheme that 
had heeri put forward hy the committee of which my frieml Mr. Iliiual 
Comar Ghose w'as th(‘ Chuiniiaii and we are trying to follow the scheme 
which they have generally laid down so as to exteml the services of the fire 
unit even to the moffusil uresis. Sir, in thrs connection one cannot but 
shut one’s eyes to the fact that the present disturhed condition has led to 
arson taking place not merely in areas wiiich are ordinanl.v regarded as 
big urhun ureas hut also m smaller towns and therefore it is all the more 
necesHjiry that we shall have to revise oiir scheme and find out to what 
extent we might provide protection to people living in those areas. 

The next item uii<ler this head. “Capital Account of othei Provincial 
Works outside the Itevtuiue Account ”, is the scheme which we call the 
Kanchrapuni Area Development Scheme. This ui(‘a was orif^inaiiy 
recpiisitioiied hy tht' Defence Ih'partmeiit : about D.tldO aiTes was 
rtnpiisitinned l)\ iIkuij, After the War the Military did not have any need 
for that area at first, and the> a^ked the l{uilwa>s to take over that area to 
dtart a centre which is now being called ( hittaraujan W orkshop — to start 
a factory workshop fo? manufacturing locomotives, and one portion of this 
area was intended later on hy the Milituiy Depaitnicnt lor liaving a nuinher 
of military eenti(*s or euntonnuuits. Later on after tlie paititioii both tiie 
Railways and the Defence iVpurtment did not want the laud and the 
Goveinnient m those days, just after the partition, decided to take the 
whole area ujt as ])art of a <h‘veIopmeut selieme for the purpose of develop- 
ing a township theie for smaller invt‘stoi> and ]M‘ople who would have fairly 
Comfortable places near about Calcutta and yet iu»t have to pay a large sum 
for their building and land. The total anni that was nHpiisitioned was 
i‘^,ol^< aeics. It lias been estimated that a large portion of this land will 
have to la* used in providing for road.s. Hailing low-lying portions which 
would not be usetul for liuilding jmrpose, it bus been fouml that 2,7-*)0 acred 
would he aN.iilaldt* for building site*', and it has been arrangetl that the 
tniul ('o.st of the acquisition of land would amount to about Ps. tP) lakhs, 
which aftei d<-velopment can he sold. Kven if >ou sell any 2, Tot) acres 
at a rate of Rs. "(dO per eoilah in plots of ID cottiihs each with all the 
provisions foi mIiooU, jmrks, tanks and all sorts ot anmuities whieh are 
being jirovided tln'ie, set it vv<iu!d be a scheme which it would he possible 
to aeeompli''h without much ditiicult\. We have been tiung to hnd out 
wliethei it would h»' possible for un\ orgaiusatious which are interested in 
devchqumuit, to take over frtun us this lain! ami its development at a certiun 
commission rate. We have not yet come to any final decision on (h&t |xnnt. 

Then tliere is a question that has been asked about the Coqioraticn 
assessment; 1 think one of the cut motions refers to this assessment. The 
miestion is that we have (he impn»ss|^»n — many of us have the impression — 
tnat the lands and buildings in Cah'utta are under-assesserl and therefore 
Government directed the Calcutta Corporation Administrator to re-assess 
certain of the wards although they did not come in for re-assessinent under 
the ordinary rules of the Corporation. It iras found that after asaessment 
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of aetwi or eight wards wm done, the vaiwation was increased by nearljr 
2} crer^, and therefore the ass^sment would be about 50 lakhs nioM* 
£stimating that the assessment will stand the test of further scrutiny, tho 
question arose as to whether this assessment would be in order, and there- 
fore we are still awaiting the legal opinion on that point. In any case, 
the assessment so far done is a clear proof that the original method (»f 
assessment of the premi8|8 by the CalcutUi Corporation snowed the total 
valuation of the buildings*at a much lower figure than what it is today. 

There is another item about which I ought to say a few words, namely, 
the rehousing of bustee dwellers and the constitution of a Housing Board 
for the Tollygunge Land lh?velopment Scheme for which there is a provision 
in this Near's budget.

The total anwuint paid for the land was over twcv 
lakhs in the Kntally area winch is the new devcIoi)nicnl area under the 
Calcutta Improvement Trtisf, In lfM8 (rovernment entered into a contract 
with the Improvement Trust t<j construct buildings on one (d the blocks — 
block No. 10 — the total cost ni construction being e.stimated at Its. 0,r)8,(K)0, 
so timt the total cost M that building and of the land would he ideveii hikhs 
and a little over. Nonn we have estimattsl that if the block is intended for 
the lower middle-class and it vou give them at the eheap rale of Hs. 40 to 
Hs. 45 , we might >et get a return of 43 i>er cent. Then the (juestion is 
the const ruel ion of huildiugs for poon'r cla.sses. W'e wanted to begin iu 
April, 1040 . hut unfortunately the (ioverninent of Irnlia would not agree to 
giNe Us a l(»an on tin* basis of Nvhich the structure was to he erected with 
tin* result that we are hurdmied with a land which is fairly valuable and for 
which NNe are paying interest and yet we are not aide to utilise it for the 
purpo.se of constructing a structure thereon. Therefore we have decided 
to .sell it. We have advertised and I hope we will Iw* alile to .sell it at a 
profit. 

We have also taken 00 cottahs of laml from the Improvement Trust round 
about (iariahat Hoad and the Hashbehari Avenue, which was also intended 
for the purpose of a similar nature, namely, for huihlings for smaller 
middie-(da.ss peojilc. Itut it was found afterwards us in the ciwe of the 
other blocks we Could not raise the m<»tu*y, the (lovernment of India having 
refused to allow us to take a loan. Tlieretore vNe have bail to advertise and 
w*e have advertised as every member knows, and wi* have got l.KMI apjdica- 
tions for fiftN or sixty plots, and I am perfectly sure that (iovernmeut wamld 
not lost* in this transaction.

Sir, tlie totulisator tux and the betting tax have r«^*enfly been enhsnoed 
to twenty per cent, by the "West Bengal Finance Act, 1949. 

It is apprehended that with thia enhancement the temptation of illegal 
betting on horse races, which is already rampant in this State, w ill increase 
matly, resulting in loss of revenues to Government. The object of this 
Bill is to safeguard the revenues of Goverumeut and to counteract the 
tendency to illegal betting on horse races by enhancing the penalties pro- 
vided in the existing law with a view to make it possible for Courts to award 
appropriate and deterrent peaalties. 
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Section 10 of the Howrah Offences Act, 1857, and section 3 of the Bengal 
Public Gambling Act, 1867, provide for a fine not exceeding two hundred 
rupees or imprisonment, with or without hard lalbour, for any term not 
exceeding three months; and 

Section 44 of the Calcutta Police Act, 1866, provides for a fine not 
exceeding five hundred rupees, or imprisonment wita or without hard labour 
for any term not exceeding three months. 

The present Bill provides for punishment with fine which may extend 
to five thousand rui>ees or imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months or with both, for an offence committed under any of the above- 
mentioned sections when the same relates to wagering or betting upon a 
horse race. The Bill also provides that for everj^ subsequent offence, the 
punishment will be imprisonment for a term which may extend to one year 
01 fine which may extend to ten thousand rupees or both. 

With these words I beg to request that the Bill be taken into considera- 
tion.

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An regard* relief work that i* to be done either by an individual or liy 
organisation*, the arrangement ha* been that there i* a Central !l^lief 
Organisation o^r which Hi* Excellency the Governor preside*, which 
practically ha* taken over or i* co-ordinating all the different relief organi- 
sation* and individual* who want to give relief. We have to get order* 
from them asking u« to supply to the relief organisations or mdividuaJ* 
such materials as they choose to have for their own purposes. It is their 
husine** to *ee who should cater to the needs of the refugees, at which 
place and in adiut manner. 1 think this ought to be ii satisfactory arrange- 
ment. So far as Ranaghat camp is concerned ami — when Dhubuiia camp 
come* into action — Dhubuiia camp is concerned, they have been taken over 
by the agent of the Government of India, a gentleman called Nikhil Sen. 
He has been appointed by the Government of India to take charge of that 
camp in (^()mpany of or in association with a Deputy Secretary of the 
Government of India, ])ecaiise we insisted that that camp at any rate should 
be run by the Government (»f India under its direct aegis and control and 
(lirectiou. 

The question of removal of the refugees from areas in East Bengal has 
also been exereising our mind greatly. You will pK'all that the number of 
tniin.s carrying refugees to Calcutta has been reduced to nearly half, mainly 
beeaiise we were informed that .security amingements were dilficult to make 
and the result has lieen that there has been large accumulation of refugee 
passengers at Naraingaiij, (ioalundo, (,'hundpur and Barisal. I am not sure 
of the mimher in other places hut amongst lhe.se tour ])lace.v there are at 
least twelve to iourteen thousand )>eople Mailing tf» he transported. The 
diftieuhy has hefui that the ordinurv st<‘am<*r servicf* between Hari.sal and 
Khulna or the steamer service iietween Narainganj and Chandpur ami 
Goalundo, the internal river steamer sejviee as it is called, has been redueeil 
in number because the Steamer (’oin}»!in\ tells us that the r(>al supply has 
been ditficult. Therefore, we have, with the permisMion of the Government 
of India, arningeil for suj*pl> of coal and lo stiuimers will la* put in opera- 
tion, as soon as jii rangements for protei’tnm during tran^jaat are .ivailahle, 
to curry M.lflHl ])asseng('r.s from these tour station'^, namel\ . Harisal, 
Chandpur. Narainganj and Kluilnu. We Iwive not \et touched (ioalundo 
heeaiise (ioalundo has got at least om* wa\ of exit, nameiv. hy the trains, 
hut it necessaiy u(‘ Mil! liave to go to Goalundo later on. Tin* problem is

The Hon’hle JADABENORA HATH PANtlA: Sir. 1 beg to move that

Sir, thin an important Bill. It concern* a city of no mean im[K)rtance 
with a population of about *U) lakh*. It deal* with the conatitiition of 
the Calcutta Corporation with the principle* of tbe formation of the body 
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oorpomte whiok ia the core o! the oity*a life. The foilowi, in 
mam, Hie reoommendatioiia of the Inveatigation Commiiaio]i of the Cilotttif ' 
CorporatioD, aa outlined in ita interim report. The aal^t pointe^Hbe" 
important ohangea effected in the exiating nro^iaiona — ara mentioned in 
the Statement of Objects and Reasons, appended to the Bill. 

There is a deviation in one important point from the reoommendationa 
of the Commissioners. The Commissioners recommended for adult franohiae. 
The (Government consulted various associations on the point. Most of them 
were against the adult franchise. The Government also could not accept 
the adult franchise for the present. What may be fjood in vast extended 
areas with large population and multifarious activities may not be good 
in a limited sphere. The pef»ple here are not accustomed to vote as the 
people of England are. Under the adult suffraw, most of the voters who 
have little interest in the city’s continuous, well-ordered life and who have 
no civic training and consciousness^ — and the city of Calcutta abounds in 
such persons — are, as a rule, apt to be guided in the periodical exercise of 
their votes by interested persons, by regard of their narrow personal interests 
and not by consuleration.s of the common good. Even in England, up to 
IWo, iulult franchise was not adopte<l in mnnieipnl elw'tions. The report 
itself says, “In England, until 1114'), there was one set of (jualifications for 
all parliamentary voters and another for inunicipai voters.”

We have prescribed 
the following qualifications, viz., 

0) payment of any sum as rate, lax or license fee (in place of pay- 
ment (»f ininimnrri amount of Hs. )‘J as rate and luxes) during 
and in respect of the previous >eai; 

(/i) payment of rent hy the occupier of premises for at least fix 
nionths in the previous \ear at a rate not less than Hs. 4 |s»r 
month in the case of the preinihes lieing u hut in a hu»tf*e and 
at a rate of not le.ss than Hs. 8 j»t*i month in the case of premises 
not being a hut in a Inutre lin place •»( a rate of not less than 
Hs. 2'*) per month); 

t/o) ownership «d a hut m a hu^tw for which any sum (in place of 
minimum sum of Rs. 12) has }>een paid as consolidated rate for 
the previ'Ml^ year. 

W'e have also proposed to extend the franchise of |)ersons who have 
passed the Matriculation Examination of a Iniversity or any equivalent 
examination and have resided in f alcutfa during the greater port of the 
previous year. 

Bv extending the fianchine in thi* inuiiner, alwmt nix lakh* of people 
would he enfranchised in place of one lakh under the exi.ting proxwioni, 
if the cititens be careful U, enrol themselTea a* voter*. 

The Bill. further seeks to effect change* in the existinff provision* for the 
constitution of the Corporation of Calcutta on the recommendation* of the 
InveHtigation Commiesion hy — 

(a) doilijf Bwav with the reservation of seat* of oouncillors with 
minority communitie* and member* of the scheduled caste*; 
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ih) ulxilisliinff the wpecjia) constituencies to represent trade interesta 
and lul>our; 

(r) redneing the number of elected councillors from 9o to 75; 

(ff) providin#f that 75 councillors shall be elected by 75 specified 
twrritoiial constituencies, each constituency returning one 
councillor on the basis of the extended franchise: 

(r) raising tlu* age limit of candidates for election from 21 to 30 years. 

The Hdl also ^eeks t(» abolish the system of nomination of councillors 
altogether by providing tliat the seats of councillors not filled at a general 
election would be filled by bye-elections. 

Tliesc changes in the Constitution, 1 hope, will help to improve the 
efficiency of the administration of the city’s services.

TIM Hoil’llle JADABENDRA NATH PANilA; Sir. I beg to more that 
the ('alcutta Municipal (Amendment) Bill. Bh’iO, as settled in the Assembly, 
be passed. 

TM HMl’bla Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir. 1 was the Member in 
charge of this l>partment when I requested my colleagues in this Assembly 
to agree to my proruxsal for the supersession of the Corporation of Calcutta. 
1 could not possibly say then that there were any specific charges ub<mt 
which we were going to make enquiries, but the fact remained that there 
was a general fetding in the town amongst the rate-payers, amongst eTcry 
one who remaineil in this city, that everything was not well with the 
Calcutta Corporation. When 1 ^n» discussing this point in my mind I 
was wondering whether I was doing something which was practically un- 
doing the great work which was done by the author of th# Calcutta 
Corporation Act, the late Sir Surendra Nath Banerjee. He, it must be 
admitted, had contemplated a state of affairs in the Corporation which was 
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dtf vkat ^toally haf^ned) p^enlarlT in tlw latisr purt fil 
ito exMpMIDe befom it wm 8U{>eiiii^ed. Wkat«m be tbe reniOM tbe {«oi 
wafl ibat the members who were elected to the Corporation of Calcutta 

did not itot in a manner whidh showed that they understood ihetr 
responsibility or that they used their prinie^ and powers in the interest 
of the wrte-payers as a whole. Therefore, it was necessary for us to 
supersede the great self-Mveming institution like the Calcutta Corporation, 
and the gentleman to whom we left the res}Kmsibility of looking iiiU» I he 
affairs was a person who, unlike what has bin^n suggested several times in 
this Assembly, was not a person to whom 1 was omigateil in any manner 
for^posts of thi? character but who had been, as those who have been in 
the Corporation know (luite well, acting in opisisition in the Corporation. 
In the ^rporation Mr. Biswas, when he was a meml>er there, always worked 
in opposition to us and in various matters we did not see eye to eye with 
each other. 1 felt therefore that it was in the fitness of things that if his 
services were available he would bring bear his experiences in the 
Corporation in coming to certain conclusions with regard to the future 
career of the Corporation. He and his colleagues on the Commission have 
made their recommendations. We have been trying hard to take their 
recommendations, at least that portion which refers to the qui*stion of 
franchise, in the first instance in order that an electitm might take place 
in the Corfioratiuii as curly as poshihle. Kvervbod\ know.s that whenever 
there is a change in the voting jH>wer of the pwple, there has to ho a new 
electoral roll fonned ; and it will take at least six or seven months for the 
electoral roll to be formed, and therefore the electoral roll is likely to l>e 
completed by the cml of October or the beginning of November. And I 
hope the Cor|w)ration elK'lion will take place some time in Dm'emher. But 
this change in tlu* character and nature of the voter’s (jualificHtion is not 
all the changes that one feels should be brought alsiut in the Corporation 
Act in order that in future the abuses may he Um. The position was that 
we wanted some method by which it would not lie nossible for the cornora- 
ters to influence the dt'cision of the Chief Officer there — the ( hiei 
Executive OfHcer--or the Assessor or the Colle<*tor on whosi* decision a 
great deal of the financial prosperity of the Corporation denemls. It is 
human nature that person wlio ha* to be nominated or elwted by the 
corporators would look to the influential members of the party for their 
support, and it is natural that in many cases he may not be alile to exercise 
h*.s correct and unbiased ju<lgmcnt on any matter placed Indore him. 

The next point we had to decide was whether it was possible to find out 
by any rough assessment that the f or|)oration buildings and lands and the 
premises had Wen assessed in a projier manner. Many of us who had been 
closely asswnated with the (’onioration for many years felt that it was 
likely that the standard of assPHsment had not Wen as gemd ns it abotlld 
be ‘in order that the assessment after it had betui made and the amount 
of remission that had been gninteil wa^ always correctly made, it was 
necessary that we should have an assessment made in order to find out 
exactly what was the nature of the previous valuation and how it differed 
from the new valuation. I am not oblivious of the fact that the valuation 
based upon the rental value of the pniperty tixlay or even upon its market 
value would W very much different from the rental value or the market 
value of the property in normal times. I say without much enquiry into 
the actual fact, in mv opinion the present valuation both as reganls rental 
and market value would W at least 50 per cent, more than it would W in 
norma) times. Therefore the assessment itself is not the entenon that the 
amount that would be assessed would W ba^d uoon this valuation, but at 
anv rate it gives us a general picture of how the valuation had been oonducterl 
in the past. Therefore what we asked the Commission to do was ^ 
in the first instance the nature of the change in the fra^bise which they 
have enggeeied, and secondly to give ns the power, which, as we are told, 
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v« did not inxmoM under the SnpersoMioii Act, to msom a |itoparty. AjS 
#oon a« the aeMMment has been compleW bnt before it can be put into 
efect, every asswsment has to be enquired into by the anthoritiea not 
merely in cases in which objections have been held but practically in all 
cases that matter has to be looked into. 

The next point is with regard to alterations in other parts of the Act 
which are necessary in order to ensur# better working of the Corporation. 

We are hoping that we will be able to place before the Legislature 
some time in July or August an amended Act with reference to the various 
other provisions of the Act. The report of the Commission, as soon as it is 
printed, will be circulated to the members of the Assembly so that they 
could also take up such portions of that rejwrt in which they desire that 
amendment shoula take place and I am hoping that without the preoccupa- 
tion of a budget session, it may be possible for members of the Assembly to 
consider the other points of the Act where alterations are necessary. It 
is possible also that there may be one or two gaps in the present Act 
which reouire to be re<’onsidered and these also may come up for discussion 
in the Jufy or August session. But today this Bill has to be passed because 
then we can at once get along to the question of forming the electoral rolls 
so that an early idection may take place some time in December or 
January. I cun assure every member of the Assembly that if there are 
other i»oints in which they desire further amendment, the same will be 
considered and, if proved useful, incorporated in the nuiin Act, which w<»uld 
come some time, as I said, between July and August.

t|. SiBNATH BANERfEE: Sir. 1 would like to say just a sentence. 
We are thankful that the Bill has come back to this House. When it was 
passed, we opposed it, but it was currie<l by a majority. We are thankful 
to His Excelleiicv lur sending it back to this Assembly. As His Excellency 
has reconsidered the whole thing,— 1 d(> n<»i know what n^oramondution ho 
has made— may I expect that thi.s House and the I^eader of the House will 
reconsider many rd the ol)noxioiis sections of this black Bill iiml delete them 
1 find in tlu‘ agemla that ctMtain tilings are to be deleted. But if the Whole 
Bill is to be reconsidered, then let us take time. We know that we cannot 
carry anything by vote. When this Bill was nassed in this House 1 said 
“well, let us lake time, let us reconsider the whole thing and send the Bill 
to the Select Committee”. That vs as not done and in a huirv the Bill was 
sent to the Uoveinor. It is apparent that there were some mistakes; other- 
wise, His Excellency would not have sent it back. Now that there is an 
opportunity 1 submit that the blackest provi.nious of the Bill may be deleted 
by the Leader of the House. By speaking here 1 can only take some time, 
but J cannot make any difference. So i am only apjM»aIing to the Tsmder 
of the House to consider the blackest provisions of the Bill which 1 had 
op^sed earlier, 1 submit, Sir, that those jirovisions may be reconsidered 
and deleted. 

The Hon’bla Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, I did not see 

Mr. Sibnuth Banerjee in his seat; otherwise I would have drawn iiis aiten* 
Hion to the fact that the message from His Excellency limits the discussion 
to certain points which he has mentioned in paragraph 2 which he might 
have read and then probably his diiiiculty would not have arisen. Para* 
graph 2 runs thus: “The President has been pleaseil to direct Hie 
Excellency the Governor in pursuance of the proviso U) Article 201 of the 
said Constitution to return the Bill to the West Bengal lje|{islutive Assembly 
with a messa^ requesting that the Assembly will reconsider the provisiona 
of the Bill with a view to exclude therefrom the mutters coveretl by the 
Preventive Detention Act, 1950 (IV of 1950), and make such consequential 
amendments therein as may lie necessary". Sir, it may be recalled that 
when we in this Assembly passed the West Bengal Seottrity BiB, 19i^, 
on the 25 tb February, it so happened that on the same day, i.e., on the 
2dih February', the Parliament also passed a Bill which is called the 
Prevmtive Det<mtion Act, 1950 (Act fV of 1950L As there are some 
^roviaicMii in that Act which do not ooincide with tne provisions in our Act, 
therefore the President did not give hie signature to the Act* It is sot 
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ihai the Governor hag sent back ike Act. There are some Drovisions in 
the Security Bill which cannot be paesad into Act, because they hilring<* 
upon the alJ-India Act in certain mat^. Therefore we had to send the 
Bill after it wa« passetl by us to the Governor and through the Governor 
to the President for his signature. The President, however, found that 
there were some provisions m this Act which were practically almost the 
same «)r of a similar nature to the Central Act, and in view of the fact that 
tlie Central Preventive Detention Act takes precedence over the local Act 
ami there are certain points in the two Acts which may run contrary to one 
another, we are limiting our discussion today to those portions which are 
mHMled to he excluded therefrom — the matters which are covered hy the 
Preventive Detention Act.

But how can you aak the Leader of the Houae to explain the 
hwue when there is the S|iWE«rF You have got the agenda before you and 
also the amendments proposed to be moved.

Mr. SNAKE II S How can you oppose all the sections of the BillF If 
that were your idea then you should have rawed a point of order and not 
a point of darincatiou. 

SI. SliNATH 8ANERJEE! Can 1 oppose this? Can I oppose the 
direction of the President? If I cannot do so there is no use of my being 
here. This is our House and although certain tiireeiions might have come 
from above to reconsider the Bill and to pass certain amendments, I thin^ 
1 shall be within my rights to oppose them. 

Mr. SPEAKER t Ut us procee«l systematically. Here is the motion 
1 which has been moved by the Lender of the House pursuant to the directions 
of His Excellency and we are now to consider the recommendation of His 
Excellency tiie Governor in detail. Are you opposing the consideration of 
the recommendation? Certainly you are entitled to speak. What do you 
wish to speak on ? For or against the consideration of the recommendation 
of His Excellency? 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: It should be considered in detail. But 
not only this but the whole Bill and all the sectionH.

Sir, the main recommendations of His Excellency the Governor refer 
to only two points. First of all, the date on which the Act come.s into force 
has Ijeen altered, namely, from “at once” to “It shall be deemed to have 
come into force on the 2(lth day of January, Sir, the stH'ond amend* 

ment that has been move«l is to enable both the Acts, the West Bengal 
Security Bill passed into an Act, as well ns the Detention Act, to have 
eoual effect according to the provisions which are applied under either. 
The third main amendment is in clause of the Bill where there is a provi- 
sion for detention and the word “detention” has been omitted from this 
section and all the paragraphs that refer to detention under clauses 21 and 
22 have been also omitted in these recommendations. 


Sections 2d and 24 whicli are also provhled for under the Indention Act 
have also been omitted. 

The next niuia amendment that has been suggested is that clause 3(1 
of this Act where a police officer was einpowereu to act on his own— that 
power has been suggested to be taken away because it is in a ililferent 
context with the C'entral Act that has been passed. Tluise art' the main 
recommendations, and there has been a re<*ommendation for altering the 
numbers of the different clauses. In clause 40, as so renumbered, there 
has been uddetl one more jirovisicm, namely, that any rule or order that has 
been issued or deemed to have been issued, etc., under the Ordinance should 
be regarded as having come under the provisions of the Act, and similarly 
in section 41, ns so renumbered, there have lieen two provisos only for tbi 
proper functioning of the Act and the Ordinance. 

Sir, the main provisions of the Bill remain as they were Iwfore. The 
only point for which the matter has come before us is that in certain matters 
this Bill covers practically almost the same ground as the Preventive 
Detention Act (iV) of 1950. We have to nut it under the orders of the 
President and on the recommendation of the Governor. These are the 
recommendations for the House to accept. 

•I. iIBNATH SANERJEE: On a point of order, Sir. In the message 
the President has been pleased to direct His ExMlleiicy the Governor in 
pursuance of the proviso to Article 201 of the said Constitution to reinni 
the Bill to the West Bengal Legislative Assembly with a message requesting 
that the Assembly will reconsider the provisions of the jBill with a view to 
exclude therefrom the matters covered by the Preventive Detention Act, 
1950, and make such consequential amendments therein as may be necessary. 
That means that all the clauses of the Bill are alao before the House and 
therefore I think the way in which the amendments have been moved is 
quite irregular: it should have been moved clauae by claiife*-rone amend- 
ment for each clause — ^as we did^vshen we passed the Bill. We have here 
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an omnibus amendment covering everything. It ahould not have been so, 
but it should have been taken clause by clause. The way in which the 
amendment has been moved by the Leader of the House is not in order. 
Of course, I shall be guided by your decision in this matter. 

Mr. SPEAKER i Well, the procedure is that whenever there is a message 
from His Excellency the Governor t<|i make amendments, you can either 
accept the whole or reject the whole of it, but 3rou cannot accept it piece- 
meal. Therefore the matter is put as a whole, and you either accept it or 
reject it. 

8J. 8IBNATH BANERdEE: Thank you, Sir. Regarding the amend- 
mentH of different items, first of all, as I said in the beginning, it was not 
the intention of the Central Assembly in their Bill that was there. So 
this House should have waited as I had suggested to them to wait. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think both were passed on the same date. 

ij. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Yes. But the Hon’ble the Leader of the 
House should have been c{)nversant with what was happening in Delhi. 

Tht Hoil’bM Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: 1 did not know anything 
about that. 

Sj. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Our I^eader .should have been better 
informed than that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: How could he know what particular Bill was going to 
be passed in tiie Central Ijegislature P 

S|. SIBNATH BANERJEE: It was known to us at least. It was 
published in the papers. 

Tht Hon’bit Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Oh, you are a clever man 
indeed ! 

•J. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Thank you for your compliment. If you 
had done so, a rebuff from the President or His Excellency the Governor 
would not have been necessary. Any way, 1 am sorry 1 was not here; 1 
went to Delhi when other Bills were here. Therefore J could not go 
through all the amendments and the result that would come out of them. 

Under section 21 the power ti> detain is being dropped. I do not under- 
stand whnt it means. Is it that the power of detention provided in the 
clause of the Bill is being taken away, or whatP — I do not understand, 
Nor do I understand the omission of section 36, that is, the power of the

goes, then who is to arrest P — the Home Minister will arrest? 

Tilt Hon’blt Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: The Labour Leader or the 

Socialist Leader. 

SJ. SIBNATH BANBRJEB: Yes, when be becomes the Home Miniater, 
not before that. 

Sir, one point now arises in my mind. I cannot raise a Mint of order 
on what the President or His ExoeUenoy the Governor has airected. But 
I think eouitv, law and justice demand that it should not have been there. 
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% Sj^ Susii Kumar Baaerjee. What is bainip su^^fwied by tk« Pn^sideat 
or th# 6oT«mor is ilbf^al. You are mabinf a law to-day wi^ retroapaotita 
effect I think the Preaident the Governor will reconsider what they 
have done because it may be challenged in the court of Uw.

Tile Hoii*bie Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: Sir, it is said out of 
nothing God created Heaven an<l Earth and out of nothing Sj. Sibuath 
Banerjee has created his revelations. 1 utn sorry to say that neither did he 
read this Bill nor tlie Central Act. The fact is that in this Bill we have two 
provisions, one in section 21 and the other in section 36 adtli which we ore 
now concerned. Section 21 says that the Provincial Uovernmeut may make 
an order re.»4t noting the moveim*nts or actions of or detaining certain 
persons, and section 3(j says that the jwilice officer can detain a iierson for 
a certain period of time and then put the man before a Magistrate. To 
make an order rt*stricting the movements of or actions of or detaining 
certain |»ersons is in the side-note on page 8 and with regani to this the 
recommendati(»n of His Excellency the Governor is tlie rtmoval of the 
words '‘or detaining” and keeping the rest of the paragraph as it is. Power 
to make orders restricting the movement or |M»wer to make orders restrict- 
ing the actions of a certain person, that remains, but the ('entrul Govern- 
ment provides for the power to detain suc h a |)erson. So that portion ihould 
go out from our Bill- And as I suhl before, section 30 has nothing to do 
with the Provincial Government, hut any {Milice officer could act and 
detain a person and within u month put him before a Magistrate. Now, 
His Excellency the Governor’s recommendation says "remove the word

Hon'blo Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir. 1 beg to 
nove that the West Bengal Secondary Kdueution Bill, UGfl, as reported 
jy the Select (.'ommittee, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, last year on the dth of April, when presenting the Report of the 
Select Committee, I drew the attention of the House to the fact that the 
Ke|K)rt of the Select (’ormnitlee was unanimous. That was a fact which would 
mean something very new in the annals of the Bengal Legislature. The 
hietoty' of the Secouarv Education Bill — the legislations on thi.s subject — may 
well be said. Sir, as the history of the reformed l.s*gislature of Bengal. No 
other Bill evoked so much controversy and suffered so many shipwrecks in 
the past. It is therefore a matter of congratulation that this Government 
haa ixwn ennble<l to nlace before the Legislature a unanimous report on the 
present Secondary Euucution Bill. 

To the main features of the Report I may draw the attention of the 
House by pointing out in the first place that the (xmHtitution of the ^ard 
of Secondary Education has l>een changed to make it more representative in 
character. The number of members lias been increastnl from 42 to 44: 
the Quota of teachers’ representatives has been increuseil from G to 7. 
Bcwiaes the beml masters other teachers have got their representation. 
Apart from that, provision has l>een made for the representation of the 
Ihatriot School Boards by 2 memWrs to be electetl by them. Theee are 
the main features of the changes that hove been effected in the constitution 
of the Boanl. So far as the oonslieuiion of the Executive Ckmimittee ie 
coAoemed, it haa btM»n widcne<l and* made more representative in character. 
The number of official representatives baa l>een cut down and the number 
of poimlar representatives has been increased. So far as the Examination 
Committee ia oonoemed, it haa been aplit up into two committeee^^'-an

Then, datiie 41 which provides lor compensation to the Caloutta Univem^ 
has dao been altered. Provision has been made lor the detenmnaUon 
the compensation by a tribunal and it has been further provided ^at 
tribunal shall take into consideration tbe receipts and expenditure of tiui 
University in connection with the Matriculation Examination during the 
years muung in June, 1948, 1949 and 1950. Apart from that, the §el^ 
Committee has also made a substantial ohanp in the provision of clause. 
53 which relates to the supersession of the iloaril. It has been providedy 
that the changes against the Boanl should be examined by an Investigation] 
' Commission bdore action is taken to supersede the Board. In many! 
ways, therefore, the provisions of the Bill have imn improved by ibP 
Select Committee, of course, with the approval of the Government. 

Now, Sir, in enacting the Bill before ns we are taking a very large stdM 
in advance of the other provinces. No other Stale in India has as yet coins] 
forward to constitute a statutory Seeon<lar) Board with such u widely] 
representative constitution. ThrtHJ or four other prt)viuces have Secondary 
Education Boards no doubt but many of them are uon-statutory Boards 


in advance of the other provinces. No other State in 1 has as yet corns] 
forward to constitute a statutory Seeon<lar) Board with such u widely] 
representative constitution. ThrtHJ or four other prt)viuces have Secondary 
Education Boards no doubt but many of them are uon-statutory Boards 
appointed by the (ioverniuent ; and the statutory Board which i« in 
existence in a province do(‘s not provide for popular representation in such 
a large measure. So far as our Board is concerned, it is going to be an 
altogether popular Ihuird — we can claim— liecause in the Board tliere will 
lie only 9 official ineinliers out of 44. Not onl> we are taking this step in 
advance of the other provinces in India, but we are definiUdy taking this 
step even against the trend of the ailministrution of school education in 
some of the advanced countries after the war. Even in demoorutie 
countries — not to spt^ak of the totalitarian countries - -the ireml is towards 
more and more State control. Those who know anything about tbe English 
Act of 1944- the Butler Act are aware that the ultimate control and 
supervision of school education there have pas.sed in a large measure into » 
the hands of the Ministry. School e^lucation there is now jointly 
administered by the local authorities and the State. So, we can claim tbatl 
we have taken an ultra-democratic step in constituting this Secondtim 
Board of l^ucation of a somewhat autonomous character. It is said, 
by persons who were mute in the days of the Muslim league Government in 
the past and did n«)t dare to raise tlieir voice against the rea<!tioriary Bilk 
introduced by the Muslim Government, that this Bill was going to be a 
reactionary one. Perhaps with them the wor<l "reactionary" has an 
altogether different meaning. Now, |>eople who even Uskeil in the sun- 
shine of the Muslim Government are coming forward to criticiae this Bill 
which proposes to hand over control and hUjHfivision of st'condarv erlucaiion 
to a popular Board, It is a great exforiment that we are going to make 
and I hope, Sir, that in vkw of the unanimous reiKirt prmluced by the 
Select Committee, no further amendment will be made to tliis agreed 
Se^ndary Education Bill and the Bill will be acceptetl just as it has lieen 
recommended by the Select (Jommittee. 

' With these words, Sir, I move for the consideration of the Bill. 

4ml» MUtHAIIRUFF HOtfAINs ^Sir, this Secondary Education Bill 
waa drafted by me as early as in 1928 when I was Minister in cliarge of 
^e portlolid which my friend is hoidi^. (The Hon’ble Bai lUnsimaA 
Nxtb CHAOOifrEi: Not this Secondai^ Education Bill aurely.) In the 
Bill that I drew up I also gave majority of non-officials in the coostituiion* 
Thai mjori^ was 21 to 19. (The Hon'hle Bai SkaxanaA Nats 
C« 4 imi 7 Bl: les, a large majority indeed!) 
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Now, my tmnd diet 22 yoar# ainco the day when we drew up thk 
Bill haa now made it by aliowing a little more aeats for the noa^omoiab. 
Twenty>two yeara agro, we suggested that tlm Chairman ci thia Board 
ihould be appointed by Gtovemment. He»haa made it by aaykf ^at 
(iorernraent will appoint one but out of a panel. So, theee 22 years* ihiikkff 
has altered it to thia extent that the Board will have a Chairman who wiu 
▼irtuaily be appointed by Government. Was it not possible for him to 
improve it a little bit and say that thi Chairman should be elected by the 
people? What I thought 22 years ago he is actually copying that and I 
cannot congratulate him for this change that he has effected. However, 
when we again introduced it in the Assembly, there was a hue and cry 
raised by the very same gentlemen in this House saying "This Bill is a 
reactionary Bill ; it takes away powers from the University and it is a great 
wrong tiiat you have been doing to the University” altbongh \bey knew for 
certain that the University Commission — the Sadler Commission-Hiuggested 
that secondary education should be separated from the University altogether 
and it should be under the control of a special Board. Now, I am glad that 
the reactionary Bill has not actually proved to be reactionary in the sense in 
which my friend shouted when we proposed the Bill and when it was 
proposed before the House. So, I think, my position is vindicated now 
and what T thought 22 years ago is fhe right step that the country should 
take in a matter like this. How'ever, I still congratulate my friend the 
Education Minister for the boldness that he has shown in having a 
Secondary Education Bill for conducting the secondary education of the 
country. 

The Hon’ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, it is a 
news to me that the Nawah Sahib ever framed a Secondary Education Bill. 
It must have been (.Tanab MrsHARRFFF Hossain: In 1928) then in 1928 
that the Bill was introduced, but as a member of the then Council I did not 
come across such a Bill. (Janab Mushahrfff Hossain: No.) Then the 
public are not aware that the Nawab Sahib ever framed a Bill. If lie 
framed u Bill, he must have framed it either in the seclusion of his bouse 
or in the privacy of his office, and there, again, the Bill was still-bom 
because noliody was aware of it. But according to his version, the Board 
that be was going to set up was a Board with a non-oflicial majority of 21 
against 19. We are going to have a Board with 44 minu* 9 popular 
representatives, that is, there are only 9 official members in our Board 
whereas in his Board, according to his version, there were 19 officials. 
(Janab MrsHARRUFF Hossain: Twenty-two years ago.) Yes, 22 years 
before. 

As I said, Sir, T was a member of the Council in 1928. I never saw any 
Bill introduced by the Nawab Sahib in the old Council. That Bill was 
either in his lirain or in his office or perhaps it was worm-eaten but nobody 
was aware of sucli an undelivered masterpiece. One thing however is 
certain, viz., after the inauguration of the Government of India Act, 1935, 
when the Governments to which the Nawah Sahib belonged brought 
forward Stwmdury Education Bills, tho.se Bills were opposed by us not 
because they were reactionary in one feature but because they were 
reactionarv in manv features. Those Bills provided for a highly communal 
Board. All-Beugni was aware of it and the fight was wnged over the 
comfiosition of the Boar<l as it was highly communal in character apart 
from the fact that it had a large official bloc. As regards the President of 
the Board it was always provided in the MnsHm l.<«agne Bills that the 
President would be appointee! by the Government but not from a panel. 
Therefore Nawab Sahib will agm'^with me that so far as this BBl 
is concerned it is a much improved Bill and better than any Bill which the 
Mnalim Tieagne Oovemment ever brought forward. To find out the many 
hnproved features of this Bill I would request anv pereon to ranpaiu this 
Bin with any df the previous Bills intrtMUoed the lIuslhBi iMgui

8i. fl. 0. CUPTA: Mr. SiH*uker. Sir, it ia a matter of sincere 
congratulation to the Iloirhle Mmiater in charge of this Bill a« uUo to the 
memhen» of this House that the Secontlary Enucation Bill han now been 
paaaed into an Act, or rather is going to he placed on the Statute Book — 1 
should say. Sir. you are aware that during the lust decade or more 
unprecedeiitetl Hcenes were enacted on the fl<K)r of the Assembly in many 
sessions in order to prevent a reactionary Secondary Education Bill being 
made into law. The Hon’hle Minister of Education and many of us had 
to tux our hraiuH to devise means, sometimes unconstitutional and most 
unorthodox, ami >ou will rememher. Sir, one of our colleagues, Sri liaripuda 
ChtttterjiH*, in his desperation to nreveni the passage of the Bill, hud to 
remove the mace and thus stopped the reactionary Bill heing passed into 
law. We have now^ succei*ded in putting a Secondary Kouuatiim Bill 
before tlie [uildic ami as we have seen, there is no opposition. It mUft 
theretore lie a matter of .sincere congratulation to the HouTile Minister 
of Ktlucation that a Bill with such a past history cun he passed into law 
in such a calm ami sei«*ne atmosphere. Sir, it .sts-med to me tit that time 
that we were accused of opposing the Bill on hehalf of the vested interests 
of tiie Calcutta ITii^ersitv, That was the criticism tiiat was always levelled 
against us. Sir. we never supnorted any malpractice of the (’alcutta 

University, and we never intended to keep the University in tact and 

sacrifice tin* Secom!ar> Jvlucation Bill. Our ftana fida have heen proved 
by the appointment of the various committees and I am sure the public 
will s(s>n see the rejsirt and (»ur (jfoveniiiient will not hesitate to take any 
steps tliat are necessary to put matters right in that institution. 

There is one thing, however, which again rises in my mind in this 

connection. . We have besides enacting the Appropriation Act, passed 

many useful legislations hut. Sir, unless we can create a uniterl front, 
unless we can put down the forces j|f disorder and unless we ffet all jK^rsons 
to see that the peace-loving citiaeJl who constitute the majority of West 
Bengal people are not cowe<i down by the riotous element, all thisae 
menanres will go in vain. 1 say again before 1 sit down that all tbnae 
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measures, the benefits of all these measures will be realised only if we can 
tackle effectively this disorder and the enormous refugee problem. It is 
a matter of great personal gratification tj? me that the suggestions regard- 
ing the refugee problem made a vear ago have been implemented now 
and I am sure we shall make an all-out effort to see that these problems 
are solved, so that we may derive the utmost benefit from all the useful 
legislation that we have passed Hiis session. 

With these words, Sir, I again congratulate the Hon’ble Minister for 
Education. 

8Ji 8IBNATH BANERJEEs Mr. Speaker, Sir, I do not congratulate 
the Minister lor the contents of the Bill because, frankly speaking, I have 
not read them. But he has succeeded after many, many years in getting 
through the Bill. In this House Secondary Education Bill comes, it is 
withdrawn or lapses and things like that continue to happen. I think 
after nearly 10 \eur8 at least something has been put — for that 
congratulations to him. 

Today education — secondary or otherwise — has become really secondary 
to us. Today life — I do not care for propeaty — but life and honour is 
absolutely unsafe, specially in Howrah, and we have the spectacle of 
Martial Law in the independent Government which I had to demand, 
otherwise the lives of minorities are absolutely unsafe. AVheii life is 
unsafe, education becomes secondary. Therefore, this Secondary 
Education Bill becomes still more 8eeondar>\ With a heavy heart I am 
saying this. Today the House is going to be prorogued, 1 hear. Many 
of the members of this Assembly — with great regret 1 have to stress that 
in the affected area.s we did not see many of them. It is not in a spirit 
of complaint that I am saying thi.s i)ut I feel it very strongly that this 
House or the mtunbers of this House could not rise up to the occasion to 
aave the minority, to .save tlie prestige of our country. We claim to be 
a secular State, we claim to be a (ivilised State; we have failed to prove 
80 . At least after the As.sembly’s heavy work is over, I hope the members 
of this Assembly and the Ministers will apply their mind and their time 
to the burning prol>letu which is not secondary, but which is the first 
problem today. 

With these words 1 support the Bill. 

The Hon'ble Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, It) years ago it was my privilege from a seat in the opposition to move 
the very first motion, a dilatory motion, again.st the Secondary Education 
Bill m iuirodiKMMl by the first Fuzlul Huq Government. As I said 
yestenlay, Sir, the history of the la.st ten years ol the Bengal Legislature 
can be written in terms of the history of the Secondary Education Bills. 
All forms of constitutional procedure were availed of and, as my friend 
Mr. .1. r. Gupta has reminded us, even in the heat of moments some of 
us did not mind to go to uncon.stitutional length to prevent the passage of 
the Secondary Education Bills— the suoix'ssive measures which we|^ 
brought forward by the Muslim I/eague to place the law relating to 
Secondary Education on the Statute Book. That is a long history no 
doubt but after all that is as much an intriguing history as the history 
of the Home Kule Bill in the British Parliament. I suppose. There is no 
other legislative mea.sure in the whole of India which has such a long 
history liehind it. It is undoubtedly therefore a matter of great pleasure 
that it has been possible for jtbis House to place a well-framed Secondary 
Education Bill, bases! entirely on democratic principles, on the Statute 

Sir, there was never any doubt, since the Calcutta University Com* 
mission, otherwise known as the Sadler CominiBsion, made Hieir 
recommendation, about the necessity of a Secondary Education Board.

As I told the Honse laat nil^bt, Sir^ tn our anxiety to bart 
a Board entirely ooasUtnted on demooratie principles * we bare gone 9^0^ 
against ^e trend of modem legislation on eduoation, the trend cl 
cmitraliaing control of education tren in d^fHjratic oountriea. Hir. I 
hiifipe that after all these traeails we shall now be sailing in smooth watm 
aim the great expectutions that we always entertained in couneoiion with 
the Secondary Education Bill will be realised. 


Sir, it was no doubt an allegation of the Ifuslim lioagne that in 
opposing their Secondary Education Bills we were inspired by the 
agthorities of the Calcutta University to oppose them. That waa an 
entirely wrong supposition. Because, after all, the recommendation of 
the Sadler Commission was the recommendation of nobfaly else but the 
late Sir Ashutoeh Mukherje^ Eia was the dominating personality, every 
body knows, on that Commission and it was he who was a }iarty to the 
recommendation of the Calcutta University Commission that there ihould 
be a Board of ^j^ndary and Intermediate education in Bengal. Whatew 
tibi may l>e, Sir, after all we have got a Secondary Education Bill. We 
are going to constitute a Secondary Education Boartl and leave it in chaffe 
not only of the existing secondary education system but also of the plane 
of its development. Secondary education even on the existing lines ha« to 
be nuiuage<l and can only be managed satisfactorily by « Secondary Board. 
A University pre-occupied with the supervision of teaching and eiaminaiiop 
for tlie degree courses and with the arrangement for Posi-Gmduale studies 
cannot l>e expected any more to control and administer secondary education 
efficiently. Moreover, the very conception of aecondary education Ual 
undergone a great change in iwocnt tinMM. Iluring the last (marii^r of a 
cqutury, Sir, secondary education has come to mean not simply eduoaiton 
of that academic type which is now provided in our high schools, but tb# 
conception of it has developed into a secondary education of iiiulti-form 
tyi>es. Secondary education which will provide for academic e<lucation 
will no doubt prepare boys for college and University studies but, at the 
same time, secondary education in its other aspects and forms will also 
piovide preparation for life— types of education which will offer technical 
cottrses of studies as well as what are provided in Mcnlern Schmils iu England, 
ies which will enable the alumni of the sewmdary schtnils to proceed to 
strial and commercial concerns. Secondary education during the last 
ears, as I have told the House, has taken such iliffereul shapes else* 
The real school type of secondary wlucation, which was first 
ted in Germany, was adopted in England in the Ontral Schools before 
scoromendaiions of the Hadow Committee in lU2(i. It eras a gmt 
rmanoe of the Hadow Commit^ that it gave shape to the wider 

f tioQ of secondary education in England and recommended that that 
be developed into three types, namely, an academic type, a technical 
, and a type which is followed in England in what ore called modem 
ols. Twelve years later the Bpens Committee gave a jparity of status, 
II iheee types. Now, in our oountm also we are anxious to see that 
ndaif education should be a form of education which will be complete 
xAiqb will be a preparation for life for those students who are 
'**ioiiia]ly been and capable of nrofiiing by bigber studies as well as 
w^ may not be so intefleotuimy hemi a« to take profitably to academic 
I but whose aptitudes and iniorsrti ntav be differently proviiWI for.
